CHAP. L, 

T he Author s departure from Ifpahan. An account of the 
Perlian couriers , and the hearers of Caljan. A fine 
Caravanferai. A defer ipt ion of Jedagaes. Excellent 
bread. Dangerous roads. The manner in 'which the 
Arabians live. 


HE preparations for our 
journey being complet- 
ed , we waited till twen- 
ty beafts of carriage, 
that were loaded with 
commodities which be- 
longed to the India company, had 
fet out before us, and we departed 
from Ifpahan the 26 th of October, 
1704, about two in the afternoon. 
The Englijh merchants, together 
with father Antonio Deftirro , and all 
Vol. II. 


our friends, accompanied us out of 1704.' 
the city on horfeback, and were fol- 
lowed by all their domeftics and cou- 
riers. We took a Ihort repaft in the 
King’s gardens, at the diftance of a 
league from the city, and continued 
there till four of the clock. We then 
proceeded on our journey, after we 
had taken leave of our friends, and 
arrived, about feven, at the Caravan- 
ferai of SpahaneCy three leagues from 
Ifpahan ; where we found thofe 
B who 
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The TRAVELS of 


1704. who had fet out before us, and we 
all paffed the night in that place. 
We had feveral couriers, whofe drefs 
is very different from thofe who live 
in IJpahan. The reader will find a 
reprefentation of them in plate 110. 
The plumes which they wear on 
their turbans, and the ornaments that 
accompany them, are of various co- 
lours. Their vefts are ufually of fear- 
let, and little bells are fattened to 
their girdles, with tufts of black filk. 
The found of thefe bells is heard at 
a confiderable dittance, when the 
couriers are in motion. Thofe who 
hire them, are obligedto furnifh them 
with this habit, which becomes their 
own at the end of the journey, over 
and above the wages they receive. It 
is ufual to hire as many of thefe cou- 
riers as are judged neceffary ; with 
a bearer of Caljan , or a bottle of to- 
bacco, who is mounted on a mule, 
that like wife carries two portmantles, 
or leathern cafes, filled with coffee, 
rofe-water, tobacco, and fuch like 
accommodations. We have repre- 
fer.ted one of thefe perfons, with his 
equipage, in plate in. The Per- 
sians aie always attended by fome of 
thefe fervants, in their travels, and 
are imitated by all Europeans of any 
rank. The little machine, which 
har.gs on one fide of the mule, is fil- 
led with fire. 

We proceeded on our journey at 
one in the morning, and arrived, in 
the fpace of two hours and an half, 
at the Caravanferai cf Mierza Elraja y 
and, within another hour, at a place, 
where part of the cuftoms exafted for 
mercantile goods, is paid. We ar- 
rived, about the twenty eighth, at the 
Fir* Cara - village of Majaer , where a fine Ca- 
nanferat. ravan lerai is built of ftone, and was 
founded by King Sulemoen , the fa- 
ther of the Prince who now reigns. 
A range of fine ttables runs all round 
theinlide of the court; and the out- 
fide ot this building has more the 
air of a palace, than of a publick 
houle for travellers. There are 
two kinds of wings on the fides of 
the fore-gate, and a large en- 
trance, that appears beautiful, and 
opens into exceeding fine walks of 


trees to the right and left, and 1704. 
of which that in the middle is the 
largeft. It likewife fronts the edi- 
fice, and extends very far towards 
the mountains. No fituation can be 
more amiable than that of this Cara- 
vanferai, which we have delineated in 
plate 1 12. The principal cuttoms 
are paid there. The village, on one 
fide of it, is large, and furrounded 
with trees ; and the officers of the 
cuftoms fent from thence refrefh- 
ments of melons, and grapes, to Mr. 

Bakker , my companion in thisjour- 
ney. 

We left this place on the twenty 
eighth, about three in the morning, 
and paffed by a water-mill, on a lit- 
tle river, which we croffed twice, on. 
two fmall bridges of ftone, and ar- 
rived, about ten that morning, at a 
large town, called Komminsja , which 
is filled with gardens, and little tow- 
ers that ferve for pigeon-houfes. On 
one fide of this town, we obierved 
the tomb of a faint named Zja-refa. Tbe 7 cr?ib 
It is enclofed with a wall, whole in- °f aS,wlt - 
ward fpace is ornamented with feve- 
ral trees, and two fountains filled 
with fifh, which the Perfian fuper- 
ftition will not permit any one to 
touch. We faw carps in the fmalleft, 
and large filh in the other. This 
tomb has a lofty fituation on the Hope 
of a mountain. We paffed the night 
in the Caravanferai built of earth, in 
the town, and purfued our journey 
on the twenty ninth, about five in 
the morning. We were informed, 
that fome other travellers had been 
robbed, as they left the town, of 
two beafts loaded with goods ; and 
as the inhabitants of that place have 
the reputation of being great thieves, 
we had reafon to fuipedl they had 
given this inftance of their abilities 
in that profeffion ; we, therefore, 
judged it expedient to be upon our 
guard, efpecially as we were well 
provided with fire arms. Robberies 
of this nature are very frequent in 
that quarter ; but if one has any 
friend to make proper complaints 
at court, the lord of the town is ob- 
liged to be relponiible for what is 
loft ; but if a perfon has not fuch an 
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1704. lntereft as I have mentioned, he muft 
not expedt any reftitution. This re- 
gulation obliges the officers of the 
place to be very attentive to the con- 
duct of the inhabitants, and yet rob- 
beries are frequently repeated. 

The road, without the town, con- 
tradts itlelf into a narrow pafs, be- 
tween two ranges of mountains, and 
which is rendered very dangerous 
by the torrents that are continu- 
ally rolling from the fummit ; but 
it opens, at the diftance of half a 
league, into a plain, which is en- 
compafled by thefe mountains. Se- 
veral villages, full of gardens, prefent 
them 'elves to the view on the right, 
but the mountains are all barren and 
rocky, and the land upon them lies 
wild and uncultivated. We came, a- 
bout eleven, to the Caravanferai of 
Llrgjoe- bogie, without having met 
any game in our way. We there 
found feveral pigeons, woodcocks, 
mallards, and larks, along the edges 
of a little canal. We left this place, 
at one in the morning, and arrived, 
about five, at the village of Am ana- 
bast , which is faid to feparate Per- 
fui from Parthia. 

Jcfviyjass We arrived, about eleven in the 
forenoon, at the Caravanferai of JeJ- 
dagaes, which is a village feated a- 
mong the mountains, and part of it 
on rocks. The houfes rife one above 
another, and form a very fine pro- 
fpedt by that difpofition. Below the 
village is a large valley, watered by 
a fmall river abounding with filh, 
and which muft be crofted over a 
ftone bridge, in order to arrive at 
the Caravanlerai, which is likewife 
built of ftone. The prolpe<ft, a little 
below this building, is diverfified with 
large plantations of trees, and a vari- 
ety of gardens, which extend three or 
four leagues. This village appears 
from the Caravanferai in the manner 
reprefented in plate 1 13. It rifes ve- 
ry high on each fide, with a fteep de- 
clivity. On one fide of the great 
road, we law a building that refem- 
blcd a fortrefs, the foundations of 
which are of ftone, and the fuperftruc- 
ture of earth and clay. You enter it 
by a little bridge ; and the adjoining 


houfes rife, fome four, others five, 1704. 
fix, or feven feet one above another, 
and with fuch fmall apertures for the 
admiffion of light, that on? would 
rather take them for pigeon-holes 
than windows. The buildings in 
the higheft range enjoy a fufficiency 
of light and air, which the fecond 
row receives only on one fide; but the 
loweft are fo extremely dark, that 
the inhabitants are obliged to burn 
candles night and day, even in the 
ftables and folds, where they lodge 
their cattle. This place is, however, 
faid to have been once a city, found- 
ed feveral ages ago; which may be 
very probable, fir.ee there is not luch 
another form of buildings in all Per- 
Jia. I had the cu. iofity to enter the 
place ; but did not continue there 
long, for fear of engaging myfelf too 
far among a people with whole af- 
petft I was not greatly plcafcd, and, 
indeed, there was nothing remark- 
able to excite my attention. Thefe 
poor people are real objects cf com- 
panion ; and one cannoteafily conceive 
what inducements they can poftibly 
have to continue in fo dif.greeable 
a place, in one of the fineft countries 
of the world ; unlefs it be mere ha- 
bitude, which may be confidcred as 
a kind of fecond nature. I was in- 
formed, that there was a well in 
this place, cut twenty fathoms 
deep, and ten feet in diameter, 
through the rock, and which ferves 
as a bafon ; into which there is a paf- 
fage on one fide, through a fmall 
fortrefs ; and an afeent out of it, on 
the other, by a flight of ftairs j 
but thofe who vifit it are always o- 
bliged to have candles in their hands. 

We were prefented, at the Cara- 
vanferai where we lodged, with little 
hot loaves of white bread, made in 
the manner of our country, for the 
Europeans who travel in thele parts, 
and altogether as good as the fmall 
loaves of Amjlerdam. This part of 
the country produces the beft com 
in all Perfm^ which the governor of 
Zjie-raas prelerves for the King and 
court. This proceeding occaftoned 
the Perjian proverb, Cbiraup Zjie- 
raas, men JeJgaJ.ies , fen de Jes ; 
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J704. that is, Zjie-raasfor wine, Jefdaga.es 
bread, and Jes for women-, all 
which are in perfection in thofe 
places. Ovens are very numerous 
through the whole kingdom ; and 
they are made in the form of wells, 
in each of which the pafle is rolled 
into thin cakes, which are baked 
in a moment ; and when they are 
taken our, others are immediately 
placed in the room. Large bread is 
likewile baked in thefe ovens, as 
among us ; and they make Bifcuits 
at Ijpahan , which are altogether as 
good as thofe in France. 

I took the draught of the fouth 
fide of this place, from the great 
road, where I had a full prolpedt 
of the mountain, with the houfes 
built upon it one above another, as 
may be feen in plate 1 14. with a 
view of fome gardens and other fcat- 
tered places, that are comprehended 
under the fame name, and give a 
large extent to this village. 

We renewed our journey, at two 
in the morning, through a very in- 
commodious narrow way, which 
gradually enlarged as we advanced 
forwards. And we found, at the 
dillance of fome leagues from thence, 
a fmall houfe, which ufually ferves 
as a retreat to the robbers who in- 
feft that road and the adjacent parts, 
and who never fail to attack thole 
travellers who are not in a condition 
to defend themfelves, and are fre- 
quently murdered as well as robbed. 

We arrived, about ten in the 
morning of the thirty firlt of this 
month, at Dedergoe, a village eight 
leagues from Je/dagaes , where we 
were furprifed with a great tempefl, 
which involved us in lb thick a cloud 
of dufl, as made us almoft inca- 
pable of opening our eyes ; and the 
cold was very violent at the lame 
time. The clouds, towards noon, 
difcharged a greater quantity of rain 
than had fallen inthefpaceof all that 
fummer. But thefe inconveniences 
did not prevent us from proceeding 
on our journey, and our company 
was increafed on the way, by feve- 
ral travellers, who joined us for their 
greater fecurity. Two of our cou- 
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riers were here taken ill, and we 1704. 
were obliged to leave one of them 
behind us, till he could be capable 
either of returning to Ijpahan, or fol- 
lowing us : The other, whom I had 
hired, finding his indifpofition a 
little abated, was determined to con- 
tinue with us. 

The weather grew fine again, on 
the firft day of November, and we 
advanced through a village that was 
chiefly inhabited by robbers ; and 
had hardly left it before we mill an 
afs that belonged to the conductor of 
our caravan. Upon which, we im- 
mediately difpatched two of our men 
to the village, where they had the 
good fortune to find the beall, in 
the hands of an honell man, who 
defired them to fearch the packs of 
goods, in order to fee whether any 
thing had been taken away ; and 
when they had fatisfied themfelves as 
to this particular, they rejoined us in 
a Ihort time. 

We then advanced into a plain, 
and arrived at a Hone bridge with 
five arches, which we did not care 
to pafs over, becaufe it feemed in a 
ruinous condition on one fide ; for 
which realbn we rather chofe to ford 
the river, which was but lhallow. 

It likewife abounded with filh, but 
we were incapable of receiving any 
benefit from them, becaufe the day 
was far advanced, and we had a long 
way to travel. 

We met a fmall body of Arabs , Arabs, 
who had lately decamped, and were 
in quell of a new fettlement. Their 
wives and daughters had rings, with 
a mixture of pearl, and common 
Hones, at the tip of their nofes, and 
which hung down, in the form of a 
crofs, to their mouths ; their hair 
was fet off with other ornaments, and 
a piece of linnen wound over their 
heads, but their faces were uncover- 
ed. Their upper veil defcended no 
lower than their hips ^ their under 
one fell down to the middle of their 
legs ; their ihifts came lomething 
lower, and flowed over their drawers 
and flockings. The generality of 
thefe women rob with as much in- 
trepidity as the men, and are almoil 
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1704. as flrong. Thefe people are fcatter. 
ed through the whole Kingdom, their 
complexion is tawny, and the men 
are habited like the common people 
of the country. 

We arrived, in the fpace of two 
hours, at the village of Kouskiefar , 
which is a good Caravanjerai built of 
ftone, where we flopped a while, the 
weather being very bad,- but this did 
not prevent us from continuing our 
journeyat five in the morning, through 
lovely plains, and afterwards through 
ways that opened between rocks 
and mountains, and were very in- 
commodious. We then palled by a 
ruinous Caravanferai , in a tract that 
was filled with robbers, and where 
travellers ought to be always upon 
their guard. From thence we ad- 
vanced into a plain that was covered 
with water and reeds, and likewife 
with feveral forts of birds ; among 
whom there was one of an extraor. 
dinary fize, and which I took for a 
bird of prey. We alio faw feveral 
Arabs under tents ; and when we had 
fufficiently traverfed the mountains, 
we came, at twelve, to the town of 
Anapas , feated in a fertile plain, where 
the Lands are all arable, and well 
watered, and a Caravanjerai of ftone 
is likewife built there. 

We continued here till midnight, 
and arrived, the third of this month, 
at the town of Ooesjoen, where there 
is another Caravanjerai of ftone, on 
the edge of a running ftream. This 
fttuation is equally agreeable and com- 
modious, and it lies in the neigh- 
bourhood of feveral other villages. 
The land affords pafture for a prodi- 
gious number of fheep and goats. 
The grafs is entirely parched by the 
Sun, and yet proves very nourifh- 
ing to the cattle. This is a furprifing 
cii cumftance, confidering the drought 
that reigns in Perfm, and the fterili- 
ty of the mountains, which are co- 
vered with rocks ; and there are like- 
wiie but few trees to (hade the land. 

.4 c fomb. On one lide of this Caravanjerai 
we faw a tomb, cover’d with a Imall 
riling dome, and furrounded with a 
wall. The inhabitants pretend that 
it is the iepulchre of a brother of 
Kin°- Sefi, who endeavour’d to make 
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himfelf mafter of this part of the 1704. 
Kingdom, but broke his leg on this ^v^J 1 
mountain, which occafioned his 
death. The revenues ariling from 
the village are ftill appropriated to 
this monument, in conjunction with 
thofe to whole care it isconligned. 

As this traCt abounds with fifh, we Greater.- 
cauled fome nets to be caft, and drew O' °f F, d u 
out four great filh, the two largeft Q f a * dGam *' 
which much refembled carps; the 
others had broad fcales and yellow 
bellies ; and they are excellent food, 
tho’ their skin be very thick. This 
part of the country is likewife flock- 
ed with partridges, woodcocks, and 
cranes, which lpring to a great height 
in the air. 

We proceeded on our journey af- 
ter fun-fet, and by break of day 
ftruck into a road between the moun- 
tains that are very lofty and rocky; 
and the ways arc fo narrow, that they 
are hardly paflable by horles, and 
other beafts of burden. They are 
likewife fo fteep and flippery in leve- 
ral places, that the poor animals 
are frequently overthrown with all 
their load; and they are altogether 
as fatiguing to travellers, who are 
not able to fit their horles, and are 
continually obliged to alight and re- 
mount. This place called to my re- 
membrance thofe defiles, which 
Quintus Curtius fays Alexander paf- 
fed in this trad. On the very top 
of this mountain we found a delight- 
ful fpring, covered over with ftone. 

It was ten when we had eroded to 
the other fide of the mountain, where 
we found a ruinous Caravanjerai. 

We arrived, about two in the af- 
ternoon, at a fmall canal of running 
water; after palfing feveral rocks 
which occafion’d very bad ways. I 
there flopped with fome others, and 
we dined in the fhade of a growth 
of trees, while the reft of the com- 
pany purified their journey. This 
plantation, which extends as far as 
the rocks, is compoled of wild Al- 
mond-trees, and Sackas. We after- 
wards travelled, by the fide of this 
canal, through arable lands, and ar- 
rived about three, at tne Caravan- 
jerai of Majien, where we difeonti- 
nued our journev.

CHAP. LI. 


Wild Ahnond , and ether Trees. Mountains , on which 
Fertreffes were anticntly erected. The River of Ben- 
demir. The Author s Arrival at Perfepolis. 


I D RE W, in this place, a branch 
of a wild Almond-tree, and a- 
nother of a Sackas. The former was 
long and pliant, as appears in plate 
1 15. A. and had only one almond 
on it, the feafon for that fruit being 
over. L. The branch of the Sackas 
bears a fmall reddifh fruit, that much 
refembles the feeds of a pomegranate; 
a large clutter of berries grow on one 
ttalk, which is reprefented with its 
foliage, at the letter B. This firtt 
attumes a green completion, when it 
begins to ripen. The skin mutt be 
peeled off, and the ihell broken, to 
come at the kernel, which, like wild 
almonds, has an excellent relifh when 
pickled. 

Perjia produces another tree cal- 
led Afrag , which bears a profufion 
of flowers and leaves, that are thick 
fet, but eafily feparable from one a- 
nother, and they relemble the ker- 
nels of white melons, when viewed 
at a dittance. This tree is not pro- 
ductive of any fruit * but its thick, 
fpreading and leafy branches, diffufe 
a deep and pleafing fhade. The re- 
prefentation of one of thefe plants, 
may be feen in plate 116. This 
country likewife produces another 
tree, which is called Naer-ivend , , and 
bears a fruit with a fmooth skin, 
feme growths of which are as large 
as ones fill, others fmaller. This fruit 
is white, and refembles a bladder; 
it is like wife impregnated with a wa- 
ter, which converts itfelf into a gum, 
that proves falutary in the cure of 
a cough. This fruit is exhibited to 
view at the letter C. 

The town of Mojien , where we 
then were, is very large, and full of 
fruit gardens and vines; and there 
are feveral of the latter that grow 
wild upon the mountains. The in- 
terjacent countty is very agreeable, 
and well watered by a canal which 
flows through the town. 


We left it at five in the evening, 
and proceeded, to the dittance of a 
league, through a road much infeft- 
ed by robbers, who frequently carry 
off beafts of carriage, with all their 
load, in the night, and drive them 
into the woods, where travellers ne- 
ver think it advifeable to purfue 
them. 

On the fifteenth of the month, 
we enter’d a plain, and faw, at about 
two leagues dittance on our right, 
a large and very lofty rock, on which 
a conttderable fortrefshad been erect- 
ed in ancient times; andfomeofits 
ruins are faid to be ttill remaining. 
It is likewife pretended, that the fum- 
mit of this rock opens into a fpaci- 
ous plain, which is cover’d with 
flocks of cattle in the proper feafon 
of the year. 

We proceeded on our journey, al- 
ways keeping to the right, and ar- 
rived at the river Bendemir , which 
crofles the country ; and we paft it, 
about eleven, at a fmall dittance from 
two other mountains very near each 
other, and which had formerly been 
crowned with fortrefies ; tho’ none 
of their ruins are now vifible. We 
obferved an opening on the upper 
part of each of thefe mountains, and 
which is continued through the rock 
that rifes upon them, and ferves as a 
paflage to the top, which ends in a 
round mais of ttone, that, at a dil- 
tance, refembles a cattle. Some per- 
fons pretend, that the remains of an 
ancient gate are vifible on the top of 
one of thefe mountains; but this is 
an uncertainty. It is likewife faid, 
that this place formerly afforded a 
retreat to rebels ; and that after they 
had been dillodged from that fitua- 
tion, all the remaining ruins were 
carried away, to prevent their being 
employed by others to the fame dil- 
loyal purpofe for the future. Tra- 
veller 
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1704. vellers therefore, think thele moun- 
tains not worth afcending, as well 
becaufe there are no curiofities any 
longer to be feen, as on the account 
of the danger to which they are ex- 
pofed in fuch a folitary Situation. 

Roads to ' We found, in this place, two roads 

Pcrle ^° !ls which led to Perfepolis-, one to the 
left, on the fide of thefe two moun- 
tains ; and the other to the right, at 
a fmall diftance from the former, 
where a ftone bridge of four arches 
is built over the river Bendemir , 
which the antients called by the name 
of Corns , Corius , or Cyrus , and to 
which they joined another, under 
the name of Araxis, which is men- 
tioned in the life of Alexander the 
great ; and they likewife called it 
Cyropolis , or Gyrefchatas. This road 
is ufually chofen, leaving the river 
on the left, as thofe do, who go to 
Zjie-raes. Near the bridge I obfer- 
ved part of a column, which had 
formerly been join’d to it, like feve- 
ral others that are frequently to be 
feen at the end of bridges. This 
river, which has likewife the appel- 
les Montaoxes 
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lations of Aras, Kur , and A ^ axes, 1704. 
erodes the country, and alter it has 
received into its channel the waters 
of leveral Idler ftreams, is faid to 
difeharge itfelf into the liveis of Me- 
dum and Medus ; for which realbn 
it ought not to be confounded with 
the Cyrus, and Araxes, which we 
have formerly mentioned, and which 
empty themfelves into the Cafpian 
Sea. 

The fleep banks of this river, a- 
bound with the moft agreeable little 
trees in the world. When we had 
pafs’d over the bridge, and advanced 
half a league beyond it, we left the 
Caravanjerai of Aebgerm on our right, 
and arriv’d about noon, and after a 
journey of five leagues, at the village 
of Frograbaet , where there was no 
Caravanjerai : And we were fur- 
prifed with a great temped:, which 
continued till night; after which the 
air clear’d up, and we had a l'econd 
view of the mountains. I was de- 
firous to take a draught of them, and 
they are reprefented in the plate 
which is here inlerted. I mean the 

ES TROIS ERKJiES . 
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1704, two mountains which are nearefl the 
bridge ; for I could not fee the third, 
tho’ it rifes higher than thefe. The 
inhabitants call them the ‘Three Bro- 
thers, from their refemblance to each 
other ; thofe who advance in the 
ufual road, flop at the CaravanJ'erai 
of Aebgerm, from whence they pro- 
ceed to AJfaf, Poligorg, or Sergoon-, 
but we kept on by the plain and 
mountains, and came, about nine in 
the morning, to a very lofty flone 
bridge with live arches, three of 
which are very large, and the other 
two but fmall 5 and the river I have 
lately mentioned, runs with much 
rapidity under them ; it is likewife 
very broad and deep there, and its 
banks are deep and extremely high. 
This river is reforted to by various 
fpecies of ducks, and it mud be 
eroded before one can arrive at Per- 
fepolis , which lies at no greater dif- 
tance from it than two leagues. We 
came, about eleven, to a village cal- 
led Zat ■goen, which is pleafantly fitu- 
ated among mountains, and is full 
of gardens, which abound with me- 
lons, grapes, and all forts of fruits, 
fome of which were prefented to us 
by our Muleteer, whodopped there, 
and entertained us in a very agree- 
able manner, after he had ordered 
the inhabitants not to fell provilions 
to any of our train. The generality 
of Muleteers , who convey mercantile 
goods from Gomron to Jfpahan , have 
a dwelling in this place, and they 
take pleafure in regaling the Europe- 
ans, who belong to their Caravan. 

Arable lands, and large flocks of 
fheep and goats, are feen in this plain, 
which exceeds two leagues in breadth, 
and extends in length beyond the 
reach of the eye. It is likewife full 
of villages, but the rains frequently 
deluge it in the winter. 

A few days before our arrival in 

*The King's this place, fome of the King’s offi- 

kILT cer5 > w ^° come to collect his Majef- 
ty’s revenues, and had received fums 
to the amount of 33000 livres, were 
roboedaud tided at the bridge I late- 
ly mentioned. Robberies are very 
t.-.quent in thefe parts, and are com- 
mitted by the rebbels, who live un- 
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der tents on this plain, and march 1704. 
with fifty, fixty, and even a hun- 
dred in company; and yet fuch 
is the weaknefs of the government, 
that they are permitted to rob with 
impunity, and no precautions are ta- 
ken to fupprefs thefe injurious pro- 
ceedings. 

The rain furprifed us this day, 
and continued for the whole night, 
accompanied with hail, lightning, 
and thunder, till eleven in the morn- 
ing, when the sky began to clear up. 

We were willing to improve this 
opportunity, but it began to rain 
anew, before we came to the end of 
the village, and with fo much vio- 
lence, that we were obliged to have 
recourfe to fhelter. We renewed our 
journey the eighth day of the month, 
at the firft break of dawn, and fa- 
vour’d with a very ferene sky ; but 
we found all the country on this fide 
of the bridge floated with water, 
which obliged us to proceed very 
leafurely, otherwife our courierswould 
have been incapable of following 
us, the ways were fo extremely flip- 
pery. We however arriv’d about, 
eleven, at the town oiMier-chas-koen, 
which lies at a little diftance from, 
the ruins of Perfepolis ; and we a- 
lighted at the houfe of the chief 
magiftrate of place, to whom Mr. 

Bakker had the goodnels to re- 
commend me on the part of Mr. 
Kajlelkin, for whofe arrival I was to 
wait in this Town. This magiftrate 
favoured me with a moft obliging 
reception, and deli red me to accept 
of one of hisfervants, to conduct me 
to the Car avan fer at of the place, 
and procure me a commodious Lodg- 
ing. I no fboner came thither, but 
I was feized with impatience to be- 
hold thofe famous ruins which were 
then very near, and I went thither 
with one of the Inhabitants, whom I 
had taken into my fervice as a guide ; 
but I could not take the liberty to 
make any ftay there, becaufe my 
friend was obliged to return to Za- 
ergoen , where he had left effects in 
merchandize, and all his domefticks, 
except one valet, and two couriers, 
who attended him, and the way to 

pro- 
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1704. proceed, the following night, to 
Zjie-raes. I had left my baggage 
with his, and had only taken out a 
few necelfaries, having requeued 
him to leave all my other parcels at 
Zjie-raes, where I was to arrive, in 
order to proceed to Gomron, and 
from thence to Batavia, with Mr. 
Kaftelein , by the firft Opportunity 
that fhould offer. I continued alone 
after the departure of my friend, 
with whom I had maintained a very 
good intelligence at Ifpahan, as well 
as through the whole courfe of our 
journey ; and I was now entirely 
devoted to the fatisfadtion of my cu- 
riofity, and the defire I had fo long 
conceived, of beholding the cele- 
brated ruins of Perfepolis. 

But before I enter upon their de- 
fci iption, I believe it will not be un- 
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neceffary to mention the principal 1704, 
bridges that are to be croffed in the 
way thither. The firft, of which I 
have already taken notice, is called 
Pol Jefnejoen , from a neighbouring 
village. The fecond, which was 
the laft we had then croffed, is cal- 
led Pol Chanje, from the Cham who 
eredted it. The name of the third, 
which lies between the two former, 
is Pol Noof or the new bridge. The 
fourth, which is fome leagues diftant 
to the fouth from the laft, is called 
Pol Bendemir, from the river of that 
name, whofe fourfe, as I was allu- 
red, was in the mountains, and its 
outlet, to the fouth, in the fea of 
Derja nemeck , or the bracky fea, 
which is twelve leagues from Perje- 
polis, and four or five from Zjie- 
raes. 


CHAP. LII. 

The ruins of the ant lent Perfepolis defer ibed. The 
filiation of Naxi-Ruftan. 


The wins /AN the 9th of this month, I 
of Perfe- began to vifit thofe ftate- 

p0lis- ly remains, which are called the 
Plans of Perfepolis , and are the moft 
famous antiquity in all the Baft, 
in order to give the public the moft 
cxadl and circumftantial account of 
them, that my abilities will per- 
mit. They are delightfully fituated 
in a lovely plain, which extends two 
leagues in breadth, from the fouth 
weft to the north eaft, computing 
from the bridge of Pol Chanje, on 
the river of Bmdemir, beyond which 
it ftretches out three leagues more, 
to the foot of the mountains ; and 
it comprehends near forty leagues in 
length, from the north- weft to the 
fouth-eaft. It is ufually called Mar- 
dasjo, and the inhabitants pretend, 
that it contains 880 villages, and a- 
bove 1500, in the circumference that 
extends around thefe ruins to the 
diftance of twelve leagues, includ- 
• ing thofe villages which are leated 
Vol. II, 


among the mountains; fbme of 
which are filled with beautiful 
gardens, fhaded with large growths 
of trees. The greateft part of this 
plain is floated with water, in the 
winter feafon, which is a very ad- 
vantageous circumftance to the rice 
which grows there at that time. 

Moft of the foil of this amiable 
plain is converted into arable land, 
w r atered with a variety of ftreanis 
that render it exceeding fertile. It 
likevvife abounds with all forts of 
birds, particularly cranes, ftorks, 
ducks, and herons of feveral fpe- 
cies ; partridges, fnipes, quails, pi- 
geons, hawks, and eipecially crows, 
which fwarm through all Perjia. 

The plain iikewile affords a prodi- 
gious quantity of little birds that de- 
feend from the mountains which fur- 
round it. 

The antient palace of the kings ‘The mu- 
of Perfta, ufually called the HouJ'e of ‘Iff* 
Darius, and, by the inhabitants, lingsef 
D Che!- perfia. 
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1704. Chel-menar, or Chil-minar , which 
fignifies the forty Pillars, is fituated 
to the weft, at the foot of the moun- 
tain of Kulirag-met, or Companion , 
antiently called the Royal Mountain, 
and which is entirely compofed of 
free-ftone. This fuperb edifice has 
all its walls ftill Handing, on three of 
its fides, with the mountain to the 
eaft. The extent of the front com- 
prehends fix hundred paces, from 
north to fouth ; and three hundred 
and ninety, from weft to eaft, as far 
as the rock, and without any ftair- 
cafe on that fide, till you come to 
the mountain, where the afcent is 
formed between fome fcattered rocks, 
where the wall is lowcft, and riles 
to the height of no more than 
eighteen feet, and leven inches ; 
and the altitude is lefs in feveral o- 
ther places. This curtain contains 
four hundred and ten paces in length 
to the north, and is twenty one feet 
high in fome parts ; it is likewife 
carried on thirty paces more to the 
mountain, where there is ftill to be 
feen part of a wall, with an entrance 
in the middle, through which you 
may afcend to the top, through fe- 
veral broken rocks. Before thefe 
remains of the wall on the weftern 
fide, feveral others rife to the north, 
as high as the wall itfeif, and then 
extend eighty paces to the eaft, like 
a platform before the wall, at the 
place where you afcend. There 
feems to have been formerly a ftair- 
cafe in this part of the ftructure, and 
fome buildings beyond the curtain, 
the rocks appearing finely fmoothed 
and polifhed in feveral places. The 
top of this edifice prefents to the 
view a platform of four hundred pa- 
ces, which extends from the mid- 
dle of the front wall, to the moun- 
tain ; and along three fides of this 
wall a pavement of two ftones 
joined together, to the breadth of 
eight feet, is carried on. Some of 
thefe ftones are from eight to ten 
feet in length, and fix in breadth ; 
but the others are fmailer. The 
principal ftair-cafe is not placed in 
the middle of the front, but near the 
northern end, which is but one hun- 


dred and fixty five paces beyond it ; 1704. 
whereas the diftance between the 
ftair-cafe and the fouthern extremi- 
ty of the wall, is fix hundred pa- 
ces. This ftair-cafe is double, or 
conlifts of two flights of fteps, which 
wind off from each other, to the di- 
ftance of forty two feet at the bot- 
tom. It is twenty five feet and fe- 
ven inches in depth, to the wall 
from whence the fteps project, and 
the length of thefe equals the depth 
of the ftair-cafe within five inches, 
which are infer ted in the wall, on 
the right and left where the ftairs 
are equal. They are only four 
inches high, and fourteen in depth ; 
and I never faw any that were fo 
commodious, except thofe of the 
Viceroy’s palace in Naples , which, 
however, are fomething higher in 
my opinion. There are fifty five of 
thefe fteps on the northern fide, and 
fifty three to the fouth ; but thefe 
laft are not fo entire as the others. 

I am likewife perfuaded, that there 
are feveral under ground, and which 
have been covered over by a length 
of time, as well as part of the wall, 
which rifes to the height of forty four 
feet and eleven inches, in the front ; 
and I (hall obferve this method of 
computation for the future. When 
you arrive at this part of the ftair- 
cafe, you find a perron, fifty one 
feet and four inches in breadth, pro- 
portionable to the width of the 
flairs'; and the ftones of this perron 
are extremely large. The two flights 
of this ftair-cafe are feparated by the 
front wall, which rifes to the top ; 
in confequence of which they are 
carried off from each other at the 
middle of the wall, and returned 
back at the centre, at an equal dif- 
tance from the two extreme parts on 
the top, which creates a very 
charming and Angular effect, 
and correfponds with the mag- 
nificence of the reft of the build- 
ing. The upper part of this ftair- 
cafe has forty eight fteps in each 
flight, fome of which are impaired 
by time, notwithftanding they were 
cut out of the rock. At the top of 
the ftair-cafe, another perron prefents 

itfeif 
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1704. itfelf to the view, between the two 
flights ; this is feventy five feet in 
breadth, and has likewife a pavement 
of large Hones, fome of which are from 
thirteen to fourteen feet in length, 
and from feven to eight in breadth, 
like thole of the facade ; others are 
fquare ; fome long and narrow j and 
there is another fort fmaller than 
thefe. They are flill entire, and 
joined together in a very mafterly 
manner, to the extent of thirty two 
feet of the facade. The reft of the 
perron is compofed of cemented 
earth ; and the wall which rifes be- 
tween the flights of the ftair-cale is 
thirty fix feet in height. 

This delcription correfponds, in a 
great mealure, with the exterior 
plan of this edifice, of which fome 
authors have treated in a very luper- 
ficial manner, and without a fuffi- 
cient infpeCtion into particulars. 
Some have confined themlelves, to 
an explication of the remote!!: anti- 
quities, without regarding the pre- 
fent ftate of thefe luperb ruins, and 
content themlelves with offering a 
fet of uncertain, and difficult par- 
ticulars, inftead of reprefenting them 
as they ought, in a natural manner. 
This defect in their accounts pro- 
ceeds from their not having obfer- 
ved thole ruins with all the circum- 
fpeCtion and exaCtnefs that are re- 
quifite. Others have attempted to 
pleale, by introducing pompous re- 
lations ; to which they have added, 
a fet of fables, or voluntary errors : 
one of which is, that the ftorks ne- 
ver remove to any diflance from this 
plain ; which is fo far from being 
true, that it is very certain, they con- 
tinue there only for a certain leafon, 
as they do in other places ; and dis- 
appear, when they have completed 
their nefts, and reared their young 
on fcveral columns of thefe ruins. 


Vfoinjlde It will now be necelfary to open 
cfthe eAi- t ] ie f cenCj and prefent the interior 
^ e ' part of thele celebrated antiquities 
to view. The fpeCtator firft fees, 


in a right line, and at the diflance 
of forty two feet from the facade, 
or front wall of the ftair-cale, which 


has been already delcribed ; two 


grand portals, and as many co- 1704. 
lumns. The firfl is paved with two 
tables of ftone, which fill up two 
thirds of the fpacej but time has 
deftroyed the third. The fecond 
is funk into the earth, five feet lower 
than the other. Thefe portals are 
twenty two feet and four inches in 
depth, and thirteen feet four inches 
in breadth. In the infide, and on 
each pilafter, is feen a large figure 
in low relief, and almoft as long as 
the pilafter j with a diflance of 
twenty two feet from the fore to 
the hinder legs, and a height of 
fourteen feet and a half. The heads 
of thele animals are entirely de- 
ftroyed, and their breafts and fore- 
feet projeCl from the pilafter. Their 
bodies are like wile greatly damaged. 

Thole of the firfl portal are turned 
towards the ftair-cale, and thole of 
the fecond, each of which has a 
wing on the body, face the moun- 
tain. On the upper part of thefe 
pilafters, within the portal, are a fet 
of characters, which it is impoffible 
to diftinguilh, by reafon of their 
fmallnefs and elevation. The height 
of the firfl portal is thirty nine feet, 
and that of the fecond, twenty 
eight. The bale of the pilafters is 
five feet and two inches high, with 
a projection within, and thole on 
which the figures reft, are a foot 
and two inches. Thefe animals are 
not cut out of one ftone, but out of 
three, joined together, and which 
projeCt without the portal. The 
wall is five feet and two inches 
thick. The firfl portal has like wile 
eight ftones in its elevation, and the 
fecond, feven. 

With refpect to the animals I have Fipirecf 
mentioned, it would be difficult to °t ‘ u,l ~ 
determine what they reprefent, un- ? 
lels it may be find, that they have 
fome fimilitude to a lphinx, with 
the body of a horfe, and the paws 
thick and Ihort, like thole of a lion. 

But all this is rendered the more 
uncertain, becaul'e the heads are 
broken into flutters. Some perfons 
have pretended, that they repre- 
l'ented human heads, and, it mull 
be owned, there is fome appear- 
ance 
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1704. ance, on the hinder part of the neck 
of one of thofe monflers, which may 
feem to juflify that conjedlure. It 
is a kind of a contour, or crowned 
bonnet, which greatly refembles 
thofe towers which the antients 
placed upon elephants , in order to 
Ihoot their arrows in a ihelter 
from the enemy. But whatever 
it be, thofe figures feem to have 
been extremely curious, and we 
meet with fome that refemble them, 
on antient medals. One might even 
fay, that they are covered with 
arms, adorned with a good number 
of round fluds. 

The two columns that appear be- 
tween the two portals, are the lead 
damaged of all, efpecially with re- 
fpedt to their capitals, and the other 
ornaments of their upper parts ; but 
the bales are almofl entirely covered 
over with earth. They are twenty 
fix feet from the firft portal, and fif- 
ty fix from the fecond ; are fourteen 
feet in circumference, and rife to 
the height of fifty four. There were 
formerly two others, between thefe 
and the laffc portal, and the cavities 
in which they flood are ftill to be 
feen in the earth ; feveral pieces of 
them likewife appear overthrown, 
and half buried in the ground. At 
the didance likewife of fifty two 
feet fouth from the fame portal, is 
feen a large watering bafon, cut out 
of a fingle done, twenty feet long, 
and feventeen feet five inches in 
breadth, and railed three feet and a 
half above the furface of the earth. 
From this bafon to the northern wall, 
is an extent of ground comprehend- 
ing a hundred and fifty paces in 
length, and where nothing is to be 
feen but fragments of large dones, 
and part of the fhaft of a column, 
which is not fluted like the red. It 
is twenty feet in circumference, and 
twelve feet four inches long; be- 
yond this tradl of ground, and as far 
as the mountain, the earth is cover- 
ed with feveral heaps of dones. 

Proceeding fouthward from the 
portals 1 have del'cribed, and oppo- 
lite to the lad, on the right, and at 
the didance of a hundred and feven- 


ty two feet, is feen another dair- 1704. 
cafe, with two flights of deps like 
the former, the one to the ead, and 
the other to the wed. The facade, 
or wall, which belongs to it, is fix 
feet and feven inches high ; but the 
middle part is almod entirely in 
ruins. It extends, however, eighty 
three feet to the ead, and the lower 
dones make it evident, that it was 
adorned with figures in low relief. 

The upper part of the flight isem- 
bellilhed with foliage, and the re- 
prefentation of a lion rending a bull, 
much larger than the life, and like- 
wife in low relief. This flair-cafe is 
half buried under the earth. There 
are alfo little figures on the two fides 
of the middle wall, which extends 
to the end of the dair-cafe. The 
wedern flight has twenty eight deps, 
and the other, where the ground 
rifes higher, has only eighteen. 

Thefe are feventeen feet in length, 
and three inches high ; their breadth 
is fourteen inches and an half, 
feveral of thefe deps are damaged 
towards the top, and two or three 
of them are entirely dedroyed, tho’ 
they are cut out of the rock. The 
perron of this flair-cafe ends in an- 
other facade, on which are three 
ranges of fmall figures, one above an- 
other, and of which thofe in the 
upper row are only vifible from the 
waid downwards; the other part 
of the body being greatly defaced; 
and the middle range, which is pre- 
ferved the bed of the three, is, however, 
much damaged : But as to the lower 
rank, the heads of the figures are 
only vifible, all the red being bu- 
ried under the earth. Thefe figures 
are two feet and nine inches hio-fi 

• O > 

and the wall, which rifes to the e- 
levation of five feet and three inches, 
has an extent of ninety eight feet, 
from the fil'd dep to the end of the 
left angle, which is contiguous to 
another dair-cafe, of which thirteen 
deps are dill remaining, and whofe 
dimenfions correfpond with thofe I 
defcribed lad. There is likewife to 
be feen, on the remains of the inner 
wall along the fide of the flair-cafe, 
another range of figures, of which 

only 
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j y 0 ^' and only half of the bodies are now vi- 
fible; and at the end of this ftair-cale, 
appears another wall which extends 
ninety feet beyond the perron. The 
angle of it declines a little to the 
fouth, and is there difcontinued, 
becaufe the riling ground in that 
part is as high as the wall itfelf. 
This extremity is carried off in a 
right line, a little beyond the laffc 
columns, which are extended to- 
wards the mountains. 

In returning to the wellern flight 
of the ftair-cafe, one finds a wall of 
forty five feet in length, beyond the 
lower part of the flair-cafe, and then 
an interval of lixty feven feet, ex- 
tending to the weftern facade. This 
fide correfponds with the preceding, 
and has three ranges of figures in 
the fame taffe, with a lion tearing a 
bull, or an afs, that has a horn pro- 
jedting from the forehead ; and be- 
tween thefe animals and rows of fi- 
gures, is a fquare filled with charac- 
ters, the uppermoft of which are 
defaced ; the reft will be found in 
the draught I made of this ftair- 
cafe. But the characters are entirely 
defaced on the other fide. The fi- 
gures are alfo lefs damaged in this 
part of the ftruCture, where the 
ground is lower, and this place has 
an extent of twenty five paces. The 
wall, which is carried on from the 
perron to the weft, extends to the 
facade, and has not any figures be- 
yond the ftair-cafe. 

On the top of this ftair-cafe, and 
between the two flights of fteps, is 
an entrance into an open place, 
paved with large tables of ftone, 
whole breadth is equal to the diftance 
from the ftair-cafe to the firft columns, 
and which comprehends a fpace of 
twenty two feet and two inches. 
Thefe columns are difpofed into two 
ranges, each of which contains fix 
pillars, but none entire ; eight bafes, 
or pedeftals, and the ruins of fome 
others. They are continued along 
the wall of the ftair-cafe, with as 
many intervals of diftance between 
each other, as there are fteps in this. 
There are likewife fix rows of other 
pillars, at the diftance of feventy feet 
Vol. II. 


and eight inches from the laft, and 1704. 
each row confifts of fix pillars. Thefe 
thirty fix columns, are alfo twenty 
two feet and two inches diftant from 
each other, like the preceding ; and 
only feven of them are now entire •. 
but all the bales of the others are 
ftill in their places, tho’ moft of 
them are damaged. Among thole that 
are ftill fubfifting, there is one in the 
firft and fecond ranges; two in the 
third ; and one in each of the others. 
Between thefe columns and the firft, 
which have been already defcribed, 
feveral large ftones of a fubterranean 
edifice are ftill to be feen. At the 
diftance of feventy feet and tight 
inches from thefe rows of columns, 
on the weft, and towards the facade 
of the ftair-cafe, were twelve other 
columes in two ranges, each of which 
contained fix, but there are only five 
now remaining ; three in the firft, 
which is fifty five feet from the fa- 
cade ; and two in the fecond, at the 
fame diftance from each other as the 
preceding. The bales of the other 
feven are no longer vifible, and thofe 
which ftill fubfift, are partly in ru- 
ins. The ground, in this place, is 
covered with feveral fragments of 
columns, and the ornaments that 
crowned them ; between which are 
pieces of fculpture reprefenting ca- 
mels on their knees. A compart- 
ment is ftill to be feen, on the top 
of one of the columns, exhibiting 
the reprefentation of one of thefe 
animals in this pollute ; and the 
figure is altogether as entire, as our 
delineation of it in the plate. South 
of thefe columns is to be feen an edi- 
fice which riles higher than any o- 
ther part of thefe ruins; but before 
I enter upon its delcription, it will 
be proper tooblerve, that on theeaft 
quarter, to the left, and towards 
the mountains, were formerly two 
other ranges of pillars, with fix in 
each, and of which only four or 
five pedeftals now appear a little 
above the furface of the earth; and 
the place where the others were fixed, 
has been formed by time into a fmali 
hill. Several pieces of columns and 
fragments of ftone are likewife vifible 
E on 
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1704. on this fpot ; and there is reafons to 
t/WJ conjedture that thefe columns front- 
ed thofe which extend along the fa- 
cade. 

As we advance towards the eafh 
we are prefented with a view of fe- 
veral ruins, which confift of portals, 
paflages, and windows. The in- 
fides of the portals are ornamented 
with figures, and thefe ruins extend 
ninety paces from eaft to weft, 
and 125 from north to fouth: 
They are likewife fixty paces from 
the columns and the mountains. 
The earth, in the middle of thefe ru- 
ins, is covered with broken columns, 
and other ftones, which fhall be ta- 
ken notice of in the fequel of this 
defcription, as well as two fe- 
pulchres which are hollowed in 
the rock. One of thefe is a- 
dorned with figures, and it fronts 
thofe ruins. The columns I laft 
mentioned are feventy fix in number, 
and nineteen of them have ftill 
their entablature. Their fhafcs are 
formed by a conjunction of four 
pieces, without comprehending ei- 
ther the bafe, or the capital. But 
we will now proceed to the lofty 
building, which rifes on a hill to 
the fouth. 

<fheioftieji The diftanceofthis ftruCture from 
. the columns is 118 feet; and the 
* " r " W ' front wall, which is five feet and 
feven inches high, on that fide, is 
compofed of a fingle range of ftones, 
fome of which are eight feet in 
width ; and the wall itfelf extends 
1 13 feet from eaft to weft. Oppo- 
fite to the middle of this edifice are 
feen fome foundations of ftone, which 
conftitute a part of it ; though it 
is impoftibleto comprehend their ori- 
ginal ufe, fince not the leaft appear- 
ance of any ftair-cale is now difto- 
verable. Several ftones are likewife 
found on the fame level with the 
columns, and they extend as far as 
this place. There is likewife a ca- 
nal which formerly ferved as an a- 
quedudt ; with a heap of large ftones, 
that once formed fome edifice. Be- 
yond the wall are feveral other pie- 
ces ranged at the diftance of three 


feet and two inches from the infide 1704. 
of it; they ate likewife five feet v>'"Y"vj 
high, and fome are broken to the 
left. This wall has neither figures, 
nor any other ornaments. At the 
diftance of fifty three feet from the 
facade of this ftrudture, the entrance 
into which is hardly diftinguifhable, 
becaufe the ruins of it are partly co- 
vered with earth, a ftair-cafe appears 
on the right hand, fix of the fteps of 
which are ftill entire, but the upper- 
moft are all entirely deftroyed. 

Thefe fteps are fix feet and one inch 
in length, four in height, and a 
foot and a half in breadth. Several 
figures are feen to the right and left, 
on the little wings of this ftair-cafe, 
and likewife on the adjoining ftones ; 
and over the perron on the top of 
thefe fteps lies a ftone five feet in 
length, and feven in breadth. There 
was likewife another flight on the 
contrary fide, which correfponded 
with this, and where two ranges of 
fteps are raifed oppofite to each o- 
ther. The firft of thefe flights is 
to the north, and the fecond to the 
fouth, and on the perron which 
lies between them, were two pila- 
fters of a portal, which have appa- 
rently been fhaken down by an earth- 
quake. All the reft of the building, 
which was chiefly compofed of large 
and fmall portals, is entirely de- 
ftroyed. They were built of large 
ftones, of which fome are opened like 
windows, and the portals themfelves 
were filled with figures in low re- 
lief. The tradl of ground on which 
thefe ruins ftand, contains 147 feet 
in length, and is almoft lquare. 

There was likewife a ftair-cafe with 
two flights of fteps to the fouth, whofe 
dimenftons and form correfponded 
with thofe of the other, and of 
which the four laft fteps are ftill vi- 
fible on each fide. Between the 
two flights, one of which is to the 
eaft, and the other to the weft, a 
facade is yet to be feen, and it ex- 
tends fifty five feet in length, with- 
out including the ftdes of the ftair- 
cafe, where the wall is lowed, and 
only rifes two feet and feven inches 

above 
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1704. above the level of the pavement. 
The ground to the eafl is more lofty 
than the fide walls, and its inward 
area is almoft fquare, fince it ex- 
tends fifty five feet on one fide, and 
fifty three and a half on the other, 
with a large hill of fand in the 
middle. The largeft of thele portals 
are five feet wide, and five feet and 
two inches deep. The wall is three 
feet in thicknefs, and its height to 
the cornice is about twenty three 
feet. It is impoffible to conceive 
how the fide-ftones were originally 
joined in that part with the fmalleft, 
nor how this part of the fabric was 
alcended, becaule there is not the 
lead: trace of a flair-cale to be feen ; 
nor can it be determined whether 
there was any arch above. It is, there- 
fore, difficult to imagine for what 
ule this ftruCture was intended. It 
mav poffibly have been fome royal 
apartment. 

Two portals appear on the north 
fide, with three niches, or win- 
dows walled up ; and to the fouth, 
a portal and four open windows, 
each of which are five feet and nine 
inches wide, eleven in height, in- 
cluding the cornice ; and their depth 
is equal to that of the grand portals. 
There are two other portals to the 
weft, which are not covered, toge- 
ther with two openings; and a third 
to the eafl:, with three niches, or 
windows walled up. Six of thele o- 
penings are without any cornice ; and 
there is only the half of one to the 
eafl. Under the portals, which are 
ereCted to the north, are the figures of 
a man and two women vifible down 
to the knees, the legs being covered 
with earth ; and under one of thofe 
which are to the weft, is the figure of 
a man hunting a bull, who has one 
horn in his forehead ; which is graft- 
ed by the man’s left hand, while his 
right plunges a large dagger into the 
belly of the bull. On the other fide the 
figure of another man clafps the horn 
with his right hand, and ftabs the 
beaft with his left. The fecond 
portal dilcovers the figure of a man 
carved in the fame manner, with a deer 
that greatly refembles a lion, having a 


horn in its forehead, and Wings on 
the body. The fame reprefentations 
are to be feen under the portal to the 
north, with this exception, that in- 
ftead of the deer, there is a great 
lion, whom a man holdsby the mane. 
Thefe two figures are covered with 
earth to the middle of their legs. 
The two fides of the portal to the 
fouth are carved with the figure 
of a man with an ornament on 
his head, like a crown ; he is ac- 
companied by two women, one of 
whom holds a parafol over his head ; 
the other has a certain ornament in 
her hand. And above this portal, on 
the infide, three different niches are 
filled with characters. On the pi- 
lafters of the firft portal, which have 
ftarted out of their place, and ap- 
pear on the fide of the flair-cale, 
that has been mentioned before, are 
the figures of two men, each of 
whom is grafping a lance ; one with 
both his hands, and the other with 
his left, but only one of thefe figures 
is entire. Behind this edifice is an- 
other ftruCture, which refembles it 
in fome meafure, but exceeds it in 
length by thirty eight feet. It has 
likewife a niche or clofed window, 
and another that is open ; with two 
ftones railed on the right and left, 
and of which that to the eafl is bro- 
ken ; the other, on the weft, is twen- 
ty eight feet high, and feems to be 
all of a piece. It is three feet and 
feven inches in breadth, and five 
feet four inches thick. The upper 
part of this ftone is hollowed into 
three niches, or feparate compart- 
ments, filled with characters ; be- 
low which is a fourth that feems to 
have been cut after the others. Se- 
veral characters of the lame nature

appear in the other niches or win- 
dows, already mentioned, as well as 
all around them ; and likewife on the 
raifed ftone, and fome of the por- 
tals, whofe pilafters are of one piece, 
as are alfo the cornices. The niches, 
or clofed windows, are alfo cut out 
of one ftone, and to the fouth of 
thefe are two flights of a flair-cafe ; 
one to the eafl, and the other to the 
weft ; and of which five of the up- 

permoft

1704. permofl fteps are ftill remaining, 
like thofe in the preceding ftair-cafe : 
The wings, as well as the walls which 
feparate them, exhibit the reprefen- 
tation of little figures and foilage, 
which are partly covered with earth. 
At the diftance of a hundred feet 
from this place, to the fouth, the 
laft ruins of thefe famous ftruCtures 
appear ; and the greateft part of 
thefe likewife confift of portals and 
inclofures. Between thefe ruins and 
thofe which have been defcribed 
laft, is a demolifhed ftair-cafe, with 
two flights of fteps, to the north 
and fouth, but there are only feven 
of the uppermoft now remaining. 
It is likewife ornamented with fi- 
gures and Ipreading leaves. To the 
eaft of this ftair-cafe are fubterra- 
Subterra- nean pafl'ages, into which no one 
xeanpaf- prefumes to enter, though they are 
^ e1 ' faid to contain great treafures ; be- 
caufe there is a general perfuafion, 
that the lights which perfons may 
happen to carry into thefe places, 
will be extinguifhed of themfelves, 
after they have advanced a few pa- 
ces. This opinion, however, did 
not intimidate me from making the 
the experiment, in the company of 
a Perfian of resolution. 

We defcended between the rocks, 
and entered upon two ways, but 
we ftruck into that which runs to 
the eaft. The height of this we 
found to be fix feet, and the width 
two feet and four inches, at the en- 
trance ; but this was contracted into 
the fpace of one foot, and about 
eight inches, as we advanced for- 
ward : And when we had proceeded 
to the length of twenty paces, we 
found the roof fo low, that we were 
obliged to creep forwards on our 
bellies, ten paces farther, after which 
we found the paflage as high as it 
was at our firft entrance : But when 
we had advanced a few paces more, 
we were flopped by the occurfion 
of the rock, and I found that there 
was only a narrow track, which 
extended to a great length, and had 
all the appearance of being origi- 
nally contrived for an aqueduCt; 


but the ftraitnefs of it rendered it 1704. 
impoflible to be pafled. We then v^w. • 
returned to the place from whence 
we defcended, and I entered the 
paflage on the weft, and found a 
way which ftruck to the north ; but 
it was too low to be pafled even 
on the breaft ; and had it been 
higher., the humidity of the earth 
would have made it impraCtable for 
me to have proceeded farther. We 
were therefore obliged to return, but 
without having our lights extinguifh- 
ed, or finding the treafure which 
the people of the country pretend is 
concealed in thefe fubterranean paf- 
fages ; which in all probability were 
never intended for any other ufe 
than the conveyance of water, as 
well on account of their inconiider- 
able height, as becaufe there are no 
cells to be feen, nor any traces of 
little altars, or other objects of that 
nature, which could induce one 
to believe they were ever confecrated 
to devotion, like feveral fubterranean 
pafl'ages in Italy, and a variety of o- 
ther places. 

The other edifice, already men- Aftmcturt 
tioned, extends a hundred and iixty ^ thd 
feet, from north to fouth, and 
hundred and ninety one from eaft to 
weft. Ten portals belonging to it, 
are ftill to be feen, together with fe- 
ven windows, and forty enclofures, 
that have formerly been covered with 
buildings, whole foundations arc 
vifible to this day ; as are likewife 
feveral round bales in the middle, 
and on which have been ere&td 
thirty fix columns, in fix ramies. 

Thefe ftones are three feet and live 
inches in their diameter, and all 
the ground is covered with large 
fragments, under which were aque- 
ducts in former times. The entrance 
into this building, is likewife dif- 
tinguifhed by two raifed ftones, like 
that which has been already defcrib- 
ed, and feveral characters that are 
ftill vifible are imprefled upon 
them. 

There was formerly another ftrnc- 
ture, weftward from the front of 
this, but it is now entirely deftroy- 
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1704. ed ; and nothing is to be feen but 
a. iquare place fronting the portals 
lately mentioned. The wall of this 
place is ftill near two foot in height 
above the pavement, and one fees 
along this wall the upper part of 
fome figures, with which it was em- 
bellifhed ; each of which is repre- 
fented with a lance, and they were 
almoft as large as the life. The 
ground encloied by this wall con- 
tains nothing more than a number 
of round ftones, which were former- 
ly bafes to columns, whole demen- 
fions correiponded with thole of the 
preceding. Thefe ftones are placed 
at the diltance of eleven feet from 
one another, and I think there are 
thirty fix of them Hill remaining. 
There is likewife a large hill of land, 
before this lalt edifice, which ex- 
tends along the portals, with feve- 
ral fragments of (tone. On the eaffc 
fide of thefe lalt ruins, are the re- 
mains of a beautiful llair-cafe, which 
refembles that of the front wall, and 
is fixty feet in length. The lower 
part of it has twelve Iteps Hill re- 
maining, and there are fifteen above 
the perron. The breadth of each 
of them is fix feet and two inches, 
and the wings of this ftair-cafe are 
beautified with little figures. The 
wall which feparates the two flights 
of Heps, and is Hill eight feet in 
height, is likewife adorned with 
figures almoft as big as the life ; but 
the ftones on which they are carved, 
are greatly damaged. The front 
contains the reprefentation of a lion 
encountring a bull, together with 
fome broken ftones, on which feve- 
ral characters are imprelTed. There 
are alfo lions of the fame workman- 
fhip on the wings of the ftair-cafe, 
but they are fmaller than the other ; 

- and are likewife accompanied with 
characters and figures, almoft as 
large as the life. The fame is allb 
to be feen on the other fide ol the 
walls, together with the figures of 
women, which are all defaced in 
a great meafure. The principal 
/ ftair-cale of this building, was fitu- 
ated to the weft, not of the front 
wall, but of the moft lofty part of 
Vol.II. 
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the pile, and fronting the great edi- 1704. 
fice : It likewife differs from the o- 
thers, by being placed direCtly be- 
fore the wall, with the additional 
circumftance of its {hooting out into 
a great breadth below, and gradu- 
ally contracting itfelf in the alcent. 

There are two flights of fteps, as 
in the others, one to the weft, and 
the other to the eaft, and the lat- 
ter ftill afeendsby twenty {even fteps. 

The weftern flight has twenty three 
fteps, but time has deftroyed eight 
of them, notwithftanding they were 
cut out of the rock. When one has 
arrived at the perron of the firft 
flight, a fecond divifion of the Hair- 
cafe on the fide of the wall, from 
weft to eaft, prefen ts itfelf to the 
view, and contains thirty fteps, the 
greateft part of which are ftill en- 
tire, and are four feet and three inches 
in breadth, and one foot three inches 
in depth. The eaftern flight cor- 
refponds with the other, but is de- 
ftroyed in a very great meafure, and 
nothing now remains of it, but a 
part of the wall, with two or three 
fteps. Thefe two flights are fepa- 
rated by an extent of 1 17 feet, in- 
cluding the wall of the perron, a- 
long which the buildings are carri- 
ed to the diftance of eight feet. Co- 
lumns were formerly difpofed be- 
tween this lofty edifice, and the 
portals already mentioned : But there 
are only four to be feen at prefent, 
with two fragments of bafes, which 
ftill rife a little above the furface of 
the ground. Four portals are like- 
wife to be feen among thefe laft 
ruins, and on each of their pilafters 
within, the figure of a man is re- 
prefented, with two women holding 
a parafol over his head, in the feme 
dilpofition, as the others which have 
been already deferibed. There were 
figures of the feme nature, on the 
pilafters to the weft, and they held 
l'omething in their hand, like thofe 
on the eaft. There was likewife the 
reprefentation of two men armed 
with lances, under the two other 
fculptures, in the fa me manner as thofe 
under the preceding, together with 
three women holding fomething that 
P is 
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I? 04. is now broken in their hands; bat 
J~ff> thefe laid figures are extremely da- 
maged. There are alfo two other 
figures on each fide, in the two 
niches to the fouth, one of which 
gralps the horn of a goat with one 
hand, while the other reits on 
the neck of that animal. The ie- 
cond figure had likewife fomething 
in its hand, but time has entirely 
deffroyed it. 

Between thofe ruins, and the laid 
fdruddures, which are toward the 
mountain, we obferved fome pi- 
lafders which were ornamented with 
figures refembling the others : But 
with this difference, that one of the 
women holds a crooked machine o- 
ver the head of the man, who had 
alfo fomething in his hand, but it 
is now broken. Other machines 
like this are to be feen in the hands 
of feveral other figures, that feem 
to be difpofed on the fide of fome 
great peilonages ; and they maypof- 
fibly be the tails of fome Sea-horles, 
which are ufed even now by perfons 
of quality in this country, to chafe 
away the flies. They fometimes 
cofd a hundred rix-dollars a piece, 
and are inferted into golden handles, 
which are frequently garnifhed with 
jewels. The King, and the great 
lords likewife carry them fafdened 
to the head of their horles, from 
whence they fall down over their 
breafds. 

Near thefe two edifices are two 
very lofty ftones, but the greatefd 
part of the other fdrudtures are un- 
der the earth. Two portals, with 
their pilafiers, are, however, to be 
feen at a little diftance to the north ; 
and one of thefe laid fupports the fi- 
gures of a man and two women, 
one of which holds a parafol over 
his head. Above thefe women, we 
obferved a figure with wings, which 
are expandtd to the fidcs of the por- 
tal. The lower part of the buff 
of this little figure feems to termi- 
nate on the two fides with a fpread 
of foliage, and a kind of freeze. O- 
ver the lecond figure, a naan is feat- 
ed in a chair, with a ftaff i n his 
hand ; and another hands behind 


him, with his right hand upon the 
chair, and holding in his left Some- 
thing that is not to be diftinguifhed. 
The little figure which appeals above, 
holds a kind of circle in its left 
hand, and points to fomething with 
its right. Under this portal are three 
ranges of figures, all of which have 
their hands lifted up ; and over the 
third pilafler, which ftili remains, 
two women hold a parafol above 
the head of a man. The earth is 
alfo covered with fragments of co- 
lumns, and other antiquities, be- 
tween which three bates aie vifible. 
Thefe portals are nine feet in depth, 
with a breadth of the fame dimen- 
fion, and they are funk into the 
earth to the depth of fome feet. 

We proceeded from hence to the 
laft ruins of the ftruffures that are 
on the fide of the mountain, and 
whofe circumference has been mark- 
ed out. They are reprefented on the 
fouth fide, where are two portals, 
under each of which a man is feated 
in a chair, with a ftaff in his right 
hand, and in his lefc a kind of vafe. 
Behind him is another figure, which 
holds over his head a machine, like 
the tail of a fea-horle, and has a 
linen cloth in his right hand. Be- 
low there are three rows of other fi- 
gures with lifted hands; four in the 
firlt, and five in each of the other 
two rows.They are three feet and four 
inches high, but the leated figure is 
much larger than the life. Above 
this are feveral ornamental ranges of 
foliage, the I owe ft of which is in- 
termixed with fmall lions, and the 
higheft with Oxen. Over thofe or- 
naments is a little winged figure, 
which holds in its left hand ihme 
thing which refembles a fmall glafs, 
and makes a fignal with its right. 
The reft of the figures relcmble 
thole others that have been already 
dclcribed. 

Thefe portals are twelve feet and 
five inches in breadth, and ten feet 
four inches deep. Their pilafiers 
are compofed of leven ftones, and 
are about fix feet in thicknefs. The 
higheft are from twenty eight to 
thirty feet. On the two which are 

to- 
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wauls the north, a man is feated, 
with a perfon behind him, like the 
preceding figures; and behind this 
are two other men holding in their 
hands fomething which is broken, 
there are likewile two other figures, 
before him that is feated, one of 
which places hishandson his lips with 
an air of falutation, and the other 
holds a fmall vefiel. Above thefe 
figures is a ftone filled with orna- 
ments, but it is not fo high as the 
others that have been already de- 
icribed. Below the perfon who is 
reprefented fitting, are five ranges 
of figures, three feet in height ; 
thefe are a band of foldiers armed 
in different manners. 

In one of thefe portals to the eaft, 
we oblerved the figure of a man 
encountring a lion ; and in another 
compartment, a man fighting with 
a bull. We likewile beheld, under 
the two portals to the weft, fe- 
veral figures of lions, one of which 
is reprefented with wings. Thofe 
to the eaft and weft, are much 
lower than thofe to the north and 
fouth, and the figures are funk up 
to the knees in the earth. The 
other portals are likewile funk in the 
manner reprefented in one of the 
plates of thefe ruins. Each of them 
had nine niches or windows on every 
fide, but they are all deftroyed, in 
a great meafure. It is evident, how- 
ever, that none of them were open, 
except thofe that front the north, 
three of which, that were diipofed 
in the middle, are ff ill enthe, and 
open fo as to fhew a profpedt through 
them. The pilafters, as well as the 
architrave, are compofed almoft of 
one ftone, but their cornices are 
broken. Thefe portals are eleven 
feet and five inches deep, and four 
feet ten inches wide. Several pieces 
of columns, bafes, and ornaments, 
lie fcattered between thefe ftrudtures, 
and their number may amount to 
about thirty or forty. All the laft that 
have been mentioned, amount to i r 9. 
which being added to the feventy 
fix that were firft fpecified, corn- 
pleat the number of 195. 
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The firft large ftones of the rock, 1704. 
that appear on the fide of thele ftruc- Ly'-v'O 
tures to the north, are the pi- 
lafters of two grand portals, one of 
which refembled the two that were 
eredted at the ftair-cale of the front 
wall ; the other is adorned with two 
vaft figures of men armed with 
lances, and likewile holds a machine 
which correfpo.nds with thofe that 
have been formerly mentioned. 

There were alio two others, difpo- 
fed in the fame manner, a little far- 
ther to the weft, and fronting the 
former, as appears by the little which 
now remains of them. There are 
likeuife two other portals to the 
north, like thofe of the ftair-cafe of 
the facade ; and though they are 
now in ruins, the animals with 
which they were ornamented, are ftill 
diftingu tillable. There is alfo a vaft 
fragment of ftone refembling a 
horfe’s head, but it is now funk into 
the earth. This figure induces me 
to conclude, that the other pila- 
fters were embellifhed with heads 
ol the fame nature ; and feveral 
figures of beafts, fragments of co- 
lumns, and other broken ftones, are 
fcattered about in great numbers, 
on the fide of thele ruins, but no- 
thing is to be diftinguilhed among 
thofe that lie to the north. 

After this general defcription of more 
thefe famous ruins, it will be pro- 
per to offer a particular account oi of theft 
them, as they are reprefented in four rmns ' 
general plates, and four different 
points of fight ; and where the 
principal fragments, and even the 
leparate pieces, are exhibited to view. 

The firft plate is marked N° 1 17. and 
reprefents the facade to the weft, 
the particular members of which are 
diftinguilhed by letters. A. marks 
out the grand ftair-cafe in the fiont 
of the edifice. B. the two grand 
portals with two columns. C. the 
only remaining column of twelve. 

D. the feven which are left out of 
thirty lix. E. the five columns, which 
are all that are now Handing of the 
twelve, that were diipofed along the 
wall of the facade. F. the four 

which 
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1704. which remain of the twelve that 
were placed towards the mountains. 
The other ruins could not be repre- 
fented in this plate, the hill from 
whence the defign was taken, not 
being high enough for that purpofe. 
G. reprelents one of the tombs on 
the mountain. H. the higheft druc- 
ture on a hill. I. the lad; ruins to 
the fouth. K. the other tomb on the 
mountain. L. the portal to the 
north, placed without the druc- 
tures. 

1 Ihefewd The fecond view was taken at the 

foot of the mountain to the fouth, 
and is reprefented in plate 118. 
which exhibits a direct profpeCt of the 
ruins to the ead, with the highed 
edifice at the wedern entrance; 
at the wall of which were the 
two grand afcents of dairs, already 
defcribed. That to the left is di- 
dinguifhed by the letter A ; but the 
ruins of the other are not vifible on 
this fide any more than the column, 
which rifes to the left, without the 
edifice. The two mountains on 
which the fortrefles were ereCted, 
are marked by B ; and the town of 
Mier-chas-koen, with the gardens 
before it, by C. Two villages are 
reprefented a little beyond it, in a 
didant profpeCl. 

q he t frrd The third view, exhibited in plate 

view. 1 1 9, was deiigned from the ead, 
and under the firft tomb on the 
mountain, before which are two 
hills of fand. From this fituation 
the profpect opens upon all the ru- 
ins feparated from one another ; 
and I chofe this point of fight, and 
the eminence which commands it, 
for the fatisfaCfion of thole who 
fhall have the curiofity to confult 
this work. That particular portion 
of them, which is fituated towards 
the mountains, as I have already in- 
timated, is vifible at the eaft en- 
trance into the ruins, and is diftin- 
guilhed by the letter A. The co- 
lumns behind are marked out by 
B ; and on the right of thefe, the 
two portals which are near thedair- 
cale of the facade, are reprefe it- 
ed at the letter C. Sevetal fragments 
of done on the lame fide, together 


with other columns on the left, and 1704, 
which ftand on an emience beyond 
the two portals, already defcribed, 
are exhibited at D. After which 
thole of the lofty edifice to the 
fouth, before which is a ftair-cafe 
to the eaft, appear at the letter E. 

The other portals are exprefled at 
F. And the laft part, to the fouth, 
by G. The column, which ftands 
alone, in the fields, is likewife re- 
prefented ; and beyond this, the vil- 
lages and mountains, together with 
the town of Mier-chas-koen, are to 
be feen at H. 

The fourth view, reprefented in rie fcwrA 
plate 120, was deiigned on the wew ‘ 
northern quarter, above the edifice, 
and at an angle of the higheft wall, 
which has the greateft projection, in 
form of a ftair-cafe, as well on this fide 
as on the other.This fituation prefents 
to the view part of the dair-cafe of 
the facade, before which are the two 
grand portals, and the two columns. 

The wall, and likewife the ftair-cafe, 
adorned with figures up the afeent 
to the place where the columns ftand, 
are marked by the letter A. Be- 
yond thefe, feveral other ruins, with 
thofe on the fide of the mountain, 
and likewife the two tombs, are re- 
prefented at B and C ; and on the 
other fide, the column appears a- 
lone in the fields. 


we wm now proceed to a delcnp- ^ r~**- 
tion of each particular piece, and be™^^ 
gin with the two portals, and the two the feverd 
columns, which are reprefented in***"' 
plate 12 1. The defign of thefe 
was drawn on a quarter to the louth, 
by which means, part of the dair- 
cafe of the facade, and the end of 
the wall to the north, are rendered 
vifible. One of the Sphinxes of the 
fird portal, adorned with broken 
ornaments, is delineated in the plate 
122. And in plate 123, is to be 
feen a winged animal, under the 
fecond portal. The dair-cafe of the 
facade, defigned from a northern fi- 


tuation, is exhibited in plate 124. 
We have likewife added in plate 
125, the deps of the wall, which 
afeend to the columns : This view 
was drawn to the wed, on the front 

wall 
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1704. v/a ^ °f edifice, from whence 
part of the ftair-cafe of the facade 
is feen, together with the two 
portals, and the two columns ; and 
likewife fome other columns, with 
the mountain, all which are repre- 
fented in this plate. In the 126th 
are exhibited the figures which ap- 
pear on the wings of this ftair-cafe 
to the weft, with feveral characters: 
and the 127th plate reprefents the 
figures that are ftill remaining on the 
eaft fide of the fame ftair-cafe. 

The firft fix figures which appear 
at the entrance of the ftair-cafe to 
the eaft, are fmaller than the reft, 
and have large veftments, with great 
plaited fleeves ; and a round bonnet 
riling in plaits, and larger in the 
upper than the lower part. They 
are likewife reprefented with hair 
and long beards. Each of them 
holds a lance in the right hand, and 
a quiver of arrows is faftened to the 
back with a ftrap carried over 
the fhoulder. The figure which 
precedes all the others, holds the next 
by the left hand, and grafps a fork 
with its right. It feems to reprefent 
an ecclefiaftic at the head of a pro- 
ceflion of others: it is likewife array- 
ed with a large robe, with a girdle 
hanging down very low. 

The three figures by which thefe 
are fucceeded, have fhorter robes 
and fleeves, with upper, and under 
veils, and pointed bonnets formed 
into five plaits. Thefe laft are pro- 
perly th~ Tiaras , which are alfo 
called ReflexaJozczvAt they are doped 
into a curve behind, as the Tiara 
Phrygia are thofe which are bent be- 
fore. One of thefe appears on the head 
of Ulyjfes on antient medals. Two 
of thefe figures hold a little bucket in 
each hand, and the third has two 
hoops. This laft is followed by two 
horfes, drawing a chariot, and by 
two other figures that place their left 
aims, one on the back, and the o- 
ther on the neck of the horfes.They 
are all reprefented with hair and 
beards ; fume are likewife bare-head- 
ed, others have a bandage, or a 
kind of diadem, folded round their 
Vol. II. 
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heads. Between each compartment 1704. 
of fix or feven figures, a kind of o-vn.' 
vafe appears, and the two firft fi- 
gures always hold each other by the 
hand. An horfe, led by the bridle, 
is reprefented in the fecond divifion, 
and two figures bear fomething that 
refembles a veftment. There are 
five of thefe figures in the third com- 
partment with little buckets, and 
two others with large bowls. 

Thofe in the fourth are not habited 
fo well as the others, fince they 
have only a fhort and very ftrait veft, 
together with a cindture and long 
drawers, which are likewife ftrait 
and plaited. Three of thefe figures 
have alfo little buckets in their hands, 
and are followed by a camel, that 
has two bunches rifing on his back, 
with a halter, and a little bell hung 
about his neck, after the manner of 
the eaftern caravans, that the found 
may be heard at a diftance, efpecially 
when they pafs through narrow de- 
files or bad ways, where fome of the 
company ought to flop, to give the o- 
thers an opportunity of palling on. 
Thefe bells likewife give notice in the 
night to the inhabitants, of the ca- 
ravans arrival at thofe places where 
the company are to lodge : it is like- 
wife a fignal to thofe who have loft; 
their way, and enables them to rejoin 
their companions. 

The laft compartment is diftin- 
guifhed by a figure bearing a pole 
before him on his fhoulders, with a 
pot fufpended at each extremity; 
and in each of thefe pots are feen 
little water veffels in an upright pofi- 
tion. The habit of this figure is 
likewife but indifferent. A mule or 
an afs is reprefented next, with two 
men [armed with poles ; and thefe 
are followed by another figure bear- 
ing two mallets. Several other cha- 
radters appear next, and laft of all 
a great lion encountring a bull or 
feme other animal, from whofe fore- 
head a horn is extended. The ftair- 
cafe, around which feveral broken 
figures agpear, prefents itfelf to view 
in this place. We counted forty 
eight figures of men and beafts in 
G this 
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1704. this range, and as many in that a- 
bove. The firft fix are meanly ha- 
bited, and each of them has fome 
veflment in its hand. Thofe that 
follow, carry the fame, and are ar- 
rayed in a better manner, but moft 
of them are greatly impaired by 
time. Thefe are fucceeded by an 
ox led with a halter. The only 
difference between this and the third 
compartment is, that in the latter 
two rams are led, and each of them 
has a large crooked horn deflected 
towards the earth. After thefe ap- 
pears a figure armed with a buckler, 
and another, leading a horfe by the 
bridle, followed by a third with 
two hoops. The other three are 
habited like the preceding figures, 
and they march before a led ox, that 
is followed by a man armed with a 
lance and fhield ; behind whom ap- 
pears two other figures, each of 
which has three lances, and their 
fleeves are longer than their veils. 
The lall figures that follow, have very 
fhort veils, with drawers that are long 
and llrait, and which fall down to 
their feet. They are likewife arm- 
ed with long bucklers hanging at the 
girdles of their waifts. Two of them 
have hoops in their hands, and an- 
other a fork ; and they are followed 
by a horfe led by the bridle. Thefe 
figures are reprefented in two divi- 
fions which follow the letter A. 

The eallern range contains the firft 
twenty eight figures, including the 
flair-cafe, each of which gralps a 
lance with both hands. Their veils 
are long and wide, and they are re- 
prefented with hair and beards, and 
feem to be bare-headed, unlels 
we may rather fuppofe them to wear 
a plaited bandage, or a kind of dia- 
dem. Thefe are fucceeded by a fet 
of other figures, armed with long 
bucklers, which are pointed and bent 
at one end ; together with a fhort 
and broad dagger, hung at the girdle 
of their waifts; and their veils have 
an inequality in their length. They 
relemble the laft figures in the attire 
of their heads ; they have likewiie 
fome ornament in one hand, and 


the other is placed upon their beard. 1704. 
This range confilts of fixty figures, ^ 
the lall of which are entirely de- 
faced. Thefe three divifions follow 
the letters A. and B. 

All thefe figures, ranged in the 
difpofition we have delcribed, feem 
to reprefent fome triumph, orapro- 
celfion of people bearing prefents to 
the king, which was very cuftomary 
under the antient Monarchs of Per* 
and is pradtiled to this cl <\ 
Prefents of this nature are offer- 
ed to the king on the twentieth of 
March, which is the fellival of the 
new folar year ; and I have been a 
fpedlator of this folemnity, as has 
been formerly intimated. 

When we left thefe columns, we 
proceeded to the firft porta', which 
Hands to the fouth, the inward prof- 
pedt of which I drew on a fpot of 
ground to the eall. The lall win- 
dow on the right, is in the weftern 
part of this pile, as may be feen in 
plate 128. with the portals lateral 
to each other ; the back view of 
which is here reprefented, together 
with the ruined Hair-cafe already 
mentioned, and which is difpofed 
between this, and the highelt edi- 
fice. 

The inward profpedl of the 
northern portal is exhibited in plate 
129. and that of the weftern, in 
plate 130. The three compart- 
ments of charadlers, which ap- 
pear on the lofty pilafter to the 
louth, are delineated in plate 13 1. 
and the three compartments of cna- 
radlers on the portal itfelf, in plate 
132. 

The feven divifions of charadlers, 
which once appeared on the folds of 
the large outward robe of the princi- 
pal figure, have been broken off in 
part ; but I have replaced them in 
the bell manner I was able, and they 
are reprefented in plate 133. 

Thofe that were difpofed round 
the windows, are exhibited in plate 
134. The firft is the upper range ; 
the fecond filled the right fide of the 
window ; and the third, that of the 
left, in the manner they are carved 
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all the other windows. The fculp- 
ture of them appears as perfect, as 
if they were but newly carved, as 
is evinced by thofe fragments of them, 
which I brought away with me ; 
and this circumftance may be a- 
fcribed to the hardnefs of the Stone 
on 'which they were imprelfed. 

I found, within the opening of 
one of thefe windows, feveral other 
characters lefs antient than the o- 
thers, and which have been carved 
fince them. They are Arabic let- 
ters, and are exhibited on the left 
fide of plate 135, and on the right 
of plate 136, together with their 
explication. 

< Theolf.-H - As to the other characters of great 

my of tU antiquity, they are no longer known, 
(bl’rjfl - r r an( l S made feveral ineffectual at- 
tempts to obtain a discovery of their 
meaning, without being able to find 
any pe:ion, who could decvpher a 
tingle letter. This disappointment, 
however, did not prevent me from 


being at the pains to copy them ex- 
actly, in hopes of meeting with fome 
prieft among the Guebres, who 
could afford me fome light with re- 
lation to them, and the event fhali 
be related at large in the Sequel of 
this work. 

My ardent defire to examine thefe 
fuperb ruins with the greatelt care, 
and to render them more known to 
the curious than they had been till 
then, caufed me to fend for a Stone- 
cutter of Zie-raeSy or Ghiras , whole 
affiftance I had occafion for in the 
execution of my defign ; the hard- 
nefs of the rocks having blunted all 
the chilels I had brought from Ijpa- 
han, fo that they were no longer 
ufeful to me. This perl'on however 
Succeeded no better than my felt, 
and all his inftruments were loon re- 
duced to the fame condition as mine, 
though they were much larger and 
Stronger. Notwithstanding which, 
mv earneft defire to convev fome ot 

thcff 
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1704. thefe precious antiquities into my 
native country, would not permit 
me to reft till I had cut off a frag- 
ment of a window, that was filled 
with characters, the reprdentation 
of which will be found in plate 137, 
I likewife brought away a little bro- 
ken figure copied in plate 137. as 
large as the original j two pieces of 
hands, in plate 139. part of the 
body of another fmall figure, in 
plate 140. and a little piece ot one 
of one of the fm a lie it figures in a 
portal, exhibited in pLte 141. 1 was 
Very deurous to bring away fome 
ochers, but found ic impcfiible, be- 
came they flew off in fibbers with 
the ffrokes of our tools. 

The principal piece whffh I en- 
deavoured to procure, was a figure 
cut on a ftone detached from the 
rock that formed the grand ftair- 
cafe. As this ftone was thick, I 
flattered mylelf that I fhould be 
able to feparate the whole figure 
from it, by dint of time and pa- 
tience j but it fhivered into three 
pieces, in fpite of all my precau- 
tions, I, however, rejoined them 
in the beft manner I was able, and 
Monfieur Kafielein undertook to de- 
liver it, as he paffed by Zie-raes , in- 
to the hands of Monfieur Hoorn } 
governour-general of our India com- 
pany ; and that he would requeft 
him, at the fame time, to tranfmit 
it to Holland., the firft opportunity, 
to Monfieur JViJlen, burgo-mafter of 
Amjlerdam, to whom I intended to 
prefent it, as fome acknowledgment 
of the obligations he had conferred 
upon me. This figure is reprefent- 
ed in plate 142. 

The 143d plate exhibits to view 
a pilafter of the lofty edifice to the 
north, and on which is feen the fi- 
gure of a man of rank^ with two 
women, one of whom holds a para- 
fol over his head ; the other drives 
away the flies with the tail of a fea 
horle ; for I took all thofe figures 
for women, which held thefe tails 
and parafo's that were much ufed in 
antient times. 

On another piece of the high e- 
difice to the weft, and fronting a

The j 43th pi ite reprdents ..notlic: 
pi kftcr of the utne edifice, on which 
may be ieen two men armed with 
lances or pikes, to the enft : and on 
the fide of them ft a fluted, machine, 
which extend: t<< the chin. There 
wa- another lvrcrfcd on the fide of 
the lame edifice, which pudent? the 
appearance of a man corn!, urns a 
lion, and graiping a fwerd in his 
left hand, agreeably to the repre- 
fentation in plate 146. 

In one of the niches, or windows, 
of this edifice to the fouth, are to 
be ieen two figures of men, with 
a goat, that has a iarge bending 
horn, by which one of the figures 
holds him with his left hand, and 
lays the other on his neck. The 
firlt of thefe figures has likewife a 
bonnet, which is brought under his 
chin ; and in his left hand, he holds 
fomething that was perhaps employ- 
ed in oblations. Thefe figures are 
exhibited in plate 147 ; and the 
148th plate reprefents the pilafter of 
a portal, on one fide of the edifice 
laft mentioned, on which appears 
three figures half buried ; one of 
which holds the tail of a fea horfe a- 
bove the head of a man of diftinc- 
tion, whole bonnet, hair, and beard, 
refemble thofe that appear on the 
buft of Arjdces, on medals. 

All the reft of the edifice, which 
is to the fouth, had a flat cornice 
without any ornament, and which 
was continued through the whole 
length of the wall. There are ftill 
to be feen four openings that refemble 
windows, and are partly buried in 
the earth. The whole wall, except 
the uppermoft ftones, is cut out of 
the natural rock ; the fteps of the 
ftair-cafe, which are likewife fhaped 
out of the rock, are feven feet and 
feven inches long, and two inches 
and a half high. This ftair-cafe be- 
comes 
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1704. comes vifible at the opening to the 
left ; and the other flight of its fteps 
was at the end to the right. The 
reprefcntation of it appears in plate 

H9- 

There is likewife another flair- 
cafe to the eaft of this edifice, as I 
have already obierved, and which 
was formerly filled with figures, re- 
prefented in plate 1 50, of which 
there are ftill very fine remains. The 
walls of it are likewife ornamented 
with figures 

The 151ft plate reprefents the 
pedeftals of two pilaftars in the por- 
tal of the high edifice, towards the 
mountains, and a great number of 
figures ftill appear to the north, on 
one of the pilafters of the lame e- 
difice, in plate 152. The featcd 
figure on this pilafter is evidently 
that of a prince, receiving prefents, 
and the other figures are probably 
his guards, and retinue : the two 
vales that have fome refemblance to 
ninepins, and are feen at the feet of 
the prince, may poffibly be intended 
for perfumes, and odoriferous herbs. 
The tail of a lea horfe is likewile 
held above his head. 

The 153d plate reprefents another 
portal of lingular beauty, adorned 
with a variety of figures, and on 
the top is the little myfterious figure 
already mentioned, which is ftill en- 
tire. 

In the portal to the north, is 
feen the head of a horfe lying on 
the ground, and defigned in two 
different manners, with a profulion 
of ornaments. I frequented thefe 
ruins above three weeks, before I 
difcovered it ; and indeed, it muft 
be carefully fearched for. The two 
different defigns of this head are in 
plates 154 and 155. 

I have added, for the greater ac- 
curacy, to all thefe ruins, feveral 
pieces which I found on the earth, 
on the fide of fome figures, in one 
of the laft portals ; namely, the 
tail of a fea horfe ; a parafol ; the 
two vafes like ninepins ; a fine chair ; 
a variety of things which are in the 
hands of the figures, and two forts 
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of round ornaments. The whole 1704. 
is reprefented in plate 156. 

It is now time to give fome ac- ^ ^ f . 
count of the architedlnre of thefe uHurt of 
famous ruins ; with refpcbt to which 
it may be proper to obferve in ge- 
neral, that all the columns are fluted 
in the fame manner ; and that the 
fhafts of fome con lift of three, and 
others of four pieces, exclufive of 
the capital, which is compoied of 
five different pieces, and of an order 
which varies from the five known or- 
ders, as well as from all others which 
I have ever feen. 

Some writers pretend that there 
are winged horfes of an uncommon 
magnitude on the two columns 
that are near the two portals, on the 
fide of the ftair-cafe, in the facade 
of the edifice ; and one author in 
particular affirms, that he had feen 
them, tho’ without mentioning in 
what year ; but he takes no notice, 
at the fame time, of the camels 
that are placed on the others : This 
however is a fa£t which I can take 
upon me to aver, and that they 
are ftill to be feen on their knees, 
on one of the nine columns, with- 
out capitals, and which are placed 
in a lateral pofition to each other. 

This camel is, indeed, greatly da- 
maged, but, however, one part of 
the body is ftill vifible, with the 
two fore feet, and feveral ornaments 
that refemble thofe of the animals 
in the firft portals. One cannot be 
deceived in this particular, if one 
examines the pieces which are fal- 
len from the tops of thefe columns. 

The capital of that which is repre- 
fented in plate 157, feems to have 
been fhaken by an earthquake, and 
to have ftarted out of its place ; but 
it ftill preferves its equilibrium, tho’ 
it hangs on the fide. 

We have likewife been careful to 
mark, on two or three of the ten 
columns that have preferved their ca- 
pitals, a fragment of fhapelefs ftone, 
which certainly reprefented fome 
animal, though the particular lpe- 
cies is not to be now diftinguiihed. 
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1704. The writer already mentioned, 
declares, that he found fixteen co- 
lumns, which being added to the 
writer. two of the ftair-cafe in the facade, 
make eighteen in the whole. This 
is what I am unable to comprehend, 
becaule I found no more than nine- 
teen ; but this is not the only mi- 
ftake that has been committed by 
him in his account. I muft, how- 
ever, acknowledge this in his praife, 
that he is the moft exaCt of all 
whom I have read on this fubjeCt. 

As to any other particulars, I did 
not obferve any difference in thefe 
columns, unlefs that fome of them 
have capitals, and others not. With 
relpedt to their elevation, they are 
all from feventy to feventy two feet 
in height, and feventeen feet feven 
inches in circumference, except 
thofe two that are near the firft por- 
tals, which have been already de- 
fcribed. The bales are round, and 
twenty four feet five inches in cir- 
cumference, and four feet three inches 
high : the lower moulding is one 
foot and five inches thick. They 
have three forts of ornaments ; but 
the cornice of the portals and win- 
dows are exadtly the feme, as ap- 
pears by the plate. 

The milerable ftate to which 
thefe fine ruins are now reduced, is 
chiefly imputed to the governors of 
Zje-raes, and other places adjacent 
to Ptrjepolis , who, to avoid the ex- 
pences to which they were expofed 
by the great lords who came to vifit 
thefe luperb antiquities, have demo- 
li lhed whatever was then remaining 
entire, to prevent their having any 
curioiity to come there for the fu- 
ture.

Tn'.-'yii We fliall now offer fome obfer- 
vations on the two antient tombs of 
the kings, that have been already 
mentioned, and which are to be 
l'een on the mountain ; one to the 
north, and the other to the fouth. 
The facade of the firft, which is 
hewn out of the rock, is a noble 
fragment of antiquity, covered with 
figures and other ornaments. The 
form of both is the fame, and they are 
about feventy feet wide at the bottom. 


That part of the tomb on which 
the figures are carved, is forty feet 
wide ; the height is almoft equal to 
the width below, and the rock ex- 
tends on each fide to the diftanee 
of fixty paces. The wall of the 
facade comprehends half this extent, 
and is fix feet and a half in height. 
The rock, by which one alcends to 
this tomb, on the corner of the left 
fide to the north, is broken. There 
are three or four little trees near 
this facade ; and four columns be- 
low the edifice, and above thefe are 
feveral heads of oxen reprefented 
as far as the breaft, with other or- 
naments. The gate, whofe archi- 
trave is likewile filled with orna- 
ments, is placed in the middle, but 
fmall, and almoft clofed up; the 
aperture being but a foot wide, be- 
caufe there is water within. The 
wall is carried out into a projection 
of five feet on each fide, on which 
are feen two figures to the right and 
left, one above the other, and partly 
broken like the wall : they are five 
feet and feven inches high. Above 
the columns, is a cornice, which 
projects out to the extent of two 
feet and nine inches, and is about 
four feet high. It refts upon four 
great beams, which appear above 
the columns, between the head of 
the oxen. Above this cornice are 
eighteen fmall lions ; nine on each 
fide, and advancing toward the 
middle, where is a little ornament 
like a vafe, and below a modillon. 
Above the lions are likewife two 
ranges of figures, almoft as large 
as the life, fourteen in each range, 
armed, and lifting up their hands ; 
and on the fide is an ornament in 
form of a column, with the head 
of fome animal, who has only one 
horn. Above this is another cornice 
ornamented with leaves. On the left, 
where the wall projects out, are 
three kinds of niches, one above an- 
other, and each of them contains 
two figures, armed with lances, and 
three others, on the fide, armed in 
the fame manner. There are like- 
wife two on the right fide, in the 
aperture of a window, with their 
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1704. left hands placed upon their beards, 
'w/WJ and the right on their body ; and 
on the lide of thefe are three others, 
in the fame difpofition as thofe on 
the other lide. At fome diftance 
below, and between thefe figures 
and the ornament that refembles a 
column, is another figure very much 
impaired on each fide. Above this 
tomb, and on three fteps, is like- 
wile a large figure, which has the 
air of a king, pointing at fome- 
thing with his right hand, and hold- 
ing a kind of bow in his left. On 
the right fide of this figure, is an 
altar, on which an offering is made, 
and from whence the flames are re- 
prefented as afcending. The moon 
appears above this altar, and it is 
faid, that there was once a fun, on 
the left, and behind this figure, but 
nothing of that nature is now to 
be feen. In the middle, and above 
all this work, appears the little my- 
ftic figure, which has been fo fre- 
quently mentioned, and it differs a 
little from the others. 

Vhew- It cannot be affirmed, that the 
‘"■Mr'e-’ body of Darius was depofited in one 
ffea to the of thefe tombs, fince authors have 
Dariuf not ta k en any notice of that parti- 
cular j and even Quintus Curtins, 
who wrote the life of Alexander the 
Great , in a very copious manner, 
only declares, that this prince fent 
the body of Darius, who was afi- 
laflinated by Bejfus, to queen Syji- 
gambis, the mother of that monarch, 
to be buried in the tomb of his an- 
ceftors. 

Between thefe tombs, is feen a 
fquare pit, fifteen feet wide, and 
about twenty five deep. This was 
undoubtedly hollowed in the rock, 
but there is only a fingle tree now 
to be feen near it. 

With refpeft to the tomb on the 
fouthern fide, and which is in a very 
ruinous condition, I had the curio- 
fity to enter it, by creeping on my 
breaft, the water being evacuated at 
that time. I found that the paflage 
into it was two feet high, and the 
vault within, forty lix feet in 
breadth, and twenty in depth. This 
cave is divided into chre vaults, which 
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begin at half the depth of the main 1704. 
cavity, and are carried up feven 
feet high. On the left fide of 
the entrance, a breach appears in 
the rock or facade, and gives ad- 
million to a little light. There are 
feveral ftones in thefe vaults, and e- 
fpecially in that to the left. They 
are faid to contain two tombs co- 
vered with ftones, in a demi round, 
and in all probability they have been 
wilfully broken, every perfon what- 
ever being permitted to enter there, 
at feveral times, but at prefent there 
are no more than I have mentioned, 
and they feem to be 159 in num- 
ber. 

The rock, or wall of this facade, 
advances thirty feet on one fide, 
and forty on the other, and has no 
entrance like the other. On each 
fide of this facade, and in three fe- 
parate compartments, are the figures 
of two men armed with lances, and 
it is faid that fix others are fallen 
down in the firft of thefe monu- 
ments ; tho’ others declare there are 
but three, which was confirmed to 
me by the perfon whom I caufed 
to enter therein, by creeping on his 
belly. On the fouth fide of this 
building, and at the diftance of 
215 paces from the corner of the 
facade, is the column already men- 
tioned, part of which is now bro- 
ken, in the manner it appears on its 
bafe in plate 160. and round it are 
eight other bales, one of which is 
to the north, and feven paces from 
this ; a fecond is to the eaft, at an 
equal diftance ; and three to the 
north eaft, ten paces from the firft ; 
the corner to the weft containing 
eighteen paces. The two to the fouth 
poflefs a fpace of ground twenty two 
paces in extent, and are eight pa- 
ces from each other. Aiound theie 
bafes are feveral large and globular 
ftones, with three great fragments of 
the rock, which have evidently lup- 
ported fome edifice. The column 
lately mentioned is twelve feet 
and feven inches in diameter, and 
its bafe rifes three feet and fix inches 
above the furface of the caufey- On 
the fide of the two bafes to the fouth, 

are 
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>704. are two fragments of figures repre- 
'• tenting camels, which were placed, 

with other ornaments, on the co- 
lumns. 

At the difiance of 650 paces from 
this edifice, to the north, is another 
portal, which is not one of the lar- 
gefl, and the pilafiers on the two 
fides fupport the ftatue of a woman 
as large as the life. This is repre- 
sented in plate 16 1. 

As the tombs I have been de- 
fcribing are only exhibited in fmall 
in the plate, I thought it proper to 
trace out their fine ornaments on 
the fides, with the beautiful head 
above them, in plate 162. together 
with one of thofe on the fouthern 
fide of the portal, in plate 163 ; as 
like wile the two heads of oxen on 
one of the columns under the cor- 
nice of the tomb, in plate 1 64 ; 
and lafily, a fragment of one of the 
columns, on which the forefeet of 
a kneeling camel are ftill diflinguifh- 
able, in plate 165. 

When I had travelled fo far in 
fearch of thefe fine antiquities, I 
employed the remainder of the time 
I had to continue at Chil-menaer , in 
reviewing what I had already feen, 
and numbering all the figures of 
men and beafts, which are yet to 
be diftinguifhed, in order to give as 
perfedt an idea as poflible, of the 
grandeur and magnificence of thefe 
iuperb ruins. 

'fhefecond I began this fecond furvey at 

^tkefe anti- ^ two P orta b which are near 
qmties. the flair-cafe in the facade, where 
are the figures of four large beafts, 
with the afcent of fteps which con- 
duct one to the columns. The fi- 
gures, which are there to be feen, 
amount to 520, befide which there are 
forty two below, and round the firft 
portal ; they are alfoas large as the life; 
but thole of the men over whole 
heads a parafol is held, and likewife 
thole which are reprelented as en- 
countring lions, with the others 
that are armed with lances, are two 
feet taller. Eighteen figures armed 
with lances, are feen on the wall of 
the back facade, and they all as large 
as the life. There are likewife twen- 


ty five figures on the ruined fiair- 1704. 
cafe, which, with the others, make L/'V'J 
eighty five in number. There are 
allb twenty figures of women in the 
raifed edifice, as big as the life, with 
thirty three more, that are fome- 
thing lefs, and five pilafiers, on 
which the men, who are fupported 
by them, are ten feet and feven 
inches high. There are two other 
portals, the figures of which are 
armed with lances, and are leven 
feet five inches in height. On the 
fide of thefe portals, on the wall of 
the facade, and before a vacant fpace 
of ground, are eighteen demi figures, 
armed with lances like the preced- 
ing. They are oppofite to each o- 
ther, and with the reft amount to 
eighty two. Four figures of women 
are likewife to be feen on the wall of 
the facade of the flair-cafe belong- 
ing to the fame edifice, to the eafl, 
a little larger than the life; but they 
are only vifible as far as the neck, 
and there are eight others that re- 
femble thefe, on each of the fide 
walls. One may eafily diftinguifh, 
on the wings of that flair- cafe, thir- 
ty fix figures two feet high, and 
three lions, at the entrance, en- 
countring with bulls. There are 
fixty three of thefe figures in the 
whole. On each of the three pila- 
fiers of the eaftern portals, is a fi- 
gure with a parafol ; and in another 
portal, which is not far from the o- 
ther, are fix large figures on each 
fide ; and below thefe, are three 
ranges of little figures, a foot and 
fix inches in height ; nine in the 
upper range, as many in the 
lowefl, and ten in the middle, which 
make fifty fix, and feventy one in 
the whole. On the top of each of 
thefe two lafl portals, which are 
toward the mountain, are fix large 
figures, below which are five ranges 
of fmall ones, each range containing 
ten, and one hundred and twelve in 
the whole. On the top of each of 
the four pilafiers of the two 
portals to the fouth, are three large 
figures, which make twelve in all ; 
and below thefe, are three rows of 
fmall figures, the uppermoft contain 

four. 
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four, and the other two have five 
a- piece, which amount, in the, 
whole, to fixty eight. The two 
portals to the eaft, and the two o- 
thers, which are oppofite to the 
weft, have fixteen figures encoun- 
trins with lions. In the two nor- 
them portals, which are at a little 
diftance, are feveral figures armed 
with lances ; the head of each of 
thefe figures is two feet and feven 
inches high, and the hand which 
holds the lance, is ten inches in 
breadth. This piece was ftill entire, 
becaufe it could not be approached 
by any who might be d^.firous of 
breaking it ; the entrance being 
clofed up with a large ftone, fo that 
thole figures are only to be feen from 
one fide. Had it not been for this 
impediment, I Ihould have attempt- 
ed to procure one of the hands. The 
reft of the body, as far as the 
ftomach, is buried in the earth. 

I found three hundred diftinguifh- 
ab!e figures of this nature, in the e- 
difice to the eaft, and the neareft 
of any to the mountain. Among 
the ru : ns to the fouth are twenty 
fix large figures of men and beafts, 
on the pilafters of the portals. In 
each of the tombs on the mountain 
are fifty human figures, exclufive of 
the animals, and they amount to 
a hundred in the whole. So that 
when we add all the figures toge- 
ther, comprehending thole which 
are ftill vifible on the ruined ftair- 
cafes, and other places, I belive they 
will amount to near 1300 figures of 
men and beafts. 

The Perjians call the remains of 
thefe antient ruins, Chil-minaer , or 
Cbel-menaer , which fignifies the for- 
ty columns, as has been already ob- 
ferved ; and they undoubtedly re- 
ceived this appellation, at a time 
when no more than that number 
were remaining. The word Chil 
fignifies forty, and menaer , a cir- 
cumference ; and it is very ufual for 
the Perjians to beftow that name on 
any building which has about the fame 
number of pillars; as was intimated 
in my defcription of the palace of 
JJpahan, which is called by the fame 
Vol. II. 
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name, tho’ the number of columns 1704. 
in that ftrudture do not exa&ly cor- O'-v'O 
refpond with its appellation. 

Other travellers, who have writ- V' e neg \ 
ten before me, have confirmed this travellers 
truth, but add, that the columns 
which were ftill remaining to the 
number of forty, were entirely de- 
cayed ; but thefe gentlemen muft 
certainly have lurveyed thele ftately 
ruins with an unpardonable inatten- 
tion, fince I have found, as well by 
the bafes which are ftill vifible, as 
alfo by the cavities into which the 
columns were inferred, that their 
number was formerly 203. 

I fhall now make fome remarks net ft: 
on the drapery of the figures, which 
entirely differs from all that I have^ 
ever feen before, and has no fimili- 
tude to that of the Greeks and Ro- 
mans , nor even to that of the antient 
Perjians . The rules of art are not^»'«- 
obferved in the figures, fince no 
mufcles are vifible in the naked parts ard'ite* ~ 
and the figures in general have n u,re 
motioulefs air. Nothing has been 
obierved but the contours ; and 
this negleCt caufes them to appear 
ftiff and inelegant. The draperies 
have likewife the fame defects, and 
the whole is a taftelefs famenefs, as 
is evident by the plates I have made 
without any addition or diminu- 
tion. 

The proportions, however, have *Pe pr»- 
been finely kept, both in the great 
and fmall figures, which is a de- 
monftration that thofe who made 
them, were not deftitute of capaci- 
ty, but were poffibly obliged to be 
too expeditious, to be capable of 
employing all the neceffary atten- 
tions, and to finifh them with 
the utmoft perfection. But it muft 
be confeffed, that moft of the or- 
naments are exceeding beautiful, as 
well as the chairs in which the fi- 
gures are feated, notwithftanding 
they are much impaired. It is there- 
fore reafonable to believe, that there 
were formerly fome very fine frag- 
ments, which have fince been de- 
ftroyed by time ; and I am perfuad- 
ed that fome figures have been 
found there completely rounded ; 

I and 
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1*70)4. an ^ ^ at there were ^ evera ^ things 
lAz-o much more remarkable, and in 
greater perfection, in a place where 
l’uch flately remains are hill to be 
feen. They are now fuppofed to 
be the ruins of one flrudlure, be- 
caufe no diflindtion appears among 
them. Several perfonslikewife ima- 
gine the flones of the rock which 
compofed it, to be a white marble, 
and thofe of the flair-cafe black. 
For my part, I am perfuaded, on 
the contrary, that the whole has 
been hewn from the rock, which is 
the natural produdt of the moun- 
tain, fo that there was no necetiity 
to go to a greater diftance for thofe 
materials. It is even vifible, that 
great part of this edifice has been cut 
out of the rock itl’elf in the moun- 
tain, to which the flrudlure joins ; 
and any one will be fufficiently con- 
vinced of this truth, by examining 
ever fo little the two tombs on that 
mountain ; together with mofl of 
the flair-cafes, the principal founda- 
tion of the walls, and the other 
rocky fragments that are to be found 
up and down, efpecially in the north- 
ern part of this edifice . What has 
contributed to the propagation of 
this error, is, that the generality of 
thefe flones are polifhed like a mir- 
ror, and particularly thofe wnhin 
the portal, and thofe which com- 
pofe the windows and pavements, 
that are flill to be feen. An- 
other reafon which caufes them to 
be taken for marble, is their ap- 
pearing with different colours, fuch 
as yellow, white, grey, red, a 
deep blew, and even black in feme 
places : But I impute this variety to 
time, and the rather, hecaufe it is to 
be feen in the rock of the mountain. 

The greatefl part, however, of 
this edifice, is a clear blue ; and that 
a better judgment may be formed 
of the colours, I have been at the 
pains to copy them from the ilruc- 
ture itfelf, in diflemper. 

Vi$L to the city of Per- 

entirely de-J t P 0 ‘ ts -> there are not any traces of 
h now remaining, only the rocks that 
appear on each fide, incline one to 
believe that there were buildings for- 
merly, beyond the enclofure of the 


edifice which has been defcribed. 1704 
The Ptr/ians fay, and it likewife 
appears by their writings, that this 
city was once of great extent, fitu- 
ated in a plain ; and that the ruins 
which aie flill to be feen, are thofe 
of the palace of the antient kings of 
PerJ.i. According to the beft of 
my judgment, it feemed to have 
extended along the mountain, and 
from thence a great way into the 
plain ; but after all, thefe are only 
conjectures, fince there are no traces 
of it now to be feen, except the co- 
lumn which flands to the fouth, and 
without the inclofure of the ruins 
of the palace, and likewife the por- 
tal to the north. 

I had generally the good fortune 
to be favoured with very fine wea- 
ther, during my continuance there. 

Rains and fnow would indeed fall 
fometimes,and at other times it proved 
frofly j fo that I was then obliged to 
confine my felf to my houfe till the 
weather became more favourable. I, 
however, vifited the ruins as fre- 
quently as poffible, and made a kind 
of kitchen there ; but if I had en- 
joyed the company of a friend 
as curious as my felf, together with 
a good dog, I fhould have palled the 
night in a grot of the mountain, to 
fave my felt the labour of returning 
thither every day. This is generally 
praCtifed by th Arabians who live in 
tents, and are followed bv their 
cattle, with which they cultivate the 
earth, even under the walls of 
thefe ruins. They came frequent- 
ly to vifit me, while I was employed 
among thefe celebrated antiquities. 

The inhabitants of the circumjacent 
villages did the fame, as well as 
their Kalatitaer , or Bailiff. Several 
poor people likewife, induced by 
the curiofity to behold fo noble a 
fpeCtacle, came daily thither with 
their families, and camels, who af- 
cended and came down the grand flair 
cafe, as eafily as their conductors. I 
took notice that thefe people examin- 
ed thefe famous ruins with more cu- 
riofity than Mr. ’Tavernier, who al- 
lures us that twelves columns were 
Handing forty eight years ago ; and 
adds, that thefe ruins, which are 
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1704. fo much talked of in the world, are 
not worth a traveller’s going half a 
league out of his way to lee them. 
They were likewilemorecurious than 
a Dutchman , who drew them by 
the order of the India company for 
King Abbas the fecond, and com- 
plained that he had loft fo much 
time in that employment. As to 
the firft particular, I can hardly 
believe that Mr. ‘ Tavernier was ever 
there. There are nineteen columns 
now Handing ; and as to the other, 
a judgment may be formed of the 
merit of the ruins by the defigns 
which I have exhibited. 

The town of Mier-chas-koen , 
which is the nearefl of any to thele 
antiquities, is of a confiderable ex- 
tent, and accommodated with fe- 
veral Bazars ; it likewife abounds 
with all forts of provifions and 
fruits, efpecially melons, grapes, o- 
ranges, citrons, pomegranates, &c. 
tbet;Zn- Befide the birds I have already 
t«m. mentioned, I likewife found four or 
five forts of little birds that con- 
tinually harbour among thefe ruins, 
ancT on the mountain, and entertain 
the ear with the moffc agreeable me- 
lody in the world. The notes of 
the largeft Ipecies have a near cor- 
refpondence with thofe of the 
nightingale. Some of them are al- 
moft entirely black ; others are of 
the fize of the fwallow, and have 
their bodies fpotted ; a third clafs is 
fmaller and varioufly coloured ; fome 
are yellow, others grey, and feveral 
entirely white, and fhaped like a 
chafinch. I fhould certainly have 
fired at fome, in order to have drawn 
them afterwards, if I had not been 
prevented by impatience defire to 
take a careful furvey of thofe other 
objects, which I was defirous of 
knowing as much as poffible. I 
fometimes faw foxes, but they never 
come within musket fhot. 

Two leagues from thefe ruins is 
a place called Naxi Kaftan ; but a 
large circuit mull be taken in order 
to arrive there ; becaufe a river crofi- 
fes the country, and is not to be paf- 
fed, but over a certain bridge, 
which is at a confiderable diftance. 
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The plain is likewife cut into a va- 
riety of fmall channels, which are 
fo many impediments to travellers 
in their way thither. 

I found, in this place, four tombs 
of perfons of eminence among the 
antient Perftans, and they much re- 
femble thole of Pcrfepolis ; only they 
are cut abundantly higher in the 
rock, and therefore are not to he 
approached, without the aid of cords. 
This place receives its denomina- 
tion from Kijian, whofe figure is 
theie to be feen, and was carved to 
perpetuate his memory. He is fi fid 
to have been a potent prince, of an 
immenfe fiature, being forty cubits 
high, and he lived, according to the 
lame report, 1 1 1 3 years. 

The tombs, which extend up- 
ward on a fleep rock, have their 
bales eighteen feet above the fur- 
face ofthecaufey, and rile four times 
as high, as near as one can judge by 
furvey ing them; and the rock 'is 
twice as high as the tombs, which 
are fixty feet wide in the middle. 
Under each tomb is a feparate table 
filled with large figures in low relief, 
on two of which tables fome traces 
of men fighting on horfeback are 
Hill to beleen. Between thefe rombs 
are three other tables covered with 
figures; and among thefe, appears 
the figure of a man on horfeback, 
preceded by two others, and fol- 
lowed by a third, which is almofl 
entirely defaced. There are like- 
wife fome figures in the fjaace be- 
tween the two lafi: works, and three 
under the third, two of which ten- 
der their hands to each other. One 
ofthefe is a woman, and both of them 
are half buried in the earth. There 
is alfo a fqnare edifice fronting the 
firfi: tomb, each of whofe fides 
has a width of 27 feet. It riles 
higher than the tomb, and has an 
opening over againftit, to the north, 
to which I climbed with great dif- 
ficulty, and found nothing but a 
little iquare apartment, with four 
windows in two of its fides, and le- 
veral long apertures. I feated my 
felf on the fouthern fide of this 
building, where I drew the defign 
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1704. defign of the whole work, as it is 
exhibited in plate 166 ; and one of 
the tombs in particular, as it ap- 
pears in plate 167. 

Thefe tombs poflefs an extent of 
280 paces, and the little fquare e- 
difice is fixty paces diftant from the 
firft of them. The figure of a man 
on horfeback, between the two 
tombs, and in the middle of the 
fourth niche, has his hair llraped ac- 
cording to our mode, with a crown 
upon his head, and a pointed 
bonnet riling above it. He is ha- 
bited after the Roman manner, and 
has a large fwordat his fide, with the 
hilt in his left hand. His legs hang 
down very low, and he pretents 
his right hand to another on foot 
before him. The third figure has 
one knee buried in the earth, and 
opens the hands like a fupplicant, 
and its drefs is likewife in the Ro- 
man mode. There was formerly an- 
other figure behind the horfe, but it 
is almoft entirely deftroyed by time. 
They are reprefented in plate 168. 

The figures that were half bu- 
ried, appear on the fide of the third 
tomb, and two of them have their 
hands placed on a kind of circle. 
That in the middle reprefents Ru- 
Jlan , in a Roman drefs ; he has like- 
wife a bonnet, and an ornament like 
a crown, together with flowing hair, 
a large beard, and his left hand 
clapt upon the hilt of his fword. 
Before him is the figure of a woman, 
and perhaps one of his miftrefles ; 
her hair is reprefented floating over 
her fhoulders ; fhe likewife wears 
a crown, and above it another orna- 
ment which is not diftinguifhable. 
She is habited almofl: like a Pallas , 
and fupports part of her drapery 
with her left hand. The third fi- 
gure reprefents a military man, with 
a tiara on his head, ornamented at 
the top, and his left hand grafps the 
hilt of his fword. What he once 
held in his right hand, is now bro- 
ken ; all that I could diflinguifh, 
with relation to thefe figures, is ex- 
hibited in plate 169. 

The niche, or table which fol- 
lows, reprefents two other broken 


figures on horfeback, that feem to i~cu. 
be engaged in a combat with lances. t/v'Nj 
one of them has a bonnet like that 
of Rujlan , and fomething was o- 
riginally behind it. The fifth niche 
has nothing entire, but there is an 
imperfedt appearance of figures fight- 
ing on horfeback, as well as in the 
laft, which is reduced to the fame 
condition, and was, as I fuppofe, 
like the preceding niche. All thefe 
figures are carved in the rock, and 
the appearance they make, is odd 
enough. 

On the weftern fide of this moun- 
tain, and at the diflance of two 
hundred paces from the tombs, are 
two tables with figures, that are 
likewife carved on the rock. That to 
the left reprefents two men on horfe- 
back, one of whom ftrongly grafps 
a circle, of which the other has quit- 
ted his hold. It is pretended by 
fome, that the firft is Alexander , 
and the other Darius , who refigns 
to him the empire by this adtion. 

Others fay thefe figures reprefent 
two potent princes, or generals, who, 
after they had been engaged in a 
long war with each other, without 
obtaining any advantage, came to 
an agreement, that he who could 
wreft this circle out of the hand of 
his competitor, {hould triumph over 
him, and be acknowledged the vic- 
tor: But there is no ftrefs to be 
laid on thefe ftories, nor in what is 
related of Ru/lan, who, they pre- 
tend, was forty cubits high, and 
yet he is reprefented with the com- 
mon ftatureof a man, and the horfe 
is not larger than the ufual fize of 
thofe animals. 

With refpedt to the two horfemen, 
who hold the circle, one has a round 
bonnet, out of which a fet of plumes 
feem to flow ; and he is habited in 
the antique manner, with a kind of 
general’s Half in his left-hand. On 
the crupper of his horfe is lome- 
thing that refembles a chain, at the 
end of which hangs a machine 
that is not to be diftinguilhed. 

The other has fomething of the fame 
nature, with a round bonnet, which 
rifes higher than that of the pre- 
ceding 
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i “CJ-. ceding fitiure, and behind him is an- 
other figure holding iomething above 
his head, which might poffibly have 
been the tail of a lea horfe. The 
whole is reprefented in plate 170. 
On the right of thefe figures, and 
in the middle of another niche, is 
the figure of a man, who feems re- 
iblvcd to come out of it, and grafps 
his fvvord with both hands. The 
other figures, which are on the fide 
of this, three to the right, and two 
on the left, are vifible no farther 
than the breaff, and they appear be- 
hind a wall j but there is another on 
this fide of the wall, with his hands 
croffed upon his bread:. 

There are likewife two little fquare 
ftrudtures at the corner of the fame 
mountain, and at the diftance of 
250 paces from that which has been 
already defcribed. They have the 
air of little temples, and are near 
one another, being but fix feet high, 
and five in width, on every fide. 
There is alfo an afcent of three 
fteps to the louth, as may be feen 
in plate 17 1. 

The inhabitants of the village 
having informed me, that there 
were ieveral other tombs among the 
monuments of Niixi Rujian , I re- 
lolved to vifit them with a man 
firong enough to raife me up with 
a cord, that I might view every 
thing my felf ; but when I arrived 
at the place where the cord was to 
be employed, I became fenfible that 
the enterprize would be dangerous, 
could not prevail upon my felf 
to undertake it, by the affiftance 
of only one man, with whom I 
was entirely unacquainted. I there- 
fore cauled another, whom I acci- 
dentally met, and who Ipoke Dutch , 
to afcend in my place. The villa- 
ger, who had frequently been there 
before, climbed up firlf, and then 
raifed the other by the aid of the 
cord, which he wound about his 
body : this perfon, at the fame time, 
exerted himfelf with his feet and 
hands on the fide of the rock, by 
which means he foon attained to the 
place where the villager had fixed 
himfelf, and advanced to the firfl 
Vol. II. 
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tomb to the weft, which was more 1704. 
accefiible than the reft. I remained 
below to give him the neceffary in- 
ftru&ions, which I communicated 
to him with a loud voice. He then 
meafured the height of the firft plat- 
form of the fteep rock, and found 
that its altitude was equal to eigh- 
teen feet : after which he proceeded 
inward to the diftance of fix feet, 
and as far as the bottom of the fe- 
cond platform of the lame perpen- 
dicular rock, which likewife rofe 
to the height of eighteen feet, and 
had a depth of feven, with a facade 
of fifty three feet in extent. The 
entrance into that in the middle was 
three feet and a half in height, and 
the rock within, was two feet and 
three inches thick, and as much 
without. He there found, oppoiite 
to the entrance, a tomb difpofed 
lengthwiie, and on the fides of it 
were two others, one on the right, 
and the other on the left. Two of 
thefe tombs were eleven feet in 
length, and the third ten, with a 
breadth of fix feet, and a height 
of five ; and its diftance from the 
others is no more than a foot and 
a half. The vault which contains 
thefe tombs, is entirely formed out 
of the rock, and they are joined to 
it at the end, but diftant from it a 
foot at the other extremity. Thefe 
tombs are hewn out of the fame 
rock to which they are joined be- 
low, as is likewife their upper part j 
fo that it is impoflibleto iudge whe- 
ther they have ever been opened. 

They are a foot thick, and no or- 
naments are to be leen upon them. 

The vault of this grot is ten feet 
high, twelve in depth, and forty in 
width. I have b.en aiTtiied that 
there have been nine tombs in the 
fecond monument ; fix in the third, 
and nine in the fourth ; but I am 
not certain whether they are there 
now, being only able to anlwer for 
the firft. At l'ome diftance to the 
eaft, near a village, half a league 
from this place, and in a plain fur- 
rounded with mountains, is a co- 
lumn, near which, it is laid, that there 
is a portal ftill to be feen, like thole 
K of 
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j 734. of PerfcpoHs and the country peo- 
pie atfi. m, that there was formerly 
a la ge dru&ure in that place. 

¥he uncer- j. be cililicult tO COflie tO 

r'ftJato any decifion, with regard to the 

tlefe mim. ru i ns of Perfepolis , lince there are 
not the lead remains of any Hand- 
ing edifice, nor any building above 
the cornices of the portals, doors, 
or window s, by which any rea- 
fonable conjecture can be formed. 

It mud, however, be granted, that 
they have a much greater refem- 
blance to the members of a palace, 
than to thole of a temple, of which 
there is not the leaft appearance. 
On the contrary, every thing cor- 
refponds with the grandeur and m .g- 
nificence of a great king’s palace, 
to which the images and figures 
which cover thei'e ruins impart a 
furpriling air of maiefty. It is cer- 
tain, that there have been very date- 
ly portals and grand galleries to af- 
ford a communication with all the 
detached parts of that flrudlure: 
and moll of the columns, whofe 
remains are Hill fo beautiful, were 
evidently intended to fupport thole 
galleries, while others might, per- 
haps, be merely for ornament, like 
thole of Suzan, or Suza, which is 
mentioned in the book of Ejlher. 
The lodgings of the men and wo- 
men were leparated from each o- 
ther, according to all appearance ; 
and there even feems to be ltill forne 
remains of the royal apartments. In 
a word, the magnificence of thefe 
ruins can never be fufiiciently ad- 
mired, and this HruCture mud un- 
doubtedly have cold immenfe trea- 
fu res. The fame may be laid of the 
ruins which are fcattered thro’ all 
Greece, of which lo many noble an- 
tiquities are Hill prcferved ; and of 
thofe of old Rome, whofe remains 
Hill dilplay fuch inexpreiTiblc gran- 
deur. Thefe lad, however, have 
not been fo entirely denroliflied as 
thofe of the ftately palace of the 
king s of Perjia, which was the 
glot y of all the Ead, and owed its 
dcdrudu >n to the debaucheries and 
frenzy of Alexander the Great, who, 
after ho hud prelerved it from the ra- 
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vagcs of war, reduced it to allies, i~o_i. 
at the foUicitaticns of Thais, a Gre- -n k/ 
clan courtefan. lie, indeed, re- 
pented of his rain action, but it 
proved too late. Cu.v.tus Curtins 
obferves, that all the joinery wo:!; 
of this palace was made of cedar ; 
but I lliould rather imagine it to be 
fenna, which is a wood that abounds 
in Perjia , where no cedais are to 
be found. This lad is a tree with 
which I am well acquainted, and 
have delcribed it in the lird volume 
of my travels, where I offer lbme 
account of mount Li barms. I may, 
however, be midaken, and a length 
of time may have created a great 
change, with refpedt both to thofe 
trees, and the luins I have been 
delcribing. 

Thefe latter are lituated in the 
thirtieth degree, and fortieth minute thnoftl* 
of northern latitude, in the fouthern P alMS - 
part of Afia, in the province of 
Pars, or Farfijlan, to the louth of 
Ifpahan , and north ead from Zjie- 
raes , or Chiras, according to the 
computation I have made both by fea 
and land ; and I have obierved the 
fame exacdnels through the whole 
courfe of my relation, where I have 
marked the true didances of places, 
by which means I have rectified the 
inaccuracies of leveral writers, and 
the generality of maps. 

The Perfuins pretend, that the 
city of Perjipol/s, was formerly naneiof 
called Zjie-raes , and afterward P £rl£ ?°* 

Pars , from the province of that 
name, if this did not rather de- 
rive its name from the city. It is 
likewlle called Elymais , in the fird 
book of the Maccabees, where it is 
faid that Antiochus advanced to this 
city with a powerful army, afcer 
the death of Alexander , to fcize the 
treafures that were there depofited, 
but that he could not accomplilh 
his purpole. The fecond book de- 
clares, that this prince was daume- 
fuliy repelled by the inhabitants, 
which evidently proves that Pcr/epo - 
Us is the very city which the He- 
brews call Ehmais. The untient 
annals of Perjia declare, that it was 
founded by a king named Sjcm/chid, 

who 
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who reigned in that country, with 
the title of emperor, about 4000 
years ago. They perhaps mean 
Corns , or Cyrus, the firff founder of 
that empire, and the moft illuftrious 
of all its kings; who is mentioned 
in luch an honourable manner by the 
prophet Daniel, and who delivered 
the yen's from the Babylonijh capti- 
vity, after which he caufed the 
temple of God to be rebuilt, as we 
find it recorded at the beginning of 
the book of Efdras . They even 
pretend, that Sjemjchid lived a thou- 
fand years, and comprehend in that 
period all the fucceflors of that 
prince, who flourifhed to the time of 
Alexander , who is known among 
them by the name of Schandar, or 
Scbandar Su-alcarnaim. This laft 
name intimates that the king of Ma- 
cedonia wore two forts of horns, 


which were the emblems cf his fort:- 1 - .

borders of any thing. We accord- 
ingly fee ALxander repre Tented in 
this manner, on fome particul.f 
medals, where the trefies of ins 
horfes refemble boms. 




CHAP. LIII. 

¥ articular remarks, with refpCcl to Perfepolis, and 
the ant lent authors , tv ho have written upon that 
Jtibjefi. 


M ODERN writers, as well 
Pcrjians as Arabians, pre- 
tend that one of their kings, or he- 
roes, called Giemjchid, or Zjetnjchid , 
founded this capital of the king- 
dom of Perjia , and gave it the 
name of EJlechar, which fignifies 
haven out oj the rock. They likewife 
add, that this city was of fuch a 
vaft extent, that it comprehended 
the city of Chiras in its circuit : that 
Queen Homai , the daughter of Ba- 
haman, built the palace of this city, 
called Gihil, or Chilminar ; and that 
the tombs on the mountain owe 
their origin to prince Kitfchtasb, the 
foil of the fifth king of the race of 
the Cajanidus, named Lohorajh. See 
Her he let- [a)

But as thefe relations are blended <Tkt 
with fo many fabulous accounts, c p"{‘P\ 
as render them altogether incred- IC.l 
ible, and as they neither correfpond 
with each other in any material 
particular, nor with the antient 
Greek hiftorians, or the facred re- 
cords, we cannot repofe any confi- 
dence on their authority. 

Thefe particulars being premiied, <r) c 
I fiiall venture to affirm, with all 
due deference to the judgment of , " w " 
the learned, that the remaining ru- 
ins of Chilminar , their fituation, the 
traces of the ftruefure, the figures 
and their habits, together with the 
ornaments, and whatever elie is 
now dilcoverable among them, cor- 
relpond with the manners ol the

tion, which is ftill extant, of the 
antient palace of Per/epolis. 

< 7 he obfer- Diodorus Siculus , who is faid to 
™tions of have been contemporary with Julius 
Siculus, Ca/ar, is the only ancient hutonan 
who has tranfmitted to us a sketch 
of the famous palace of Per/epolis, 
deftroved by Alexander the Great-, 
and this he copied from the Egyptian 
and Greek antiquities, which are 
now loft in the ocean of time. This 
author, after he had declared that 
Alexander expofed all this capi- 
*MnTpo- tal * of the Per pan kingdom, ex- 
ntfJzT* r °yal palace -f- , to the plun- 

der of his Macedonians , defcribes 
this palace, as an extraordinary 
Kiay. ftrudlure, in the following words : 
This fuperb edifice , Jays he, or the pa- 
lace royal , is Jurrounded with a triple 
wall the Jifi, which is exceedingly 
magnificent, rijcs jixteen cubits high , 
and is planked with towers, and a pa- 
rapet. The Jecond re/anbles the firjl , 
with r effect to the fabrication , but 
has twice its height. The third is 
Jquare ; and hewn out of the rock 5 it 
is likewi/e Jixty cubits high. Its cur- 
tins are fenced with palijades of copper , 
and gates of the fame metal , twenty 
cubits high ; the former op theje were 
intended to create terror , the latter 
were defigned for the fecunty op the 
palace ; to the eapl of which is a tract 
of land, containing two acres and 
beyond that , the royal mountain , where 
the tombs op the Perfian kings are e- 
r tiled \ 

We can hardly be lurprized, if 
the ruins of this antient Pile, which 
was reduced to alhes by Alexander 
the Great, two thoufand years ago, 
do not exactly correfpond to the 
defcription given of this palace by 
Diodorus, if we only conlider the 
great changes which have happened 
in Perfia fince that time. After 
the death of that prince, for inftance, 
it fell to the fhare of one of his cap- 
tains, who rendered it hereditary in 
his family. It was afterwards con- 
quered by the Parthians ; but the

Perfians, in procefs of time, regain- 1704, 
ed it by the bravery of Artaxerxes , in Wx' 
the time of Alexander Sever us, and 
governed it for a long fpace of time ; 
till at laft the fucceft'ors of Moham- 
med made themfelves mafters of it by 
force of arms. I lay, when all thele 
particulars are duly attended to, it 
can never be thought furprizing, 
that authors Ihould have different 
fentiments with refpedt to the fubjedt 
before us; and efpecially fince it may 
be prefumed, that the devaluations 
of wars, tempefts, and earthquakes, 
have entirely deftroyed a confider- 
able part of this ftately edifice, or 
buried it, at leaft, in the bofom of 
the earth. On the contrary, there 
is realon to be aftonilhed, that there 
are now to be found feveral things, 
according to the defcription of Don 
Garcias de Silva de Figueroa, in his 
embaffy to Perfia, b which corre- 
fpond with Diodorus Siculus, and 
feveral other antient writers ; and as 
my plates agree with thofe def- 
criptions, I think we may conclude 
that the ruins of Chilminar are thole 
of the famous palace of Perfepolis , 
which was deftroyed by Alexander 
the Great. 

Diodorus Siculus declares, in the other Re - 
Place before cited, that there was marks °f 
a piece of ground, containing two J u l ° as 1 ‘ 
acres, between the palace and the 
mountain, where the tombs of the 
kings are to be feen. I have made 
the fame oblervation, as well as the 
Spanij h Ambafiador already men- 
tioned, who concurs with my ac- 
count in his defcription of Chilminar , 
the diftance only excepted, in which 
he differs a little from the Greek 
hiftorian. For though the Latin 
verfion of that Author, to which I 
had recourfe, alfigns no more than 
an extent of 400 feet to four plcthra, 
or half acres of land, it is not to be 
inferred from thence, that he means 
the ufual feet of the Greeks and 
Romans. On the contrary, tho' 
a certain unknown author, cited 
by Saumafus c , affirms, that the

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r j-t. Greek reord fignified, among 

/- ^v> the Romans, an extent of land, com- 
priling a hundred lquare feet, it is 
if i 1 1 certain, that the royal foot, 
which the Greeks call Plethaerius , 
was fixteen inches long ; and this is 
confirmed by the fame (a) Sauma- 
ftus. The learned Lip ft ns judges 
likewiie, that the <o*i 9 :s? almoft cor- 
rel'ponded with jagerum cigri Ro- 
mani, or half an acre of land, ac- 
cording to the Roman meafure. And 
in order to be convinced of this, 
we need only examine this treatife 
of the military art of the ( b ) Romans. 
All thefe particulars being duly con- 
fidered, I am of opinion, that my 
ufual fteps fufficiently agree with 
the relations of thefe antient wri- 
ters, and this contributes to prove, 
that the ruins of Chihninar are 
thofe of the antient palace of Per- 
fepolis. The illuftrious I fane Vojjius 
thinks to the fame effedt in his re- 
marks on Ponponius (e) Mela. 

Ptolemy (el) of Alexandria , an 
antient Geographer, likewiie places 
Perfepolis in the height of 33 de- 
grees and 20 minutes of fouth lati- 
tude. Strabo , Stephanus, Ammianius 
Marcellinus, and fome others, like' 
wife mention Perfepolis , but without 
fpecifying its fituation. (e) Sautna- 
fus is of opinion, that Ptolemy , and 
his tranferiber Ammianius , have ta- 
ken notice of this city, as of a 
place which ftill fubfified, tho’ he 
is perfuaded, that no traces of it 
were remaining in their time ; and 
that Alexander reduced that city to 
allies, as well as the palace. Quin- 
tus Curtins leems alio to have em- 
braced the fame ( / ) fentiment. 
Whether the Greeks, therefore, and 
Romans, had travelled but little in- 
to Per fa, after the death of Alex- 
ander, or that the writings of thole 
among them, who gave any account 
of Perfepolis, have been deftroyed, 
like feveral other works, it appears, 
however, by the firft book of the

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teffimony of (b) Jcfpb us, that the 1704. 
city of Perfepolis, which was called 
Elimais by the antient Per fans, lub- 
fifted, at leafi: in part, in the time 
of Anticchus Epipbanes, whether it 
was, that Alexander had not entiie- 
ly deftroyed it, as I am inclined to 
think, or that part of it was rebuilt 
ftnee that time (/>. Nor can I fee 
any realbn why we (hould not pay 
as much regard to the apcchiyphal 
books of the lacred Scripture, and 
the hiftory of y of pleas, as we do to 
the pagan authors ; andthe rather, as 
we are fenfible, that the Jeavs were 
difperled through all parts, after the 
Babylonijb captivity, and that feveral 
of them, after the time of Alexander, 
went to fettle in Per fa, where I am 
perfuaded their defendants have 
continued to this daw 

But if thefe particulars (hould p tr y, 
not be thought deciltve in this point, Ay-n 
yet it evidently appears, by the arms, R l( - 
habits, and ornamentsof the figures, jrKJTTICKtS.

as well as by the hieroglyphics that 
are ftill to be found at Chihninar, 
that it was an antient palace of the 
Per fan kings, and muft certainly be 
that of Perfepolis . This I fhall endeav- 
our to prove, by the teftimony of au- 
thors who have written on thisfubjeff. 

The military habits of the figures Liemiiu- 
no the ftair-cafe, are partly agreeable 7 ^'i J er- 
to the mode of the Per fans, and fi.u- .vJ 
partly to that of the Medes. Thofe of 
tire antient Perfians were of leather, 
with a girdle of the fame fuhftance, 
according to (/r) Herodotus; bntthey 
changed this lafhion after the reign 
of Cyras ; and it is certain that thofe 
of the figures on the ftair-cafe are 
the fame that were worn in Per fa, 
when Xerxes invaded Greece. They 
ufed bonnets made in the fc:m of 
Liar as ; their robes were covered 
with thin plates ot iron, like the 
feales of a filh, and the.r drawers 
were fjftencd below, round the leg. 

They likewiie cariied of bucklers, 
called Germ, and made of interwo- 
ven cords ; and the Romans after-

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1704. ward called the Spanifh bucklers by 
'J .-'v. 1 the fame name. Befide thefe, they 
alfo carried arrows, which hung 
down on their bodies ; and fliort 
pikes, together with a large quiver, 
and javelins made of canes or reeds, 
with a poinard on the right ham ; 
and they uied thefe arms in imita- 
tion of the Medcs. The CijJicrs , or 
Kijcbiers, a people in Perfia , wore 
at that time, mitr:s inlbead of Tia- 
ras, according to (<j) Herodotus. The 
long robes without plaits, were un- 
doubtedly Per jinn , Stola Perfica, 
and they are mentioned by Ccehus 
( b ) Rhodiginus : but Cyrus intro- 
duced the plaited robes, after he 
had conquered Afa, and he cauled 
thefe habits to be diftributed to the 
Perfians at his firff offering, after he 
taken Babylon, agreeable to the mode 
of Media ; and the Perfians had no 
fuch habits till that time, according 
to Xenophon, (c) 

Jn evident The flair-cafe, where the figures 
from^he” a PP ear > a manifefl proof that the 
flair-cafe, ruins of Chihninar are thofe of the 
palace of Perjepolis, becaufe the ha- 
bits and arms of the figures, which 
are entirely different from thofe 
which are now ufed by the modern 
Perfians , make it evident, that this 
flair- cafe fubfifted at the time of the 
kings of the firfl race, and even in 
that of Xerxes the Great. Don Gar- 
cias de Siha de Figueroa , ambaffa- 
dor of Spainio king Abbas , mentions 
this flair-cafe, as a piece of fculp- 
ture which reprefented a triumph, 
and yet it has no fimilitude to thofe 
which are now exhibited in Perfia. 
For Xenophon exprefiy (d) declares, 
after he had deferibed the offering 
made by Cyrus at Babylon , that all 
the kings of Perfia who fucceeded 
that prince, imitated his manner of 
habiting himfelf, when he appeared 
in public, and that no beads were 
ever introduced, when oblations were 
not made. It is well known that 
the P er/iam facrificed horfes to the 


fun, and oxen to the moon. The 
horfes reprefented the rapidity of the 
fun’s courfe ; and the oxen were 
emblems of hutbandry, over which 
the moon was laid to prefide. See 
(e) Xenophon , (/ ) Helwdorus , and 
(g) Lewis Febuner. 

But as the figures of camels, affes, 
and goats, are to be leen upon this 
ftair-cale, as well as thofe of horfes and 
oxen, I will venture to affirm, with 
all due fubmillion to the learned, 
that the whole fculpture of this 
flair-cafe reprelents a feflival at the 
birth of a king, with the offerings 
prelented to him, and which is ftill 
pradtiled on that occafion ; when 
fheep, deer, and all manner of roafl- 
ed provifions are brought to the 
king’s tables as an offering. See ( h ) 
Athenaus. 

Thefe proceffions are preceded by 
fome perfons who wear a Tiara, or 
a kind of crown upon their heads, 
which was cuflomary in the time 
of Cyrus, in whofe reign the princi- 
pal lords of his court, who were called 
fEquales , were obliged to afiifl at 
offerings and feflivals, with crowns 
on their heads, becaule it was the 
general opinion, that the gods were 
delighted to behold the magnificence 
of thofe who made oblations to them, 
and that they received them more 
favourably on that account. See Xe- 
nophon. (i) 

The vafes which are carried by 
thefe figuies, were undoubtedly filled 
with odoriferous herbs, and parti- 
cularly with myrrh, which were 
prefents that the kings of Perfia re- 
ceived with pleafure, even from their 
fubjedts, as Athenceus {k) declaies. 

The Spanijh ambaiTador, who 
has been lo often mentioned, is per- 
fuaded, that the animal attacked by 
the lion, on the ftair-cale, repre- 
fents an ox, or a bull ; but I rather 
think it intended for a hoife or an 
afs. This particular piece of fculp- 
ture, is no more than a hieroglyphic.

'^V'O /crce ; and every one knows, that 
the antient Pet Jans and Egyptians , 
concealed their greateft mv denies 
under equivocal figures, as He/iodorus 
obleiVtS ’tl). 

As all thefe animals, therefore, are 
rerrei'ented with horns, which are 
nor. natural to them, fome my fiery 
muft certainly he intend-d by that 
fculpture ; and this fuppofition leems 
the more rcafonable, becaule it is 
well known that horns were antient- 
ly the emblem of firength, and even 
of maiefiv itlelf ; and that they have 
been consigned to the fun and moon, 
as well as to Alexander the Great ; 
who is called IDkitlkarnam , or the 
horned, by the Oriental people, be- 
caufe he made himfelf king of the 
two horns of the fun, namely the 
eafi and weft ( b ). 

Jufikere- As to the feales, it is well known 
KyTbt t ' iat i^ce was held in great venera- 
ian:e tion by the antient Perjians , as Xe- 
nophon has obferved (c) 3 for which 
realon balances were carried before 
the king and the grandees, to repre- 
fent that juftice to their view. This 
cuftom likewile prevailed among the 
antient Greeks , and afterward among 
the Romans. 

The figures in the two fir ft por- 
tals very much referable a horie, 
both before and behind, only the 
head leems to be like that of an ape ; 
and indeed the tail has no great fimi- 
litude to that of a horfe, but this 
may be imputed to the ornaments 
which are faftned to it, and were 
much ufed among the antient Per- 
in-y flans. They had the name of fphinx, 
fphr.xcs becaufe they relembled apes, and as 
pr- tented the antients likewile gave this deno- 
witl} mination to a certain bird, the Greeks , 
and undoubtedly the Perjians , repre- 
iented them with wings. Some na- 

*D 

turalifts pretend that they are alio 
emblematical of the power of fixed 
and volatile falts. 

Parafois The parafol was antiently in ufe 
“Intent * he amon g the Per Jans, and Xenophon (d) 
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feems to fix the invention of it to ipcn. 
the time of Ariaxerxes, the brother 
of Corns the To.oiga , and not to that 
of Cyrus the Great , in whole reign 
the Perjians imitated the habits, or- 
naments, and manners of the Medes, 
without having recourfe to any pre- 
cautions againft the heat of the fun, 
or the violence of winds and leafons. 

But this was changed in the reign of 
Artaxerxes , who addicted himfelf 
to wine and debaucheries, with his 
whole couTt, and funk into fuch an 
effeminate foftnefs, that the lhade of 
trees, and refrefhing coolnefs of ca- 
verns and grots, were no longer 
thought a lufiicient fhelter from the 
heat of the fun, parafois therefore 
became neceflary, and domeftics to 
carry them. 

The two figures armed with lances, <fb t pua-j 
reprefent the Punic as manic at re, or nbo ofth* 
long plaited robes of the Medes, Medc '' 
which were worn by the haflati , or 
lance-men , as well Medes as Per Jam , 
in the reigns of Cyrus , and feveral of 
his fuccelfors. What thefe figures have 
on their heads, is a kind of bonnet or 
mitre, mentioned by Herodotus (e) 
in his defeription of the habits and 
arms of the forces of king Xerxes 
and likewile of the Greeks. Rhodi- 
ginus (j), in conjunction with this 
author, will lufficiently clear up this 
point. 

The three figures that are partly 
broken, and one of which has a 
plaited robe, and a tiara, together 
with his chin wrapped up with lin- 
nen, reprefcnts a Perfian prieft. 

Hyde gives a particular account of 
them in his hifiory of the religion of 
the antient Perjians ( g )• 

The figure which is reprefented 
as bearing iume particular offerings, 
exhibits a Perfian foldier, of the 
clafs already mentioned ; and I take 
the other figure, which encounters a 
lion, and is habited like a Mede , to 
be an hieroglyphic ; becaule the 
Egyptians, from whom the Perjians 
borrowed leveral cuftoms, reprelent

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1704. ftrength and fortitude, by the figure 
of a lion. The reader may coniult 
Clemens Alcxandrinus (a) with rela- 
tion to this particular. It may like- 
wile be intended for a real combat, 
the Males and Pa flans having been 
very fond of encountring animals, 
as Xenophon obferve^ in his inftitution 
of Cyrus {[)). Thofe who are verled in 
antiquity may judge of thefe figures 
as they think proper. 

The figures of the pilafter, which 
is half buried in the earth, are alfo 
arrayed after the manner of theMedes, 
as was intimated in my obfervations 
on the figure that bears a parafol. 
There is likewife a Perfian prieft 
habited in the fame mode, againft 
the window, and he is reprefented as 
conducting his offering, which is a 
goat with a bending horn. The 
figure is very extraordinary, in the 
ftyle of the antients, who reptxfent 
their oblations by flrange figures, 
when any myfterious confecration 
was to be celebrated. Heliodorus (c) 
treats of this fubjedt at large, as well 
as Pignorius , in his defcription of 
the temple of Ifs. 

The pilafter which is covered with 
figures, reprefents a royal audience, 
where the king appears feated on his 
throne, with a foot-ftool, after the 
manner of the antient Perfians . The 
book of Eflher (d) makes mention of 
this folemn appearance of the king 
on his throne ; and fo does Xeno- 
phon ( e ). The firft figure, which 
Hands behind the king, is habited in 
the Median mode ; the fecond in the 
Perfian and the third like the firft. 
The lances compared together re- 
prefent the ftrength and concord of 
the kingdom ; and the woman, ha- 
bited in the Perfian manner, is the 
figure of a fupplicant. The other 
figures, armed with lances and buck- 
lers, are guards clothed like Medes , 
and they are ranged on each fide, in 
the hollow of the pilafter. 

The pilafter which is moft orna- 
mented, exhibits the figure of ano- 
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ther king, or fome perfon of great 17c a., 
diftinction, who is likewife habited 
like a Mede , with a kind of crown 
on his head, which was an ornament 
ufually worn by thofe who were they 
king’s favourites: See Xenophon (f). 

The figures below the Work feem 
intended as ornaments and fupporters, 
and they are habited after the Per- 
fan manner. The Pilafter, whole 
pedeftal is ftill to be been, reprefents 
fomething of the fame nature. 

The tomb, w r hich is hewn out of tc f J 
the rock near Perjepolis , exhibits the fejoijf" 
figure of a king before an altar, 
flaming with the lacred fire, which 
was held in fuch great veneration 
among the Perfians, that they car- 
ried it into the army in times of 
war, upon a ftlver altar, as Quintus 
Curtins oblerves. ( g ) The care of 
this fire was committed to the Magi, 
and it was never fuffered to be ex- 
tinguifhed, but at the death of the 
king. See Diodorus Siculus (h). 

The figure, that is fuppofed to be 
a king before the altar, is arrayed 
with a long robe, after the manner 
of the Medes, with a crown upon 
his head, and a deflected ferpent in 
his hand. I am perfuaded that he 
is making fome oblation, and this 
is the more probable, becaufe it is 
well known, that Cambyjes and Cy- 
rus were Magi, as well as kings, and 
confequently were obliged to prefent 
offerings in that quality. For which 
reafon, when Cyrus accompanied 
his uncle Cyaxares , king of the Medes, 
in his expedition againft the Afy- 
rians, Cambsfes prefented an offering 
for his fon and his army ; and when 
Cyrus returned into Perjia, after the 
conqueft of the Babylonian kingdom, 

Cambyjes affembled the grandees of 
his empire, and iffued a decree, by 
which he enjoined Cyrus to make 
an offering in perfon, and in favour 
of his people, when he fhould alcend 
the throne of Perjia, after his death ; 
and this ceremonial was to be per- 
formed by a prince of the blood, in

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1704. the abfence of the king. Xenophon 
takes notice of thefe particulars in 
his inftitution of Cyrus (a). 

As to the ferpent deflected into a 
half round, the antients intended to 
reprefent by this hierogliphic, a king 
vvhofe dominion was not very ex- 
tenftve ; but when they would ex- 
prefs a great monarch, they delineat- 
ed a ferpent form’d into a circle, and 
holding his tail with his teeth, as 
may be found in Orus Apollo ( b ). 
From whence I judge, that this ler- 
pent, if it be one, which the king 
has in his hand, adumbrates the king 
of Perjia ; but if it fhould even be a 
bow, my conjedture would not be 
lefs reasonable, becaufe the Perfians 
affedted to carry a bow and arrows, 
to diftinguifh themlelves from other 
nations ; and this remark is confirm- 
ed by the figures on the flair-cafe, 

* which are reprefented with quivers 
on their fhoulders. 

The little figure that appears in 
the air, and which Mr. Hyde takes 
for a king, in the a£t of flying, or 
for a foul that foars to the heavens, 
has the fame habit and ornaments 
for the head, as that of the king, 
below it. Strabo declares (c), that 
the Perfians did not burn the offer- 
ings they prefented to the fun, but 
divided them among themfelves, 
through a perfuafion that the Gods 
were latisfied with the fouls of thofe 
animals that were offered to them. 
For my part, I think this figure may 
properly fignify an oracle, becaufe 
it is feated on a tripod, as was cufto- 
mary at Delphos. 

The figures on each fide of the 
tomb, are alfo habited like Medes, 
and thofe that appear between the 
ornaments , with lifted hands, are 
dreffed after the Perjian manner. 

The heads of animals, with a 
horn, aie only ornaments exprefiive 
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of the regal power, as I have alrea- 1704. 
dy intimated. l/'V'V) 

The fun, that appears above the TL’/m ^ 
altar, reprefents the undent divinity ‘f'fX 
of the Perfians , as Strabo and ‘Juin- tie E/ 
tus Curtins have obferved. 

In a word, one of the principal 
reafons by which we are inclined to 
believe, that Chilminar was the un- 
dent palace of Perjepolis , is becaufe 
we find that the tombs which are to 
the eafl, on the mountain, were an- 
tiently called the royal monuments. 

As to that of Naxi Ruftan , I am 
well perfuaded that it was built by 
Darius the fon of Hyftajpes , becaufe 
the exterior part of this tomb exact- 
ly correlponds with the defcription 
given of it by Ctefias in his hiftory 
of Perjia (<■/), after Herodotus ; and 
with that of Diodorus Siculus , which 
has been already mentioned. 

The words of this hiftorian are 
thefe : Darius ordered a tomb to be 
built for himfelj on a double mountain, 

•where his friends, -who had an incli- 
nation to fee him , can fed themjehes to 
be raij'ed up by a pricjf Kith the aid 
of a rope. 

When all thefe particulars are duly 
confidered, it mult be granted that 
there is a great refemblance between 
Chilminar, and the palace of the an- 
tient city of Perjepolis : But it would 
be difficult to affign the particular 
time when it was founded, becaufe 
when Xenophon (e) mentions the 
journey Cyrus took from Babylon to 
Perfia, to vifit the king his father, he 
only lays, that having left his troops 
by the way, he proceeded to the city, 
without naming it. As to any other 
particulars, it is very probable, that 
the city of Ely mats, which was the 
capital of the kingdom, was after- 
ward called Perjepolis. As to the 
figures and ornaments that are to be 
feen at Chilminar , they were made in 
after-times by ieveral kings.

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Obfervations concerning the founder of the royal palace 
of Perfepolis, which was dejlroyed by Alexander the 
Great, and is known at this time by the name of 
Chilminar. 


W HEN Alexander the Great 
had conquered king Darius , 
and feized his empire, agreeably to 
the prophecy of Daniel (a), that 
prince gave up, to the pillage of his 
foldiers, the famous city of Perfepo- 
lis , , which was fituated on the Araxis , 
that flows on one fide of Chilminar , 
at a fmall diflance, according to the 
learned Ifaac V fins (f). He after- 
ward made himfelf mafter of the 
treafures which had been amaflfed 
in the palace of that capital, from 
the time of Cyrus the founder of the 
Perfian empire. Thofe treafures, 
according to antient authors, a- 
mounted to a hundred and twenty 
thoufand talents ( c ). To thefe mull 
be added fix thoufand talents which 
were found at Pafagarda 50000 at 
Sufi, and 26000 at Ecbatane, which 
amount in the whole to 202000 
talents, exclufive of the money that 
was at Damafcus , Arbela , and Baby- 
lon (d) : Tho’ Diodorus and Plutarch , 
as well as fuflin , fay there were no 
more than 40000 talents at Sujd. 

Nothing can give a better idea of 
the ill ufe Alexander made of his 
fortunate conquefts, than the excef- 
fes he committed on the day when 
he celebrated their feflival. He in- 
vited all his friends on that occafion, 
and feveral courtifans, among whom 
was a Grecian woman, named Thais, 
who, feeing him heated with wine, 
perfuaded him to fire the ftately pa- 
lace of that city, and, a < the fame 
time, fpirited up all the guefts, to 
imitate the example of that prince. 
His troops, who were then encamp- 


ed at a very fmall diflance from the 
city, feeing the flames, and imput- 
ing them to chance , immediately 
haftened thither to prevent the confe- 
quences ; but when they beheld A- 
lexander with a torch in his hand, 
they threw away the water they 
brought, and afiifted him in com- 
pleating the deflrudtion of that fine 
palace, the glory of the eaft, and the 
feat of its kings. This event according 
to Diodorus , ( e ) happen’d about the 
clofe of the fourth year of the 1 rz:h 
olmypiad; in the year of the world 
3621, according to Hclvicu f ; the 
4385th ofthe J: dix.t period, ar.d 327 
years before the birth of our Lord 
Jefus Chrijl. It is laid that Alexander 
intended, by this addon, to reyenge 
the condud < f Xerxes, who had for- 
merly dt flroyed the temples of Greece , 
and particularly thofe of Athens, in 
the fame manner. But Arrian cen- 
fures the proceeding of Alexander (f) y 
and declares this to be an improper 
manner of avenging himfelf on the 
antient Perfians. He adds, that 
Parmenio employed all his efforts to 
prevent the deftrudion of that fine 
palace, and told Alexander , that he 
ought to preferve the rich acquifitions 
of his valour, and that he would in- 
fallibly draw upon himfelf the hatred 
of the AJiatics, who would ima- 
gine that his only intention was to 
deftroy Aft a, inftead of deriving any 
real advantages from his conqueft of 
that country (g). He accordingly 
preferved it, but did not enjoy 
it for any long time ; and this em- 
pire was rent, and divided after

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04. his death among his captains. 
And when thefe had weakened 
themfelves by their continual divi- 
iions and wars, the Parthian s, un- 
der the conduct oi Arjaces , made 
themfelves matters of Perjia and 
ieveral other of its dependant ttates. 
But the Perf.am commanded by 
Artaxerxes , regained the pofleffion of 
thofe territories, in the time of the 
emperor Alexander Sever us, and the 
Mohammedan Khaifahs afterward 
made themfelves matters of the fame, 
and then the Sophies , {. rom whom the 
prefent king isdefcended. 

Tho’ Arrian , Quintus Cur tins. 
Juft in , and fome others, call the 
palace of Perjepolis , the palace 
of Cyrus , it would yet be difficult 
to point out the true founder, as 
has been already obferved : But if it 
was not built by Cyrus himfelf, it 
might poffibly have been eredted by 
Cambyfes , Darius, or Xerxes, as 
far as can be judged by its architec- 
ture. This conjedure is even 
ifrengthened by a paflage in Diodo- 
rus , (a) who declares, l'peaking of 
the magnificence of ‘Thebes and E- 
gypt, that indeed the ftrudures 
which were raifed there, ftill fubfift- 
ed in his time, but that all the orna- 
ments of gold, filver, ivory, and 
flone, had been carried away by the 
Perjians, when Cambyfes caufed the 
temples of Egypt to be burnt, and 
that out of the fpoils of that kingdom 
which w'ere tranfported into Ajia , 
the palaces of Perjepolis and Sufa 
W'ere built, and that workmen were 
fent from Egypt to raife thofe ttruc- 
tures. The fame Diodorus indeed 
fays in another place, that the pa- 
lace ol Sufa had been built long be- 
fore the foundation of the Perfian 
empire, by Memnon the Son of Ti- 
thonus, whom Teutamus king of AJ- 
Jyria, is laid to have fent to the fuc- 
cour of Priam during the fiege of 
Troy, with 10000 Ethiopians, to- 
gether with as many troops of 
Sujiana, and 200 chariots ; and

that the palace was called Memmnia 1704. 
from him {b). With refpect to the 
city of Suja, it is faidto have derived 
its name from the white liliies which 
grew in the adjacent parts ; and it is 
agreed, that Cyrus, and the Per(i - 
am caufed a palace to be ereded 
there, after they had fubdued the 
Medes, in order to be nearer to Ba- 
bylonia, and the other dominions 
that were fubjeded to their empire ; 
at leatt, this is the opinion of Stra- 
bo (c). Pliny however declares, id) that 
the palace of Sij'a was built by Da- 
rius the fon of Hyjlaj'pes ; which, 
with what has been cited from 
Diodorus, may have occafioned 
the opinion that this prince en- 
larged that city, and founded a 
palace there, efpecially as this is 
confirmed by (e) /Elian. 

It cannot, in my opinion, be 77 h palace 
doubted, that the palace of Perje - 
polis was likewile built, or at leaf! or .xAcmtdl 
adorned and embellifhed with the " xith the 
fpoils of Egypt , as Diodorus has 
ferved. There might, indeed, have 
been a city and cattle of that name, 
in the time of Cyrus, but it certain- 
ly had not then attained to that de- 
gree of fplendor and magnificence, 
in which it afterward appeared, at 
leatt it is not mentioned in that 
manner by any hiftorian. And what 
is ttill more to our purpofe, Herodo- 
tus, Xenophon , and the other hitto- 
rians of thofe times, do not rank 
even the palace of Perjepolis among 
the royal manfions of Cyrus. Juftin, 
indeed, after Trogus, and fome mo- 
dern writers, fiightly mention the 
city of Perfepolis, but reckon only 
the palaces of Babylon, Ecbatane, 
and Sufa, among thofe of Cyrus. 

It is likewife certain, that the an- 
tient Greek hiftorians, Herodotus, 

Ctefias , and fome others, hardly take 
any notice of that of Perjepolis, and 
pofitively declare, that moft of the 
kings who reigned after Cyrus, re- 
fided at Sufa. Befide, Cajfiodorus 
(j ) ranks among the feven wonders

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1704. of the woild, the palace of Cyrus, 
t/V'O founded at Sufi by Mcmuon , with the 
utmoft magnificence, and that the 
very Stones of it were riveted toge- 
ther with gold; and yet it cannot 
be deined that the feat of the Per- 
Jian empire and of all the eafl was 
fixed at PerJ'epolis , in the Time of 
Xerxes, and Alexander the Great. 
See Quintus Curtins to that ef- 
feStfa). The palace of this capital 
may have even been called the pa- 
lace of Cyrus, and this prince might 
formerly have made it the feat of his 
refidence, before that edifice had re- 
ceived the ornaments which were 
afterward added to it ; but he can 
never be confidered as its founder : 
For if it was really finifhed with fo 
much magnificence, and adorned 
with the ipoils of Egypt, as Diodo- 
rus declares, it muft have been after 
his death. CamhyJ'es likewife could 
not be the founder of it, any more 
than his father, fince he died in his 
return from Egypt-, and it isimpof- 
fible it fhould be Smerdis the Magus, 
who ulurped the crown after the 
death of that prince, fince he enjoy- 
ed it but fix months. I therefore 
conclude, that it was erefted by the 
fame Darius who adorned and em- 
bellifned the city of SuJ'a, and 
that Xerxes, the riche ft and moft 
potent of all the Per pan kings com- 
pleated the Work. Strabo (b) con- 
firms my opinion, when he declares. 


that after the kings of Per pa had 170.1. 
cmbellifhed the palace of SuJ'a, they O-v-L 
did the fame by thofe of Perfepolis 
and P iifagar da, where their treafures 
and archives were depofited, be- 
caufe they were fortified places, 
and had been the refidence of their 
anceftors. Befide, the habits of the 
figures that are ftill to be feen a- 
mong the ruins of this palace, have 
no correlpondence with thole of the 
antient Perjians , but refemble thole 
that were afterward introduced by 
Cyrus and his fuccefifors. We like- 
wife find in Quintus Curtins, (c) 
that after Alexander had recovered 
from his intoxication, he repented 
of the adtion he had committed, 
and faid, that the Perjians would 
have been more mortified to have 
feen him feated in the palace, and 
on the throne of Xerxes at Perfepolis , 
than to behold the fame palace re- 
duced to afhes. But this hiftorian 
is miftaken, when he pretends, 
that not the leaf!; traces of this palace 
were to be feen after that conflagra- 
tion, except the river Araxis, 
which marked out in feme meafure 
the place where it was fituated. 

For it is certain, that there are ftill 
to be found at Chilminar, moft of 
thofe particulars, which the antients 
aferibe to the palace of Perfepolis , 
though much impaired, as appears 
by the plates and figures inferted in 
thefe travels. 



CHAP. LY. 


The author s departure from Perfepolis. His arrival 
at Zjie-raes, or Cliiras.

1 7 °Sp AFTER I had employed al- 
. m °fl three months in fearch- 
ing after all the famous antiquities 
of Perfepolis , and had fully fatisfied 
my curiofity, I fet out from thence

the 27th. of January , 1705, and re- 1705. 
turned through the plain, where I 
did not find l'o much game as I 
had feen the firft time, the feafon 
being far advanced. When I had

proceeded 
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04. proceeded half way in my journey, I 

/*>J drew the three mountains, on which 
had formerly been the fortrelfes al- 
ready mentioned. The firft and 
largeft of thefe mountains is that 
which fee ms divided in the middle ; 
the two others on the right, are near 
the bridge of Jefneioen , and the re- 
moteft of them is generally covered 
with fnow. The reprefentation of 
them may be feen in plate 172. 
and with the bridge of Pol-Chanie , 
over the river of Roetghoena , 
or j Bendemir, in plate 173. There 
was fo much water in the coun- 
try adjacent to Sergoe?i, that the 
horfes were up to their girts, which 
made me very unealy with refpeCt 
to my papers, the horfe who carried 
them being frequently in danger of 
falling. After I had palfed through 
this inundation, I left the town of 
Sergoen on my left, and advanced 
toward ( the mountains, which are 
very high and ftony, and arrived 
there in the fpace of half an hour. 

I travelled over them to the fouth- 
weft, and palled by feveral Caravan- 
ferai's , and fome burying-places 
fhaded with cyprefs; and came, 
that evening, to Zji-raes , which is 
. nine leagues from Perfepolis, and 
went to lodge at the convent of the 

Carmelites. 

This city begins to be feen a little 
beyond the mountains, which are 
then to be left 500 paces to the right ; 
after which we difcovered a great 
number of tall cyprefs-trees, with a 
wall cut out of the rock, from 
whence a ftream of water falls like 
a torrent, after great rains. The 
road between the rocks is deep and 
narrow, and leads to the city. 
This is lituated to the right, and has 
a wall of earth on the right and left, 
but much impaired on one fide. It 
is about 300 paces in length, and 
adjoins to a gate which is five paces 
wide at the entrance, and enlarges 
into ten as you advance. When we 
had palled through this gate, which 
is very large and lofty, we came to 
a narrow palfage, called Peng-alla- 
agber , bordered with buildings, on 
i the right and left, like the Chiaer - 
Vol, II. 
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baeg at I/pahan , but molt of them 170c. 
are in ruins, as well as the gardens, 
which are filled with cyprefs and 
fruit-trees. At the diftance of 1500 
paces from the gate, and in the mid- 
dle of the public way, is a bafon fe- 
venty two paces in length, and forty- 
fix in breadth, lined with Hone. On 
each fide is a wall in form of a half 
moon, with arches and feats ; 
and on the left a molque, which 
extends one hundred paces in front. 

The bridge of Pol- Zjae- Sade, is jfr* 
ninety paces from thence, and z% hr, - i3t 
many in length. It is built of Hone, 
with four arches, of which that in 
the middle is the loftieft. It erodes 
the river Roetgone , whole l'ource is 
between two little mountains, twelve 
leagues to the north of Zjie-racs , and 
dilcharges itfelf into the Yea of Der- 
jananeck, or the Salt-Sea. The pafs 
of Peng-alla-agber begins at this 
bridge, and is thirty paces wide. 

At the end of this the way lies 
through another palfage of the fame 
extent, and which is carried on to one 
of the oldeft gates of the city, called 
Davafe Hanie , or the iron gate, 
which is greatly impaired, and ferves 
at prefent for a Bazar. It is vaulted, 
and extends to the length of eighty 
paces. Several Purkijh characters 
are inlcribed on this gate, and the 
ruins of a tower above it. It affords 
a palfage into a great ftreet, on the 
left fide of which is a burying- place, 
and a ruinous garden, with feveral 
edifices on the right. This ftreet 
extends to the heart of the city, 
which is a fmall league in circum- 
ference. In the reign of Abas the 
Great , it was governed by a certain 
lord, named Eman-Couli-Chan , who 
was much efteemed by that prince, 
as well for the great lervices his fa- 
ther had performed for the ftate in „ 
the war againfi: the Parks, as alfo for 
thofe which he himfelf had accom- 
plilhed, by wrefting the fortrefs of 
Ormus from the Portugueze , by the 
aflifiance of the Englijh. This was 
a place of luch importance, that it 
formerly conflituted a kingdom of 
that name, with the territories and 
cities that were its dependencies, and 
N it 
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1705. it extended as far a Laer. The 
king, in order to recompence fo fig- 
nal a fervice, honoured this lord with 
the title of duke, or governor of all 
the country which lies between this 
A tragical city and Gotnron. This prince like- 
aaountof w jf e ufually ftyled him his grand 
*t Qjrn- ,<,r duke, and when the Dutch India 
ron. company firft came to trafic in 
Perfia , under the direction of Hu- 
bert Ulfnich, he gave this lord full 
power to treat with them, on what 
conditions he fhould judge mod: ad- 
vantageous to the date 3 which was a 
very extraordinary conceffion in a 
country where the kings are fo jea- 
lous of their authority and power; and 
it accordingly excited againft him the 
jealoufy of the minifters and lords of 
the court, who refolved to ruin him 
after the death of king Abas , who 
was fucceeded by Sophi, his grandfon, 
to whom they did not fail to render 
the governor fufpedted. This prince 
being thus prejudiced againft him, 
commanded him to appear imme- 
diately at court, under pretext of 
imparting to him an affair of the ut- 
moft confequence, but in reality to 
deftroy him. The governor refolved 
to obey this mandate, contrary to 
the fentiments of all his friends, who 
reprefented to him the danger to 
which he was preparing to expofe 
himfelf 3 and that he could have 
nothing to apprehend, if he would 
continue where he was, fince neither 
his enemies, nor the king himfelf, 
would attempt to offer the lead: vio- 
lence to him there. But as this lord 
was confcious of his innocence, and, 
at the fame time, was impelled by 
the fatality of his deftiny, he let 
out for the court, where he was 
perfectly well received and carelfed. 
He was likewife perfuaded, that in 
cafe the king had been determined 
to deftroy him, he needed only to 
have demanded his head, by vertue 
of the abfolute power of the eaftern 
monarchs, which as he had not 
done, his mind was free from all 
fufpicion , and this occafioned his 

f 11111 ^L or king caufed him to 
be affaffinated in a bath, by his 
greateft enemies, among whom was 


his own fon-in-law; and not con- 170 
tent with this vi&im, they facrificed 
to their barbarous hatred his fifty 
natural fons, the eldefb of whom 
they murdered, and caufed the eyes 
of the reft to be plucked out. Such 
was the cataftrophe of this great 
man. 

At the end of the ftreet I lately 
mentioned, are feveral others, full 
of fhops, and which crofs each other 
to the right and left. The Indians 
have a Cararoanferai there , and 
fome American are likewife there, 
but the trafic which they tranfaCt, 
is not very confiderable. 

In the heart of the city is a large 
edifice, the facade of which refembles 
that of a mofque, with portals and 
two fine towers, the upper part of 
which is impaired. This ftrudture, 
which is called Madre ze lmon Couli 
Chan, is a public college, where all 
forts of fciences are ftudied. There 
are fix great mofques in this city; 
the firft of which is dedicated to one 
of the twelve Imans, and has the 
denomination of Ghatoen Kjeomet ; 
the fecond is called Zeyd alia dien 
OJ’eyn 3 the third, Sjegncerbags 5 the 
fourth, Zadaed mier Mohammed 5 the 
fifth, Chjat Zieraeg 3 and the laft, 
Mad-zyd non, or the new mofque. 

There is another great city on the 
fide of this, and adjoining to the 
bridge already mentioned, and I was 
allured by fome perfons, that, befide 
the mofques which I have named, 
there are three hundred more, that 
are fmaller, and ferve for chapels j 
and 200 baths. This city contains Vhefif- 
thirty-eight quarters, twenty one of cfiras ^ 
which belong to the faction of Hey- 
deres, and leventeen to that o t'Mam- 
met-ollaey. There are likewife about 
700 very poor Jewifh families in 
this place 3 they inhabit a particu- 
lar quarter, and are vine-dreffers for 
the generality. Some of them, how- 
ever, manufacture fluffs of gold and 
filks. They pretend to be defcended 
from the antient Jews who were 
carried from JcruJ'alem to Babylon, 
and afterward fettled in Perfia. As for 
the Indians there were about a thou- 
fand of them in this city, and they 

acquired

acquired their fubfirience by changing 
gold and filver, and likewife by 
ufury : But the number of the Eu- 
ropeans there is very inconfiderable. 
The principal among them are two 
Carmelites, one of whom hoi. Mi- 
lan, and his name is Pedro d' Mlcan- 
lere de Sante Perejc : I may add too, 
that he is a gentleman with whom I 
have palled many agreeable hours. 
The other is a Pole , feventv three 
years of age, thirty l'even of which 
he has ipent in Pcrfia , where he 
has been three time?. The name 
of this gentleman is Sind jams. 
There is likewue an Italian , named 
Frrnei'E, who (Implies the E»glijb 
merchants with vanes ; and a P^r- 
t, go who m »kes thofe which his 
countrymen yearly tr.mfport from 
G to tlte Indies. 

V- toebciUinC' of this city 
me in and the (beets lit nar- 

row and nitty, :hat they are hardly 
patTib’e in rainy ieafons ; and 
there are feveral places, where paf- 
fengers are obliged to bend their 
bodies, in order to walk under the 
arches before the houks, and spe- 
cially in the quarter inhabited bv 
the yen's. The ftreets are likewile 
rendered very offenfive bv a number 
of places of ea lenient, which arc all 
without, and render the air very un- 
wholibme, in conlequenceof which 
the generality of the inhabitants are 
very lean and pale. The Euro- 
peans tin n it Ives are fubiedt to a 
certain indilpofition, in the fummer 
leaion, which frequently carries them 
off; and th.e bnrying-prounds lie 
open to the 'jackals, or wild dogs, 
that are engendered by a dog and a 
fox. Thefe creatures often commit 
great diforders in the city, and in 
the night-time make dilinal hovvl- 
ings which much relemble a human 
voice. • 

The cyprefs-trees are the princi- 
pal ornament of this city, and in- 
deed I never faw any lb fine, nor in 
fo great a number, in any other 
place. There are like wife leveral 
large gardens without the city, which 
are filled with thefe trees, as are alio 
the avenues, where care is taken to 
plant them with great regularity. 


Half a league from the citv, to the 1 70c. 
north, are feveral tombs of faints, v -'" v ’ v -' 
in the mountains : The name of the 
mold confiderablc of whom is Baba 7 °^* f c ’ 
Koej, or the faint of the mountain, 
where he lived a long time in the 
utmofl folitude.

As I oblerved the profpedl of the 
city made a more pleafingappearance 
on the mountain I have mentioned, 
than it did on that where I firft be- 
gan to draw the intended defign, I 
returned thither in a few days, to 
the eaft, and completed the draw- 
ing reprefented in the plate 174. 
where I have marked the particular 
objects with numerical figures. 1. 
Ghatoen Kicment. 2. Siegh Zyed 
Oddien , a mofque demolished by the 
'Turks. 3 . Zeyt alia dien 0 [fein. 4. Seig 
noerbags. 5. Zadaed mier Moham- 
med.

Fer radons, or para- 
dife. There is likewife on the moun- 
tain, where I drew the defign of the 
city, an exceeding deep well, hewn 
in the rock, the opening into which 
is fifteen feet long, and eight broad. 

Wecaftinto itfeveral ftones, which 
made a furprifing noife in their 
defeent. I had an inclination to 
found the depth, but the cords 
which I had procured, not being 
of a fufficient length, I caufed them 
to be untwifted, and then faftened 
together, upon which I found the 
well to be 420 feet and eleven inches 
deep. We afterward threw into it 
large balls of oiled cloth, fet on fire, 
and fixed upon iron plates, in order 
to obtain a view of the bottom, and 
in what manner it was formed, but 
the depth was too great to afford us 
that difeovery, notwithftanding thofe 
flaming balls Shot forth a great blaze. 
We then threw down others, 
which were not faftened like the 
former, and the light of them ap- 
peared, and then vanifhed from time 
Vol. II. 
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to time, which made us conclude [70c 
that the cavity was not continued 
down in a ftrait line, and that there 
had been fome other entrance. It, 
however, was a real well, made 
for the prelervation of water, and 
there was another, lomething lefs, in 
the fame mountain. 

In my return to the city, I de- 
fired a man of letters to inform me, 
by whom thefe fortreifes were built, 
and at what time ? He allured me, 
they were erected by a Guebre kintr, 
named Fandus , and that the moun- 
tain of Kallas' Fandus. on which 
they were fituated, had received its 
denomination from him : that it was 
furrounded with the lea at that 
time, and that 6000 years had 
elapfed, fince they firft began to 
build on that plain, cn the fide of 
Zjie-raes , in the reign of Siem/chid , 
who was then emperor of Perfia , 
and has been already mentioned: 

He added, that this prince was the 
founder of Perfepolis , which was 
built after Zjie-raes , or Chiras. This 
city is in the province of Pars, or 
Farfijlan , to the fouth weft of Per- 
Jepolis, and on the river of Rcetgoen , 
twelve eafy days journey from Ij- 
pahan, and about twenty four from 
Gamron ; which diftances are very 
ill obferved in the maps, that place 
this city at an equal dilfance from 
IJpahan, and Ormus. 

Without the gate of Dervafy 
Bagh Zjia , to the north weft, is the 
lovely alley of Koet-Zjia-Baeg, which 
extends to the King’s garden, which 
is ninety five paces wide, and 966 
in length. When we had palfed ‘Tie king's 
through the lodge, at the end of >'”*"• 
this garden, we came into another 
beautiful alley, bordered with cy- 
prefs-trees ; this is 620 paces long, 
and twenty broad, and is covered 
over with flowers in the middle. 

We there law a delightful houfe, 
furrounded with a charming canal ; 
there is likewite a fountain at each 
corner of the building, which is 
fquare, and they mingle their ftreams 
with the water of the canal. This 
houfe is fpacious, and in the middle 
of it is a grand hall, covered with 

O a dome, 
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1705. a dome, which is filled with niches, 
both within and without. Before 
we entered the houfe we had the 
view of a fquare bafon to the left, 
whofe angles are eighty five paces 
long. This beautiful alley is bor- 
dered on each fide with feventy two 
ftately cyprefs trees, one of which 
was twenty two palms in circum- 
ference. There is likewife another 
alley, behind the houfe, bordered with 
cyprefs and fena trees, and its extent is 
equal to that of the others.This garden 
is called Baeg Siae , or the royal garden. 
I was there the twenty fecond of 
March , when the feftival of Nouw- 
roes was celebrated, and the people 
then refort from all parts, for their 
recreation in this garden, fo that 
the alleys refembled a fair among us. 

I walked round the city, without 
the wall, that I might have an ex- 
a a knowledge of its circumference ; 
and I fet out from the houfe of the 
Carmelites , which is without the 
northern gates. I then turned to 
the right, and advanced to a little 
bridge with two arches, under which a 
canal flows from the north weft, and 
ferpentifes around the city. Its 
fource is half a league from the old 
gate, already mentioned, and it flows 
through the plain, and gardens. 
This canal is always full of water ; 
and at the diftance of half a league 
from it is another, which lofes it- 
felf in its approach to the city. 
There is likewife a third within the 
fpace of a quarter of a league form 
this ; and to the fouth weft of the 
city are two or three ponds, filled 
with reeds and wild herbage, among 
which a vaft number of ducks from 
their nefts. Moft of the houfes, as 
well within as without the city, are 
in a very wretched condition ; but 
the adjacent country prefents a charm- 
ing profpeft to the view, and is co- 
vered with a luxuriant growth of 
corn, and all other grain at the 
proper feafons of the year, and as 
'The extent ^ ar as the mountains, which are 
of the city, diftant about two leagues to the 
fouth. weft. The city itfelf is about 
two leagues in circumference j and 
before I returned to the fathers, who 


entertained me, I drew a defign of 17c;. 
this amiable view, which is repre- v'V''0 
fented in plate 175. where every 
remarkable objeft is diftinguifhed 
by numerical figures. As 1. the 
road to Ifpahan.

I likewife drew the profpedf which 
the eye commands on the moun- 
tains toward the city, together with 
the garden to the right, on this fide 
of the gate, and in which feveral 
Europeans are buried : Particularly 
Mr. Blockhoven, a member of the 
Dutch India company, who died 
the tweny fourth of May 1666. One 
Dupont, a Frenchman , and fome o- 
thers ; among whom are four ec- 
clefiaftics. This draught is exhi- 
bited in plate 176, and another in 
plate 177, which was defigned near 
the gate on that fide. 

I have likewife reprefented the 
fine alley of Teng-alla-agber , and 
the mofque on one fide of it. 

Two Englijh gentlemen arrived 
here from Ijpahan, in the Month 
of February. One of them was 
named Gayer , and the other May- 
nard. We went together to take 
a view of a mountain, a league 
and a half from Z jie-raes, on the 
left fide of the plain, and to fee a q% ermim 
mofque there, which is diftinguifhed <>/<* 
by the name of Ma-Zjit-Madre- mo h ue - 
Sulemon, or the mother of Sulernon. 

It was a fquare building, and ex- 
tended about twenty paces, from one 
corner to the other. There are 
three portals ftill to be feen, like 
thofe at PerJ'epolis'. The firft is to 
the eaft ; the fecond to the north 
weft, and the laft to the north eaft. 

They are eleven feet in height, and 
on each of their pilafters is the figure 
of a woman as large as the life, and 
holding fomething in her hand, like 
thofe at Perjepolis. Below that, to 
the north weft, and on each fide of 
the rock, are nine fmall figures much 

impaired 
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1-C5. impaired, and half buried in the 
O'-vn-J earth ■, and cn the north caft is a 
ftune which refembles a tub. All 
the reft is enclofed with ftones, 
which were ranged there in fume 
later time. Moft of the pilafters 
are out of their places, which rauft 
have been occafioned by fome earth- 
quake ; but the cornice of that in the 
middle is very little damaged. The 
representation of it may 
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plate 178, A quarter of a league 1705. 
from this place, are the ruins of a 
wall, which formerly cncloled this 
mofque ; and at the diftance oi an- 
other quarter ol a league, are feve- 
ral trees, planted along a ftream of 
the moil agreeable running water in 
the world, which fprings from a 
little rock, and the neighbouring 
mountains, and then flows to the 
eaft> forming a fmall river in its 
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— nrogrefsT We founTTte^depth of tr 

to be fix feet in fome places. . It 
like wife abounds with fifh, which 
we did not fpare, and they afforded 
us an agreeable repaft, in a cool 
(hade of rocks and trees. This place 
MM f- is called KaJamga which fignifies 
pnes. a welcome unexpected. We then pro- 
ceeded half a league from thence, to 
fee fome figures carved on the rock, 
and diftributed into three compart- 
ments. The firft contains three fi- 
gures, one of which has its hand on 
the hilt of a large fword. The

feCond fepre fentS a mail, witiriome- ' 
thing round on his head ; an t le 
third is a mitred figure, with its 
hand on the hilt of a fword, like 
the firft 1 but they are fo disfigured, 
that they are hardly diftinguiihable. 
On the fide of the rock is a little 
pond fhaded with fena, and fome 
other trees, as may be feen in plate 
179. When vve had latisfied our 
curiofity in this place we returned 
to the city at fun-fet. 

We there found three French mer- 
chants, who came from Gannon, 

and 
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1705. and were going to Ispahan-, and 
they let out fcon afterward with 
the Englijh gentlemen already men- 
tioned. As to my felt, I received a 
letter from Gamron, the 27th of 
March , which informed me, that 
a vefiel arrived there from Batavia, 
the 26th of February ; but that it 
was not as yet known, whether the 
was to return thither ; and that Mr. 
Kafielein , our director, had received 
his difmiflion, with leave to return 
to the Indies, but that he would 
not fet out before the month of 
Augnjl. This account made me 
refolve to return to Jfpahan , having 
no inclination to continue at Gam- 
ron, during the fummer heats, which 
is the moft unhealthy feafon of the 
year. 

I departed from Zjie-raes the 
twenty-fixth of March , in expecta- 
tion of travelling alone ; but had 
the good fortune to find the Eng- 
T'heAn- and French gentlemen, who be- 
tlor'i r e - gan their journey before me, (till at 
Perfeio- SergGen. The next day we eroded 
lis. the plain, which was floated over in 
fuch a manner, that the beafls of 
burden were obliged to take another 
way. We arrived, about noon, at 
Mir-chas-koen , but would not (top 
there, becaufe we intended to be 
early at Perjepolis, which thefe gen- 
tlemen had not feen. I accompa- 
nied them thither, and when they 
had fatisfied their curiofity, we re- 
turned to the village, where we 
found our equipage, and then 
pafled the night there. The next 
morning we proceeded on our jour- 
ney, by Naxi Pujlan , the floods 
not permitting us to keep the ufual 
road. After we had vifited the 
tombs at that place, we continued 
our journey to the north, over the 
mountain, that rifes to theeaft, and 
came to a place where we faw 
twenty three apertures hewen in the 
rock, the largeft of which was a- 
bout three feet in depth, and as 
many in breadth. The others were 
much finaller, and near to each 
other ; but we could not judge for 
what ule they were intended. 
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We there law a fine countrv, T - 
wdl cultivated, and full ot tillages, 
and flocks of fhe.u and troats •, and 
ukferved that the young were 
leparatcd from the others. 

As feme of u - fieuuentlv alighted 
fiom our to kill g.me on 

the plain, v.heie a 'Treat number of 
mares and hrufes we e feeding, 
three or lour ot ours began to run 
after them, and we found it very 
difficult to rein in thofe upon which 
we were mounted ; and one of them 
threw his rider into a dr-A : but 
after we had employed abundance 
of pains to catch them, and re- 
adjuft our arms and equipage that 
were fcattered over the plain, we 
could not forbear diverting; ourfelves 
at this adventure ; after which we 
purfued our journey to the moun- 
tains, where we like wife found fe- 
veral cavities in the rocks, and a de- 
molifhed fortrefis to the left. We 
then eroded a river, always advan- 
cing through the plain to the eaft, 
and arrived at Majien at the 
dole of day, after a journey of nine 
leagues. 

The rain, which fell that evening, 
and continued all nighr, obliged us 
to flay there the whole morning ; 
after which we travelled by the fide 
of the river, which was dry at my 
firft arrival there, but was then full 
of water, and we came, about fix, 
to the Caravanjerai of Imanj'ada , 
four leagues from the place where 
we had pafled the night. The next 
day we proceeded as far as the Ca- 
ravanjerai of Aed-loen , where we 
made an agreeable repafl, with the 
provifions we had brought with us, 
and the addition of feme good fifli, 
which we found there, and arrived, 
at the fetting in of the day, at the 
Caravanjerai of Aes-paes , after we 
had travelled feven leagues. The 
wind blew from the north, full in 
our faces, and I never felt the cold 
more fevere. We refumed our jour- 
ney on the laft day of the month, 
and came by noon to the ruinous 
Caravanjerai of Dombaeyne, where 
we found plenty of water and wild 

fowl, 
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1705. fowl, which afforded a fine colla- 
tion ; and we arrived, about four, 
at the Caravanferai of Koskiejar, 
after a iourney of fix leagues. We 
faw a little hill in the village, on 
which the inhabitants pretend that 
there had formerly been a fortrefs, 
but no remains of it were then to 
be feen. I think I never beheld any 
place which more refembled that 
mentioned by the evangelift Mark , in 
the lecond chapter of his gofpel, and 
where the paralytic per fon was brought 
into a houfe in Capernaum , where 
the Saviour of the world then was, 
while the four men who introduced 
him, uncovered the roof of the 
houfe, in order to let him down as 
he lay on his little bed. 

We continued our journey, the 
firft of April , through the plain, 
with greater facility than before, 
and flopped at the bridge of Pol-Sia- 
koe . About one at noon, we paifed 
by the Caravanferai of Kitvielar , 
and fpent the night at Egcrdoe, af- 
ter travelling feven leagues. The 
next morning we proceeded to Jef- 
degaes , where no houfes of refrefh- 
ment are to be found ; and we then 
beheld on a mountain, fome ruins 
of a wall which had formerly been 
part of a fortrefs. This mountain 
is a real rock, around which feveral 
large inverted flones are to be feen. 
We renewed our journey on the 
third of this month, and took fome 
refrefhments in the town of Ana- 
baet, where excellent fugar candy 
is made. This town has {till a 
wall of earth, with the remains of 
a caflle built in the reign of Abas 
the Great. We then pafled by 
the town of Abas-abaet , where we 
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faw two towers, which now ferve 170 -. 
for dove-houfes. Thefe are the firft 
that are to be found in this part of 
the country, and the laft in the road 
from Jfpahan. We pafled the night 
at Mag-zoet-begi, after a journey of 
fix leagues. We there faw another 
dove-houfe, and fet out, the fourth 
of this month, by break of day. 

We crofled a plain full of villages, 
gardens, and dove-houfes. Behind 
us were mountains covered with 
inow, and we found it warm in that 
quarter. 

We travelled that day no more 
than five leagues, to the town of Ko- 
rn in/ia, where we arrived about noon, 
and proceeded the next morning to 
Majaer y which is five leagues from 
thence. I fet out, on the fixth, 
with Mr. de I’Etoile, before day, 
and left my other companions behind, 
that I might arrive at Ifpaban , in 
two days. We met on the road 
with Mr. Davoed, interpreter to the 
Englijh factory, who was travel- 
ling to Zjie-raes with two Armeni- 
ans. We afterward proceeded to 
the Caravanferai of Mierja-elraja, 
where we fed our horfes, and found 
an Armenian priell, who till 
then had accompanied the perfons 
we met. We came about four, to 
the tombs of the chriftians, where 
the friends of Mr. de I'Etoile waited 
for his arrival. I likewife found our 
interpreter there, who exprefied the 
utmoft joy to fee me, and after we 
had refted there for the fpace of half 
an hour, we proceeded to IJpahan, 
and went to our director, who was 
furprifed at my return, which I had 
concealed from every one but him- 
felf. 
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CHAP. LVI. 

F/#? gardens belonging to the king , #7/^ queen- 
mot her y at a little di [lance from Ifpahan. News from 
the Indies. ^ demolifhed for trefs on the mountain of 

Deif-felon. The director of the Dutch company vifits 
a Perfian lord of great rank. The arrival of a new 
Director. 


I Returned to my old lodgings at 
the Caravajerai, foon after my 
arrival, tho’ the director importuned 
me to continue with him. I after- 
ward went to vifit my friends, and, 
amongft the reft, Mr. Billon , a 
French gentleman, and minifter of 
Malta at the court of Perfia. He 
had a£ted in that character only 
from the month of December , and had 
already obtained his audience of leave, 
on the twenty-fecond of March, 1705. 
He likewife paid a vifit to our direc- 
tor, with whom he fupped ; and he 
regaled us, in his turn, the twelfth 
and thirteenth in the Eajler week. 
On the twentieth I went to vifit, 
and pay the ufual compilments of 
the feafon to, the gentlemen of the 
EngliJ/j factory, who entertained me 
at dinner and fupper. The next day 
I went to fee the Armenian eccleii- 
aftics of that city, and likewife of 
Julfa , to wifh them a happy feftival, 
on the part of the director, whom 
they had already complimented on 
that occafion. On the twenty-fifth 
the mourning for Hitffetn was re- 
fumed ; two days after which I 
accompanied the diredtor to the new 
garden, which belongs to the king, 
and is near five leagues in circum- 
ference ; and we there palled the 
time in a very agreeable manner. 

X'-.'.-jf r In a fhort time after we receiv- 

ed the news of the battle of Hoch- 
iLc. wherein the French were de- 

feated by the allies, which occafion- 
ed a univevfd joy among the Englifh 
and Dutch . 

T.ejro- On the firft day of May the fa- 
m0us . P roce dIon of Hufjein was fo- 
lcmnized, almoft in the lame man- 


ner as it was the preceding year; 
but there is always fome diverficy to 
be obferved. 

I took a little journey on the 
eighth, about three leagues from 5<Tnfe ”' 
Ijpahan , to fee one of the principal 
gardens belonging to the king ; the 
name of it is Konma , and it is fitu- 
ated in a fine plain filled with villages, 
and a variety of other gardens, which 
afford a charming profpect to thofe 
who view them from the mountains. 

Several officers of the cuftom-houfe 
refide in that quarter, to colledt the 
duties on all mercantile commodi- 
ties which pafs that way. This gar- J defer-, p- 
den is diftributed into two divifions P‘ on f th « 
and furrounded with walls. In the Tni 1 ^ 
middle of the firft is a large canal, on 
which thofe who vifit the garden 
may recreate themfelves in a boat. 

It is likewife covered with birds, that 
make an admirable effedt; and on 
one fide of it is a large edifice in 
ruins. It is fupplied by another ca- 
nal which flows into it, after it has 
traverfed a long tradl of land. As 
to any other particulars, this garden 
has nothing confiderable to boaft, 
except a lovely alley, and a few 
fmall canals. 

We proceeded from this garden The garde* 
to that which belongs to the queen- longing 
mother, whofe name is Mar -jam- 
beck: We arrived there at an early mother. 
hour, and diverted ourfelves with 
ffihing, having prepared nets for that 
purpole : And we fuceeeded fo well, 
that we renewed that recreation the 
next day, on the river Roetgone, over 
which is a fine bridge of ftone. We 
were as fortunate there, as we had 
been the preceding evening, and we 

fent 
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1-05. lent part of' our fifh to Mr, Kafte- 
uin : We like wile killed twenty 
pigeons before we returned to Jj- 

paho.n. 

On the thirteenth of this month, 
the minifter of France paid a vide 
to our director, who kept him at 
kipper. The next day we returned 
the vifit, and continued with him 
two hours. 

A ne vig- On the twenty eighth, Mr. Kafte- 

•urdofthe fejn acquainted all thoie who were 
p ari y, employed under him, in tne icrvice 
of the company, that Mr. V/iiluvn 
de Hoorn , general of that company, 
had refigned his employment, in 
favour of Mr. John de bloom ; and 
he then difeharged them horn tire 
oath of fidelity they had taken 
to the former, and was to be re- 
newed to his fuccelTor. The let- 
ters which brought this intelligence 
from Batavia, were read in public, 
and the cannon fired while each let- 
ter was reading ; as is ufual in all 
places where a company has any fac- 
tory, or other eftablifhment. This 
ceremonial was performed in the 
garden belonging to the Inciia-loufe, 
and under the Talael, which is a 
kind of theatre, or open gallery, 
open before and on each fide, with 
a fountain in the middle. The re it 
of the day was palled in drinking 
healths, and it concluded with illu- 
minations, and other rejoicings ; and 
as it was then Jf'hitjbntide , the direc- 
tor entertained us in a very fplendid 
manner , according to his ufual 
cufloni. 

As there were feveral antiquities 
about Ifpahan which I had not leen, 

I determined to vifit them in order, 
and accordingly went firit to the 
'the giants mountain of Dief-Jelon, to the north 
maintain ■ t | ie r ; vcr Q f Zenderoe , where I law 

feveral other mountains, ieparated 
from each other in the plain. The 
people of this quarter imagine they 
were antiently inhabited by giants. 
The mountain of Deif-Jelon is fepa- 
rated from another only by a cleft, 
through which a flow of water ilTues. 

• On the fammit of the former, which 
refembles a fugar-loaf, mo ft of thele 
antiquities are to be found, and on 


the feuth weft is the wall of a fortrefs 1705. 
that formerly ftood there. I however 
could Satisfy my curioiity only in 
part, becr.ufe the rock was too Steep 
to be ai'cended by me : Our lackey, 
notwithllanding this, climbed up to 
a considerable height, hut could not 
get over the wall, fo that we could 
have n j account of any thing on the 
other life of it. This mountain is 
extremely hard, and replenished with 
veins of iron. Our huntiman at- 
tempted to alcend to the top of the 
other, which riles much higher than 
this , and he was very expert at 
climbing. We ordered him, that, 
in cafe he Should find any thing 
worth oblerving, to give us notice 
of his diicovery, that we might ad- 
vance thither ourfilves, if poffible ; 
but after we had waited above half an 
hour, in expectation of lomc intel- 
ligence ft cm him, we returned, with 
much difficulty, to the place place 
from whence we came; and when 
we had delccndcd to the foot of the 
mountain, we beheld our man greatly 
emba trailed on one of the fteep fides 
or the rock, where it was faid to be 
impoiiible for any one to faften him- 
feli. He however, accomplished his 
defign, tho’ in a manner that made 
us tremble ; for he Supported himlelf 
bv hi', hands and feet, amidft the 
projections and fifihres of the roT, 
notwithllanding he was encumbered 
at the lame time with his gun, which 
hung at his back. 

He informed us, that he had found 
on the Summit of the mountain three 
wells, hewn in the rock, and that 
the opening was about twelve feet 
in diameter. He ali'o added, that 
he difeoverd in one of them, an iron 
chain as thick as a man’s arm, and 
fattened to the rock. He likewite 
told us, that this well was funk the 
deepeft of any, in an oblique defeent, 
and that the aperture was larger than 
thofe of the reft. He further declared, 
that he threw feveral Hones into the 
cavities of thele wells, but they were 
fo exceedingly deep that he could 
only hear the found of one. He 
allured us beiide, that he dilcovcred 
the ruins of a Street, built on both

< 7 lean- We continued there till one at 

noon ? and I was alter ward informed, 
that this invitation was made by the 
order of the ft ft minifter, who had 
his reafons for not receiving the 
vif.t at his own houfe. I then began 
to be fenfible, the court was defirous 
that the company fhould employ 
their good offices to obtain the liber- 
ty of fome pilgrims, whom the 
Kept Arabs had taken in the Per- 
jh ."gulf, as they were returning from 
M-'cca ; and that they would like- 
wife take upon them to accommo- 
date the mifanderffanding which 
then fubfifted between the court of 
Perjia and the Arabs , without any 
intervention of that court. 

Unlucky The n : neteent } lj twentieth, and 
twenty fir lb of 'June , are accounted 
unlucky days by the Perftans , who 
then difeontinue all affairs, and the 
fhops are fhut up. 

Anew On the twenty feventh in the 

direttcr. morning, a courier belonging to 
the company, arrived with a letter 
to Mr. Kaftelein , from Mr. Bakker, 
who had lately fucceeded him in 
his place, and gave him notice of his 
being at Dejdagaes , which is twenty 
five leagues from IJpahan , where he 
intended to arrive the next day : 
Upon which Mr. Kaftelein ordered 
his deputy, and the other officers of 
the company, to wait upon the new 
director, and congratulate him on 
his arrival. We fet out, at feven in 
the evening, to the number of 
twenty three perfons, all on horfe- 
back, with Mr. Kaftelein ’ s mailer 
of the horl'e, attended by eight 
couriers, at our head. We had like- 
wife nine Banians, or Indians , on 
horfeback, with four couriers ; io 
that our troop was compofed of for- 
ty four perfons. We made a ihort 
halt at the Caravanjerai of Margh , 
and arrived about midnight at that of 
Vol. II. 
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Merfd-ahe-refa. We travelled mother 170 ". 
league, on the 27th, with two Pi each- 
men, and an Armenian merchanr, 
who had joined us, but the heat was 
fo ftifiing, that we were obliged 
to fhelter ourielves in the fhade of 
the mountain of Ortsjcerire , where 
we fupped in a very agreeable man- 
ner. We there found a Per/ian lord, 
who had retired into a grotto to en- 
joy the cool air, having, for that 
purpofe, quitted his tents which 
were let up in a field, where tie was 
caufing fome wells to be lank, by 
the King’s order. The nobleman 
fent us refreihments of fruit, and 
ice, which he imagined we wanted 
extremely, though we were well 
fupphed with all accommodations 
of that nature ; notwithftanding 
which we accepted of his civility, 
and returned him our acknowledg- 
ments, with a prefent to his mef- 
fenger ; and likewife fent him feme 
of our fruits, with thrice the quan- 
tity of ice we had received from him; 
and for which he thanked us, but 
gave nothing to tire perfon who 
carried them to him. 

About eight at night, we per- t n<ewn.ii 
ceived, on the mountain of Marsjal , c ^fft" eiu 
the flambeaux of our new director, 
agreeable to the cuftom obferved by 
perfons of rank, who travel by night 
in Perjia. We then mounted our 
horfes immediately, leaving fome 
domeftics to take care of our pro- 
vifions, with an intention to return 
thither, provided the director would 
flop there, to wait the arrival of 
his lady, who had not advanced fo 
far as himlelf, and this was accord- 
ingly confented to. The lady her- 
felf came fome time after, preceded 
in the fame manner, by a flambeau, 
and we remounted our horfes, in 
order to proceed to the laid Cara r can- 
J'erai, which we had palled by as 
we came, and we arrived there at 
midnight. 

Our director and his train march- 5 r lscr.-\rcf 
ed in this manner: His gentleman lls ’ :Anf: 
of the horl'e was at the head, fol- 
lowed by a led horfe, two guides, 
and fix couriers. After thtle, Mr. 

Bakker appeared, accompanied by a 

French 
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i-o;. French gentleman ; then came the 
Kaljan , or the perlon who carries 
the Tobacco, leated on a Jagtan, 
which has been alreadly deferibed. 
This fervant was followed by the 
Bocx-adrager , or a man who carries 
fuch furniture as may happen to be 
wanted on the road; and a water- 
carrier, who has a leather bucket fil- 
led with it, under the belly of his 
horfe ; there were likewife two 
grooms, and as many cooks, with 
the proper implements ; as alio 
another fervant, who is charged 
with the care of the bedding ; a va- 
let to fweep the chamber, befide 
four Morejco flaves, feventeen horfe- 
men, and fix couriers. 

The director’s lady was attended 
by two Dutch women, who were in 
the fervice of the company ; fhe 
had likewife two guides, and as 
many couriers, with a footman who 
led her mule by the bridle, and was 
followed by another, who conduct- 
ed four female flaves; there was 
alfo another fervant feated on the 
jagtan, and likewife a torch-bearer. 
The whole Troop was compofed 


of thirty two perfons, among whom 
were nine couriers. 

On the 20th of this month, Mr. 
Bakker entertained us at dinner, and 
we arrived, about the dole of the 
day at Ifpahan , where he was re- 
ceived under a difeharge of the 
fmall arms of the company. His 
lady, who was not inclined to en- 
ter the city till night, w..s leceived 
in the fame manner. She was of 
Dutch extraction, but a native of 
the Indies. Mr. Kajlelein treated her 
with all imaginable policenefs, and 
entertained her at fupper. 

On the laffc day of the month, 
the king’s mufic was heard all night, 
on account of the feflival of Baba - 
fee djia- adieu, which has been for- 
merly mentioned. On the eighth 
of July, that of Mohammed was fo- 
lemnized ; when his Majefty’s mu- 
fic played anew, and moft of the 
(hops were fhut up. 

On the 1 2 th and 13 th of July I 
made all the neceflary preparations 
for my journey, and took leave of 
my friends, in order to fet out the 
next day, with Mr. Kajlelein , 
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fee end departure from lipahan.

W r E fet out on the i rth of jh'//v, 
about ten in the evening, 
without acquainting any one with 
our departure, that we might avoid 
all ceremonials, and prevent the 
great number of Mr. KaJ. Pin's. 
ii lends at Jfpahan , as well Chilians 
as Per /tans, from aceom ring us 
cut of the city, according to cuftom. 
They had, with that view, delated 
him to acquaint them w ith the day 
and hour of his departure 5 par- 
ticularly the biihcp ot rhe Anm- 
ninns, who had gr at obligations to 
him : But he acted with as much 
fecrecy as poftlble, contenting him- 
felf with the unblemillied reputation 
he had acquiied, during his long 
relidence in Perjia , and with the 
efteem his friends entertained for 
him. He therefore was only attend- 
ed by his deputy, and the company’s 
interpreter, with whom fome Indian 
coutiers joined themfelves. Our 
company, however, amounted at laid 
to forty one perfons, thirty of whom 
were on horfeback. The daughter 
of Me. Kajielein placed herfclf, with 
her waiting woman, in a Kajiia, 
which is a kind of Utter. The wo- 
men Haves had been fent away the 
preceding year. 

The cooks, and four other fer- 
vants, who carried tapeftry, quilts, 
and all other neceffaries for the jour- 
ney, were ordered to let out before 
the reft of the company, that all 
things might be orderly dilpofed at 
the place where we were to 
lodge. 

a Kafua Two of Mr. Kajielein s chief do- 
er Perfian meftics marched on the Tides of his 
,itter - daughter’s litter, to oblige the Moors 
whom they might happen to meet 
to give them a free paflage. She 
was likewife accompanied by two 
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The director of the carriages ne- 
ver advances to auv dtftance from 
the litter, but to iee that nothing 
is waning. The Ka/ua generally 
lets out hMf an hour before the reft 
of the company ; and as it is accom- 
panied by a flambeau in the night, 
they never lofe light of it. Thofe 
who conduit the baggage are or- 
dered likewife to march before, but 
they are frequently overtaken in the 
way. 

We arrived, about two in the 
morning, at the Caravan/era: of 
Mia fa re fa I eta, where the interpre- 
ter isabid entertained us very hand* 
l'omly with fome provilions he had 
ordered to be brought from Ifpahan. 
The Indian couriers returned in the 
afternoon, and we came to Majaer 
at one in the morning, where our 
interpreter entertained us a fe- 
cond time. Mr. Oets and he part- 
ed from us at that place, after having 
Hied abundance of tears ; and, indeed 
Mr. Kajielein had ailed like a father 
to the firft, who had been his deputy, 
and the other was his intimate 
friend. This leparation was made 
upon the way at fome diftance from 
the Caravar/erai. We ftopt twice 
near a fmall river, and at rived about 
midnight at the tombs of Zia-reza. 
Some domeftics had been lent in 
good time to fecure tire lodgings, 
which were granted us by the inhabi- 
tants.

We palled the night very quietly,

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1 7°5- ' ntents 5 w ^° Applied us with good 
frefh butter, milk, eggs, and chick- 
ens, which afforded us an agreeable 
repaft, and we came about ten in the 
evening to Degerdoe , where we were 
obliged to pals the night in a ve- 
ry bad Caravanferai ; but this 
was not the only inconvenience, for 
the inhabitants of the place are 
very uncivil, being privileged, be- 
caufe they are in the king’s fervice, 
whofe horfes are fed in this quarter. 
Thofe of KcJkieJ'ar, feven leagues 
from thence, are not much better. 

On the 26th we paffed the greateft 
part of the day, and alfo the night, 
at Poeljakoe, where we caught a- 
bundance of fifh, in a fmall river, 
and among the reft three fine carps. 
As there is no Caravanferai in that 
place, we were obliged to divide 
ourfelves into feveral companies. 
The next morning, as we were go- 
ing out of the village, we met two 
of the company’s couriers, who 
came from Gamron , and were car- 
'ihedeath rying to Ifpahan the news of the 
of the At- death of Mr. Wichelman , director of 
G? Zrnr, the company's affairs in that city, 
where he died the fixth of this 
month of a violent fever, which 
carried him off in two days. This 
was very unwelcome news to Mr. 
Kaftelein, who feared this unfortunate 
circumftance would retard his jour- 
ney to Batavia. He ordered thefe 
couriers to return with him to Kcfki- 
efar y three leagues from thence, that 
he might have time to examine the 
letters which they had in charge. 
This news created him fo much 
uneafinefs, that he was unable to 
clofe his eyes for the whole night, 
and it deprived us of all the plea- 
fure we had promifed ourfelves in 
the remainder of our journey, as we 
had reafon to be apprehenfive that 
the death of this gentleman would 
oblige the director to ftay at Gamron , 
to look after the affairs of the com- 
pany. He wrote the next day to 
Ifpahan , and Gamron , but delayed 
fending the letter defigned for the 
laft place, becaufe he imagined he 
might probably meet another cou- 
Vol. II. 
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rier, which afterward happened 1705, 
accordingly. 

We, however, continued our jour- 
ney through a plain well inhabited, 
and plentifully flocked with game, 
and other animals, efpecially iheep 
and goats ; and after having repaffed 
the high mountains, we came to 
A fa-pas, where we found a good 
Caravanferai. 

I rofe early in the morning, and 7 he M..-:- 
found in that village a dry plant, - Vh - 
which they call Madroen . It riles 
about two feet from the ground, 
with a growth of feveral fmall 
branches, which are very fhort, and 
clofely compacted together, and full 
of yellowifh buds at top, as I have 
reprefented them at the letter A. in 
plate 180. The inhabitants diltil 
from this plant a liquor as ftrong 
as ginger, which the plant, as dry 
as it is. refembles in the find I . 

I found alfo another plant, with 
little bells hanging down at 
top, with five points like the 
flower of the pomegranate, having 
fume fmall leaves on the ftalk, which 
is fomething taller than that of the 
other plant. The bells of it are full 
of large blackifh feeds, which are 
contained in a fhell like an acorn. 

The inhabitants are unacquainted 
with the name of it, and know 
only that the feed caufes a kind of 
giddinefs in the head. This plant is 
exhibited at the letter B. I found 
like wife a plant of wild Spanijh 
wheat, fomething taller, and it glows nh 
with a beautiful red when ripe, till 
which time it is tinged with greer. 

The reader will find it repreiented 
at the letter C, without leaves, which 
differ in nothing from thole of the 
Spanijh wheat. As to its qualities, 
it is fo hot, and ccftive, that one 
cannot bear it in one’s mouth. The 
fruit of thefe three plants are drawn 
as they appear in their natural 
growth. At a little Jiihnce from them q- rrW}t -, :ia 
we law a few turpentine trees, the tred- 
gum of which the pea fan ts carefully 
colled:, in order to fell it at Ifpahan. 

The fruit of them, which confifts 
of fmall green berries, is pickled, 

R • and 
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1705. and ufed inflead of capers. There 
a bough of it in plate 181. and 
on one fide of it a white flower call’d 
Goel-na frame , the ftem of which is 
pretty high, and bears a profuflon of 
branches, fpotted in the inlide with 
yellow and red. We had a prodigi- 
ous ftorm that dav, which however 
did not incommode us more than the 
dull:, as we had the wind on our 
backs, and were then in a large 
plain full of canals, marfhes, and 
ll'ildhoars. bull-rufhes. This part ot the coun- 
try is infefted by a vaft number of 
wild boars, that march in troops, 
and deftroy all the feed and fruits of 
the earth, and purfue their ravagrs 
as far as the entrance into the vil- 
lages. The inhabitants, in order to 
remedy this mifchief, fet fire to the 
rufhes which afford them a retreat, 
and deftroy ’d above fifty in that man- 
ner ; but thofe that efcaped the 
flames fpread themfelves all round, 
in fuch a manner, that the people 
themfelves were obliged to have re- 
courfe to flight, and have never 
difturbed them fince, for fear of 
drawing upon themfelves fome greater 
calamity. They allured me, that 
fome of thefe creatures were as large 
as cows. The fame day, in the after- 
noon, we met upon the road the 
domeflicks of the duke or governor 
of Laer, with fifteen Kafuas full of 
women, and we arrived about nine 
at Oed-joen. We had difpatch’d fome 
fervants before to fecure us lodgings 
in a garden, which the king had in 
tomb‘d t ^ at quarter, where we found the 
tomb of Sultan Ho [fen Mamet h , a 
king’s fon, whom they pretend has 
been buried there 280 years. This 
monument is in a fmall apartment, 
cover’d with a little dome, and the 
coffin is of ftone, cas’d with wood, 
and is cover’d with a pall, which 
reaches to the ground, and has a 
turban upon it. As there were feve- 
ral other apartments, we were very 
well lodg’d. And as loon as the fun 
appear d above the horizon we went 
a fifhing, and had excellent fport, 
in a fmall river, which runs by the 
fide of the village. We returned 
thither the next dav, and were as 
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fuccelsful as before : After which we 1705. 
fet out out about five in the evening, 
and when we had crofled the moun- 
tains of Imanfade, we came about 
nine to the town of that name, after 
having been exposed to exceffive heats 
all that day. 

The firil day of Augujl we went 'Tie t°nb 
to fee the tomb of I /non Sadde Tfmael , ' r ^ UhU 
who, if the Inhabitants may be be- 
lieved, has relied there 700 years ; 
and the veneration for the tomb of this 
Santcn is l’o gieat, that even the 
grandees of the court and the great 
officers of the army, are prohibited 
from approaching it, or even the 
town, when they are travelling, (in 
order to fecure the people of the place 
from the infults which others fuffer.) 

This tomb, which is built of ftone, 
is tolerably large ; it is likewiie co- 
ver’d with a dome, and furrounded 
with a wall, to which there is a 
door. 

We fet out at four o’clock, and 
arriv’d by eight at Maj-ien, vvhere 
Mr. Kaflelein and his Daughter took 
lodgings in a pleafant garden, and 
we went to a Carai'anJerai , which 
was not far off. I found in that gar- jfinguiar 
den a plant call’d CheJ-tereck , which i !ant - 
is about four or five feet high, and 
bears a great many branches, and 
large leaves. It likewife produces 
little berries , which contain four 
grains of feed, of a clear chefnut 
brown, and has a very llrong frnell, 
proceeding from the flower, which 
is fmall, and variegated with colours 
of white, blew, and violet, ftreak’d 
with red. This plant is in great 
efteem for its agreeable odour, which 
is the only known virtue it enjoys. 

The reader will find it reprefented in 
plate 182. I took alfo a bird, called SirmtUr 
Sioerakan , very like a duck, and as hv.fc. 
big. It has a yellow head, with a 
red beak and feet, and is reprefented 
in plate 183. I caught alio another 
bird, which pafles there for a fnipe, 
the plumage of which is black, grey, 
and white, and the feet red, the 
reader will find it at the letter E. 

The next day we proceeded on 
our journey, and had a diftant view 
of the mountain, mentioned before, 

upon 
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As we continued to advance, we 
found the plain full of cattle, and the 
country people employed in cutting 
the corn with a crooked knife, like 
a lickle ; grafping as much of it as 
they were able in their left hand. 
Inltead of threlhing it they ufe a 
fmall carriage, with four wheels, 
which they roll feveral times o- 
ver the corn, af:er they have laid 
it it little heaps, in order to bruife 
the ftraw, and force out the grain ; 
after which they tofs it up and down 
in the wind, and nothing is left 
but the grain and the ears. When 
this is done, they feparate the ears, 
and beat them again, in order to 
force out the reft of the grain. As 
all the people were then come out 
of the villages, the country was en- 
tirely covered with tents. 

In the evening, after we had crof- 
fed the river of Betidemir , upon a 
bridge, near the two mountains 
already mentioned, on which a for- 
trefs formerly flood, we palled the 
night at the Caravanferai of Abgcrm , 
at half a league diftance from that 
bridge ; and from thence proceeded 
with our flambeaux to a mountain, 
at the foot of which a fine fpring 
of water gullies out as clear aschry- 
ftal. This ftream abounds with 
fifh, that eaflly Hide under the rock 
into feveral fubterranean hollows. 
It is about three feet in depth, 
and the water is fo extremely clear, 
that all the fifh may be eaflly feen. 
This gave us an inclination to employ 
our net, and we brought out at the 
firft draught twenty fifh, three or 
four of which were a foot long : 

tfhe incon - But it was impoffible for us to dole 

•venience our e y es an y p art 0 f the night, the 

T/cmts. Caravanferai being full of gnats, 
which continually dilturbed us, and 
obliged us to quit that incommodi- 
ous lodging. One of our dome- 
ftics, who refolved to continue in 
bed, was fo ill treated, that we hard- 
ly knew him the next day. Our 
young lady had likewife her lhare, 
although llie had taken all poflible 
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precautions not to be dilturbed, and 1705. 
was continually moving about, with- 
out once lying down. Even the 
very horfes were extremely incom- 
moded by thefe noxious vermin. 

We fet out from fo dilagreeabie 
a place by break of day, and palled 
over a ftone bridge, half a league in 
length, and built over a marlh j but 
as molt of the arches are very fmall, 
the waters, when they happen to 
fwell, flow over the top. The plain 
is cut into a variety of channels, and 
likewife abounds with rice. 

About ten in the evening we came 
to the Caravanferai of Porlegoor, 
where we met with a courier from 
Gamron to Mr. Kajielein, who in- 
formed us, that the widow of the 
deceafed director, Mr. Wichelman , 
died the 12th of the fame month 
of ‘June . That place was alio full 
of gnats, which rendered it impof- 
lible for us to read the letters which 
the courier brought, fo that he was 
obliged to go back with us to the 
Caravanferai of Baeits-gaeaie , two 
leagues from Zjie-raes. 

On the fourth we fent back the 
courier to Ifpahan , where he had 
alfo letters to deliver •, and then we zjie -raes 
proceeded to Zjie-raes, where we 
we alighted at a houfe of Mr. Kajie- 
lein. Father Alkantera came im- 
mediately after, and I went to 
vilit his companion about noon* 

The next day the merchants, 
who traded with the company, 
came- to wait on Mr. Kajielein , and 
the molt conflderable perlon among 
them, whole name was Hazje Nebbie, 
made him a prefent of ieveral bot- 
tles of oil of Santa!, together with 
l'ome diftilled waters, iweetmeats, 
and fruits, for which the bearer 
was handfomely gratified. The next 
day we were vilited by feveral Per- 
fan merchants, who had great deal- 
ings with the company. 

That day we went in great cere- 
mony to pay a vifit to Hazje Neb- 
bie, "who entertained us after the 
manner of the country, with hot 
liquors, l'weetmeats, and tobacco, 
by the fide of a beautiful fountain.

CHAP. LYIII. 

The author s departure from Zjie-raes. Fertile fruit- 
gardens. The retreat of the Pagans. The author s 
arrival at Jaron; with an account of its fit nation. 

Wild pi ft acho and turpen- 
tine-trees. The ruins of fome antient fortreffes.

<7 'he an- TX 7 HEN we left Zjie-raes, we 
thor's de- y\ entered upon a plain, and 

Zj/e-ues. bridge of Pol-Jafa, which is 
partly in ruins, and the great drought 
had drained all the water from un- 
der it. At a little diftance from 
thence, upon the middle of the plain, 
is a high mountain feparate from 
the reft, and we ftruck to the right 
of it, in order to proceed to the 
Caravanferai of Babba-had-jie , five 
leagues from Zjie-raes ; and where 
we arrived at midnight. 

The 9th in the morning Mr. KaJ- 
telein had a fit of a fever, which 
obliged us to ftop in a garden, after 
a journey of four leagues. In our 
way thither we pafled by feveral 
pleafure-houfes, and fine gardens, 
and then began to afcend the moun- 
tains, from whence we had a view 
of Zjie-raes , at the end of the plain. 
We continued our courfe to the 
village of Paroe, half a leaguee from 
the high road, where the garden 
was in which we were to ftop ; and 
by the fide of it ran a fmall river, 
in which we found crayfifli. We 
renewed our journey the next day in 
the afternoon, and arrrived about 9 
at the far avanjer ai of Mojje-jarie. 
Immediately after which we went a 
fifhing with flambeaux, and caught 
fome carp and cray-fifh. This part 
of the country is full of villages, 


the inhabitants of which were out 
in the field under their tents, along 
the river fide, with their cattle. 

We purfued our journey at fix in 
the morning, and pafled by a 
village of extraordinary length, all 
the houfes of which were built' 
with rufhes. We then crofled very 
ftony mountains, and ftopt at the 
Caravanferai of Paeyra , which is 
furrounded with villages, and lies a- 
bout four leagues from the place 
where we had pafled the night. 
The country is watered by a Imall 
river, and the mountains are full of 
willow's, and wild fig-trees ; and 
they likewife produce plenty of fage ; 
the figs of thefe trees are not un- 
pleafant, but they are very little co- 
loured. 

We continued our journey on the 
1 2th, and found feveral great heaps 
of ftone in the way ; W'hich the 
people would perfuade us were 
the ruins of fome antient city ; but 
I could not difcover any part of its 
foundations. A great number of 
villages and gardens appear on the 
right, towards the mountains. 

It was eleven at night when w r e 
arrived at the Caravanferai of Aj- 
mongcer , after having pafled over 
feveral hills, and ftony mountains, 
and fome valleys. On the 13 th the 
people of the place brought us lome 
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1705. figs, raifons, and citrons from the 
mountains. I here faw a fmall 

cat'* catamountain coloured like thofe 
of the ifle of Cyprus, with long 
legs, andftrait ears, that arelikewile 
of a confiderable length, and a tail 
like that of a rat ; but I obierved when 
{he licked herfelf, that her tongue 
was not fo pointed as thole of com- 
mon cats. We fet out the next day 
at fix in the morning, and came to 
feveral handfome houfes with gar- 
dens, in the lhade of which we 
refted ourfelves, after we had tra- 
velled three leagues, the fun be- 
ing very hot, and moll of our 
company tired. Thefe gardens 
are lituated in the town ol Tada- 
ivoen, which fubfifts by their pro- 
duce; and they are filled with 
pomegranate, orange, peach, and 
fig trees, befide large growths of 
palm, and moft of them are 
loaden with fruit at the fame time. 
We likewife found abundance of 
melons there; and all thele fruits 
are produced in great plenty by the 
copious ftreams of water that enrich 
the foil. They are carried from 
thence to Ifpaban ; and as this place 
is encompafled with mountains, it 
appears like a wood at a diftance. 

Antknt About half a league from thence, 

grottoes, and among fome fteep rocks, are 
feveral grottoes, which I went to 
fee on the 14th after the heat of 
the day was over. I perceived before 
thefe grottoes fome remains of a ftone 
wall well cemented, and a fmall 
trail in the moft fteep part of the 
rock , which Hopes from the moun- 
tains on the right and left. Thro’ 
the valley, between thefe mountains 
flows a river, round which a fevere 
cold always reigns. The inhabi- 
tants of the country pretend that 
the Guebres retired formerly into 
thefe grottoes. But I (hall hereafter 
be more particular in my defcription 
of them, having pafled that way on 
purpofe, in my return from the In - 

dies. 

We were prevented from pro- 
ceeding on our journey that day, 
becaufe Madamoifelle Kajielein had 
the misfortune to be indifpofed with 
Vol. II. 
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a fever, which encreafed to fuch a 1705, 
degree in the night, that the became 
delirious ; which ienlibly affiidled 
her father, who loved her tendedy, 
and alarmed us on his account, be- 
caufe he would not ftir from her, 
though he himlelf had but a weak 
conftitution, and was fu'bjedt to .e- 
veral diforders. Thar lady’s waiting 
maid was likewife taken ill, which 
added to our unbar tfinent, and 
made us refolve to fit up with her 
miftrefs, one afte- another, to relieve 
her father, who had great need of 
reft. The violence of her fever con- 
tinued till the feventeenth, when it 
came to a crifis, and fhe flept toward 
morning : It was then thought pro- 
per to have her carried in her litter, 
by four men, to Jaron , and we 
chofe out eight of the ftrongeft 
peafants in the village to relieve one 
another. 

A filh was brought to us that day, 
as big as a Kabeliaeu , or Mdivel, 0 ^" arJ 
to which it had fome refemblance, 
and a great deal of the relifti ; but 
I had never feen one fo large in that 
country. We had it dreffed after the 
Dutch manner ; and as we had fome 
carps, we made a tolerable good re- 
paft, and continued our journey as 
far as the mountains. As the litter, 
which was carried by men, pro- 
ceeded but flowly, we did not 
arrive till midnight at the Caravan- 
Jerai of Michgeck Sogte, after we had 
travelled about three leagues. 

We purfued our journey on the 
1 8th, and pafled over fome craggy 
mountains, after which we entered 
into a champion country, cut out 
into canals, over which were fmall 
bridges, and arrived at midnight at 
Fagra-baet , where we took up our 
lodging in a pleafant garden full of 
palm-trees, with a row of fena in 
the middle, and a variety of pome- 
granate, orange, quince, and pear 
trees, with many others ; the fruits 
of which were admirable. This 
garden had not any confiderable 
extent, but was the fineft I ever 
faw. There was a houfe in it railed 
very high, the walls of which were 
extremely thick. It was likewife

and ahandfome bafon in the middle, 
with a fountain fpouting before the 
front of the houfe.

1705. We fet out about one in theafter- 
^ noon, and proceeded foutb-weft over 
the mountain of Jaron, which riles 
very high ; and we were always 
mounting aloft, or defcending be- 
tween rocks, where we found the way 
very difficult to our horfes. We had 
advanced to the middle of the moun- 
tain by break of day, and came to a 
place where the fteepeft part of the 
rock is furrounded with a wall, and 
the way very ftony. We law upon 
this mountain feveral large cifterns, 
cover’d over, and without any water 
at that time ; but there is generally 
too much in winter. There are al- 
fo abundance of piftacho and turpen- 
tine trees, which produce great quan- 
tities of gum. I found a piece fo 
hardned by the heat of the fun, that 
I could keep it without melting. It 
was nine by that time we had palled 
the mountain ; and we arrived an 
hour after at the Caravanferai of 
Ziatalle , a beautiful Hone building, 
and very commodious for travellers, 
fituated likewife in a plain bordered 
with mountains, at five leagues di- 
fiance from the place where we had 
before palled the night. 

We let forward at midnight, and 
palTed over feveral plains and moun- 
tains ; which latter were not fo high 
as thofe we had croffed before ; and 
yet the ways were very bad. We 
arrived by day-break at a fpring, 
which is fupplied from the moun- 
tains, and from thence defcended 
into a valley, through very fiony 
ways. 

We arrived, about eight, at the 
Caravanferai of Mou-Jeer , where we 
found a Carmelite , who came from 
Gamron , and whole companion died 
on the road, by a fall which broke his 
leg. He had alfo been lick himfelf for 
fome time, and was going to Ifpahan. 
We flopped at this Caravanjerai, 
which, tho’ fmall, is tolerably com- 
modious ; a garden full of orange 
and other trees, furnilhed us with 
fruits for our refrefhment. I found 
Perilan under thefe trees a plant, the lower 
Pianti. leaves of which were a fpan in length, 

and half as much in breadth. Thofe 
which grew higher up the tree were 
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fmaller, and had a kind of down 1705. 
upon the ftalk. The inhabitants of 
the place call it Goes-foutoor , or ca- 
mel’s ear, but are unacquainted with 
the virtue of it. I found another 
plant, call’d Zia-raek , whole leaves 
fteeped in butter have an admirable 
effedt in curing thofe people who 
have worms in their arms or legs, a 
dileafe very common about Gamron , 
where this plant is carefully cultivat- 
ed. It produces only one cucumber, 
which is crooked and very pointed ; 
the flowers, which rife on the top 
of the ftalk, are red and white, and 
the plant itfelf is reprefented in 
plate 184. 

We fet out from thence at mid- 
night, and arrived in the morning at 
Dom-banje , where we difperled our- 
felves into feveral houfes; the Cara - 
vanjerai of the village lying in ruins. 

I went to fee, about half a league 
from thence, weftward, a moun- 
tain, feparate from the reft, upon 
which there was formerly a fortrefs. 

I found upon the top a well dug into 
the rock, the mouth of which was 
ten feet in diameter, but the depth 
was not very confiderable, as appear- 
ed by the fall of fome ftones, which 
I threw in. There was a vault on 
one fide of it nineteen paces in length, 
and twelve in width, with a dome 
above it, containing feventeen feet in 
diameter. It was round and open a- 
top and on the fides, but it then ap- 
peared in a very ruinous condition. 

This mountain, which is very fteep 
on the north fide, has toward the 
fouth-fouth-weft, a path of fixteen 
paces in length, and a width of four- 
teen in the middle ; it is partly cut 
out of the rock, and begins at the 
dome, from whence it extends to 
one fide of the mountain ; but grows 
much narrower at each extremity 
than it is in the middle, as may be 
feen by my reprcfentation of it in 
plate 185. 

The fun being upon the decline, 
we returned over the plain, which 
was filled with feed, and I faw a 
field near the village with a growth 
of cotton, of an extraordinary height, 
which however was not yet in flow- 
er. 
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1705. cr. We found in the night a well of 
extraordinary good water, with which 
we filled our leathern jacks, that 
were empty before. The heat was 
then exceffive, the wind being more 
lultry and inluppor table than I had 
ever experienced it in any other 
country, and travellers are extremely 
incommoded by it. This quarter is 
full of villages. 

Mr. Kajtelein and I refolved to go 
before that night without the flam- 
beaux, being fatigued with that 
troublefome pace. We proceeded to 
our right, and obferving fome per- 
fons ftretched under tents, we en- 
gaged them to fhew us the way. 
After we had travelled five leagues, 
vve arrived about one in the morning 
at the village of Aes Zjerafie ; but as 
it was unprovided with a CaravanJ'e- 
raiy we took up our lodging at 
a tolerable good houfe, where we 
found the water a little brackifh. 
Several travellers had written their 
names on the walls of this houfe, 
and among others , I read thefe 
Direffor words : Mr. Director Keits died here 
in the year 1640, the 29th of May. 
This happen’d during the travels of 
Mr. Van Leenen , counfellor extraor- 
dinary of the Indies , whom the com- 
pany fent at that time to IJpahan in 
quality of ambaflador, and to whom 
the director was to ferve as a deputy. 
He was interr’d in that place without 
any ceremony, and even without a 
ftone over his grave. This village 
is large, and contains a great number 
of gardens, full of palm and other 
trees. We here received letters from 
Jfpahan and Gamron , and after we 
had difpatch’d the couriers who 


brought them, we purfued our jour- I<70 . 
ney the twenty-fixth, an hour after ‘ 
fun-fet, over fome craggy moun- 
tains, and through bad roads, and 
arrived about one in the morning at 
the Caravanferai of Bieries, which 
is feated in a plain, and we had then 
travelled about five leagues. This 
CaravanJ'erai is a large and beautiful 
ftone edifice, well built, as is alfo the 
reft of the village, which is full of palm 
and other fruit trees. About a le; gue 
from thence are the ruins of an antient 
fortrefs, together with a wall round 
the mountain, and fome ruinous frag- 
ments upon the top. This place is 
call’d Koetel-Bieries. There is ah'o a 
well cut into the rock. The whole 
is exhibited in plate 186, together 
with fome palm-trees and houfes. 

We fet out the next mot nir.g before 
day, and arrived about ten o’clock at 
De-hakoe, a large hanuiome village, 
accommodated with a good Cara- 
vanjerai of ftone, and a large growth 
of palm and other trees. The con- 
ductor of the beafts of burthen en- 
tertain’d us here, and we fet forward 
a little before night. We pafled 
over the mountains, and then per- 
ceived a water-mill on our left hand, 
with a large ciftern above it, made 
for the reception of part of the water 
which flows from the mountains 
through a ftone channel. The reft; 
runs into the plain by other canals. 

The road from thence to Laer is full 
of country-houfes and gardens. We 
pafled through this city, and took 
up our lodging on the other fide, 
after we had travelled about four 
leagues.

<77* city of r I "HE city of Laer is the me- 
Lacr. tropolis of an antient king- 

dom, which the Perfans with much 
difficulty have reduced under their 
government, and it is at this day a 
place of great commerce. It has 
alfo a filk manufactory, and the 
beft cannons in all Perfia are call 
here. 

itsCtua- I found all the avenues to that city 
tml. in good repair, and the houfes for the 
molt part very high, among which 
there were many with openings for the 
admiffion of air. The ftone Bazar,, 
which is in the middle of the city, is 
the moft beautiful of all the build- 
ings : It is arched over, and full of 
fhops, with two ranges in the middle, 


and the length of it is 216 paces. At 
the end of this Bazar is a fine fquare, 
and, below the gate, the Ragoene , 
or the place where the mufiek of 
the city may be heard. Oppofite to 
the Bazar is a large building, with a 
delightful entrance ; and it ferves for 
a manfion-houfe for the duke or go- 
vernor, Twas Chan. The caftle, 
which is entirely built of ftone, is fi- 
tuated on an high rock, whofe fum- 
mit it almoft furrounds. The ave- 
nues to this city refemble a wood, 
the land being covered with palm, 
orange, and citron trees, which al- 
moft fliroud the city from the eye. 
I now ffiall prefent the reader with a 
draught of this, and likewife of the 
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caftle, which I took from the top 
of the Caravanferai. It extends 
itfelf much farther on the left-hand 
than on the right, but the trees 
prevent it from being feen. It lies 
open like a village, and is extended 
very far on each fide between the 
mountains. It has a great number of 
mofques, but none that are beauti- 
ful. The chief of them, which has 
a large dome, is called Pier-Panon, 
from one of their faints. The city 
is filled with ciflerns, vaulted above, 
to preferve the water. 

The governor fent this day, a 
congratulation to Monfieur Kajle- 
leiti , upon his arrival, with a requeff, 
that he would continue there fome 
days, to afford him fufficient time for 
acquitting himfelfof that duty in per- 
fon ; adding, that he fhould not have 
failed in fending before, if he had 
known of his arrival. Monfieur 
KoJleJein returned him his acknow- 
ledgments for the civilities he had 
rendered him, and affured him, that 
his being obliged to depart imme- 
diately, gave him a fenfible regret. 
A few moments after he received a 
handfome prelent of fruit from one of 
the principal merchants of the city, 
who came to pay him a vifit, and was 
entertained agreeably to the manner 
of the country. 

We continued our journey till e- 
vening, through a charming plain, 
bordered with trees, and houfes on 
one fide, which are faid to form great 
part of the city ; and after having 
palled through feveral villages, we 
came about midnight to the Cara- 
van/erai of Bajla-paryouiv , at the dis- 
tance of four leagues from the city. 
We quitted that place on the 30th, 
and palled three times over a little 
river, which, at that time, was very 
Shallow, but forms a considerable 
ftream in the winter ; and we arrived 
about two hours after at Bajiele , where 
we waited for the litter. We then 
punued our journey, and came in 
eleven hours to a little Caravanferai 
halt demolilhed, where we found an 
aged woman with fome provifions. 
This part abounds with cover’d cilt- 
erns, the water of which is exceeding 


good, and many people are employ- 
ed to dig others, and likewife wells, 
without which neither they nor the 
cattle could fubfift. They are alfo 
extremely diligent in Searching for 
Springs, as in the firft ages of the 
world ; of which we find an exam- 
ple in the firft book of Mofes, where 
it is laid, that IJaac repaired the 
wells, which his father had dug, 
and the Philijlines had filled up after 
his death. 

As this was the feafon for hot 
winds, and fultry heats, which left 
no room to expeft any favourable 
change of weather, we travelled by 
night as much as pofiible. The 
laft day of the month we palled 
over a ftoney plain, at which time 
fell a thick fog, accompanied with 
a kind of drizling rain, which occa- 
sion a difagreeable fmell, which is a 
common circumftance in this coun- 
try, in the night, and at that time 
of the year. We then paffed over 
fome mountains and rocks, and ar- 
rived about one in the morning at 
the Caravanferai of Gormoet , after 
a journey of five leagues. 

The 1 ft of September , we again 
took the road, and found all the 
country filled with palm-trees, to 
the diftance of a league from the 
town. Care had been taken to co- 
ver the parcels of dates with wicker 
baskets, as well to keep them from 
the fight of palfengers, as to pre- 
vent the birds from devouring them. 
We then proceeded, not without 
much difficulty, over rocky moun- 
tains, and Some rivers, which 
were very Scanty of water, to make 
amends lor the frequent inundations, 
in other parts of the year. Some- 
time after we met the Kcjua , or new 
litter, which had been fent for from 
Gamro?i, attended by twelve bearers, 
who were to carrv it by turns. They 
placed in it the lick lady, who then 
found herfelf more eafy than Ihe had 
been in the other ; and we arrived 
about two in the morning, at the 
Caravanjerai of Pangboedalou, where 
we met Monfieur Bakker , infpedtor 
of the magazines, (of whom I have 
already taken notice,) together with 
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1 7 ° 5 . '<h e company’s fecretary and houfe- 
keeper at Gamron , and who were 
come to meet Monfieur Kajlelein. 
A fmall canal pafles through the 
Caravan feral, which is not very large, 
but extremely agreeable, and well- 
built : It is all of done, and the 
water of the canal, which runs thro’ 
it, flows from a little rivulet at a 
fmall diftance from it. It has like- 
wife the advantage of being fhel- 
tered from the hot winds. The 
earth alio in all the adjacent parts, 
is filled with little fubterranean ca- 
nals, which convey the water into the 
citterns round about. All forts of 
provifions are daily brought from the 
villages, to a water-mill, which is 
at the foot -of the mountains, and 
near the Caravanjerai. 

The next day we advanced eaft- 
ward, and at midnight arrived at 
the Caravanjerai of Goer-BaJer-goen , 
after a journey of four leagues. The 
company’s houfe-keeper at Zypejlein 
then found himfelf lb much indif- 
pofed, that we were obliged to place 
him in the Kajua. We arrived a- 
bout eleven that night at the great 
town of Korejion , which is feated in 
a plain, and took up our lodgings 
at the houfe of the bailiff, without 
flopping at the Caravanjerai. As 
it was extremely hot, I laid myfelf 
down under the trees, where the 
wind was not quite fo ftifling ; but 
the heat returned towards morning. 
We continued there till fun-fet, and 
then patted over a large plain full of 
wild trees, and crofled the river of 
Korejion , which was then very low ; 
but it frequently overflows in the 
winter. There is a bridge a quarter 
of a league in length ; but entirely 
ufelefs, by reafon of its being ruinous 
in the middle. I found this to be 
feven paces wide ; it had likewife 
feve'ral arches, and a parapet on each 
fide. We arrived about one in the 
morning at the Caravanjerai of 
Gesje , after a journey of five leagues, 
and found fome women there, who 
fold frefh butter, with eggs, and 
good fowls j but the water is very 
indifferent. 
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We renewed our journey on the jtq- 
5th at fun-fet, and arrived about gA-O 
midnight at the Caravanjerai of 
Band-alie , after having travelled five 
leagues. That building is open on 
all tides, for the commodious ad- 
miflion of the breezes, which blow 
from the fea, and are very refrefh- 
ing ; that place being not above 
3000 paces diftant from the gulf of 
Perjia , which much refembles the 
main fea. 

The interpreter Varyn vifited us 
that evening, with iorne of the In- 
dian courtiers, to congratulate Mon- 
tteur Kajlelein upon his arrival, and 
present him with fome refrefhments. 

The next day they brought us a re- 
gale of lmelts, and imall pike, to- 
gether with plaice •, and a few little 
oyfters, which were none of the 
beft ; and thefe were accompanied 
with a prefent of Englijh beer. In 
the morning I took a walk by the 
fea-fide, but found nothing worth 
my obfervation : It was exceeding 
hot ; but a wind which blew from 
the fea toward the fouth, was very 
refrefliing. The Caravanjerai where 
we were, lies north of the Perfian ' 
gulf, which extends itfelf from eatt- 
north-eaft, to weft- fouth- wett to- 
ward Konge , which ftands upon its 
fhore. From hence one may per- 
ceive the ifle of Kijinis in the gulf, 
at fouth- fouth-eaft, andateaft-louth- 
eaft, that of Lareek, between which 
the fhips ulually pals. The way 
from thence to GamrcnX\e% eaftward, 
and partly along the fhore. We 
travelled on in the evening, and a- 
bout a league from that place met 
Monfitur Clerk, the deputy director, 
with the treafurer ; and we arrived 
at the town about ten in the evening, 
where Monfieur Kajlelein alighted at 1 h° yu- 
the company’s houfe, and I at the ’’jj J “ r J 
houfe of one of the company’s fer- Gaferon. 
vants. Five Englijk, and two Dutch 
veflels, were then in the harbour, 

\vi 30 many others that were built in 
tHecountry. On the 8th Monfieur 
Lid, director of the EngliJIo factory, 
came to vifit Monfieur Kajlelein ; 
and I went next day to his houfe, 
where I was very well received. 

On 
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On the 18th a yacht arrived 
from Batavia, and we were informed 
Kaifaein by thofe on board, thatfhe was follow- 
r^i d<- ed by five other veiTcls. She brought 

Gum coa ^ etters ^ rorn the company, who had 
conftituted Monfieur Kafielein dire- 
ctor at Gamron , in the place of Mon- 
fieur Wichelman , who had defired 
to be difmifled from that fervice be- 
fore his death. As foon as this ac- 
count was made publick, the new 
director received the ulual congra- 
Octob. ’ tulations, the cannon belonging 
to the company were fired off, and 
anfwered by thofe of the fleet ; 
and the evening pafled in all man- 
ner of rejoicings. Our veflels alfo 
difcharged fome volleys. The next 
day the director of the Engli/h 
factory came to congratulate ours on 
his new dignity, and on the 26th 
one of the Engli/h veflels fet fail.

On the 1 2th I was feized with a The au- 
violent fever, which continued all 
that night, and increafed the next 
day. As foon as I was fenfible of 
its attack, I drank a large glafs of 
wormwood, which had been very fer- 
viceable to me two or three times be- 


out veflels failed for Ba/fura, and 
the five ihips which were expedted 
from Batavia arrived the next day ; 
and their floops came to anchor 
about noon. They were commanded 
by admiral Boer , who hoitted his 
flag on the top-matt. The Elle- 
meet was to accompany thole Ihips 
which were to fail for Surat, and 
had on board Monfieur Six , the 
company’s deputy, to adjuft the 
differences that were arifen between 
them and the people of that coun- 
try, and to remain there in the qua- 
lity of director. The baron de La- 
rix embarked in one of thofe vef- 
fels for Ifpahan, where he was alfo 
to continue as deputy to Monfieur 
Bakker the director.

Gamron conferr’d the government of Gam- 
ron upon Mamet h Alie Chan, great re- 
joycings were made for the fpace of 
3 days fucceflively, and the cannon 
of the cattles in the city were fired off, 
as likewife were thofe of Ormus , 
Larekc, and Ki/mis. This lord had 
already enjoyed that government a- 
bout eight or ten years before ; but 
he afterwards obtained that of Kir- 
man, from whence they have all their 
wool, and where is alfo a mine of 
filver. The laft governor of Gam- 


fore ; and I then walked by the fea- 
fide, in hopes that exercife would re- 
lieve me ; but was obliged to take to 
my bed at my return. In the mean 
time the director went to pay a vifit 
to the king’s new lieutenant, who 
received him with a falvo of the 
cannon that were planted before his 
houfe ; and the fame was done at 
Monfieur Kajielein’ s, when the go- 
vernor came to vifit him. 

My fever ftill continued, and 
made me delirious in the night. All 
the nourilhment I then took was 
broth, and I drank nothing but ta- 
marin water fweetened with fugar. 

I afterward became very laxative, 
which weakened me extremely. 

The fever left me in ten days, but 
it was a conliderable time before I 
could recover my ttrength. 

The Banians, or Indians , were <fj ;e nrx- 
at that time celebrating their new r year of the 
year. It is cuftomary for the cour- Indun: ” 
tiers of that nation to make prefents 
on that occafion, to the director, 
and all the officers employed under 
him, each in his order, even to the 
meaneft, to whom they give little 
pieces of ttuffi flowered with gold 
and filver ; and they likewife make 
illuminations. The director return- 
ed the vifit to the two principals,

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1705. who are very rich; and they enter- 
t/'vT'O tained him with artificial fire-works. 
Their houfe is very large, but with- 
out any manner of ornaments. 

The 2 1 ft was attended with pro- 
digious claps of thunder, and a very 
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boifterous wind, followed by fome 1705. 
rain, which proved verv ferviceable 
to the fruits ; and for which they 
returned thanks, by finging after the 
manner of the country. 




CHAP. LX. 

A defcription of Gamron. The air unhealthy 3 and 
‘very hot. The author refohes to depart from 
thence. 


Defaiption * I 1 H IS city was formerly cal- 
»f Gam- led by the name of Cam- 

roa " rang, by the Portugaefe , on account 
of the fmall cray-filh, which are 
called Gamberi, and abound there in 
great plenty. The Perfian appella- 
tion of this place is Bander -AbaJJie, 
or the port of Abas , who made him- 
felf mafter of the town, and like- 
wife of Ormus. It is computed to 
be 200 leagues from TJ'paban ; but 
it is certain that Zjie-raes is but fe- 
venty two or feventy three leagues 
from that metropolis ; and the di- 
fiance fium Zjie-raes to Gamron, 
does not exceed 13 1 leagues, which 
added to the other, make in all but 
186, as I found a fecond time in my 
return. This city is a fmall league 
in circumference : It is likewile open, 
and extends itfelf along the fea-fhore 
from eaft to weft, or from north- 
eaft to weft-fouth-weft. It has no 
confiderable buildings, and moft of the 
houies have a very mean appearance 
on the outlide. The beft are thole 
which belong to the Englifi and 
Dutch factories, that of the governor 
being but indifferent. It is very in- 
commodious for ftrangers to refide 
there: the common fort have only a 
fet of wretched huts, and even the 
Bazar itfelf is but a mean place. 
There are, indeed, four ftruftures 
which have the name of caftles ; 
but thev are low, fmall, and ruinous. 
That of the four which is fartheft in 
the ci:v, has fome pieces of cannon 
Yob II. 


to falute the fhips. The poor peo- 
ple dwell there in cottages made of 
boughs, and covered with the leaves 
of the palm-tree, of which there 
is great plenty in that city. The 
principal houfes are furnifhed with 
machines to draw and receive the 
wind. They are made like fquare 
towers of a confiderable height, and 
are accefiible to the wind on all parts* 
except the middle, which is clofed 
up. Thofe two fides, which are 
moft expofed, have two or three 
openings, which are long and nar- 
row, and thofe of the other two 
fides are lefs. There is likewife be- 
tween each opening a fmall advanced 
wall, which receives the wind, and 
turns it back into thofe apertures, 
by which means the houfes are al- 
ways rendered airy, when there is 
the leaft gale of wind. The inha- 
bitants generally take a fhort nap a- 
bout noon, and pafs the night upon 
the terraffes during the hot feafons, 
which would otherwile be very in- 
commodious. But when thefe are 
over, they he in chambers, as in other- 
places. Thefe towers, for the re- 
ception of wind, are very ornamental 
to the city. 

A flag is always ftreaming upon 
the houfes of the Englijh and Dutch 
India companies, and ferves for a 
fignal to their fhips. The houie 
which belongs to our company, IS houfe he - 
the moft beautiful ftruftnre in the 
city, and is built on the edge of it fqf 

U toward 
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i “*05. toward the eaft. The firft foun~ 
dation was laid tliere in 1698, by 
Mr. Hoogkamcr. , the company’s mi- 
nifter. It is very large, and furnilhed 
with fine magazines ; the chambers 
too are handlbme, and of a confi- 
derable height. There is likewife a

very magnificent and beautiful hall 
in the middle of the apartments a- 
bove, whole windows, as well as 
thole of the director’s, and his de- 
puty’s lodgings, have a prolpeCt to 
the fea, from whence thefe apart- 
ments are refrefhed with the mod: 
agreeable air in the world : But this 
houfe is not finifhed as yet. 
j'Jecvof I drew the city from one of our 
tie city, barks, the large velfels lying at too 
great a didance. The reader will 
lee the rtprefentation of it in plate 
187, and the whole is diftinguilhed 
by numerical figures. 1. The go- 
vernor’s houfe.

lie imy- The Europeans are buried in a traCt 
ir.ttp.ue of ground to the north of the city; 
ropeans"" an ^ ^ ls filled with lofty tombs co- 
vered with domes. One need not 
be furprifed at the great number of 
them, fince the air is very unheal- 
thy, and the exceffive heats carry off 
a vaft multitude of people. But 
nothing is more pernicious than the 
burning fevers, which are there more 
common than in any other place, and 
frequently prove fatal in the lpace of 
twenty four hours. The months of 
OSfober and November are not lefs 
dangerous; for the air is then either 
very damp, or exceeding dry : The 
latter is the lead: dangerous, and the 
water is frelher, and better to drink 
than in a rainv feafon, the hu- 
midity giving it an ill flavour, and 
rendering it very unwholfome. Ca- 
mels are fent for water to Eyfien 
upon the mountains, about four 
leagues from the fea, and this is the 
wholfomeft. water in all the coun- 
try. The^ inhabitants likewife fend 
for it to hayban, which is a league 
from the city, near the fea ; but this 


latter is not fo good. We had to- 1705. 
lerable weather during my continu- 
ance there : but the heat Lifted lon- 
ger than ufual, and was extremely 
incommodious. It is iometimes in- 
fupportable ; and I have been allu- 
red, that it has even melted fealing- 
wax. In this extremity they throw 
off all their upper garments, and 
caufe themfelves to be Iprinkled 
over with water. Our interpreter 
had a well, in which he palled a 
great part of the day. Thefe im- 
moderate heats always occafton 
fevere diftempers, as I have already 
obferved, and happy are thole who 
efcape them. But even thefe are not 
exempted from great inconvenien- 
cies, of which one of the mod re- 
markable is the worms, which eat 
into the arms and legs of perfons, 
and which are not drawn out with- 
out their being expofed to apparent 
danger, by breaking them in the 
flefh. In a word, one could not 
find a more rigorous punifhment for 
malefactors than confining them in 
a place like this. One, however, fel- 
dom fails of finding fome people of 
merit and diftinCtion here ; whom 
intereft, and the hopes of railing a 
great fortune, have drawn thither, 
and whom death often fnatches a- 
way before they have attained to 
the height of their defires. 

The veflels anchor about half a SthsintH 
league from the city, from whence !:ar!l0!ir - 
fmall barks are fent to load and un- 
load them, by the aftiftance of per- 
fons appointed for that purpofe. 

The principal ifles of the Perfian jji e 0 f 
gulf are, ill that of Ormus , three Ormus. 
leagues diftant from Gamron. The 
capital of thatifle, and of the king- 
dom of that name, was formerly 
very famous among the cities of A- 
fta, for the greatnefs of its commerce ; 
it lies at the mouth of the gulf, near 
the fouth-fide of Perjia, and was 
formerly governed by a king of its 
own, under the protection of the 
Portugue/e, who demolilhed the ci- 
tadel. The Per pans, alfifted by the 
Englifb, made themlelves matters of 
it in 1622 ; nor has the city ever 
flourilhed fince. They even yet va- 
lue 
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1705. lue their caftle, into which Grangers 
are leldom admitted : Nor are even 
their lliips allowed to approach it, 
for fear of giving umbrage. There 
was formerly a bed of fand near this 
ille, on which were found pearls ; 
which have fince been poifoned, as 
Ureh. i s reported. The ifle of Lareke is 
five leagues fouth-fouth-erft from 
Kifmis. Q dmron ^ an d that of Kifmis four 

leagues and a half at fouth-fouth- 
weft. This is the largeft of the three, 
and about fix or feven leagues in 
length ; it fupplies them with mod: 
of the wood ufed by the carpenters 
of Gamron, and likewife with tim- 
ber for refitting foreign vefiels which 
put in there ; it extends almoft to 
Conge , and lliips may pafs between 
them. 

Each of thefe illands has a citadel, 
but none of them are confiderable, 
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except that of Ormus. They are 1705V 
repreiented in plate 1S8 ; that of Or- 
mus is marked with A, its citadel, 
which is at the extremity of it to- 
ward the north-weft, with B ; 

Lareke with C, and Kifmis with 
D. 

The Meydrecht , one of the com- 
pany’s fhips, being ready to fail for 
Batavia , I ordered all my goods to 
be carried on board, and two days 
after embarked mvfelf, although I 
was not then fully recovered, but 
found myielf lb very weak, that I 
was fcarce able to fupport mvfelf. 

I, however, preferred the fea to 
travelling by land, which appeared 
to me more dangerous, flattering my- 
ielf that the air of the fea would be 
more healthful for me, in which I 
was not deceived. 









CHAP. LXI.

Mew- III HEN I had taken leave of 
felf yV the director, and all my 
from friends, I went on board the 25th 
<J - imron of October. We hoifted fail in the 
night-time, and fteered our coaft 
fouth-eaft by fouth, between the ifles 
cf Onnas and, Lareke. in the Per- 
jian gulf, and between the kingdom of 
Per/ui, Arabia deferta , and Felix. 
On the next day about noon, we 
( f/ c ‘d difeovered the cape of Monfandon, at 
do n ani nortn-weit by welt, and the cape 
St - J-n'.es. of St. janes at eaft by fouth, and 
at the difhnce of about five or fix 
leagues. 

On the 29th, the wind being at 
fouth-eaft, with a brisk gale, we 
law again the cape of St, "J a me s at 


eaft by fouth, and, toward the fouth, 
the illand itfelf, and north of the 
bay of wood, upon the coaft of A- 
rabia at nerth-weft by weft, and 
the bay at fouth-weft by weft ; 
and when we had advanced within 
three or four leagues of the fhore, 
we found ourfelves in 25 degrees 38 
minutes north latitude, at lixty fa- 
thom water. 

The wind changing in the even- 
ing to fouth-weft, we fteered our 
coaft eaft by fouth, the night being 
very clear. The wind increafed the 
following days, and the weather 
continuing fine, we purlued our 
voyage fouth-fouth-eaft, in order to 
reach the coaft of Arabia.

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1705. The firft of November, and the 
following days, the wind proved va- 
riable, and the lea calm. On the 
7th we came to the height of 2 1 
degrees 10 minutes north latitude, 
fleering our coaft eaft-fouth-eaft. 
The next day we advanced to 19 
dearees43 minutes, and on the 12th 
to 17 degrees 53 minutes. About 
noon a brisk gale rofe at north by 
eaft. We founded, but found no 
bottom at 100 fathom that day, nor 
for fome days alter. 

q-'le co.iji On the 15 th, at break-of-day, we 
of Mala- difcovered the coaft of Malabar, from 
tu: ' fouth-eaft by eaft to fouth-eaft, at 
feven or eight leagues diftance from 
us. We then fteered fouth-eaft, the 
wind being north-north-eaft, and 
very ftrong. We founded again, but 
without finding any bottom. Af- 
ter fun-fet, we loft fight of land, 
the air being thick and cloudy. The 
wind was tolerably calm in the night, 
and we fteered our courfe eaftward, 
and entered into the Indian fea, 
which is between the eaftern coafts 
of Africa, and thofe of Arabia , 
Per fta , and the Eajl-Indies , theifles 
of Sumatra, and Java, and other 
fmall eaftern illes, and the fouthern 
continent. 

On the 16th, the air being cloudy, 
we found ourfelves in the northern 
latitude of 15 degrees 12 minutes, 
and the 17 that 14 degrees 19 minutes. 
On the 1 8th we were becalmed, and 
had a cloudy feafon, with fome 
lightening in the night. In the 
morning the weather proved fine, 
but the wind was variable. On the 
20th there was fo great a calm, that 
we went backward rather than for- 
ward, the tide, which is very 
ftrong at weft by north, being a- 
gainft us. On the 2 2d the weather 
continued the fame, and we had ftill 
the tide againft us north-weft by weft, 
while we fteered to the north-weft. 
The weather did not change the 
next day ; and having founded in 
the night, we found from feven ty to 
fcventy five fathom water, upon a 
. greyilh bottom, mixed with fand and 
dtr/e. The next day at dawn we 
had another view of the coaft of 


Malabar, failing under the wind in 1703. 
fifty to fifty five fathom wafer 
the bottom being ftill the fame. At 
noon we were obliged to call an- 
chor in fifty eight fathom, by rea- 
fon of a calm, and the ftrength of 
tide. We were now in the latitude 
of 13 degrees 3 3 minutes, and with- 
in fight of land ; but were unable 
to diftinguifh what particular land 
it was, becaufe the weather was 
foul and very cloudy. 

The 24th fome of us imagined 
we faw the cape de Cuma at fouth- <j% e cnpe 
eaft, and I am perfuaded we were deCura3 - 
not miftaken, though others doubt- 
ed it, becaufe the water was chang’d, 
and they found no bottom. We 
ftood out to fea again that day, and 
as the wind was eafterly, and we were 
failing to the fouth, the tide carried 
us off again from the coaft, and we 
found that the fhip had advanced 
fourteen or fifteen leagues to 
weft-north-weft, and that we had 
been driven back from the fhore a- 
bove fixty leagues. 

The 25th, the weather being clou- 
dy, we were furprifed by a great 
calm, and came about fun-let with- 
in three or four leagues of the point *Tke part 
of Anchediva at eaft by fouth, and ^A nche " 
toward morning, within five or fix 
leagues of Onor, likewife at eaft by Onor.

I preferved a fmall one in fpirits, and 
the reader will find it exhibited in 
plate 190. 

jfea-mtn- We alfo frequently faw on the fide 

ft" of our fhip, a fifh which the failors 
call the Devil, or fea-monfter. It 
is a large flat fifh, very like a turbot, 
and has a great deal of the tafle, 
as they told me, but is not quite fo 
large, nor fo long. His wings, or 
fins, are always expanded, and from 
his tail iflues out a long narrow 


ftreamer, which in the fea appears 1 70 5. 
white, and in its motion refembles the 
undulation of a ferpent.The reft of his 
body is brown, intermixed with white 
fpots, and is about twelve feet in 
length, and more in breadth, when 
his fins are extended. We en- 
deavoured to hook him with a 
harping-iron, but could not fucceed, 
though he appeared two or three 
times at the head of our fhip. Our 
captain allured us, that he had 
ftruck feveral times at one, but that 
he always made the harping-irons 
fly back with great violence, and 
without receiving any wound. Some 
of thefe fifh are reported to be large, 
and ftrong enough to over-fet a 
fioop. 

We came within a fmall diftance author 
of Cochin the 3d of December , and arrives at 
anchored in the evening in fix fa- Cochin - 
thorn and a half water, at the diftance 
of a league from the city. The gates 
were then fhut ; but were foon opened 
to us ■, and we went to wait upon the 
governor, to whom our captain de- 
livered the letters he had received 
for him. He favoured us with a 
very civil reception, and obliged us 
to fup with him ; he likewife prefied 
me to accept of a bed at his houfe, 
but I excufed myfelf, chufing ra- 
ther to lodge with my fellow-tra- 
vellers.

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1705. This city, which lies in ten de- 
CrsrO grees of north latitude, is the capital 
of an antient kingdom of that name, 
and had formerly a bifhop: It is fi- 
tuated in the eaftern part of Afia , 
near the coaft of Malabar , which 
extends itfelf partly from fouth 
to north. It has a high mountain 
in the eaftern part of it, and the 
foil is very fertile and pleafant : A 
continual fpring flourifhes there, and 
the ground is always enamelled with 
every kind of flowers, as has been 
obferved by the famous Antonides. 

Malabar was formerly fubjedt to 
an Emperor, whofe dominions ex- 
tended from cape de Komeryn , as far 
as_ Mangeloor , on the frontiers of 
the kingdom of Chanara : But I 
found in the memoirs left by the go- 
vernor of Rede to his fuccelfor, that 
this powerful empire, which for- 
merly contained four millions leven 
hundred thoufand men fit to bear 
arms, was, after the death of the 
laft emperor, divided into thirteen 
or more kingdoms, governed by the 
principal men of the empire. The 
chief cf thefe princes is the fovereign 
of Cochin , delcended in a diredt line 
from Ckeram-Pcrimal. , and from the 
great Samorin. 

As I made but a fhort ftay in that 
country, I could not inform myfelf 
of any other particulars, except only 
that the flat part of the country is 
watered by many navigable rivers, 
fome of which are very large. 

The governor entertained us this 
day at dinner, and we em- 
barked in the evening with much 
difficulty, by reafon of the violence 
of the waves, which beat continual- 
ly againft the rocks. We fet fail in 
the night, and there fell a heavy 
rain, accompanied with thunder and 
lightening ; after which we difco- 
vered fome high mountains about 
two leagues diftant from us, while we 
fleered fouth-eaft. Toward the next e- 
veningwe were again threatened with 
a ftorm, and were obliged to furl 
the fails. We advanced an hour be- 
fore night, near the cape deKomeryn , 
when the weather grew fine again ; 
but the wind changed, and continu- 
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ed againft us all the next day. It 1705. 
rained part of the night; and we ^"v"^ 
doubled the cape on the 8 th in the 
morning, the wind being at north-eaft, 
and we loft fight of it in the afternoon, 
fleering to eaft-fouth-eaft, and to 
fouth-eaft by eaft. In the night we 
were furprized by a calm. How- 
ever, we continued our courfe every 
day with a changeable wind, and y^Cei- 
difcovered the ifle of Ceilon the 10th Ion. 
in the morning, with a high moun- 
tain in form of a fugar-loaf, which 
is called the Peak of Adam. This Adam’* 

J n f 1 

peak is vifible only at fome particular ea 
times, becaufe it is involved in clouds, 
which defcend even to the bottom of 
it. The reader may fee a reprefenta- 
tion of it in the following plate. 

We caft anchor at eight in the 
evening, in thirty nine fathom wa- 
ter, and hoifted fail again the nth 
at break of day, fo that we advanced 
in a fhort time within fight of the 
city of Gale , but were not able to 
arrive at it till the evening, by rea- 
fon of a calm, which obliged us to 
caft anchor a league and a half on 
this fide of it in l'eventeen fathom 
water. The next morning, our 
captain failed in the floop to the 
city, in order to deliver the letters 
he had in charge. We weighed 
anchor about ten, but the wind be- 
ing againft us, and very ftrong, we 
could not get into the harbour. 

When any fhip approaches the Rocks. 
bay of Gale, a cannon is fired every 
half hour, to give notice to the pi- 
lots to come on board, becaufe there 
is no pafling farther without being 
expofed to apparent danger, from 
the recks which are hidden under 
water ; fome feventeen feet from the 
furface, others fifteen and twelve, and 
many lefs. I went in the evening 
to the city with the pilot, and lodged 
at an inn. The next day I vilited 
the governor, whofe name was Wel- 
ters ; and he received me in a very 
obliging manner, and offered me all 
the fervice in his power. He was 
but newly arrived from Krin, where 
he had been director. As I intended 
to continue fome time in that city, to 
refrelh myfelf, and recover mv health, 

I left 
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I left the inn, and went to lodge 
with one of the company’s fer- 
geants. It rained inceflantly till the 
17th, tho’ it had continued above 
two months, and the preceding year 
had been exceeding dry. But the 
weather grew fine again in a fhort 
time. 

I found five of the company’s 
fhips in the port ; three of which 
returned to Holland, and two other 
veffels after arrived herefrom Bengale. 
On the 1 8 th the governor gave an en- 
tertainment to thofe who were pre- 
paring for their return to Holland, 
and above fixty perfons were prefent; 
but my ill ftate of health prevented 
me from being one of the number. 

Jurriiit About midnight there happened 
a f ac j accident. One of the men who 
had drank too freely, fet fire acci- 
dentally to one of the fhips that 
were to return, but they had the 
good fortune to quench it before the 
flame, which had already feized the 
rigging, could reach the powder, o- 
therwife the fhip, with all her tackling 
and cargo, had been inevitably de-

ftroy’d, and the others expofed to 
very great danger. 

Two of thofe fhips failed out of 
the harbour on the 20th, and an- 
chor’d in the road ; the third follow’d 
them the next day, and I took this 
opportunity to write to my friends 
in Holland. In the mean time the 
drum was ordered to beat in the 
city, to fummon the failors on board, 
upon pain of being put in irons, and 
after the cargo had been reviewed, 
they fet fail on the 24th. The fame 
day arrived a vefl'el from Amjlerdam, 
and two Englijh fhips palled by the 
port, fleering weffward. My fever 
returned then with a Diarrhea, which 
weakened me extremely. 

On Cbrijhnas-day a crocodile was A troco.it le 
taken alive, fixteen feet and a half f^enahvt 
in length, and five and a half in 
breadth. We were allured that he 
had devoured thirty two perfons 
upon that coaff, belide feveral 0- 
thers whom he had doubtlefs de- 
flroy'd in different places. They 
had often given him chace, but to 
no purpofe till then. After they had 

Y killed 
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1 70-5. killed him, they dragged the body 

'-/'V'sJ to the governor’s houfe, from whence 
he was fent to the fnrgeons of the 
hofpital to be diffecled. My curio- 
fity drew me thither to fee the in- 
fide of that monfter, and examine 
whether he had not in his body 
fome remains of any human crea- 
ture. And we accordingly found the 
trunk, arms, and legs of a man, to- 
gether with the skull, feet, and 
hands, and a prodigious quantity of 
fat, which is ufed as a medicine, and 
is laid to be excellent for the palfy, 
and all relaxations of the nerves, and 
likewife for rheumatifms. 

l^nofXt ^ * s P reten< ^ e< ^ that there are 

Asivtai. fome places where thefe animals are 
not injurious to any. When they 
lay their eggs, they place them in 
a hole in the ground, where they 
are hatched by the heat alone. As 
foon as they are opened, the parent 
crocodile appears, and fwallows 
down all the young ones that chance 
to run into her mouth : the reft 
lump into the water. There are 
fome as big again as that lam de- 
lcribing. They have no tongue, fo that 
when they open their mouth, one 
perceives a frightful cafm. When 
they are upon land, on a Tandy foil, 
they run wfith fuch a prodigious fpeed 
that a man cannot efcape them by 
flight ; but upon a hard and ftony 
ground they are not fo fwift, be- 
caufe the bottom of their feet is ex- 
ceeding tender. They devour cattle 
without any difficulty, and even a 
wild ox, and their teeth are fo long, 
that they grind their horns to pow- 
der. But their eggs are fcarce big- 
ger than a pullets, and are altogether 
as white. Their yard is but fmall 
in proportion to their bulk, and is 
flit at top with a kind of fmall 
tongue beneath. They dry’d that 
of this crocodile, as a prefent for 
me, and gave me one of the te- 
fticles, which had a fmell fomething 
like amber, I likewife received 
from them a bottle of the greafe of 
that monfter. 

llZTa. They lake thefe cr °codiles with a 

ktr.git. f ir § e hook faftened to a skain of 
forty or fifty ftrong threads, which 


infinuate themfelves between the 170^. 
monfter’s teeth in fuch a manner as 
renders him unable to difengage 
himfelf, or break his hook, which 
penetrates as far as the ftomach, 
and faftens there ; but if the hook 
were to be fixed to a thick cord or 
chain, the crocodile would eafily 
bite them in funder. Thefe threads 
ferve alfo to conceal the hook. 

Thefe monfters are alfo found in 
the ponds in the ifle of Ceilon, and 
other parts of the Indies. There is j no the* 
another manner of deftroying them, manner of 
and even of preferving them for a 
fliew to the people, which is this : m 
They take a very dry tube, three 
or four feet in length, which they 
fill with quick lime, and fallen to 
a dead pullet ; the crocodile, as foon 
as he perceives it in the water, ne- 
ver fails to fwallow it. But when 
it has remained in his body for the 
fpace of twenty four hours, the wood 
burfts, upon which the fire flies a- 
bout, and then burns, and confumes 
him, fo that when he is thus filled 
with fire, which continually preys 
upon him, he leaps out of the wa- 
ter, and expires in an inftant. 

One may judge of the flrength 
of thefe crocodiles by the efforts J lre *S t *- 
they make after they are caught with 
a hook, and have been opened, in 
order to take out their entrails, fince, 
even in that condition, they rife a- 
gain, and frequently run twenty or 
thirty paces. I was told, upon this 
occafion, that about fourteen years 
ago, the crew of a fhip, called ‘The 
King of Bantam , took a * Haai, * A large 
that had forty five little ones in its 
belly, which, when it was opened, ZJrs men. 
came out, and began to fvvim in a 
veffel of water prepared for that 
purpofe, and that the leaft of thefe 
fifli was larger than a Merlan. 

I ought to take notice here, that^ /r4 ”^ 
they prefented me with two large m 
bottles filled with various forts of a- 
nimals preferved in fpirits; among 
which were little crocodiles, young 
fea-lizards, cameleons, fcorpions, 
millipedes, a blind ferpent, and fe- 
veral other creatures. 


They 
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1705. They gave me likewife fome o- 
ther productions of the fea, which 
were not very confiderable. I went 
my felf, but with no great luccefs, 
to fearch along the fhore for others, 
and appointed fome perfons to do the 
fame ; but what they brought me 
was in a manner ufelefs, and among 
other things were a great number 
of ftones. I chofe what I liked 
mod; out of them, and threw away 
the reft, which they had picked up 
without much curioftty, I not being 
able to accompany thofe to whom 
I gave that employment, by reafon 
of my weaknefs. This ifland like— 
plyjlck w ife produces plants, and medicinal 
C£r£j ' herbs, which are extraordinary good, 
as the inhabitants pretend ; but 
ftrangers ought to be well acquainted 
with them. 
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I fent into the woods to feek for 1705.- 
fome of thefe productions, parti- 
cularly for an herb called Hacke- 
melle , of which they report wonders ; 
and among other particulars, that 
if one wraps up a flint ftone in one 
of its leaves, the moment any one 
takes it into his mouth the flint breaks 
into a thoufand pieces, and that the 
juice of thefe leaves is a fpecifick 
remedy for the gravel: They much 
refemble thofe of celery, only the 
leaves are tinged with a deeper 
green. I intended to extradl fome of 
the lpirits ; but not having fufficient 
time for that operation, I was ob- 
liged to content my felf with bring- 
ing away fome dried leaves, and the 
exterior buds, which are uled like 
tea, and are extremely good to bring 
down the ftone, and diffipate the 
gravel. 




CHAP. LXIII. 

The revenue which the India company receives from the ifle 
of Ceilcn. A defer iption of the city of Gale. The 
people converted to the Chrijlian religion. The habit 
of the Singales. Abundance of elephants. Cinnamon 
trees. 


T HOUGH I was offered in 
this place all manner of in- 
formation neceflary for a circumftan- 
tial defeription of the ifle of Ceilon , 
and the fatisfadlion of the readers cu- 
riofity in thefe particulars, I did not 
make any ule of them, becaufe my 
ill ftate of health, and the little 
time I had to continue there, would 
not permit me to go far up into the 
country to make any difeoveries my- 
felf, and to lee thofe pieces of anti- 
quity which are faid to be there. I 
was likewife unwilling to trefpafs 
upon the relolution I had taken, not 
to relate any thing which I had 
not feen with my own eyes ; for 
which reafon I (hall content myfelf 
with mentioning the principal reve- 
nues which the company receives 
from that famous ifland. 


The mod confiderable is that pro- fie com- 
duced by cinnamon, which is better P an )' s re ~ 
there than in any other part of the r- 
world. Asfoon as the governor has ox-fland. 
dered the number of cinnamon bales, Cmnamn. 
required by the company, the Chalins , 
whofe bufinefs it has always been to 
peel off that valuable bark tor the fo- 
vereign of the ifle, fail not to fur- 
nifh him with it at a very inconfi- 
derable expence. 

The fecond revenue is, that which Areek, 
proceeds from the Areek , the trad- 
ing in which, without the com- 
pany’s permiffion, is prohibited to 
all the world. The fervants of the 
company are obliged to carry the 
rice into their magazines at a very 
reafonable price ; and they carry on 
a very advantagious trafic with the 
merchants of Coromandel, who come 

thi- 
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*705. thither for it. Befide which the 
company like wife frequently fends 
that fruit to Bcngale and Surat in 
their own fhips. 

Ctth. The third is that which ariies 
from the fale of the coarfe cloth of 
Madura and Coromandel, , which are 
fold as they come from the manu- 
facturer, without being whitened ; 
and this commodity produces a con- 
liderable profit. 

Elephants. The fourth arifes from the fale of 
elephants, which are brought from 
Columbo and Maturan , as well as 
from the kingdom of Jajfnatnam, 
where they are fold very advanta- 
gioufly to the natives of Golcondo , and 
the other Moors. 

The nan- The elephants, which are taken 
tranfport- in the countries of Columbo and Ma- 
infr thofe turan were formerly tranfported, 
animals. w j t j 1 muc h difficulty, in the com- 
pany’s fhips, to Jajfnapatnam. But 
they have found out, feme years 
fince, the fecret of cutting a paflage, 
for near fifty leagues, through a very 
thick and wild wood, from Ne- 
gomb through the country of Kandee , 
as far as Jaffhapatnam. This dif- 
ficult undertaking was accomplifhed 
by the affiftance of the natives, who 
have at length performed it at a fmall 
expence. 

The capture of thefe elephants 
is alfo performed by the inhabi- 
tants of the country, under the di- 
rection of the company’s officers. 
If I had ever had an opportunity 
of being prefent at one of thefe ex- 
ploits, I fhould not have failed to 
have given a particular account of 
it. But as I have never been an 
eye-witnefs to it, I fhall content my 
felf with faying, that feveral perfons 
worthy of credit have affined me, 
that in one finglechace they have often 
taken, in the country of Columbo , 
near 160 elephants, and fometimes 
more. 

Pearl p- I might here like wife mention the 
fiery. advantage which accrues to the com- 
pany from the pearl fifhery which 
is carried on in that ifland, and 
in the dependant countries, as well 
at 'Tutucon n , upon the coaft of 
Madura , as in the gulf of Arippo, 


under the government of Mannaer. 1705. 
But as that revenue is altogether un- 
fettled, and produces fometimes more, 
fometimes lefs, I cannot give an ex- 
aCt account of it. However, as they 
are continually fiffiing in one or o- 
ther of thefe places, it is not to be 
doubted, that the company find 
their account in it. I have before 
me fome pieces which might autho- 
rife me to fpeak more exactly j for 
I have made it a maxim with my- 
felf, not to mention any particular 
of which I have not a certain know- 
ledge. I fhall therefore only fay, 
that the principal revenue which the 
company receives from this fifhery, 
refults from a tax laid upon the^^ 
ftones which are ufed for that pur- pones. 
pofe j every diver who works there, 
being obliged to have one, to make 
him fink to the bottom of the wa- 
ter. Each bark contains more or 
lefs the largeft of them are from 
fixteen to twenty pound in weight, 
and the fmaller weigh about fix or 
eight pound : So that when that fifh- 
ery fhall be brought to perfection, 
and they can employ 450 veflels, 
the profit will be very confider- 
able. 

The Parruwas, who are thofe y he Par . 
that profefs the Roman religion, pay ruwas. 
feven rix-dollars for each ftone ; the 
inhabitants of the country nine and 
a half, and the Moors and Mohamme- 
dans twelve ; a cuftom introduced by 
the Portuguefe, and continued by the 
company. 

I fhall now proceed to a defcrip- a defer ip- 
tion of the city of Gale , which is 
rendered very ftrong by its fituation, c ‘ 
being furrounded on the fide next the 
fea, with fhelves of fand and rocks 
which render it inacceffible, with- 
out the affiftance of pilots from the 
port, which forms a half-moon in 
the eaftern part of the city, and 
is well provided with cannon. It 
has alfo ftrong walls, and good en- 
trenchments cut into the rock, and 
bulwarks in many of the angles, the 
principal of which bear the names 
of the fun, moon, and ftars : Be- 
tween thefe baftions are the city 
gates ; and there are fome other forti- 
fications. 
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1705. fications, namely, that of the Sail- 
ors, of Utrecht , of Venus , of Mars , 
of JEolus, and the Standard Rock. 
There is but one gate to the eaft, 
which is that on the fhore. The 
city is about half a league in its in- 
ward circumference ; for there is no 
walking round it without. It has 
fome tolerable ftreets, which are 
not paved, but covered with turf, 
and feveral of the houfes make a 
handfome appearance, particularly 
that of the governor, which is fpa- 
cious, and full of beautiful apart- 
ments : It is built upon an emi- 
nence, over-againft the company’s 
magazine, which is very large ; but 
the walls which are next the water 
are very damp, and the upper part 
of the ftrudture, which is of wood, 
is rotted and eaten by white ants, of 
which there are vaft numbers in that 
country. The entrance into this ma- 
gazine is at the city gate, and one 
end of it has been formed into a 
church, where the Hollanders per- 
form their devotion in the morning, 
and the Singales in the afternoon. 
The country adjacent to this city is 
full of gardens, fhaded with fine 
trees, and formed into beautiful al- 
leys. The mountains, which rife in 
the eaftern part of the country, are 
cover’d with woods, and from thence 
one may eafily pafs along the fhore 
to the port. Thefe woods are full 
of wild-goats, hares, and birds, but 
the market is feldom furnifhed with 
any of this food, but with refpedt 
Preview, to other provifions, it is almoft as 
well fupplied as that at Cochin , but- 
ter excepted, which is very dear, 
and far from being good. When 
any fhip is difeovered out at fea, 
a flag is hoifled upon an old build- 
ing lituated on a rock, where a 
guard is always ftationed. 

The money of that ifland is all 
of copper: The largeft fpecies of it 
amount to near two of our /o/s, and the 
fmalleft to about a denier. But the 
Dutch money is likewife current there. 
57 efdoch. They have feveral fchools for 
the Singales, who are converts to 
Cbriftianity, and good mailers, who 
are inftrudted by the minifters to 
Vol. II. 
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inform them of the articles necef- 1 70 y. 
fary to their falvation, and to give V/'-n-o 
them a good education. Thefe mi- 
nifters vifit the fchools every fix 
months, which produces a very 
good effedt. . 

Thefe Singales, who are half HMts of 
Moors, have, for their whole cloth- tfoSiw- 
ing, but one piece of linnen wound * a e5 
about them from the waift to the 
knees, all the reft of their body be- 
ing naked. The women wear this 
habit fomething longer ; it rdern- 
bles a petticoat, and is tinged with 
feveral colours. They have like- 
wife a little waift-coat of cloth, 
hanging loofe below. The better 
fort of them have two of thefe 
waiftcoats, with an ornament of 
fringe on the uppermoft j when they 
appear abroad, and go to church, 
they put on white ifockings, with 
embroidered flippeis ; but in the 
houfe their legs are without any co- 
vering, and they have wooden l'andals 
on their feet. Their heads are al- 
fo uncovered, and their hair is 
tucked up behind. Their necks 
are ornamented with a fmall chain 
of gold, to which is faftened a 
jewel, which falls upon their boiom. 

They likewife wear another larger 
chain, which hangs down to their 
petticoat. They have alfio over their 
left fhoulder a white flowered fcarf, 
or of fome other colour, which de- 
feends as far as their knees before, 
and is fhort behind. The fleeves 
of their waiftcoat flow to their 
wrifts, around which they wear 
bracelets of gold, or any other 
metal, as reprefented in plate 192. 

There are among the moft confi- 
derable of them fome MextietJ^s, 
who fpeak good Dutch. Theie are 
the off-spring of European and Moc- 
rijh parents. 

This ifland abounds with elephants, Ehfhar.u. 
as I have already obferved, and two 
hundred of them are fometimes taken 
in one chace, with fnares made of 0- 
fier, and which are extended to the 
diftance cf three leagues. Thefe 
captures are made every third year, 
after which the elephants, are fentby 
the company to Coromandel, and 

Z Surat , 
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1705. Surat , as well as to other places. 
The largeft of thefe animals are fold 
for 2000 rix-dollars ; and the others 
at a price proportionable to their 
age. 

<Th e -ima The tree hears cinnamon, 

montrse. is the moil conliderable of all thole 
that grow in the illand. The oil of 
it is produced by the flower, and 
has the confiftency of foop. It is 
likewile as white as tallow, and has 
not any fmell. It is faid to be an 
excellent remedy for chilblains. 
Monfieur Mode the treafurer, was fo 
obliging as to prefent me with a 
quantity of this production. 
ef 'thTiOe This illand of Ceilon , or Ceylan , 
*/ Ceilon. which the inhabitants call Lankaron, 
and lenarijjim, is fuppofed by Tome to 
be the Tap rebane of the antients. It 
ftretches into a large extent ; is al- 
moft round, and its fertility is very 
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great. It lies fouth- weft of the Eafl- 
Indies, north of the Indian fea, and 
fouth-eaft of the coaft of Coroman- 
del, in the gulf of Bengale. It like- 
wile comprehends feven different 
kingdoms, the chief of which is that 
of Kandee. Its mold confiderable ci- 
ties are, Kandee, Columbo , Punte- 
Gale, Zegombo, Jajfnapatnam , and 
Baticalo. 

The firft day of the year 1706, 
I went to pay the cuftoinary civili- 
ties to the governor, who received 
me in a very obliging manner. On 
the third, letters arrived from the 
governor of Columbo , with orders 
to lend away our (hip without any 
other company, though we had a- 
greed with two others to return to- 
gether to Batavia . We fet fail on 
the 5th, after having taken leave of 
the governor. 


CHAP. LXIV. 

The author'' s departure from Gale. The ifle of Engano. 
The coafl of Zillabar. The freights of Sunda. The 
authors arrival at Batavia. The civility of the 
general of the Indies. 

The au~ 'T WENT on board the 6th of feen by thole who advance toward 
flfr' A 'January, about fix in the morn- the line ; and efpecially in bad wea- 
/rowGAe. ingj at which time the treafurer came ther. The 1 8th the wind fhifted to

On the 13th at night we had a view fouth-eaft by eaft, favoured by fine 
of the north ftar before us, which weather, which lafted all the next 
was a very extraordinary circum- day ; but then changed, and continu- 
ftance, becaufe it is very feldom ed bad to the end of January. 
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I706. At the beginning of February it 
grew fine again, and we had hot 
weather, with fome calms. But 
on the 4th the wind varied, and 
the sky grew cloudy, which made 
us hope for a change ; for we great- 
ly feared the calms, which might 
have retarded our voyage for a long 
time. The wind rifing at fouth- 
weff, we continued our courfe 
fouth-eaft by eaff. The 5th, the 
wind continuing favourable to us, 
we came into 4 degrees 32 minutes 
fouth latitude, and the weather 
changed a little after, otherwife we 
might have difcovered land, fleer- 
ing continually fouth-eafl. We af- 
terward bad thick, heavy weather, 
and much rain in the night, both 
which are very ufual on the wefl- 
ern coaft of the Indies in winter. 
We, however, continued our courfe 
eafl-fouth-eafl, making little fail, 
becaufe we were near land : We at 
lafl came into 4 degrees 38 minutes 
of fouth latitude, and into the lon- 
gitude of 127 degrees 23 minutes, 
where we were driven up and down 
by ftorms till the 1 ith of the month, 
when the wind fhifted to fouth-wefl, 
from whence it blew with great vio- 
lence. About noon we found ourfelves 
in 5 degrees 3 minutes, always fleer- 
ing eafl-fouth-eafl, the weather be- 
ing wet and cloudy j we likewife 
founded, but found no bottom. We 
had feen in the evening fome white 
gulls, which, the feamen fay, is a 
fign that one is not far from land, 
becaufe they never fly far from the 
fhore. The next day we faw ano- 
ther, and proceeded in the night to 
wefl-fouth-wefl, making but little 
fail, till at length, having been tofi'ed 
about for fome time by changeable 
wind, we difcovered the ifle of En - 
gano to fouth-wefl, at the diflance of 
feven or eight leagues, and on one fide 
of us, the mountains of the high 
land of ZiUabar at north-eafl. 

We continued our courfe between 
them with great fatisfadlion, for ha- 
ving difcovered land, after we had fo 
long wifhed for that fight; we then fail- 
ed firfl to eafl-fouth-eafl, the weather 
continually changing, and being gencr- 
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ally rainy i we then fleered to fouth- 1706. 
eafl by eafl ; and at length to eaft, and 
to eafl by north : When we were about 
feven leagues from the eaflern coafi, 
the men founded,but found no bottom 
at eighty fathom. The 1 6 th we dif- 
covered high land at north-eafl, 
being about five leagues from the 
coaft, and found ourfelves toward T.e fmte- 
noon in the latitude of 6 degrees 1 - ? - 

minutes. We afterward faw the Im-. • 
perial ifl.ind, to eaft- north-eafl, at 
fix or feven leagues from the cape. 

We then directed our courfe eaft- 
ward, being favoured with very fine , 
weather, and the wind blew fo brisk- 
ly toward evening, that we approach- 
ed the ftreights of Sunda, where we 
found feveral pieces of floating 
wood, with birds upon them. We 
then fleered eaft by fouth, with 
cloudy weather, and unexpectedly <7*, 
found ourfelves on the 17th, with- P:ince ’* 
in a quarter of a league of the Prince's ’ J 
ifland. The mailer of the fhip was 
the firfl who perceived it, which 
greatly furprized him, and not 
without reafon, becaufe we fhould 
infallibly have run afhore, if the 
weather had not fuddenly cleared 
up. Two or three men, who had 
been ordered to look out carefully, 
were punilhed for their negligence 
on this occalion. We then tacked, 
about immediately to north-weft, 
and north- weft by weft, and found, 
by founding, that we were three 
leagues from the point, having been 
carried back by a flrong tide fince 
the lafl founding, eight leagues and 
a half to fouth-wefl, though we had 
been favoured by a good wind from 
the weft during the night. A re- 
folution was then taken to proceed 
without delay to fouth-wefl, while 
we had it in our power, and this 
was immediately put in execution. 

We then advanced to fouth-fouth- 
eaft, in order to double the weftern 
point, and then kept to eaft-north- 
eaft, till by fleering in this manner, 
we came about two in the afternoon 
to the farthefl point of the ifland ot 
Jtiva, where we found forty-two 
fathom water upon a bottom of 
thick fand, covered with fhclls and 

fmall 
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1706. fmall flints. The wind, by good 
fortune, favoured us, and had it not 
been for this advantage, we might 
pofiibly have been obliged to put in- 
to fome neighbouring port for two 
or three months, in order to wait for 
a favourable gale. 

qhe This {freight of Sarnia is about a 
■funck °* league and a half in breadth, within 
thirty feven or thirty eight leagues 
of Batavia ; forming apaflage from 
the Indian fea to the fouth, between 
the coaft of the ifland of Sumatra 
to fouth-eaft, and the weffern fide 
of the ifland of Java, on which 
the city of Bantam is fituated. When 
we had made fome advance into 
this {freight, I drew the profpedt 
which was then prefented to me : 
The Prince’s ifland lying north of 
Java, and this latter bearing to the 
fouth, beyond which is feen another 
ifland at a great diftance, but not 
quite lo high, and the name of it 
is the New IJland. I have repre- 
fented this view in plate 193. where 
the Prince’s ifland is diftinguifhed 
by the letter A ; that of Java by 
B, and the New IJland by C. The 
depth of water is from thirty to 
forty fathom in this {freight ; but 
failors cannot find any bottom at the 
entrance on the other fide, to the 
north of the Prince’s ifland, where 
the {freight opens to a great breadth. 
At fun-fet we continued our courfe 
eaft-north-eaft, about three quarters 
of a league from land, the wind being 
north-weff, but blowing very mode- 
rately, and the tide was alfo againft 
us. The wind changed in the 
night, after which we were becalm’d, 
and had fhowers of rain. The wea- 
ther likewife continued thick for 
fome days ; but this did not pre- 
vent us from proceeding to the fourth 
point, which lies north-eaff about 
two leagues from Krackatouw. Some 
fifhermen of that coaft advanced to- 
ward us, and we lent out our flOop 
in order to be fupplied with fome 
refiefhments from them. Some of 
them came on board, and brought 
us feveral Pamfes, a fpecies of fmall 
flat-filh, together wirh fome Maf- 
bankers , another little flat-fifh, which 
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is none of the beft . They furnifhed 1706. 
us likewife with feveral forts of 
fruits, and, among the reft, Kaffirs, 
which are round, and red, and very 
like fea-chefnuts, only they are 
fmaller than thofe, and covered with 
prickles. This fruit grows in larg& 
clufters, like grapes, with fmall 
ftalks ; they have alfo a large kernel, 
which refembles a plumb-ftone, and 
the flavour has a fweetnefs tempered 
with acidity, which is not difa- 
greeable to the tafte. They brought 
us alfo another fort of fruit called 
Lanfe, which is very round, and its 
colour an intermixture of yellow 
and red, not unlike an Abricot , and 
it grows in the manner of grapes : 
befide thefe, our fifhermen fupplkd 
us with young Areeks , and Betelsbla- 
deren , or leaves of the betel, of which 
I {hall treat more largely in my 
defcription of Batavia. The 19th we 
had unfettled weather, and fleered our 
courfe north by eaft, and to north- 
north-eaft, and the wind and tide 
being againft us, obliged us to an- 
chor about noon in twenty fathom 
water. We, however, foon fet fail 
again with a favourable wind, bear- 
ing to north-north-eaft, and to north- 
eaft by north ; but did not continue 
long in this courfe. We caft an- 
chor again on this fide the point of 
Bantam , which lay north-eaft by 
north, at the diftance of a league 
and a half. The wind changed fre- 
quently in the night, and abundance 
of rain fell. We failed again in 
the morning, and continued our 
courfe to north and north by eaft, 
in nineteen, twenty two, and twen- 
ty three fathom water ; but were 
obliged to come to anchor again a- 
bout noon, in fight of feveral high 
iflands. In the afternoon, the wind 
fhifting to fouth* weft, w f e came about 
evening into the latitude of the point 
of Bantam , at north-eaft by north, 
being then about two leagues from 
land. We then caft anchor again, 
not daring to advance amidft the 
darknefs of the night, left we fliould 
run upon one of the iflands ; we 
had likewife much thunder and 
lightening. The 2 1 ft, the wind 

blew 
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1706. blew agaiuft us at north-eaft, and 
the tides were fo ftrong, that we 
found it impoflibie to advance. In 
the morning we were fupplied by a 
bark from Java, with fruity and 
a parcel of lean chickens. We had 
the point of Bantam to the north- 
eaft, and the ifle called "Topper s-hcedt- 
je, at north-eaft by north, about 
a league and a half from us. In the 
afternoon, the wind fluffing to the 
fouth-weft, we let fail again with a 
favourable tide, and fleer’d our ccurle 
north-eaft by north. We came in 
the evening to the point of Xarac- 
katouw, which was about a league 
and a half from us to the north- 
north-eaft, and about two leagues 
from the ifle of Toppers-hoetd-je. As 
foon as it grew dark, we perceived 
fome fires upon land, and had feve- 
ral fkfhes of lightening. About 
ten o’ the clock we were becalmed, 
and obliged to caft anchor in twenty 
feven fathom water, but that calm 
was immediately followed by a vio- 
lent ftorm. 

On the 22d I drew two beautiful 
profpedts, the firft of which is exhibi- 
ted in plate 194. where D marks 
out the ifle of Pajjage. E that of 
SelebeJ'e , and F the northern fide of 
the continent of the inner weftern 
coaft. The point of Bantam is re- 
prefented at the letter G, in plate 
195. together with the coaft of 'Ja- 
va at H, and the Chapeau de Bra- 
bant at I. There is likewife a view of 
all the mountains, and iflands filled 
with trees, which form a very agree- 
able profpedt. We had then the 
point of Bantam to the north-eaft, 
and the Chapeau de Brabant to the 
north- north-eaft, about a league and 
a half from us, and toward noon 
we perceived a Batavian veflel un- 
der fail, with a bark belonging to 
the company. The veflel was a 
Dutch pink, on her return to Eu- 
rope. As foon as we faw their flag, 
we hoifted oms, and fent our floop 
out to enquire after news ; fhe on 
her part fent two pilots on board us, 
who did no: flay long ; and in the 
mean time the company’s berk ar- 
rived, according to cufcem, toc-xa- 
Vol. II. 
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mine and take an account of the 1706. 
lhips which arrive in that iea. The ' 
mailer of the bark ordered the de- 
tain of our Ihip, on the part of the 
magiftrate of Batavia , to fend his 
clerk on fliore with tire company’s 
letters, upon which he immedi- 
ately obeyed, and we then let fail 
again with a wefterly wind. We 
had the point of Bunta'n at eaft by 
fouth, and the Chapeau de Brabant 
at well- fouih- weft : Advancing in 
thirty two fathom water, about e- 
1-ven at night, we anchor’d in fif- 
teen fathom, beyond the point of 
Bantam, 18 leagues from Ectasia. 

The 23d at break of day we heifted 
fail again, the wind being at weft- 
north-weft, and blowing with a 
brisk gale. We then difeovered the I 
gulf of Bantam, which extends it- 
felt to a great length. 

On one fide of this gulf we had a 
view of Long- Jf. and, which we left 
on the right. We had alfo a pro- h ' : J 
fpedt of the blue mountain, which 
is very high : This is represented in 
plate iq6. in which Long-Id and. c- l ' : ‘ n J'' 1 ' 
therwile called Pen-Panjang , is ex- 
hibited at K, the blue-mountain 
at L, the gulf of Bantam at M, and 
the point of Bantam at N. We pai- 
fed by that city, in which we could 
partly diftinguifh the higheft build- 
ings. We had Baby to the north- 
north- weft, at the diftance of about 
a league and a half, and we fleeted 
with a wind from north-weft, and 
from fouth-weft, to eaft-north-call, 
and eaft by fomh, in ten, twelve, 
and fifteen fathom water. This 
part of the fea has feverai iflands, 
where we were often obliged to an- 
chor by reafon of the calms. At 
laft we approached Batavia the 
24th. The commander Brener 
came to meet us in his bark, and 
brought me the agreeable news 
that I was expedled by the govern- 
or-general,' Monllcur de Ilocru, 
who bad received notice of my com- 
ing by letters from Monfieurf/ 
burgo- mailer of Anjlerdam. 

The commander ofleud me a 
callage in his baik to tire cip', when: ' ft s pp~ 
we arrived about ten, and were 

A a formed 
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1706. formed that the governor was gone 
to pals the day at a country feat. 
M. de Geerlagb was fo good as to 
lend me his charriot to carry me 
thither: The way to it was ex- 
ceedingly agreeable, being bordered 
with trees, and pleafure-houfes on 
each fide. The houfe to which I 
went was not above half a league 
from the city. I met with good 
company there, and the governor in 
particular received me with open 


arms, and invited me to dine with 1706. 
him. In the evening we all re- 
turned to the city, and I lodged in ifftiT" 
the caftle with him. He gave me Tsr.e. - 
a packet of letters, in which there 1 ? 1 ' lie ' 
was one from the burgo-mafler Wit- 
Jen , dated the firft of May 1705. 

After lupper I was conducted to my 
apartment, where I immediately 
went to bed, being much fatigued, 
and indifpol'ed.

M Y indifpofition increafed to 
fuch a degree, as obliged me 
to keep my chamber. M. Brower , 
the company’s full phylician, attend, 
ed me, by order of the governor- 
general, and gave me hopes of re- 
covering my health in a few days ; 
nor was he deceived, for he had 
fuch good fuccefs, that I was in a 
condition to walk out the beginning 
of March. I had not the ier.ll re- 
lifh either for wine or beer f.nce my 
ficknefs at Gamro n, and had drank 
nothing but water, and fometimes a 
little brandy. But the refreshments 
with which I was now fupplied, re- 
covered my appetite, and I began 
to paint feveral Indian fruits, which 
afforded me an agreeable amufe- 
menr. As foon as my health was a 
little improved, I went to vilit M. 
Outjhcorn , who formerly had been 
governor-genera! of the Indies, and 
he received me in a very obliging 
manner. He was about Hvcnty 
years eld, and veiy healthy and vi- 
gorous lor his age* He had like- 
wife exercifed that important charge 
for the fpace of thirteen years, ar.d 
then quitted with no other view 


than to pafs the reft of his life in 
peace and tranquility. I had a long 
converfation with him, which pro- 
ved very fatisfadory to us both, and 
he made me proinife to vifit him. 
frequently, and fhow him all the cu- 
riofities I had then in my poffeffion. 

I afterward vifned M. de Riebeek, 
diredor-general of the company, and 
the general de Wilde, together with 
feme members of the council of the 
Indies ; as alfo M. Garjin, firft fe- 
cretary to the company, who all 
received me with great civility ; and 
efpeeiallv my old friend M. Hoog- 
kamer , who had formerly been am- 
baffadcr to the court of Perjia, and 
was then vice-prefident of the ccnncil 
of juftice ; and I took this opportunity 
to renew my acquaintance with that 
gentleman. 

Some days after I went to pay a 
vifit to M. de Roy, major cf the ci- 
tadel, where I found four men, 
whom a ftiip, called the Pi ».con y 
had taken from the Jbuthcrn ecu ft, s-.-.-.-.-i of 
with two or three women, who 
were permitted to enjoy their lioer- 
ty. Thole lavages , who were fix 
in ali, had been brought to Batavia, 

from 
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1706. from whence two of them efcaped, 
and the other four remained in the fer- 
vice of the company, who fent them 
aboard their fhips in order to learn 
our language, and that fome ac- 
count might be obtained from them 
of their own country, to which they 
were intended to be fent back alter 
they had made thofe dilccveries 
which were then wanted. They 
were treated in this manner, that 
they might have an opportunity of 
reprelenting the humanity of the 
company to their fellow natives, 
and to induce them to engage in a 
commerce with cur nation ; for rill 
then they had never permitted 
llx-angers to enter their country, and 
the (hip of which I have been (peak- 
ing, was the firfl: that ever arrived 
on that coaft. 

Thefe favages had fomething fo 
peculiar in their air, that I had an 
inclination to paint one with his 
bow and arrow in his hand, agree- 
ably to their manner, and as may 
be feen in plate 197. They have 
no other covering than a flight 
cindture of cloth round their waift, 
and which hangs down a little be- 
fore : They have alfo a fmall ivo- 
ry bracelet round their left arm. I 
took one of their bows, and feveral 
arrows which I have kept by me. 
Thefe latter are made of cane, fome 
larger than others, and have a great 
manv points which render the 
wounds they make very dangerous ; 
but their extreme flendernefs prevents 
them frem flying very far. 

J'cjere Several Ctincje were executed a- 
fmijhnthi bout that time, and tw o of thofe 
unhappy wretches had their fidh 
toin off with red hot pincers ; af- 
ter which they were broken upon 
the wheel. 

The former governor fent me his 
chariot to convey me to a pleair.re- 
houlc which he had without the 
city. I pa (Ed fome hours there 
very agree J/.y, and (hewed him part 
of the" defig.is I had taken in Fer- 
fc, with winch he iccmed very 
* well iatisfied. In the evening Ire- 
turned to Bc’U'lVUI, and on the 30th 
o i March a galley called the JSoiJttt 
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fet fail from thence with the com- 1706. 
pany’s letters. I took this opportu- 
nity to write to my friends. 

I nad already painted feveral Ipe- f,m<. 
cies of fruits, which the reader will 
find exhibited in plate 198, where 
A ia a certain fruit called Frcetc 
Kafri , the flavour of which is iweet, 
and the colour a beautiful red ; it 
has likewiie a great refemblance to 
the fea-chdiiat, and the tree bears ve- 
ry large leaves. B a fruit called Man- ■ 
guflanghSy which has an agreeable 
fweetnef$,and is iikewife very lalutary: 

The fize of it is equal to that of a 
China orange : It is alfo white with- 
in, and cover’d on the cutflde with a 
chefnut brown. C reprefents two 
Gojaves ripe and open ; the fruit is Goj.n-a. 
red within, and it refembtesa water 
melon. On one flde are exhibited 
others of this fpecies, which are 
fmall and green, together with their 
leaves. This fruit is certainly very 
pleafant, and is about two inches in 
diameter when ripe. D reprefents 
another fruit called Klappcr Royal, 
the juice of which is very pleafant, 
and there are feveral forts; this is 
properly the cocoa-nut, which is a- 
bout the fize of a melon, and has a 
white pulp within, which adheres to 
the (hell, and is good to eat. E is 
placed at a fruit called Froete Rcitcm, F* c teR;t - 
which is very grateful to the tafte, t - tn - 
and much efteemed ; it has iikewife 
a bright violet colour, fpotted with 
brown. F exhibits an orange cal- 
led Piepienje, or rather a large cu- Papjenje. 
cumber, with its bloflom and leaves. 

G a red and white Jamboes, with 
its foliage;this fruic much refembles a 
peach in its flavour ; and on the fine or 
it are drawn two of a fmaller kind. 

A in plate 169, marks out a frmt 
called Famati, the coat cf which re- SheU 
fembles a (hell. This fruic is beau- 
tifully tinged with red on the out- 
fide, and full of kernels like a cu- 
cumber ; its flavour is Iikewife a- 
greeabie, efbecialiy in fauces. B an 
A'inona , whole outfide is grey and A.v.i 
rough while the fruit continues un- 
ripe, but it afterwards a, Hunts a 
violet colour, and is fomething lar- 
ger than an orang-- ; the iiu'cur of 

this 
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1706. this fruit is agreeable enough. The 
leaves are about the length of one’s 
linger. C reprefents a large citron 
full of a delicious juice, inclofed in 
a very thin rind. D exhibits two 
mode's' Pompclmoefes , one large and entire, 
the other opened. This Iruit is red 
within ; bat there a.re - fome of a 
white hue, and which have fewer 
kernels. Its flavour and feent re- 
femble thofe of a China orange ; it 
is lhaped like a melon. E repre- 
fents a fweet and pleafant fruit, cal- 
TUfr.ng. led Pjc/ang, which the inhabitants 
peel like a fig : It has a green tindfure 
before it is ripe, but this deepens in- 
to a yellow when the fruit has at- 
tained its due maturity. It is about 
five inches in length, and at the top 
rifes a flower blended with violet 
and red, and which falls when the 
fruit is ripe. The ftalk produces 
another flower a foot and an inch in 
length, and five inches in diameter. 
This flower is tinged with a violet 
colour, intermixed with red and 
blue. The leaves of the tree which 
bears this fruit are about two fathom 
in length, and one in breadth ; they 
likewile glow with a deep red on 
one fide 5 and between them and the 
flowers from whence the fruit 
fprings, one fees a profufion of c- 
ther long flowers, fome yellow, ci- 
thers blue and red ; and they form a 
moll agreeable view. The trunk 
of the true is not above three fa- 
thom high, but the thicknefs of it 
is very confiderable. The rind is 
full of fap, and they flew the infide 
like cabbage. 

Chinefc I went about this time to fee a 
comedies, theatrical performance in the Cki~ 
nefe manner : The ftages are eredted 
in the ftreer, and front the houfes of 
thofe who give thefe entertainments, 
or contribute to the expence on that 
occafion. I obferved in the velfi- 
ble of one of thfe houfes, a large 
high table covered with all forts of 
provifions, finely difpofed, as well 
wild-fowl as fifli, and among the rdf 
a hog’s head fplit. There were like- 
wile confections, and other delica- 
cies, on one fide of which were a 
great number of round flat loaves 


heaped up one upon another. A lit- 1706: 
tie higher (for this table had the form 
of an altar) were all forts of fruits, 
embelliihed with flowers, and be- 
fore the table a man {food in the ha- 
bit of an ecclcfiaftic, with an open 
book in his hand, adorned with ve- 
ry extraordinary figures ; the place 
was likewile finely illuminated: 

The perlon I lalf mentioned fre- 
quently threw pieces of copper on 
the ground, and then reamed his 
reading. He was likewile joined by a 
fecond adtor, who made feveral mo- 
tions, which leaned to expreis fome 
of their facred ceremonials, and 
gave me reafon to believe, that the 
piece they were then perlorming had 
an intermixture of religious worlhtp. 
However, as they all continued li- 
lent, I went to another theatre, 
where the performance was already 
begun. This llrudture refembled the 
other, but was not altogether fo 
magnificent. Eight or ten adfors ap- 
peared upon the Ifage in comic ha- 
bits, and among the relt two wo- 
men, who alternately fung and fpoke. 

Every one of thefe perfons uttered 
foliloquies at particular intervals, 
with extraodinary geltures and con- 
torfions of body : The performance 
clofed with a circular dance, and 
the adfors retired in good order, mo- 
ving to the mufick of their own in- 
lfruments. Among c-ther things 
were feveral bafons, which they 
Ifruck one againlf another, agree- 
ably to the manner pradtifed at If- 
pahan ; thefe were accompanied with 
a clang of lefler bafons, intermixed 
with the modulation of foft flutes, 
and the theatre was illuminated with 
Chinefe lamps and candles. When 
I went from thence, I returned to 
the place from whence I came, and 
where the performance was alfo be- 
gun. The adtors were more nu- 
merous, and the theatre was likewile 
larger than the other. Th^le repre- 
fentations are exhibited in moll parts 
of the city, and continue all night ; 
fome beginning fooner in the even- 
ing, others later, and they con- 
tinue from the beginning ot March 
to the end of /hfiril. They vepte- 



1706. fent the adventures and hiftory of 
the antients, as well in tragedy 
as comedy, as is the practice a- 
mong us ; and I was informed, that 
all the adors in thefe pieces were mai- 
dens indifguife. I have frequently 
feen performances of this nature in 
the Indies ; but am apt to think 
they are executed to more advan- 
tage in China. 

The next day the diredor- gene- 
ral Riebeek invited me to accompa- 
ny him into the country, and we 
accordingly went out of the city in 
a chariot, but afterward mounted 
on horfeback, becaufe we found the 
roads very bad. We pafled over 
part of his lands before we arrived 
fffff at his country-leat, which was about 
rofs com- a league and a half from Batavia, 
try boitfe. j f oun q the foil which lies neared: 
to the city of d : £'erent colours, and 
riling in feveral little hillocks, which 
form a very agreeable profped. All 
the lands which belonged to the di- 
redor were covered with rice, which, 
indeed of being mowed, is cut down 
at the proper ieafon, with a fmall 
fickle. As this pmdudion is fbwn at 
different times, it is ripe in lbme 
places before it is quite green in o- 
thers. He bad alfo planted a great 
number of fruit, and other trees, 
which were not yet come to per- 
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His houfe was all finifh- 1706. 
ed, except the ffables and kitchen, 
upon which they were at work eve- 
ry day. He told me that he em- 
ployed above an hundred oxen in the 
cultivation of his land, and other 
rural works. We returned in the 
evening to the city, along the river 
fide, where a great number of de- 
lightful feats are built, as in our 
country. I found myfclf very much 
fatigued at my return, being ftill 
very weak, and I began to- be 
much incommoded by the heat, as 
well as by feveral fmall pimples 
which came out all over my body. 

But this is a common diforder 
in that country ; it is even counted 
very wholfome, and I really found 
my fe If better. The worffc cir- 
cumftance which attends this dif- 
temper is, that it indifpofes one 
from fleeping ; and, indeed, it is 
impoffible for thofe who are feized 
with it to reft above two or three 
hours in a day. There is an eafy 
method of curing it, but the reme- 
dy is worfe than the difeafe j becaufe 
it expofes one to great danger, by 
driving the pimples in. My fight 
did not grow any better, fo that I 
was always obliged to life fpeda- 
cles ; but age, perhaps, might con- 
tribute very much to this defed.

j little T HAD again fome fits of my 
journey of, I f cver toward the end of April , 
*mZ%u but they did not prevent me from 
of Mr. accompanying a few friends to Mr. 
Kaitelein. eftate. He waited for us 

with a coach and two horfes at a 
fmall diflance from the city, and at 
a place called IVellevrei , a little

beyond the fortrefs of NoortwicL 
The domefticks were gone before 
to the Corps de garde of Mr. Cor- 
neille, about three quarters of a league 
from thence. This is a fquare wood- 
en building, furrounded with a quick- 
fet-hedge, and has fome refemblance 
to a fort, having a high centry-

1706. box on each point toward the plain. 

S ^~Y^ Here is commonly ftationed a guard 
of thirty or forty foldiers, command- 
ed by a lieutenant or enfign. We 
were feven in number, with three 
domefticks, guarded by five or 
fix Indians on horfeback, and eigh- 

23 alien, teen Baliers on foot armed with 
long pikes, among which were two 
ftreaked with black, and finely a- 
dorned with gold at the extremity ; 
the reft were red embellifhed with 
filver. Moft of them wore a large 
dagger at their girdle, like the Ganf- 
jaers of the Turks. Thefe Baliers 
are natives of an ifland, which lies 
to the eaft of Java, and they have 
the reputation of being the moft 
warlike people of that quarter, chu- 
fing rather to fuffer death than fhrink 
a ftep from their enemies ; forty or 
fifty ofTthem will often put to flight 
two hundred of the Indians of the 
ifle of Java. This quality is ac- 
companied with an afliduity, and 
inflexible fidelity to thofe mafters 
who ufe them well; for they are 
not to be treated with feverity. 
When we had proceeded about half 
a league on our journey, we came to 
the fuggar-mills of a Cbineje named 
Tanfianko, upon the great river Tfu- 
livan , or the river of women, which 
in fome places is eight or ten fa- 
thoms wide, and in others not a- 
bove two. We dined there in a ve- 
ry agreeable houfe, with a hand- 
fome garden belonging to it, and 
continued there till three o’clock. I 
here found fome butterflies of a fur- 
prifing beauty, and have preferved 
a dozen of them. We had fent a- 
way our domeftics and horfes before 
us, that they might pafs the river 
before our arrival there, in order 
to gain time, and we followed with 
three chariots, each of which was 
drawn by a buffalo, which we were 
obliged to change three times in an 
hour, the ways were fo very bad 
and rugged. When we came to the 
river I have already mentioned, we 
were obliged to pafs over it in little 
boats, made of the bark of a tree,

country- Kajtelein s country feat at Se- 


ring-fing. It is fituated upon the 1706, 
declivity of a point which projects 
from a hill, and from whence one 
enjoys a full view of the great river. 

This point much relembles an am- 
phitheatre ; the feat upon it is en- 
tirely built of wood, very neatly 
compacted together, and railed upon 
a good foundation of ftone, which 
advances three feet above the ground. 

This fitpation was chofen in order to 
preferve the building, and fecure it 
from rotting, and being infefted with 
white ants. The houfe is two fto- 
ries high, the firft of which is in- 
habited by the domeftics, and is u- 
fed as a confervatory for all the pro- 
vifions : The fecond ftory is refer- 
ved for the mafter of the houfe ; and 
it contains a fine hall, with a fmall 
apartment on each fide; together ' 
with a large one fronting the en- 
trance into the court. Under this 
is a room furnifhed with feats, for the 
ufe of the fervants; and over it is 
a place open at the top, and glazed 
on the fides, for the ufe of thofe who 
play on Baliers, which inftruments I 
fhall hereafter deferibe. This edifice is 
fquare, and furrounded with wood 
painted green. On each of its fides 
is another building, one of which 
ferves for a kitchen, and has like- 
wife two fmall chambers for the 
flaves. The other is the magazine, 
where the rice is depofited ; and it 
has likewife two fmall chambers for 
the fervants. Behind the maga- 
zine is a large hen-houfe, and a 
ftall for cattle. There is likewife 
a fpacious yard for poultry, furround- 
ed with a quick-fet hedge, and a fine 
gate is intended to,, be built at the 
entrance into this place. On the 
right of this yard, is a piece of 
ground covered over, for the accom- 
modation of paffengers with a ftiel- 
ter ; and the chariots and other car- 
riages are likewife fet up here. The 
garden is on the eaft-fide of the 
houfe, and has a delcent of thirty- 
fix feet toward the river ; together 
with thirty fix fteps divided into 
three flights : The firft confifts of 
fourteen fteps, and is furnifhed with 
feats for the conveniency of thofe 

who 
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1706. who have an inclination to reft 
^ v-v^' thetnfelves. The fecond has twelve 
fteps, the feats like thofe of the for- 
mer ; and the third has ten, at the 
bottom of which is a paffage over 
a little bridge, to a place of eafe- 
ment on the river. Thefe fteps are 
railed on each fide in a very elegant 
manner. There is likewife another 
defcent, like that already defcribed, 
toward the river, and onj the north- 
fide of the houfe, together with 
fteps of the fame ftrutfture with the 
other^ On the edge of the water is 
a fummer-houfe, and at the end of 
the garden a fine hall, where the 
mafter of the houfe ufually dines, 
and which commands an inchant- 
ing profpedt. There is likewife an- 
other hall raifed on pillars, upon 
the bank of the river, and from 
whence there is a communication 
with the preceding by a fmall bridge, 
handlomely railed, and a defcent to 
the river is alfo formed by a flight of 
fteps. This feat is reprefented in 
plate 200. There is a place over 
the gate, where the muficians feat 
themfelves when they perform up- 
on their inftruments, as they fre- 
quently do ten, or twelve, or four- 
teen fometimes in a band, to enter- 
tain company. Their mufick con- 
fifts in ftriking feveral bafons one a- 
gainft another, in conjunction with 
the beat of drums, and the found 
of pipes. They have alfo a kind of 
a harp, and a large tabor, which 
ferves for a bafe, and is ftruck only 
with one ftick. They, however, 
form a harmony not difagreeable to 
the ear. 

After we had been fufiiciently di- 
verted in this place, we mounted 
our horfes, in order to accompany 
our hoft to his eftate at Manpang , 
and Depok , which lie fouthward of 
the feat I have been defonbing. In 
our way thither, we pafled over fe- 
veral fields full of fugar, and Sering- 
fing , a fmall plant like a reed, from 
whence the country received its 
name, and which fhoots out even 
on the trees. We then entered a 
wood newly planted, and covered 
with fhort grais, that makes the moft 
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agreeable appearance in the world; 1706. 
it is likewife difpofed into beautiful 
alleys. When we had travelled a 
league, we came to the fource of a 
fmall river fhaded with thick trees, 
where travellers often flop to enioy 
thefiefhair, and repofe themfelves. 

Half a league from thence we en- 
tered upon the lands of Depok, in 
a valley through which the great 
river flows. I there faw two pepper Pepper 
plants, which grow round poles, or P lantt - 
green props, like beans in our coun- 
try, at the diftance of fix feet from 
one another, and the poles are about 
eighteen feet high. 

As the rays of the fun cannot 
penetrate their foliage, one may walk 
in their fhade during the greateft 
heats. The pepper Iprings out in 
clufters that refemble a growth of 
goosberries, and the grains are green 
at firft, but afterward afliime an 
orange colour, which proceeds from 
a fhell that enfolds them, and which 
peals off when rubbed in the hands, the 
pepper which then remains being of 
a white hue. I gathered a fmall 
branch from this plant, and the 
reader may fee it reprefented in plate 
201. 

After dinner we went down the 
river in a fmall canoe, and found the 
current run with great violence over 
a rocky, flinty bottom, notwithftand- 
ing the winding flow of the river. 

We arrived in two hours at Serin*- 

o 

fing, having palled by feveral cot- 
tages inhabited by Negroes. The 
banks of the river are very fteep, 
and bordered with trees : We there a,,, 
faw abundance of apes, on the 
branches, as well as on the earth, 
which was covered with them. Moft 
of thefe animals are grey, but we 
faw a few that were black. Seve- 
ral of the fame fpecies are likewife to 
be found in the woods. 

I drew two Balters , who w r ere Balter:. 
flaves to Mr. Kajlelein, with the 
drefs they wore in this as w r ell as in 
their own country. They fold pait 
of their habit, w'hich is ufually 
made of a ftriped fluff, round their 
W'aift, to which they fallen it by 
one end, and fuffer the reft to flow 

down 
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1706. down to their feet. Theupperpart 
of their attire, which is of a diffe- 
rent colour, covers their bread, and 
then defcends to their knees. They 
generally have a handkerchief in 
their hand, and their hair is plaited 
into a point on the upper part of the 
head. Their arms and feet are 
naked, as may be feen in plate 202. 
The 203 d plate reprefents them in 
the habit they wear on horfeback ; 
a black mantle being caft over their 
body, and their head covered with 
flowered linnen, and a red hat. 
They have likewife a handkerchief 
in their hand, on this as well as on 
other occaflons. 

When we had pafled fome time 
in that place, I took my leave of 
Mr. Kaftelein , who was fo obliging 
as to lend me two Haves, who were 
<The au- to b e my guides, one on foot, and 
thor’s re- the other on horleback. I again 
turns to cr ofled the river, in order to proceed 
B atavia. to Batavia, through the woods, 
which is the beft way, Sering-Jmg 
being but five leagues diftant from 
that city. At my return a blaft of 
thunder fell upon a houfe, which 
received great damage from that 
cafualty. 

rfhe au- I determined at that time not to 
Solution en g a g e myfelf any farther in the 
Indies , contrary to my firft inten- 
tion, which was to vifit all the coaft 
of Coromandel , in order to difcover 
the antiquities, cuftoms, and reli- 
gion of thofe parts. But I found my 
Self too weak for an expedition of 
that nature, and was likewife ap- 
prehenfive of a relapfe into my for- 
mer illnefs, having had lome fits of 
my fever at Sering-fing. I was there- 
fore in no condition to bear the fa- 
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tigue and inconvenience of fo long 1706. 
a voyage, and had need of reft for 
the recovery of my health, and to 
qualify me for my return by land. 

I had alfo fome other reafons, which 
fhall be mentioned by and by. 

The 30th of May, being the RejoiciKgt 
anniverfary of the taking of Batavia onthean- 
in 1619, under the conduct of ge- 
neral Koen, was celebrated by a fefti- 0 /Batavfa. 
val, according to cuftom. The go- 
vernor-general gave a magnificent 
entertainment to the members of the 
council of the Indies, and the ma- 
giftrates of the city, who were ele- 
cted that day. Two councilors of 
juftice were alfo invited, together 
with two of the principal merchants; 
four minifters, and feveral private 
perfons, among whom I was one. 

The rejoicings began on Sunday a- 
bout five in the evening. 

In the general’s court was placed 
a long table, with chairs for that of- 
ficer, and the members of the coun- 
cil of the Indies : The reft of the 
company difpofed themfelves ac- 
cording to their refpedive ranks, but 
in a ftanding pofture, tho’ there were 
feveral feats in the court. They 
drank profperity to the city, and its 
magiftrates, the cannon firing at the 
fame time from the citadel,ramparts, 
forts, the neighbouring ifles, and 
from the fhips which lay in the road. 

Part of the citizens alfo appear’d un- 
der arms, fifteen in each company, 
with colours flying, and there were 
fix of thefe companies in the whole. 

There was alfo a body of horfe, 
headed by the proper officers. The 
company at laft broke up, after they 
had partaken of a very fplendid enter- 
tainment. 
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CHAP. LXVIL ^ 

The fituation of the ijle of Edam. Remarkable fijhes. 

/I Chinefe feajl. The manner of preparing fugar, 
indigo } &c. 


T H E weather was hot and 
rainy at the beginning of 
June , and then I went to the ifle 
of Edam, about five leagues from 
Batavia. General KamphuiJ'en , to 
whom it had belonged, consigned it 
at his death to the prefent general of 
the Indies. In our paflage thither 
we met a veflfel coming from Am- 
boyna with the late governor of that 
colony, whofe name was Coyet. Our 
pilot was intruded with the dire- 
ction of affairs in the ifle of Edam y 
where (hips are fometimes obliged to 
flop, or elfe at that of * Satis-repos , 
till the arrival of new orders. He 
enjoin’d the matte rof that veflel to 
go into the road of Batavia, and 
he immediately obeyed. 

This ifle is half a league in circum- 
ference ; the fhore is covered with 
ftones and coral, and the inland part 
of the country with fruit and other 
trees. There is alfo a good pro- 
montory which flioots out into the 
lea, to a confiderable length, and 
beyond it is another, upon which 
the deceafed general built a hand- 
fome houfe with two facades, and 
a flight of Hairs on each fide. This 
was the ufual place of his refidence, 
and he took great pleafure in col- 
lecting plants, and productions of 
the fea. The fame curiofity drew 
me thither, and I had the good for- 
tune to take fome remarkable fifli, 
which I failed not to delineate, ha- 
ving provided myfelf with cloth, 
and colours for that purpofe, and 
likewife with fpirit of wine for the 
preferving thefe creatures. I took, 
among others, a fea crav-fifh of a 
furpriiing bignefs, a beautiful colour, 
and finely fpotted ; together with a 
crab near the fame fize, coloured 
with a blewifli brown, intermixed 
with white ipots: The two claws 
Vol.II. 


were tinged with a bright purple va- 
riegated with white, and covered 
with little prickles. The feet, which 
were almoft blue, were fhagged with 
fmall prickles, which were red within, 
and others of a white complexion, 
rofe on the body .The reader will find 
five of thefe fifli reprefented in plate 
204, from the life. That which is di- 
flinguifhed by the letter A, is called 
Ikatn-peti, which fignifies the Box- <fhebc\- 
/A it is altnofl: iquare, flat on fjb- 
each fide, and hard as wood; and 
the colour is yellow, fpotted with 
black. On each fide of the head is 
a fmall fin, and another on the bo- 
dy near the tail. That which is 
marked with B, is blue, and has a 
circle of golden yellow round its 
eyes, and a ftreak of the fame co- 
lour upon one part of its body : 

The "mouth is full of teeth, the 
eyes are large, and black; and the 
tail is coloured with a violet dye, 
blended with yellow and white. This 
little fifh is called Ikam-batoe , or 
the Stone-jijh ; becaufe it generally 
fhrouds itfelf among flones and rocks. 

The letter C exhibits a very fmall 
fifli, of a beautiful red, with three 
blue ftreaks, bordered with black on 
the body. The largeft that I ever 
faw of this kind was not above two 
inches long. It has one fmall red fin, 
which, together with the tail, that is 
coloured in the fame manner, makes a 
very beautiful effedt. My fifherman 
brought me three of this fpecies, which 
ufuallyfwim together in that number, 
and are eafilyfeen in that water, which 
is altogether as clear as chryftal, and 
the bottom itfelf may be difeovered 
wflthout any difficulty. This fifli is 
not called by any particular name. 

D fliews another fmall flat fifli, 
whofe length exceeds his breadth; 
the body has a bluifh cafl on 
C c the 
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1706, the upper part, and toward thebel- 
ly, but all the reft of it is brown. 
Round the head is a black circle, out 
of which the eyes project ; the 
throat is black both within and with- 
out ; and all the fpace between the 
mouth and eyes is of a beautiful 
yellow, as isalfothe tail. It is with- 
out a name, as w'ell as the former. 
That which is exhibited at the let- 
ter E, is called Ikam-kajGe , or the 
Wood-jijh, becaufe it delights in 
ftreams fhaded with trees : It is of a 
bright blue, but has the back tinged 
with yellow ; the body is likewile 
mark’d with four large brown ftreaks, 
which are not extended to the belly.lt 
has alfo one pointed fin upon its 
back, another between that and its 
tail, and two at the belly. A, in 
plate 205, marks out a fmall round 
The rock- ffh, called Ikam-batoe , or the Rock- 
jift), and it refembles one of the 
former. It is of a reddifh blue, and 
has feven or eight little blue ftreaks 
on the body, the nether part of 
which is black. Its fhort and white 
tail is formed like a pair of fciflars, 
with a little red ftreak toward the 
end ; on each fide of its head is a 
fin dyed with yellow and blue. The 
body of this filh, which has fome 
relemblance to a plaice, is a dusky 
blue ; the flavour of the flelh is ve- 
ry agreeable, and the skin is ex- 
Cirp. tremely thick. B marks a Ikamta- 
mar , or kind of carp ; the colour of 
whofe body is an intermixture of red 
and w'hite, and part of the head glows 
with a fine red. Out of the mouth 
iflue two points, which are two 
inches in length; it has two red fins 
under its belly, and a third extends 
from thence to the tail. There 
are likewife two upon the back with 
fharp points, and one on each fide 
of its head, red and white like the 
tail, which parts into feveral fharp 
extremities. This filh is about a 
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Iream . 


foot and four inches long, from 
which one may judge of the others, 
that are reprefented in miniature in 


the fame plate. C points to an /- 
kam-Kapak , which fignifies a Stctie- 
bream. This fifh has the top and 
each fide of its head of a fine red, 


and the under part mixed with blue 1706. 
and white ; the body is blue, with 
large ftreaks of a violet hue, and 
red fins. D marks an Ikam-garga- 
fie , or Saw-jifh, the body of which Scw-fjb. 
is of a clear blue, ftreaked with 
brown and black ; the belly is white, 
and the mouth yellow, as are alfo 
the fins, efpecially that which is 
upon the back ; the whole is fprink- 
led over with black fpots, and the 
points of its fins are as fharp as a 
faw. It has likewile a yellow tail, 
fpotted with black. E is an Jkam- 
boeron, or Bird-JiJh , which is white, Birdffi. 
and formed like a plaice, with two 
large black ftreaks on the body, 
from between which there comes out 
a white kind of a ftreamer, pointed 
at the end, and a foot in length ; 
the lower part of the body and the 
tail are yellow, as are alfo the fins, 
which grow out from the black 
ftreaks ; the head is fmall and point- 
ed. There are but few fifh of this 
fpecies. 

F marks an Ikam-maes, or Gold- Gdd-f.jh. 
JiJh ; it is of a bright blue, with 
red ftreaks along its body, and fpot- 
ted with yellow, which looks like 
gold ; the fins and tail are red, yel- 
low, and white, and the top of the 
head all red. 

G reprefents an Ikam-kakatoua , lkam-ka- 
fo called from a bird of the fame katoua - 
name and colour : It is of a tranfpa- 
rent bluifh green, and has feveral 
reddifh fpots, which refemble net- 
work, and a yellow fpot on each 
fide the head, which is red and 
green : The fin upon the back is of 
a fine green, intermixed with blue 
and yellow ; thole on the fides are 
green and blue like varnifh, and that 
which is under the body has a yel- 
low caft. I omitted taking notice 
that the cray-fifh I mentioned be- 
fore was all green, except the tip of 
the head, which was red, as were 
alfo the two large horns which come 
out of it, and are four inches long, 
and three quarters of an inch in 
breadth; at the extremity of thefe 
are two other horns, which are a 
foot and feven inches long, and like- 
wife another pair, which are but 
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1706. half as long as the former, and are 
contorted at the end, one being 
white, and the other almoft entire- 
ly black. This cray-fifh had all the 
upper part of his body full of black 
and white Ipots and ftreaks, as well 
as the tail, and two large yellow 
and white ftreaks upon the ftdes : 
The feet were long and pliant, and 
finely ftreak’d with green, black, 
yellow, and white. It was a foot 
and five inches in length ; but there 
are fome of a fmaller fize, and they 
afford an admirable relifh. I painted 
all thefe fifties from the life, and 
have preferved fome of them in'fpirits. 
This cray-fifh is reprefented at the let- 
ter H, and the crab at I. I found alfo 
fome flying infects in this ifland, and 
among the reft feveral butterflies. 
But they have nothing Angular in 
them. 

As I commonly accompanied 
the fiftiers, when the weather was 
fipe, and as the water is fo clear 
and tranfparent, that one may fee 
the bottom, I found feveral fhort 
branches of coral. I even undrefs’d 
myfelf fometimes, that I might ad- 
vance farther into the fea, and ga- 
ther fome of thefe productions. I 
was then convinced that coral is 
formed of a certain thick flime pro- 
duced by the fea, and which faftens 
to the rocks, and then hardens, and 
grows into the form in which we 
now fee it. It appeared very beau- 
tiful under the water while it was 
liquid, and was tinged with a fine 
yellow, mixed with white and 
brown ; I pulled off feveral pieces 
from the rocks in that condition, in 
hopes they would preferve their beau- 
ty and colour by drying in the fun ; 
but the event proved otherwife, and 
they changed to a deep dirty brown ; 
nor could I attain to the art of drying 
them in any perfection. 

<fhe ijles of After I had difpatched all my 
Alcmaer, a ff a j rs j n this ifland, I embarked, in 
fen,\w order to return to Batavia, and paf- 
Leidcn, fed by the ifland of Alcmaer , which 
lies neareft to that of Edam. That 
of Enkhuijhi lies a little more to the 
fouth, that of Leiden in the mid- 
o/- H°°r n w anc ] that of Hoorn over-againft 
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this laft. This is inhabited by fifti- 1706.' 
ermen, and the ifle of Smith lies on 
one fide of it toward the fouth. As 
the wind was fair for us, I arrived 
in a fhort time at Batavia. 

At my return I took a walk with 
our governor-general through the 
city, to fee fome new buildings, which 
he had lately caufed to be ereCted ; 
and in the way thither I obferved 
green boughs upon the houfes of the 
Chinefe , which were fhut that day, 
by reafon of the feaft of Phelona- 
phie, which they celebrated at that 
time. 

I had before obferved in the'port, 
feveral neat barks full of Chinefe , phie*-*' 
who were all in motion on account mc w *\ e 
of the feaft ; the origin of which is Chmelc 
as follows. 

The Chinefe have a particular re- 
gard for thofe who have fignalized 
themfelves in the fervice of their 
country, or made any dilcoveries 
advantageous to the publick, and 
celebrate their memory after their 
death. A certain man, called Phe- Vhetijco- 
hy having firft made a difeovery o {very of {alt 
fait, and not receiving any acknow- phcio. 
ledgment, took umbrage and retir’d, 
nor could they ever learn what be- 
came of him. His countrymen, 
who did not at firft perceive the ad- 
vantage of fait, having at length 
difeovered it, were fo angry with 
themfelves for their ignorance and 
ingratitude, that they fent feveral 
perfons in queft of Phelo , but could 
never gain any intelligence cf him. 

They then refolved to celebrate in his 
honour this feaft of Phelonaphie , 
which they do with very particular 
folemnity and devotion, by lanch- 
ing about the fea in feveral barks, 
as if they were in expectation of 
finding that great man. 

Soon after Mr. Kajlelein invited J plant j- 
me to one of his plantations, where °X 
I faw them make all the prepara- ftelein. 
tions of fugar. He had ereCted for. 
that purpofe a mill, which was 
worked by two buffalos. A man m ' 
was ftatioried to take care of that 
part of the mill where the fugar 
canes were depofited ; and which in 
the firft working are only bruifed, 

and 
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and then drawn through an aper- 
ture on the other fide. The juice 
flows into a well, and pafles from 
thence thro’ a fubterranean gutter to 
the place where the fugar-pots are, 
and the boilers. At the fecond ope- 
ration a larger quantity of fugar is 
drawn out of thefe canes; and the 
reft at the third. It is then boiled 
and poured into earthen pots peirc’d 
thro’, in order to difcharge the grof- 
fer particles ; and the mouth of the 
pots are ftrongly clofed up withfrefh 
clay. This is the firft and beft part 
of the fugar. They afterward draw 
out a fecond juice, and then a third: 
I found the fugar-canes were like 
thole I had feen in Egypt, being a- 
bout feven or eight feet in length, 
and three or four inches thick. 

This place likewife furnifhed me 
with the fight of indigo, which 
grows on fmall fhrubs, that have 
feveral little branches twined toge- 
ther. They commonly (hoot up to 
the height of a foot and a half 
from the ground, and the leaves, 
which are prefled in order to extract 
the indigo, are fmall. The feed 
grows in long and flender clufters, 
agreeably to the reprefentation in 
plate 206. 

The letter B exhibits a branch of 
the Kauwa , or the pods which con- 
tain the berries of coffee, which are 
green before they have attained their 
maturity ; yellow when half ripe, and 
of a reddifh violet colour when their 
growth is completed. The flower 
very much refembles that of J exa- 
mine , having fix long pointed leaves, 
which are yellow in the middle. 
Thefe pods were brought from A- 
rabia fome years fince ; but the beft 
plants were deftroyed in 1697, by 
an earthquake, which fhook the 
whole city of Batavia, and over- 
turned all the gardens around it, 
in fo deftrudtive a manner, that no- 
thing was left in the general’s gar- 
den. But fome curious people ha- 
ving afterward difcovered a few 
fhoots of this plant, were induftri- 
ous to cultivate it anew, and fuc- 
ceeded fo effectually, that there is 
realon to believe thefe plants will be 
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rendered very numerous in a few years. 1706. 
Thofe perfons therefore are very 
much deceived, who imagine that this 
fruit grows in no country but A- 
rabia, and that the trees which pro- 
duce it cannot be cultivated in any 
other climates. 

At the letter C the reader will Le4vet °f 
find a reprefentation of the leaves w iJch ree 
of a wild plant which grows in the &<*»! >* 
woods : Some of thefe leaves are red , the<woods ' 
others white ; but the plant bears 
only one red flow'er. The three 
branches which are there exhibited, 
are almoft as large as they appear 
in their natural fize. Here is like- 
wife a growth of cocoa, of which Cfe**. 
chocolate is made. This fruit has 
a charming appearance on the tree : 

It is red and yellow, and one often 
fees five or fix of them one above 
another, and about fix inches in 
length. The leaves are large, and 
long ; fome of them are tinged with 
yellow, others with red. The tree 
itfelf is reprefented in plate 2 07. 

I likewife obferved a growth of Citrons of 
China citrons, fhaped in a peculiar China, 
manner, and (hooting out feveral 
points. They have fome refem- 
blance to thofe which I have de- 
ferred in that part of the firft vo- 
lume of thefe travels which treats 
of Rama , but they are not fo large. 

This fruit has not any kernels, and 
is of a beautiful yellow. It flou- 
rilhes to great perfection in this foil, 
and is exhibited in plate 208. 

I faw likewife another fruit, 
which the Portuguefe call Jaka ; j a ka. 
the Indians Nanka, and the Dutch 
Soorfaekc. It is very large, and 
fomething like a bagpipe ; the co- 
lour is of a reddifh green before it is 
ripe, but it changes to a dusky, as 
it advances to its maturity. This 
fruit inclofes feveral other large 
fruits of a yellow complexion, and 
which contain white kernels. As 
the flavour of it is fweet, it pleafes 
moft people, and is reckoned very 
wholfome. Two of them are re- 
prefented on a tree, in plate 209. 

There is alfo another fiuit called 
Namnam by the Portuguefe , and K-tmmm, 

Poekie ansjeng by the Indians. The 

tafte 
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1706. tafle of it is agreeable ; it is likewise 
coloured with a greyifh yellow, and 
greatly refembles a pear. The flower 
is red, yellow, and white, and grows 
in cluflers; the leaf and form of it 
are reprefented in plate 210. The 
Blimbing is alfo a plant, the fruit of 
which is large, and long : Its fla- 
vour refembles that of a goosberry, 
and the flower of it is red. Where 
any perfon has corroded his mouth, 
with vinegar, or any other acid, he 
cannot have a better remedy than 
this fruit, which is represented on a 
tree in plate 211. 

Aruh The Arcek is a fruit which grows 
in thick bunches, on a large high 
tree, the bark of which is very thin, 
and the leaves long. It is of univer- 
ial uSe, not only with the natives 
of the country, but alio among 
Grangers. It is Shaped like a plumb, 
and grows }ellow in ripening. I 
have reprefented one of them mark’d 
with A in plate 212: Another, which 
is ripe, with B, and half a one 
without the outward rind. They 
divide this half into feven or eight 
parts, which they wrap up in the 
leaves of Betel , rubb’d with a red 
of Siam, or elfe with white lime. 
This is chewed till the faliva becomes 
as red as blood ; and this they pre- 
tend is an excellent remedy to pre- 
lerve the teeth and gums. But I 
could never be prevailed upon to 
ufe it, finding fomething very difa- 
greeable in the flavour ; beflde which 
it often happens, that thole who are 
not accuftotned to it, find themlelves 
indifpoled, and faint away ; though 
thele circumfiances never happen but 
when they take a bad fort. This 
leaf of Betel grows like thole of 
French beans, and the reader will 
find lome of them reprefented at the 
letter D. It is commonly of a dark 
grey; but there are fome of a green 
tinclure, and thefe are the belt. The 
manner of wrapping this fruit in the 
leaf may be leen at the letter E. 

FihvArs. When I was at cur general’s 
country feat, I law a certain animal 
called Ft hinder, which has fomething 
very extraordinary in if. There 
weie live- a! that ran loole with rab-

bits, and had their holes under a 1705. 
fmall hill, encom palled with a rail, 

This animal w hich I have repre- 
fented in plate 213, has its hind 
leggs much longer than the fore, and 
has the fame skin as a large hare. 

It has a head like a fox, and a 
pointed tail ; but what is moft ex- 
traordinary in it is, that it has a 
bag under its belly ; into which the 
young ones retreat even when they 
are very large. One may fiequenr- 
ly fee their heads and necks ex- 
tended out of the bag, but when 
the dam runs, the young are not 
vilible, but keep at the bottom of 
the bag, becaule lire leaps very 
much in her lpeed. Some days af- 
ter I went to lee a review of a com- 
pany olBougis, in prelence of the go- 
vernor and the general deV/ilde. The 
officers firft laluted them, and then 
fixed their pikes in the ground, and 
drew their daggers, with which they 
performed ieveral exerciles, crying 
out at the lame time with loud 
voices, that they would kill all e- 
nemies that would prefume to con- 
front them. They afterward, to 
Ihew their vigour and addrels, made 
feveral motions with their bodies, 
which were more like contcrlions 
of wreftlers, than an exercile of mili- 
tary men. They likewil'e found 
themlelves animated withfrefh a: dour 
bv bein'* well fhod, inilead 01 which 
they were formerly accuftomed to 
go barefooted. The airs they gave 
themlelves in their march, were fuf- 
ficient to create a hearty laughter, 
and the general de Wilde could not 
help faying to me, 'They give money 
among ns to fee comedies and farces, 
but can there pojjibly be a more di- 
verting fight than this ? 

The foldiers were all habited in qy e \ r j ja . 
different manners : Some had large bits - 
bonnets, fmall vvaiftcoats, and lhorc 
breeches ; others had hats with 
broad brims made of the bark of 
certain plants twilled together. There 
were fome, who had bonnets in the 
form of lugar-loaves, others who 
had only a cloth twilled round their 
heads : Some had machines on each 
fide their heads, like gilded horns, 

D d which 
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1706. which formed a very ridiculous fpec- 
tacle : Some were even covered 
with armour ; they were likewife 
armed with firelocks, daggers, and 
pikes, longer than thofe of the of- 
ficers, who had all piftols at their 
girdles. 

While thefe were employ’d in per- 
forming their exerciles, there palled 
by fome other companies cf fol- 
diers, who were to take their arms, 
in order to embark in fome velfels 
defigned for the kingdom of Sama- 
ran , upon the eafiern coal! of the 
file of Java, about fixty leagues 
from Batavia, under the govern- 
ment of king Pangeran Poega , who 


had been depofed by his nephew, 1706. 
and afterwards re-eftablifhed by the 
company’s forces. And as Ade-Pat- 
ti y the nephew of that prince, had 
efcaped, and endeavoured to create 
his uncle frefh troubles, thefe troops 
were fent in purfuit cf him. 

The governor having informed me 
foon after, that a veil'd would Ihort- 
ly fet fail for Bantam , which 1 was 
defirous to vilit, I embraced that 
opportunity, and he was fo good as 
to give me letters of recommenda- 
tion to the governor of that place ; 
and likewife to the adminiftrator of 
the company. 



CHAP. LXVIII. 

The author s voyage to Bantam. A defer ipt ion of that 
kingdom . The author is admitted to an audience of 
the king. 


The cm- '■"l 1 HE nth of July, after I had 
thcr’s taken my leave of the gene- 

Bantam* ra ^> 1 went on board the Mimjler, 
a veffel of twenty fix guns, and fix- 
ty feven failors, all Europeans , with 
a referve of ten Indians-, and we 
advanced about noon, into the la- 
*fle ifltwAs titude of the ifle of Hoorn. As the 
fflT’ wind flood fair, we prefently after 
dam, anA pafled by thofe of Amjlerdam, and 
Middle- Middlebourg , which lay fouth be- 
OL,rt> ' tween two rocks, that are about fix 
or feven feet under water ; and are 
always vilible, by reafon of the clear- 
nefs of the water. 

ofCom- We advanced weftward toward 
bui5 - the ifles of Combuis, which we law 
on the right, and found ourfelves 
about five o’clock near the ille of 
*Alen-eat- * Anthropophagi , four leagues from 
Bantam. The night, which was 
very dark, obliged us to cal! an- 
chor, but we continued our courfe 
at break of day, in cloudy damp 
weather. We doubled the point of 
pJ/ Pontang at eight o’clock, and coaft- 
di. C ema * ed along the great Poelemadi , which 


we had on the right, and a little after 
by a finall illand of the fame name, 
where we found but four fathom 
water ; and after having touched at 
the files of Poeledoa, we came a- Poeledoa. 
bout ten into the road of Bantam , 
and about noon to the city. I went 
diredlly to the houle of the com- 
mander, Monfieur de Rheede, who 
received me with a great deal of 
civility, as alfo did Monfieur de Wys, 
adminiftrator of the company. 

I took a walk the next day with . , , 
an intention to take a view of the *;#» of 
city both within and without, in B 3ntdm - 
order to which I went out by the 
water-gate, where there is always an 
advanced guard. It is a fmall gate 
of the old wall, near the point or 
baftion of Speelwick toward the 
north ; and from thence I proceeded 
along the fea-fhore, by a way which 
is often floated over with water 
when the tide is high, and it was 
then io wet that I was obliged to 
ftrike into another road bordered 
with trees between feyeral gardens. 

I law 
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1706. I faw a range of wretched houfes, 
covered with leaves, and inhabited 
by fifhermen, who go to Batavia 
to fell their fith. The firft pi ace 
one meets with in this quarter, 
is tire baft ion of Caranganto , re- 
built with ftone in a fquare form, 
with a battery of ten pieces of can- 
non. There are fix other baftions 
on the fide next the fea, another to- 
ward the eaft, and three fmall ones 
toward the weft. From thence 
th ere is a paflage over a draw-bridge, 
and another of ftone, under which 
runs a river that derives its fource 
from the mountains, and difcharges 
itlelf into the fea. It flows at the 
extremety of the city, on the fide 
next the fea, and near the Bazar , 
which is full of Chinefe fhops, where 
fruits, and other provilions are lold. 
On one fide of the Bazar is a large 
Chinefe building, where the captain 
or chief of that nation lives ; and 
on the fea-fhore are ereCted a great 
number of fifhermen’s huts, and 
fome falt-houfes. The Dutch land- 
ed near this place on the 7th of 
April 1682. In the way as one re- 
turns back, a road is ftruck out be- 
tween the two baftions of Caran- 
ganto and Speekvick , to the Palace, 
where a ftone bridge is built over 
the river already mentioned. The 
king commonly diverts himfelf the 
laft day of the week with running 
at the ring in this place, and over 
the bridge, with the lords of his 
court : The great mofque called 
Mit-zid , is at the end of this bridge 
on the right hand. 

I was informed at my return, 
that they' had already weighed and 
counted out the pepper money, 
which the vefi'el in which I came 
was to carry to Perfia ; and that the 
prime minifter of (fate was to go at 
four o’clock to the commander’s 
<r he anther boufe to receive it. I took this op- 
aufrxe porlunity to deiire that minifter to 
of tit king, introduce me to the king ; and as 
our commander had already told 
him (in purfuance of the order he 
had received from the general) that 
I was greatly defirous of the honour 
of paying my duty to that piince : 
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He allured me, that he would not fail 1706. 

to reprelent my requeft to his ma- 

jelly that very day, and return me 

his an Aver as foon as nr-flible. That 

1 

lord, who was named P anger an , 
prince of Pour-ba-nagara , w s ac- 
companied by ten infpeCb >rs cf pep- 
per, and he feated himfelf in a chair 
between the commander and chief 
infpe&or of the barriers. The o- 
thers were placed on the contrary 
fide, after the manner of the ori- 
entals. He came by water to 
Speekcick, attended by fixteen do- 
meftics. The commander enter- 
tained them with confections, and 
fruits, accompanied with bread, 
cheefe, tea, and tobacco. They 
afterward counted the money, and 
fealed it up in bags of 1000 Spanijh 
rials. The commander then took 
the prime minifter by the hand, and 
conducted him as far as the river. 

The next day about nine o’clock the 
chief infpeCtor of the barriers came 
to acquaint me, that I lliould be ad- 
mitted to an audience of the king 
at two in the afternoon, and that 
his majefty was gone for that pur- 
pole to a pleafure-houfe, which he 
had about a quarter of a league from 
the city. He asked me, if I would 
accept a horfe, or choofe to go on 
foot, upon which I thanked him, 
and gave him to underftand, that 
I preferred walking. He came to 
me at the appointed hour, and 
we were attended by M. Kaef, 
who had been the company’s refldenr 
at Bantam, before they had pofl'ei- 
fed themfelves of that place, and 
had returned thither about three 
months, in order to tranfacl fome 
negotiations, by virtue of which he 
was admitted to the audience with 
me. We were likewile attended by 
a fecretary, who was to be our in- 
terpreter. We found at the gate of 
the city four led horfes, which the 
king had fent us, but we did not 
ufe them. The piime minifter 
waited for us at the entrance into the 
palace, in order to introduce us to 
his majefty ; and we proceeded by 
a ftone conduit railed about two or 
three feet above the furface of the 

ground. 
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ground, in which is a leaden 
pipe, which extends from the plea- 
sure- houfe, where the king then was, 
as far as his palace. This conduit 
had been made about two years, and 
is fupplied with water from the 
mountains, which rife at the di- 
ftance of about two leagues from 
thence ; and this water difcharges 
itfelf into a river, which flows 
through the country. It was three 
o’ clock when w'e arrived there ; and 
after we had waited fome time, a 
lady of the court came to acquaint 
us we might enter. We law, as 
we were pafling along, one of 
the king’s lodges, in which Hood 
three coaches, the drivers of which 
were Hollanders , who were habited 
in fcarlet after the Dutch manner. 

W 1 ren we had palled over a wood- 
en bridge, railed on each fide, we 
entered by a fmall door into a ve- 
flible, where the king was feated on 
a couch, on the fide of which were 
five or fix ordinary chairs. He ten- 
dered his hand to us, and received 
us in a very favourable manner; af- 
ter which he ordered us to fit down, 
which I accordingly did, after ha- 
ving paid him my compliments. The 
prince was feated at the upper end 
of a table, and we placed ourfelves 
on each fide of him, and were im- 
mediately ferved with confedtions, 
fruits, and other refrefhments ; af- 
ter which tea, tobacco, and pipes 
were brought to us upon filver ial- 
vers, with two lighted candles. Some 
time after we were entertained with 
hot provifions, fuch as Pilau , ra- 
gouts, chickens, roaft-meat, and 
fruits ; together with hard eggs, 
and radifhes cut into ilices. Every 
one had his napkin, and a plate fil- 
led with meat. What appeared to 
me mofl extraordinary was a large 
difh full of a particular food, which 
refembled flarch, and flices of pears, 
the tafte of which I found to be ad- 
mirable ; but as for liquor, we had 
nothing but water, which was pour- 
ed out of a beaker, as well for 
drinking as walking of hands. 

Nothing furpriled me more than 
our being ferved by none but women : 
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The prime minifter was Fated on 1706. 
the ground, at the lower end of the 
table, with his kgs eroded after the 
manner of the eaitern people. His 
wife ferved at table, like the others, 
and even I had the honour to be 
waited upon by that lady. Monfieur 
Kaef was feated on the right hand 
of the king, and ferved by three or 
four women of the firfl: rank. 

There were others behind him, feat- 
ed on the ground, and among the 
reft one who held a firelock in her 
hand ; her companion grafped a fmall 
pike, and a third held the king’s 
cane, varnifhed with black, with a 
filver apple. They rofe from time 
to time, as I fhall afterward relate 
more at large. 

Behind theie were five or fix of 
the king’s youngeft Tons, from three 
to fix years of age, all very beauti- 
ful, and of a tolerable good com- 
plexion. This prince had no chil- 
dren by his firfl confort, but had 
eight by his fecond, who was his 
coufin german, and the widow of 
his brother, who had no children by 
her. The eldefl is about thirteen 
years old, and the king has feveral 
other children by his third wife. 

This numerous off-fpring did not 
prevent him from efpoufing a fourth, 
who has not the title of queen. 

This prince has likewife forty con- 
cubines, and 850 women who wait 
upon him in his palace. 

Fifteen or fixteen ladies were be- 
hind thefe young princes, and three 
or four other companies of women 
appeared in the vtflible ; fo that 
above 200 of them were then in 
motion. All of them had their 
necks uncovered ; their arms and 
legs were likewife naked ; a 
kind of petticoat was faftened to 
their wailt, and a fmall piece of 
linnen above their bofom ; their 
hair was alfo plaited back on the top 
of their heads. 

The king wore that day a fmall <7/,,, 
bonnet about five inches deep, tne cfticku 
white borders of which were about 
an inch in breadth ; the reft w..s of 
a violet colour. Hi» \e;t was 
fhaped after the Puri.ijh fair. 1 an; it

1706. was likewife of a brown colour, 
and the buttons of it were filver. 
It was girded about him with a 
fmall fafh of a violet colour, the 
ends of which hung down before. 
He likewife wore a dagger ftudded 
with gold ; his legs were naked, but 
he had red flippers after the Dutch 
fafh ion. 

When the difhes were removed 
from table, the king offered us to- 
bacco, and asked me, if I had an 
inclination to take any : I an- 
iwered in the affirmative, but add- 
ed, that I could do very well with- 
out it. I alfo took the liberty to 
ask, whether the king fmoked, and 
they anfwered yes, but that it was 
very moderately. He then enquired 
of me, if I would fmoke provided 
he did? To which I reply ’d, that 
this would be too much honour 
for me. He asked me likewife, if I 
had any tobacco? becaufe he thought 
mine might be better than his own. 
As I happened to be provided with 
fome, I filled a pipe, and had the 
honour to prefent it to that prince, 
who fmoked half of it, and then 
gave the reft to his fecretary, who 
had none. 

Hisaffa- This prince, who is very affable 

huty. and curious, asked me feveral quef- 
tions concerning the countries thro’ 
which I had pafled, and the moft 
remarkable things I had feen. 
In particular, he enquired, who 
were the moft powerful kings on 
earth ; what was the extent of their 
dominions, what the manners of the 
inhabitants, and which were the 
largeft and moft famous rivers in 
the world ? I then related to him 
all the particulars of the Nile and 
fLolga, which I had meafured both 
at their fources and outlets, and af- 
terward gave him a defcription of 
ieveral other rivers. 

In fpeaking of the world in ge- 
neral, he asked me how long the 
Cbrijlians thought it had fubfifted, 
and how much longer they believed 
it would continue ? To which I re- 
turned him the beft anfwers I was 
able to make. The king took fuch

pleafure in my replies, and the other 
particulars with which I had cite 
honour to acquaint him, that he 
defired me to tranfmit them to him 
in writing from Batavia , and I ac- 
cordingly promifed to obey him. 

The king informed me, in his 
turn, that all the inhabitants of that 
country were formerly pagans, and 
that it was about three hundred 
years fince they embraced the do- 
ctrines of Mohammed, at the felici- 
tation of one of his anceftors, whofe 
name was Soejoehoenan Aboel Ma- 
chajin , who was reckoned a faint by 
the people, and to whofe empire they 
fubmitted themfelves. He then con- 
verfedwithme about Turkv, the Holy- 
Land, and Jerufaleni. He alfo caufed 
a Lurkijh merchant of Bethlehem, to 
be introduced, whom chance had 
brought into that part of the world, 
after he had loft all his cargo at fea. 

We had a long converfation to- 
gether, with which die king was 
fo well fatisfied, that he often fhook 
me by the hand. He defired me 
likewife to vifit him again the next 
day at nine in the morning in his 
palace, and to bring with me the 
journal of my firft voyage, for I 
am informed, fays he, that your 
book is in the hands of Mr. de 
Wys. He then turned to Mr. KaeJ\ 
and told him, that he had no need 
to give himfelf the trouble to come 
again, for the letters which he was 
to carry to Batavia fhould be de- 
livered to him the next day, and 
that he might depart immediately 
after. 

The king conduced me into e- 
very partofhis pleafure-houfe, which 
confifted of three ftories, each con- 
taining a variety of apartments. He 
likewife informed me of his fenti- 
ments, with relation to the gran- 
dees of ftates, and the counfellors of 
princes ; and in what manner they 
ought to be rewarded, or puniftied. 
He highly extolled virtue and fide- 
lity, and added, that a prince could 
never fufficiently repay the lervices 
of his fubje&s } and whenever they 
committed any faults, to which 

E e human 
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1706. human nature is obnoxious, it was 
incumbent on princes to pardon 
them, in coniideration of their pad 
fervices ; and that indead of ufing 
violent remedies, every circumdance 
fhould be foftened as much as pof- 
lible. He added, that kings ought 
not to fuffer themfelves to be 
fwayed by their paffions, nor to a<d 
with precipitancy and inconfide- 
ration. To which he fubjoined, 
that he was not ignorant of the 
mifchief which jealoufy occafions 
in courts. I afterward took the 
liberty to tell him my fentiments, 
which I drengthened by feveral ex- 
amples drawn from hidory and the 
antients. 

Situation The fituation of the houfe where 
tins' > plea- we ^ en were, is charming as well 
fure-houfe. on the land lide, as on that next the 
lea ; and it is likewife furrounded 
with a beautiful canal, the bottom of 
which is paved. While the king 
conducted me from place to place, 
and difcourfed with me in the man- 
ner I have related, he was attend- 
ed by the ladies armed as I have 
already deferibed. As the night 
drew on, I took my leave of his 
majedy. 


We found three coaches at the gate, 1706. 
in one of which the king defired me 
to place myfelf. He then mount- 
ed his horfe, with three or four of 
the young princes, and the ladies 
of the court placed themielves in 
the other coaches. I was inform- 
ed that queen Ratoe-anoem was a- 
mong them, and that die diverted 
herfelf with filhing with the wo- 
men of her train, while we were 
with the king. The other women 
returned on foot, every one load- 
ed with baggage. There were like- 
wife two hundred guards armed 
with pikes, who followed the king. 

Thofe who are neared his perlon 
are called Kajorans , and the others 
Souranagaras. All the fubjedts 
of this prince are Javanites , and 
the drangers who relide in his do- 
minions are Malayans , MakajJ'ares, 
and Baliers. When they are not 
in his fervice, they are obliged to 
retire out of the way while he 
paflfes with his women, after the 
manner of the orientals. We arri- <fhe author 
ved by night at the cadle, where tahes lea,ue 
we took leave of his majedy, and 
were condu&ed to our habitations 
with two large lan thorns. 




CHAP. LXIX. 


The author is admitted into the Kings pre fence a fe- 
cond time . Comic dancers. He takes leave of the 
King. The language of the Javanites. Their f wor- 
jhip. The Origin of the Kings of Bantam. 


A fecond "T Failed not to go the next day at 
audience. ^ the appointed hour, with fecre- 
tary Gobius, to the prime minider's 
houfe, in order to wait there for 
the lady who was to condudt me 
to the palace. I was very much 
furprifed at the plainnefs and fim- 
plicity which appeared in the houfe 
of that great lord. The lady, for 
whofe arrival we waited, came foon 
after and conduced us to the king, 


whom we found upon the cadle 
wall over the great gate, employed 
in viewing a chariot which the ma- 
gidrates of Batavia had prefented to 
his majedy, and it arrived there the 
preceding evening in a bomb-veflel. 

As foon as we were feen by that 
prince, he made a lign to us to 
come up where he was. He was 
furrounded by women, who fup- 
ported fix parafols behind him. From 

thence 
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1706. thence we were conducted into the 
hall of audience, which is l'eparate 
from the reft of the building. This 
hall was alfo full of women, among 
whom were three dancers, the prin- 
cipal of whom was perfectly beau- 
tiful, and dreffed in a very elegant 
and Angular manner. There was 
here alfo, as on the foregoing day, 
a large table covered ; at the upper 
end of which the king placed him- 
felf, and ordered me to feat my felf 
on his right hand, and the fecretary 
to fit next me. 

They prefented us at firft with 
tea, and prefently after the queen ap- 
peared, and placed herfelt on the 
left fide of the king. As foon as 
we faw her come in, the fecretary 
and myfelf role, and made a pro- 
found reverence, but the king ob- 
liged us to fit down again. We 
were afterward ferved with feveral 
forts of proviftons, and among the 
reft, a plate of Dutch cheefe, which 
the queen placed by me, thinking 
to pleafe me, for which I teftify’d 
my acknowledgment, by eating a 
piece of it, and likewife tailing of 
every difh upon the table. The king, 
who faw this with pleafure, asked 
me if the fauces were to my lik- 
ing, and what I thought of their 
manner of drafting their meat, to 
which I anfwered, that I thought 
every thing exceeding good, and that 
I could not give a better proof of 
that opinion, than by eating as I 
did* The king fmil’d, and feemed 
contented. Then the dancers began 
to exercife themfelves. The queen 
Ratoe-Anoen , who is the fecond of his 
majefty’s wives, and the moft confi- 
derable of them all, and whom I have 
jdefcrip- already mentioned, was in the flow- 
t ion of the er of her age; her perfon was very 
V‘ sen - amiable and genteel ; her complex- 
ion was admirable, her air majeftic, 
and her behaviour perfectly agree- 
able and engaging. She was habited 
after the manner of the country, 
like the reft of the ladies of the 
court. This princefs returned in an 
hour’s time, and after the tables 
were cleared, the king read over 
part of the relation of my voyage, 
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which I had brought by his order, 1706. 
and explained it to him as well as 
time would permit. In the mean onecfthe 
time the king ordered one of his kings 
concubines to come in, and placed 
her over againft me. This lady was 
fat, and very fair, with fine light 
hair, but her cheeks were bioated, 
and her eyes half Ihut. She asked 
me of what country I took her to 
be; I reply’d that I did not know, 
but if the allowed me to guefs, I 
thought Ihe might be a Ruffian, fince 
I had ieen iome ladies of that country 
like her at Confiantinople. However, 

I was miftaken ; for fhe was a moun- 
taineer of the illes fituated fouth- 
eaft of lernate , the inhabitants of 
which are called Kackerlackes. Thefe 
people have a much longer night 
than day, and cannot bear the light 
of the fun, which makes them al- 
ways keep their eyes half {hut, and 
they feldom appear in the day ; 
this lady was fo fat that one could 
hardly fee her eyes. The king then (Tbek^s 
ordered fix of his children to be children. 
brought in, and they were placed 
upon the table, two by two in a 
chair, becaufe they were yet very 
little, and they were his majefty’s 
children by that queen whom I 
laft mentioned. They were beau- 
tiful, and finely Ihaped, and their 
complexions were as white as fnow. 

There were two princes and four 
princeftes, the eldeft of whom was 
nine years of age. At length the 
king asked, if I was fatisfied with 
the reception he had given me, and 
I replied, that his majefty had been 
pleafed to honour me infinitely more 
than I deferved. Upon which this 
prince added, Ton are the fir ft Eu- 
ropean whom I ever admitted to my 
hall of audience ; and it is an honour 
which I have never granted to the 
counfellors of the India company , nor 
even to the commander ; nor / hould I 
have accorded it to you , if you had 
not been a ftranger in whom I dil- 
cover fbmething agreeable and enter- 
taining. 'This I tell sou with ms own 

o * * 

mouth, that you may have no rcajon 
to doubt of the truth of what you have 
now heard. I then roil*, and made 

a pro- 
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1706. a profound reverence to his majefty, 
and humbly thank’d him for all his 
favours, upon which he again did 
me the honour to prefent me his 
hand. The fecretary had already 
told me, when the queen appeared, 
that it was a favour, which the king 
had never granted to any perfon ; 
and that when the commander and 
his lady came to pay their duties to 
her majefty, fhe thought it fuffici- 
ent to receive them in an upper a- 
partment, that princefs never a- 
pearing before Grangers in publick. 
In the mean time we amuled our- 
felves with fmoking, and the prin- 
cipal dancer began to dance. She 
wore a crown of gold, with a chap- 
let of flowers, which hung down 
as far as her waid ; her head was 
likewife graced with a variety of o- 
ther ornaments. She was clothed 
with a beautiful ved, and a rich 
petticoat ; her arms were all naked 
up to her fhoulders, except thofe parts 
of them which were ornamented 
with large golden bracelets. But 
what appeared to me mod extra- 
ordinary, was, that fhe had green 
fpots on her cheeks, and eye-brows 
of the fame colour. Her dance con- 
fided in certain movements of the 
body which bended forward to her 
waid, without any air, or agreeable- 
nefs ; and fhe advanced very flowly, 
and almod without moving her 
arms. She afterward took two drawn 
daggers, one of which fhe placed 
with the point toward her throat, 
continually dancing with furprifing 
gravity. The other dancers had 
black fpots like flies, upon their fa- 
ces ; and all their habits confided 
only of a ved, with drawers over 
their fhifts. They performed a co- 
mic fcene, and acquitted themfelves 
with great perfection. One repre- 
fented a Dutchman , and the other, 
who had fome fmattering of our 
language, complained that he gave 
to others what was judly her due. 
She gave herfelf a variety of airs, and 
made a thoufand grimaces, and mo- 
tions that were not very decent, with 
a furprifing agility, which raifed 
the laughter of the whole company.

Two of the king’s dwarfs then ap- 1706. 
peared, and endeavoured to imitate, 
and turn into ridicule, that dance. Dwar f s - 
The king had married the lead and 
mod diverting of them, to one of 
the ladies of the court, whom he 
fhewed me. The principal dancer 
appeared a fecond time with a 
filver porringer full of Pie fang , 
a fruit which they ufually chew, 
and has been already mention- 
ed. She prefented it to me and 
the fecretary, upon which we took 
fome of the fruit, and put money 
in the place of it, as is cudomary. 

While the farce was reprefenting, 
they brought in hot flices of meat, 
wrapped up in green leaves, and 
the king gave one to the dancer 
who exprefled the mod humour in 
the part fhe performed. She pul- 
led it to pieces in a very odd man- 
ner, and then filled her mouth with 
feveral morfels of it, but without dil- 
continuing her difcourfe, though fhe 
uttered her words in a very im per- 
fect manner. While fhe threw one 
piece into her mouth in this manner, 
fhe drew out another, and then ap- 
proaching us, as if fhe intended to 
fpeak to us, fhe didorted her- face in- 
to horrible grimaces. 

This kind of entertainment con- 
tinued till two in the afternoon, 
when the whole being over, the 
dancer brought us again the money 
which I had juft put into the por- 
ringer, but inftead of receiving it, 

I defired her to keep it, telling her 
it was not the cuftom among us to 
take back any thing we had already 
given. The king then conducted 
me into all the apartments of his 
palace, from the top to the bottom, 
after he had pulled off his fhoes in 
order to go up, and we followed his 
example, that place being edeemed 
facred. He even conducted me into 
the queen’s apartment, the cham- 
bers of which were very frnall. Ha- 
ving at length had the honour to en- 
tertain his majefty with various fub- 
jeCts of convcrfation, and for a con- 
fiderable time, he took bis leave of 
me, and defired me to pay his com- 
pliments to the general. I returned 

my

1-06. my acknowledgments to his majefiv, 
for the honour which he had vouch- 
iafed ro afford me, and wifhed him 
the enjoyment of a perfect health, 
together with a happy and fortunate 
reign, and that thole princes who 
were to fucceed him,, might equal 
in glory their illuffrious predeceffors. 
The king, on his part, had the 
goodnefs to with me all imaginable 
profperity, and a happy return to 
my native country, and then con- 
' dudted me through a wooden gallery 

into another edifice, having been 
accompanied thither by the two el- 
dell: damfels, who advanced no fur- 
ther. When we were come down 
the king put on his flippers, and we 
‘Tie.-. atlcr our f] loes# j then took leave of that 
good prince, who again did me the 
honour to tender me his hand, af- 
ter which I returned to my lodging. 

The complexion of this prince 
is very brown and languine, and 
there is fomething noble in his mein : 
His eyes are brown, his eye -brows 
almoft black, and the muftachos he 
wears are fmall. I have already 
fufficiently deferibed his habit. He 
was then about thirty three years of 
age, and had as many children. 

The reader will find in plate 214 
all that appeared moll remarkable 
in the hall of audience, where the 
king received and entertained me. 

I drew a sketch of the whole feene 
upon the fpot, without being ob- 


tale s leave 
of tie 
kir.g. 
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ferved, becauie I was thought to be 1706. 
writing down particulars of the au- 
dience, that I might not forget any 
or the honours I had received. For 
I had acquainted the king, tint I 
fhould not fail to publifh the infian- 
ces of his goodnefs to me, in order to 
preferve the memory of them ; and 
the ladies of the court were exceed- 
ingly pleafed with this declaration. 

1 {hall now deicribe the ornaments <r,'; e erf, 
and enfigns of honour with which ' K 1 > 1 2 . 
the king is accompanied when he 
appears in publick. Thefe are gene- 
rally near his perfon, and are iup- 
ported by ten ladies of quality ; 1. a 
’Ti/V/cr, or fword of ftate ; 2. a Sazvo- 
eniggaling , or golden cup ; 3. an Ar- 
dawilika, or wooden bird gilt, up- 
on which are borne the vefiments 
of the king ; 4. a Serypicnangdoor , 
which is found in the Maidhe 
iflands ; 5. a Lante , or little mealure ; 

6. a SouaJJe-kuiJpidoor , or fmall cane 
made of the root of a tree ; 7 and 8. 
two carabines ; 9. a Sjaratan, or fmall 
drinking can ; 10. a bowl of Souaffe. 

Thefe are the ornaments, or ordi- 
nary enfigns with which the king is 
ufually accompanied, and which he 
changes, increafes, or diminifhes at 
his own pleafure. 

As I am unacquainted with the <Thi Java- 
language of the Javanites, I fhall nele f 
content myfelf with exhibiting their 
alphabet, which confifts of twenty 
charafters.

'-y-v-Kj of Mohammed prevails more than 
an y ot ^ cr ) ' n the illand of Java, 
where it has been eftablithed for 
the lpace of 300 years, as I have 
already intimated ; but the inhabi- 
tants of the eaftern fide are nothing 
near fo zealous as thofe of the we- 
Ifern. The king who governs thefe 
laft has atfumed, with the Chirebomes, 
the Arabian title of Sultan , which 
the king who rules the people that 
inhabit the eaflern fide of the ifland 
has ever refufed to this day. It is 
even faid, that there is Hill a third 
part of the ifland which has not 
iubmitted to the Mohammedan doc- 
trines, but ftill retain the worfhip 
of idols, after the manner of the an- 
tient Javanites, whofe defeendants 
flill inhabit the ifle of Baby. 

‘fhe origin King Machdoetn , or Soejhckoenang- 

Goenoeng-Diatt, who has been al- 
tam. ready mentioned, was, according to 
the chronology of the Bania mites , 
grandfon of king Bam Ijracl , who 
reigned in Arabia. This prince, 
who had an inclination to fee the 
world, palled through China , in or- 
der to arrive at the illand o {Java, 
where he landed at a place called 
Damack. After he had continued 
there for fome time, he proceeded 
to Sirrebon, where his intereft was e- 
fpoufed by many of the inhabitants. 
Hedy’d, and was buried there, and 
, , it is reported that his tomb, which 

t ml. is held in great veneration, is yet to 
be feen. This prince was the fir ft, 
who introduced MohammediJ'm into 
this country, and his tomb, which 
is furrounded by feveral buildings 
and walls, is efteemed fo facred, that 
it is yearly vifited by a great number of 
Mohammedan lords, and eccleliaftics, 
who bring prefents from their re- 
ipebtive princes, and efpecially from 
the king of Bantam. 

This king Machdoem, or SoeJ'oekoe- 
nang Goenoeng-Diati , efpouled, at Sir- 
rebon 1, the daughter of Kiay Giudbing 
Babadan , by whom he had no chil- 
dren He afterward married the 
daughter of Ratoe Ayoe , by whom 
he had one Ion named P aneumba- 
ham Sirrebon , and Sometime after he 


efpoufed another daughter of the 1706. 
fame Ratoe Ayoe , and the younger 
filler of the former, by whom he 
had a fon called Hafanodin , Rang, 
or Depati Socrajhzan , whom he de- 
clared his fucceflor, and who, after 
the death of that prince was known 
bv the title of SoefoAoenang, or 
Ranker an Seda KinAinAj. This Frf r 

Hafanodin quitted Sirrebon , and cau- lj ' 

fed himfelf to be declared king of 
Bantam , by the name of Pangeran. 

His father had married him to a 
daughter of the king of Demack , 
called Pangeran Ratoe , by whom he 
had feveral children. He after- 
ward efpoufed a daughter of Radja 
Indrapora , who had for her dowry 
the country of the Sillabars, a peo- 
ple of Banca Houlon , on the weftern 
coaft of P olloavbang, and he had two 
children by this princeis. I omit 
thofe he had by other wives, and 
by his concubines. He died at the 
age of 120 years, and left his crown 
to his fon Jofoepb , who took the 
name of Ranger an Rafareean. This 
prince had feveral wives, who ° 
brought him a numerous ofF-fpring, 
and he was fucceeded by his fon 
Machomed Pangeran Seedangrana , ^he third. 
who had likewile feveral wives and 
children, and left his crown to Abo- Fourth, 
ema Vacher Abdul Rader, the Ion 
of one of his concubines, who was 
the firft that aflumed the title of 
Sultan. He married Ratoe Adjoe , 
daughter of Pangeran Aria Ranga 
Singa Sari, by whom he had feve- 
ral children, and among the reft 
Aboel Moali, who was his fucceflor. r,y t h. 
This prince had feveral wives, and 
a numerous iflue ; and by his firft 
wife Ratoe Koelon, daughter of 
Pangeran Djaya-karta, he had a 
fon called Abdoelphatachi, Abdcel- Sixth, 
phata, to whom he left his crown. 

Th is latter prince, who had feveral 
children, was fucceeded by his fon 
Abdoel Kahar Aboenafar , who had 
five wives, and feveral children, and 
among the reft, Moechamadf 'achien, 
who reigned after him ; and Abac 
Machajin Moechamad’ ayenoel alt din, R.nti. 
who now fills the throne.

This kingdom, which is in the fouth- 
ern part of theEafl- Indies, lies in the 
north-weft tract of the illand of 'Ja- 
va 5 it is near the {freights of Simla, 
and at the dilfance of about twenty- 
live leagues from Batavia , which is 
welfwardfromit. I took the diverlion 

Canoes, of the water in a canoe, which is a 
fmall velfel of that country, pointed 
at both ends, and made of the hol- 
lowed trunk of a tree called Bayer- 
(buriam , which is generally of a fur- 
prifing thicknefs. Thefe boats go 
very well with oars. I was ac- 
companied by a PritJJian, who had 
been fettled lome time in that coun- 
try, and was well acquainted with 
the language and all the cuftoms of 
it. We went to a place called Ca- 
rame , which is filled with tombs. 
It lies about a league from Bantam , 
upon the bank of the great river, 
which flows from the mountains. 
Thefe tombs were ereCted for the 
families of the kings of Bantam. 
The chief ftru&ure is entirely ruin- 
ous ; all the reft are inconliderable, 
and diipoled in covered places. Se- 
veral bodies are to be feen, ranged 
by each other, without any tombs, 


and only covered with earth raifed 1706, 
to a fmall height above the furface 
of the ground, with little ftones 
joined together in the form of tombs. 

This place is furrounded by a lingle 
wall. We went to bathe ourlelves 
at cur return, in the river near the 
garden where the king lb me times re- 
: arts to refreih himlelf in the lame 
manner. 

We landed at a little dilfance from 4 , w r 
the city, in order to vifit a lady who (T -.feJ- 
was 130 years old. She had been a-.tor.hn.rrt 
mentioned to me by the king, who 
likewife ordered me to go and lee 
her. She lived with the king’s great 
aunt, who had the direction of all 
the dancers. As we came from that 
prince, we were introduced into the 
apartment of the women, who were 
deliicd to dance, as thinking we 
came for that pur pole : But I re- 
turned them my acknowledgments, 
and declared, I had already en- 
joy’d that pleafure ; upon which they 
conducted us to the king’s aunt, to 
whom I teftified my gratitude for 
the honour fhe intended me, and 
told her, that I only delired to lee the 
antient lady ; upon which lome of 
her women, who were curious to lee 
me, took upon them to be my con- 
ductors. I found her in a very mean 
apartment, leated upon a kind of 
table, covered with grey cloth, af- 
ter the manner of the country, and 
her head bare. She was yet very 
frelh, and had a tolerable Ifrong 
voice, but her legs were fo weak 
that Die could not ftand, and fhc 
was reduced to meer skin and bones. 

As the day began to clofe, I defired a 
candle might be lighted, and when 
I had taken it in one hand, I held 
the other before it, and asked the 
old lady, if live could diftinguifh the 
light. Hove Jhould I, reply ’d fhe, 

Jince you hold your hand before it .- 
She, however, was incapable of di- 
ftinguifhing the features ol a lace. 

I then asked her, in order to try 
her memory, from what country the 
came ? I am a native of Jackatra, 
laid live ; (this was the antient name 
of Batavia, before it was taken by 
the company ninety leven years ago,) 
and 
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1706. and I came , when 1 'was young , to 
dwell at Bantam, where I have known 
Jeven kings , whom (lie particularly 
named ; (he always ate with a good 
appetite, but grew childifh at fome 
particular times, when fhe no longer 
asked for food, upon which occa- 
lion care was always taken for her 
fupply. Her eyes were funk deep in 
her head ; her hair was entirely grey, 
and very thin ; and her great age 
had bent all her fingers inward. Af- 
ter we had fatisfied our curiofity, we 
took leave of the king’s aunt, and 
thanked her for the civility with 
which (he had treated us. 

I employed the next day in making 
preparations for my departure, the 
enfuing evening, in one of the barks 
of the country, having no inclination 
to return in the veffel that brought 
me hither, and which fet (ail the 
preceding day, becaufe contrary 
winds frequently retard the courfe 
of thele veflels, for a confiderable 
time, in that feafon of the year. I 
defired Mr. de Wys to hire me one, 
but he was fo good as to lend me 
his own, which was larger and 
more commodious than the com- 
mon ones, and I embarked about 
(even in the evening with Mr. Kaef, 
who returned with me. The go- 
vernor and Mr. de Wys, gave me 
their anfwer to the general, and I 
returned them my acknowledgments 
for all their civilities. The gover- 
nor would even accompany me out 
of the city gate, where I found Mr. 
de Wys , and the fecretary, who 
waited to take their leave of me. 
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The haven on that fide is neither 1^06, 
broad nor deep, the Tailors the/ ore 
were obliged to ule a pole to pulh 
the bark forward, which is very tire- p.trture 
fome, becaufe they make but a flow'™ Crtl -' 
advance. As foon as we we r e got 
out, we were obliged to cad anchor, 
in order to wait for a land-wind, 
which role icon after. We made 
fuch way in the night, being fa- 
voured bv a fine moon-light, that at 
bre k of day, we gained light of the 
vefiel which let fad m the evening, 
and had the wind againft it. Thus 
by continually coafting, and palling 
between the illands, we arrived about 
three in the afternoon at Batavia , Hisarriv, 
where I furprized the general, who 
did not expebl me fo loon. I ac- via ' 
quitted mylelf to him of the com- 
pliments, with which I was entruft- 
ed on the part of the king, and gave 
him the letters I had for him. I 
likewife entertained him with an ac- 
count of whatever had happened to 
me, and with which he appeared 
very well fatisfied. I then went to 
pay my duty to the old general, 
who was overjoyed at the good fuc- 
ce(s of my voyage. 

I carried with me from Bantam Strange 
fome little birds, which I put 
fpirits of wine to preferve them. 

The moft beautiful of them had a 
violet fpot upon the top of his head ; 
his breaft and tail were tinged with 
a fine red, and all the reft of the 
body was green. There were alfo 
feveral other fmall birds with red 
breads and tails, and others that had 
thofe parts of a grey complexion. 
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CHAP. LXXI. 

The manner of receiving the letter of the king of 
Bantam. Wild fruits. A prefent, and letters from 
the emperor of Java. The arrival of captain Dam- 
pier. 


T H E letter of the king of 
Bantam , which Mr. Kaefhad 
in charge, being arrived in the road 
of Batavia the 19th of July, Mon- 
lieur Sabandhaer , matter of the cere- 
monies, was immediately lent, with 
feveix or eight principal officers of 
the company, and fome of the chief 
merchants, to receive it. This letter 
was placed in a large filver diffi, co- 
vered with yellow damask, richly 
flowered, and borne by a halberdier, 
accompanied by a Have in livery, 
who fupported the damask covering. 
When they were come to the cattle, 
they patted between two ranks of 
foldiers of the garifon under arms, 
and who were potted from the great 
gate, as far as the governor’s apart- 
ment, with enfigns difplay’d, and 
drums beating. A treble volley of 
fmall arms, and the cannon of the 
cattle, were then difcharged, and a 
magnificent entertainment was pre- 
pared in the hall of the council of 
the Indies, where the governor, and 
the general of the company were 
feated ; the fecretary appear’d Hand- 
ing, and the halbadiers were difpo- 
fed round the table. 

The company received on the 
23d a prefent of thirty three horfes 
' from Soefoenang P akocboana , em- 
peror of Java ; thefe were fucceed- 
ed on the 26th by letters from that 
prince, which were received with 
the fame ceremony as thole of the 
king of Bantam. This prefent was 
accompanied by fifteen or fixteen 
young female Haves. This is the 
fame emperor, whom the company 
replaced on the throne the preced- 
ing year, after having driven out his 
nephew Adepattie , who had polfel- 
fed himfelf of the kingdom of Ma- 
tarme. This empire, which is cal- 
led Sematarm , is on the eaftern coatt 


of Java , about fixty leagues from 
Batavia. The war lafted three 
years, but the depofed prince could 
never prevail upon himlelf to give 
up his pretenfions : Time, however, 
decided them at laft. 

I received, much about that time, ^ 
a prefent of wild fruits, which are w f ‘ 
found in the woods, and I took a 
draught of fix different fpecies of 
them on paper. The Atap , or Piek , of 
which they eat the infide, grows in ’ 
cluftres, about a foot and a half in 
diameter ; the leaves are long and 
narrow, as maybe feen in plate 215. 

The Froete Mieri, is a fruit with ^ o t y. 
white kernels, fo very malignant in eri _ 
its nature, that no one can tafte it 
without immediate death. The rea- 
der will find one, open, with tome 
of the leaves at the letter A, in plate 
216. The Froete Piackou , is alfo Froefe 
a fruit, of which they eat the infide ; Tiackou. 
it is green, and incircled with eight 
leaves, and is as large as it appears 
at the letter B. The Kandeke is a Kandektm 
long fruit, the flower of which bears 
no feed, but they fet the branches 
of it. The leaves are very beautiful, 
and agree with the reprelenta- 
tion at the letter C in plate 217. D 
marks a fruit, the name of which I 
could not learn ; it is of a beautiful 
red when ripe ; the leaves are long, 
and narrow, and clofe to one an- 
other. The 6 th is the Baple Kam- p a pie 
mie , a fruit of which they eat the Hammie. 
kernels, of the middle part, which 
are very large: They are likewile 
planted, becaufe they contain the 
feed of the fruit, which is very loft. 

The leaves refemble thole of 
ivy, and the fruit is reprelented in 
plate 218, as it grows naturally. 

I have alfo added in plate 219. 
a fine red flower, which fome- 
thing refembles a rofe, though it is 
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1706. formed of feveral fmall flowers joined 
together. 

Mineral I likewife received, among feveral 
productions, other curiofities, a parcel cf gold, 
filver, antimony, chryftal, and gold 
duft, taken from the mines of Cille- 
baer , on the weftern coaft of Suma- 
tra , together with a fea-plant, which 
is found at Amboina , and called by 
the Indians Akkar-bahaer, a name 
compounded of Akkar , which figni- 
fies a root, and Bahaer , which figni- 
fies the fea, as if one fhould fay a 
An extra- fea-root. The Arabs call this plant 
”f” ar y Kalbabaer , the firftfy liable of which 
fignifies the heart, and the fecond the 
j n a j mir . fea, that is to fay the Sea-heart. They 
able reme- pretend that it is an admirable re- 
meA y medy againft the ftrangury ; and in 
order to prepare it for that purpole, 
thefe branches, or roots, mult be re- 
duced to powder, and infufed in 
water, a fmall tea cup of which is then 
to be taken : The fame preparation 
is alfo faid to be excellent for re- 
lieving the pains of a woman, newly 
brought to bed, but it mull be mixed 
up with two thirds of Den-ty de bada , 
Adas , and Poole Sary, and a large tea 
cup of it fhould be taken thrice. 

In Amboina , and Pernate , are 
found whole forefts of a tree called 
Gabbe-gabbe, which the inhabitants 
ufe inftead of rice. They cut off 
the Item and branches, and take out 
a kind of pith that refembles a fponge, 
and which they drefs like rice. When 
this tree is feven or eight years old, 
they fell it, and then cut it into pieces, 
which are fleeped in water, after 
they have been well cleanfed. Thefe 
S.igee- are afterward made into Sagoe , 
which the People of Amboina , and 
m oft of the orientals, ufe inftead of 
bread ; they alfo make them into 
bifcuits, which will keep feveral 
years. 

Firji look The ifland of Sumatra , which is 
of Kings 0 ppofite to Malacca , is thought to 
;r ^ be the place from whence ophir was 
formerly brought, and where both 
the Syrians and fervants of Solomon 
gained fuch large treafures, as I have 
obferved in my firft voyage. There 
is ftill to be feen a fmall ifland be- 
fore Malacca , and which the inha- 
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bitants call Ophir-, but failors and 1706. 
geographers diftinguifh it by the 
name of the Red IJland. There is 
alfo found, both on the eaft and 
weft fide of the ifland of Sumatra . 
abundance of gold, of which I law 
feveral pieces almoft round, and ve- 
ry near as big as a pigeon’s egg, and 
others longer, without any mixture 
of ftone. 

North-weft of the ifland of Suma- (The city of 
tra , lies the city of Atchem , or A- Achlm 
chim , where the queen keeps her 
court ; that territory, as I was in- 
formed, being governed only by 
women, who derive their principal 
revenue from the mines. The Dutch 
company had formerly a factory 
there, but it has been removed for 
fome time. 

A Dutch vefffl, called the W ave- jmtl.tr.- 
ren , being accidentally fet on fire in clw! y - 1C ' 
1691, feventy pei Ions, among whom a<ient ' 
was a young Dutch lady, faved 
themfelves in the floops, and after 
having been upon the fea for the 
fp ice of nineteen days, and as many 
nights, were call; upon the coaft of 
Sumatra. They arrived ten days 
after at the city of Achim , in a de- 
plorable condition, after having fu- 
ftained the utmoft feverity of hunger 
at fea. The queen being informed ^ . 

of their arrival and adventures, or- nftiy of 
dered them to be brought before 
her, and treated them with abun- 
dance of humanity ; fhe cauled two 
pieces of cloth to be given to each 
of the officers, and one to every 
failor, to cover them, and endeav- 
oured to comfort them under their 
calamity, by afliiring them that fhe 
would take care of them. She 
likewife gave orders for lupplying 
them with provifions, and all necef- 
fary accommodations, and even con- 
tinued to provide for them with all 
the goodnefs and generoflty ima- 
ginable, til! they could find means 
to tranlport themfelves to Malacca, 
from whence they went to Batavia 
in the company’s veflel. 

The laft day of the month, the ^ arrj ^ 
famous captain Dampier arrived at vai of 
Batavia from Pernate, with twen- £^'” er 
ty eight of his crew on board one amp 
7 5 of 
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1706. of the company’s veffels. He fet 
fail from England in September 
1703. with two fhips, and after he 
had coafted along Brafil to flxty 
u degrees fouth latitude, he doubled 
urn's. ^ the cape of Hoorn. The tenth of 
Fcbrury he advanced as far as Ilka 
de Fernando, where he met a French 
veflel, with which he had a fharp 
engagement, but was obliged to 
quit it, becaufe he faw two others 
making up, and he then made all 
the fail he could toward the coaft 
of Chili and Peru. At length be- 
ing come into eight degrees north 
latitude, he landed with a few men 
at the river of Saint Mary, but was 
repulfed from thence; after which 
the fhip which accompany ’d him, 
and was called the Cinque Ports, left 
him near Panama , and from that 
time he never heard any thing of 
her. Toward the middle of May 
one of his pilots fled from his fer- 
vice, together with twenty of his 
failors, in a SpaniJJj veflel which he 
had taken in the bay of Nicaya ; 
and while he was abandoned in this 
manner, he met a large veflel of 
Manilkas, with which he fought a 
whole day without being able to 
make himfelf matter of her. Thefe 
difatters created a mifunderftanding 
between him and his faftor, and 
likewife his fecond pilot, and the 
reft of the crew ; and it rofe to fuch 
a height, that the factor and the 
pilot, accompany’d by thirty two 
iailors, forfook him, and went to 
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the Indies, in a Spanijh prize in 1706. 
1705. In this condition he arrived 
at Amboina the twenty-eighth of 
May, from whence, after he had 
fold his veflel called the St. John, 
which was no longer capable of be- 
ing ferviceable to him, he embark- 
ed in one of the company’s fhips, in 
order to proceed to Batavia, and 
from thence into Europe. He had 
taken at different times, and before 
his fecond fhip left him, thirteen or 
fourteen veffels, and fome SpaniJJj 
barks in the South-Sea, without ac- 
quiring any confiderable booty. Find- 
ing his compan} , therefore, reduced 
to twenty-eight men, after he had 
been forlaken by part of his crew 
a fecond time, he continued ftill to 
cruife for fome time, and took four 
prizes, till at length, his fhip, the 
St. George, being no longer in a con- 
dition to keep the fea, he left her, 
and went into one of the barks he 
had taken, and to which he gave 
the fame name. He alfo refolved to 
fail through the Indian fea, and 
at laft arrived in a very bad condi- 
tion at the ifland of Bathan, where 
he fold his veflel, and proce ded 
from thence to lernate, and then 
to Batavia , where he embarked for 
England, with fome of his men, 
in a fhip of that country, and the 
reft, who greatly difagreed with 
him, went after in the company’s 
fhips which were returning to Hol- 
land.

^defcrip- f i H w city of Batavia, former- 
tionof jb ly called Jacatra, was redu- 
Batjvia. under the government of the u- 
nited provinces cf the Loza Coun- 
tries, in the year 1619, as has alrea- 
dy been intimated. The governor- 
general Koen, who made himfelf 
matter of it, rebuilt it bv the ad- 
vice of his council, and added a ci- 
tadel to it, with an intention to 
matce it the feat of government of 
all the countries and places which 
were in fubjedtion to the united pro- 
vinces in thofe parts ; and the com- 
pany from that time gave it the 
name of Batavia. 

Its This city is in Afia, louthward 

Uon ' of the Baft-Indies, and in the we- 
ftern part of the illand of Java. 
It is fituated in 6 degrees and 16 mi- 
nutes of fouthern latitude, and in 
the longitude of 127 degrees 15 
minutes ; ic has likewife a fine port, 
and a good road. 

its arms. Its arms are a fword of azure in 
an orange field ; the point of the 
fword is railed, and pafies through 
a crown of green laurel. The bor- 
ders, and jurifdidtion of this city, 
are extended eattward, as far as the 
kingdom of Sirrebon, wettward to 
that of Bantam, l'outhward to the 
Scuth-Jea , and northward over all 
the neighbouring files in this part 
of the lea. 

Relive, t The reformed religion is eftablilh- 

ed in all the places which have any 
dependance upon the company, in 
the lame manner as it is in the li- 
nked provinces, and all other doc- 
trines are prohibited from being 
taught, under very fevere penalties. 
The Sunday , and all the leftivals, 
are obferved there in the fame manner 
as they are in Holland.

_ The city has a delightful fitua- 50. h.wtp 
tion, and I was allured that it iias oftlcOty. 
been very much embellittied within 
by feveral beautiful ftrucftures, and the 
country round about it by a variety of 
fine pleafure-houfes, within the fpace 
of fix years. All the avenues are 
bordered with fine trees, and fmall 
canals, and yet the natural beauty 
of the country, which is covered 
with a continual verdure, furpafies 
all the ornaments of art. The city 
of Batavia is a league and a half 
in circumference, and the ditch 
from twelve to fifteen fathom in 
breadth. The walls, which are of 
brick, are twenty one feet in height, 
and the rampart a fathom and a half 
in thicknels ; there are likewife five 
gates, namely, that which fronts 
the water, to the north, that of U- 
treebt , to the weft ; that of Diejl, 
and the new gate, ro the fouth and 
that of Rotterdam to the eaft. 

The citadel has two ^,ates > one <f[, e citotii 
toward the land, on the fouth-fide, orcajiie. 
and the other next the water, on 
the north. It is a quarter of a league 
in circumference, and is fortified 
with four baftions, called the Ruby, 
the Diamond, the Pearl, and the 
Saphir. Thefe are all well provided 
with brals cannons, and have hand- 
fome ftone walls of a confidera'ble 
height, together with large maga- 
zines, ftored with ammunition, pro- 
vifions, and mercantile commodities. 

The entrance by the land-gate opens 
into a large lquare, furrounded with 
handfome houfesj of which thac 
which belongs to the governor-gene- 
neral takes up the greateft part of 
one fide of the fquare. That of the 
dircdtor-general is over-againft it, 
and the chappelof thecitadel between 
Hh them. 
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1706. them. There is a communication, 
by a gate, between this and the 
houfe of the governor, who has a 
feat next the pulpit. There is like- 
wile another for the director- general, 
the general of the troops, and the 
members of the council of the In- 
dies. The reft are feated according 
to their rank and dignity : There 
are alfo chairs oppofite the pulpit, 
for the women who belong to the 
citadel, and whofe number is incon- 
fiderable. General de Wilde , and 
two or three other members of the 
council of the Indies, are placed 
next the diredtor-general. The paf- 
fage into the large fquare lies be- 
tween feveral magazines, over which 
are fome apartments. The water- 
gate opens into a fquare which had 
fome refemblance to the former, and 
where is alfo a range of houfes in- 
habited by the two principal mer- 
chants of the caftle, and other of 
the company’s officers. On the fide of 
this gate, are feveral magazines like 
the former, together with the chance- 
ry, into which there is a paffage by a 
back door of the governor-general's 
houfe. This is what is moft remark- 
able in the citadel. At the entrance 
by the land-gate is a flight of flairs, 
which afcend to the apartment of 
the major of the place ; as likewife 
to the arfenal, and the quarters of 
the foldiers ofthegarifon ; and from 
the top of this place a delightful 
profpedl opens every way to the view. 
rfhe gover- The governor’s palace has a hand - 
nor' spa- fome flair-cafe, baluftraded on each 
Ue ' fide with ftone ; its front is likewife 
very beautiful, and built after the /- 
talian manner. At the entrance in- 
to it is a fine veftible, where the hal- 
berdiers are Rationed, and fome a- 
partments on the right hand, which 
front the fquare, and on the left 
hand a handfome gallery, with large 
beautiful windows on the right, 
which look into a court, on the o- 
ther fide of which are feveral apart- 
ments. At the upper-end ol the 
gallery is a hall, where the governor 
gives audience, and over the gallery 
is another hall of much the fame 
ftru&ure, together with a range of 
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apartments. The top of the build- 1706. 
ing is ornamented with a fine tower, 
which commands a delicious pro- 
fpedt. The principal officers of the 
palace are lodged on the other fide 
of the court, which I juft now men- 
tioned, where is alfo the kitchen. Be- 
yond the veftible is a fmall garden, 
which affords a paffage to the coun- 
cil-chamber, which is a large apart- 
ment, adorned with the pictures of 
all the governors in full length, ex- 
cept the prefent one, and his prede- 
ceffor, which I was refolved to paint, 
notwithftanding the diforder in my 
eyes ; but I could not finifh that of 
the laft, by reafon of his indifpofi- 
tion, and fome difappointments 
which happened at that time. 

I ffiall now fet down a lift of the 
governors general, who have been 
employed in the fervice of the com- 
pany, and have exercifed that impor- 
tant charge. 

The firft was Peter Both , eledted j cafa . 
by the chamber of feventeen in the legneoftbe 
year 1609. he poffeffed this place S overnm ’ 
till the year 1615, and died the fe- 
cond of ‘January in the fame year, 
in his return to Holland. His fuc- 
ceffor was Gerard Reinjl , who died 
of a bloody flux at Jacatra, the 7th 
of December in the fame year. 

The 19th of June 1616, the 
council of Demote nominated in his 
place Laurent Reael , who was re- 
called the 25th of October in the 
following year. He was fucceeded 
by John Peter Koen , who fet out 
from Holland in 1618, made him- 
felf mafter of Jacatra the 30th of 
May 1619, and gave it the name of 
Batavia , the 21ft of Augujl 1621. 

He returned to Holland the 2d of 
February 1622, and left in his place 
Peter Charpentier , who returned to 
his own country the 12 th of Novem- 
ber, 1627. 

The 25th of September in the fame 
year, Mr. Koen returned to the In- 
dies a fecond time, in quality of go- 
vernor-general, and died there the 
20th of September 1629. His fuc- 
ceffor was Jacob Spelx, who returned 
to Holland the 4th of December 
1632. 
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Henry Brewer fucceeded him, 
and returned to Europe the 31ft of 
December , 163 5. His office was 
conferred on Anthony Van Diemen , 
who died the 9th of April 1645. 

He was fucceeded by Cornelius 
Vander Lyn , who returned to his 
own country the 1 ith of June 1650, 
and was fucceeded by Charles Rey- 
niers, who died the 1 8 th of May 
1653. John Martfuyker was no- 
minated to this important charge, 
and confirmed in it the 1 6 th of June. 
He died the 4th of January , 1578. 
Rykloj V an Goens fucceeded him ; but 
having voluntarily refigned his ge- 
nerallhip, was fucceeded by Corne- 
lius Speelman , who died the nth of 
January 1684. 

The fame day was employed in 
the provifional election of John 
Kamphuijen , who was confirmed the 
7th of Augujl 1685. He laid down 
his poll the 27 th of November, 1691, 
and died the 1 8 th of July 1695. 

H is fuccelTcr was William d'Outs - 
horn , who refigned it the 15th of 
Augujl 1704 ; and it was given the 
fame day to John Van Hoorn, w ho 
quitted it the 29th of October 1709, 
and had for his fucceffior Abraham 
de Rlebeek. 

As the hall where the pi&ures of 
thefe governors were hung was an- 
tient, it was thought advifable to 
pull it down, and workmen are now 
employed in rebuilding it. The 
council in the mean time afiembles 
in the hall which fronts the fiffi- 
pond : This apartment is very fpa- 
cious, and rifes on an eminence a- 
bove the pond ; it has likewife a 
cabinet which affords a fine profpebt. 
On each fide of the hall are fmall 
gardens full of fruit-trees, with a 
low wall on the fide next the pond. 

In the paffage from the citadel 
through the land-gate to the city, is 
a large fione bridge, built over the 
ditch, and the Efplanade, beyond 
it, leads toapleafant road bordered 
with trees. At the end of it is a 
Corps de Garde upon the bank of a 
river, which has a bridge over it, 
and a gate in the middle, where a 
centinel is ftationed.

The governors fables, and grooms 
lodges are on the other fide of this 
river, oppofite to the Corps de Garde-, 
and not far from thence is a fcaffold, 
on which are executed thofe who 
are condemned by the courts of ju- 
fiice of the citadel ; but thofe who 
are condemned by the magiftrates of 
the city, are executed in a lpacious 
fquare before the town-houfet This 
was a large building of a confider- 
able height, and adorned with a 
beautiful front ; but the whole ftruc- 
ture was fo very antient, that they 
are at prefent employed in pulling 
it down, in order to rebuild it. Lea- 
ving this edifice on the left hand, the 
pafiage lies through the new ftreet, 
and frem thence into the fuburbs, 
which are to the fouth. About the 
diftance of one hundred fathom 
from thence is a refervoir, the water 
ol which falls horn the mountains, 
and is conveyed to this place by fione 
gutters ; and as this water is very good 
to drink, it is tranfported to the city 
in fmall barks. The paffage is con- 
tinued, with this relervoir to the 
left, and five powder mills, together 
with l'everal beautiful gardens; and 
on the right a large number of brick 
and lime kilns, to the left of which 
runs a fmall river, which turns the 
mills, and the river Carrot flows to 
the right. 

Tire advanced guard cf Ryjvick is 
a league from thence, and half a league 
from a fine eftate or farm of the direc- 
tor-general of Riebeek ; it is diftin- 
guifiiedby the name of Tanna-cb an,< or 
red-land; the red-lands ah eady men- 
tioned, beginning at this place, four 
leagues from Sering-fwg, and twen- 
ty from the blew mountain. 

After palling through the lame 
gate, and leaving the great river on 
the right, one comes into a charm- 
ing road bordered with trees, and 
fine gardens. This leads to the fore 
of Jacatra , near which are the 
tombs of the Chhiefe-, an! at a little 
diftance from thefe is the governor- 
general’s garden. Nor divide heu'e, 
which belongs to Mr. Kajrcteia, is 
not far from this place ; and be- 
yond it is another guard near a place 
called Strui/u'ich. A 
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1706. A league from the gate of Pot- 
ter dam is a fmall gulf, and the fort 
of Ansjol , where a garifon of thirty 
European l'oldiers is Rationed. There 
is like wife an oyfter-fifhery in this 
place, and the gulf mull be croffed 
in order to go to Tanjonpree , where 
there is a noble houfe, with beauti- 
ful gardens and fifh-ponds, from 
whence a fine profpeCt opens to the 
fea. This eflate belongs to the 
heirs of captain Egberti. 

A palfage along the fea-fhore leads 
to the two Marondes, which were 
formerly the refidence of the rebel 
y anker. This place, which is three 
leagues from Batavia, fupplies all 
the wood which is burnt in that ci- 
ty, and there is no proceeding far- 
ther, by reafon of the thickets which 
fill this part of the country. 

In pafling through the gate of 
Dicjl , one advances half a quarter of 
a league to the eaft, where the road 
then turns to the weft, and leads to 
two little forts, one of which is half, 
and the other three quarters of a 
league from the city. At a little di- 
ftance from hence is the canal of 
Mocker , which flows from Tange- 
ran, and was made by the bailiff 
of Mock , who has been re-imburfed 
his expences, which amounted to 
a very confiderable fum. The 
money, however, may be confider- 
ed as loft, fince no ufe can be made 
of the canal. If, indeed, it could 
be rendered navigable, it would 
prove of vaft advantage to the city, that 
quarter producing a plentiful growth 
of wood. Eangeran, to which this 
canal extends, is five leagues from 
Batavia, and feparates the territo- 
ries of that city from thofe of Ban- 
tam. 

From the gate oiUtrecht one may 
proceed in the fame road, to the 
north, as far as a place called the 
Flute, where a guard of fifteen fol- 
diers is ftationed, with a fergeant 
and two corporals. This guard is 
on the weftern point of the fea- 
fhore, by which means it renders 
any farther paffage impracticable. 

All the out parts of the city are 
filled with beautiful gardens and 
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fruit-trees, and are very populous as 1706. 
well as the fuburbs, fome of which 
extend to a great length, and on the 
fide of them are feveral agreeable 
canals. 

Every quarter of the city is full Chinefe. 
of Chinefe, who are an indefatiga- 
ble people, and very ingenious, e- 
fpecially in imitating whatever they 
fee performed. Thefe people culti- 
vate mod of the landed eftates in 
the country, and have the direction 
of all the fugar-mills, and thofe o- 
ther places where arrack and brandy 
are made. They likewife keep all 
forts of fhops, drefs provifions, and 
fell liquors : Their houfes therefore 
are always filled with failors. Malt- 
fpirits being a very profitable com- 
modity, a vaft quantity is according- 
ly confumed. 

When I came to this city, I found 
thirty vefiels in the road, and there 
were almoft as many when I left it, 
exclufive of the barks which belong to 
that country. 

No appearance can be more a- Camis. 
greeable than that of the canals, 
which are bordered with trees, and 
adorned with the fined: houfes ima- 
ginable. The canals of moll note 
are the Fygerjgarft, the yonkerfgragt , 
the Kaeimanjgragt, and the Rbino- 
cerojgragt , and that which is formed 
by the great river ; the reft are not 
fo confiderable: The largeft ftreets Street;. 
are thofe which are diftinguifhed by 
the names of the Prince, the Lords, 
and Newport. There are three 
churches, namely, the Dutch, the Churches. 
Portuguefe, and the Malayan , where 
fervice is performed in thofe lan- 
guages. There are alfo feveral o- 
ther minifters, who are fent to thofe Jfimjlm. 
places where the Dutch have any 
fettlements. 

This city is inhabited by a great Strar.? e 
number of ftrangers, fome of whom Tiat:QM - 
are habited in a very particular man- 
ner, while others are almoft naked. 

The Chinefe, who are mod nume- chinefe 
rous, wear a kind of fhirt, and un- habits. 
derit a ftraitpair of drawers, which 
hang down to their feet. Some of 
them have wide Ueeves to their fhirts, 
others thofe which are very narrow, 

and 
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1706. and buttoned on their wii Sts : Their 
legs are naked, and they wear dip- 
pers : Their hair is plaited round a 
bodkin, on the top of their heads, 
like that of women, and they al- 
ways go ba:e-headed, and carry a 
fan in their hand. Their wives are 
habited after the manner of the 
country. Th-re are alio abundance 
of Motifs, who are a people defend- 
ed from Moors and Europeans. The 
Kajlietfes have a nearer refemblance 
to the Europeans , or Whites ; and 
there are a third fort of them, cal- 
led Poejlietfes , whofe complexion 
differs very little from ours. They 
fpeak broken PortugiieJ'e , and pre- 
tend it is their natural language. 
Moft of them underftand Dutch , 
and are likevvife acquainted with the 
language of the country. Their 
habit refembles that which I have 
deicribed before in my account of 
the ilia; id of Ceilon. The other ft ran- 
ge ra whom one finds at Batavia, are 
MakajJ'ares, Bougis, Baliers, Malay- 
ans, and Moors of Amboina, or 'Ter- 
mite. 

Previp.ns. With refpedt to their provisions ; 
their meat is not extraordinary, e- 
fpecially their beef, which is very 
lean, and they have no mutton but 
what is brought from other places. 
The fmall quantity of milk which 
their cows yield is very furpriiing ; 
but thefe defeats have fome ccmpen- 
fauon in the abundance of fmall 
game in the woods. But the con- 
sumption is not confiderable, tho’ 
they are brought to market. Their 
chief food is pullets, which are 
breuaht from the coafl of Java, 
tope her with ducks and geefe, and 
fome t imes deer, and elkes. The cir- 
cumjacent woods are full of wild 
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boars ; and they likewife harbour 1706. 
Tigers, and Rhinocerofies, with 
great numbers of apes, and other a- 
nimals. 

This cltv is plentifully fupplied F-.b. 
with fiih, the largeft of which are 
molt eSteemed ; namely, the Kakap, 
the Jacob Evert fen, the Bream, the 
Cabillau, the Royal Fife, and the 
carp. There are alfo fmelts, l'oles, 
and a kind of plaice, &c. together 
with cray-fifh, crabs, oyfters, and 
eels, and a large kind of cray-fifh, 
whofe flavour is admirable. 

Herbs are equally plentiful ; and ^ erau 
there is no want of °;ood French 

O 

beans, green peas, carrots, parfnips, 
large and l'mail raddifhes, and pota- 
toes, of which fome people make 
bread. 

I have prefented the reader with Fhffcfil 
a profll of the city in plate 220, u ~ 
which I took in one of the compa- 
ny's barks, and the whole is marked 
with numerical figures ; 1. Shews the 
Structure where the great bell is hung ; 

2. the advanced guard ; 3. the maga- 
zines of oil; 4. the Stores of wood ; 

5. the place where rice is depofited ; 

6. the caftle, or citadel ; 7. the gate 
which fronts the water ; 8. a gate of 
lattice in the caftle wall ; 9. a Smith's 
Shop ; 10. the wood-yard ; 1 1. the 
magazine for cloves; 12. the free 
port ; 13. the eaft cape or point ; 14. 
the weStern cape ; 15. the river; 16. 
the fea-mark, called the duke of Aha , 
eredted upon a bank of fand at the 
mouth of the river. As this city is 
very low, one can fee nothing on the 
fide next the river, but the land which 
lies above it, together with one fide 
of the citadel, and the mountains 
which are covered with trees, 
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The retinae of the governor-general of the Indies. The 
dignity 'which attends that employment . The diffi- 
culties in fe par able from it , as well as from 
thofe of the other directors. The author re folves to 
return by land. A recital of the honours he re- 
ceived. 


I Shall now give fome account of 
the honours which are render- 
ed to the governor-general of the In- 
dies ; who, in the name of the 
company, governs all the territories 
they poffefs in this country. 

*f be sever- He ufually devotes JFednefday and 

nor str ’ un ‘ Saturday to his recreation, at one 
of his country feats, on which oc- 
cafion he is preceded by a quarter- 
mafter, and fix teen horfemen, toge- 
ther with a trumpet, and two hal- 
berdiers on horle-back. He is feated 
in a light coach, made after the 
Spaniflj fafhion, and drawn by two 
horfes. His mafterof the horfe rides 
by the fide of it, followed by fix o- 
ther halberdiers, who ride two in a 
breaft. Thefe are fucceeded by two 
other coaches, in which are thofe 
who accompany the governor, and 
the procelfion is clofed by forty 
eight horfemen, with their captain, 
two quarter-mafters, and a trumpet 
at their head. He is attended al- 
moft in the fame manner when he 
paffes through the city, only his 
guard is then compofed of foot; 
but his mafter of the horfe, and the 
halberdiers, are always on horfeback, 
unlefs he be going either to a wed- 
ding or a funeral ; for then the hal- 
berdiers march on foot with their 
partifans in their hands. But the 
mafter of the horfe rides always be- 
fide the chariot. 

Tke man- On Sunday, after divine fervice, 

Z'h'”b the cau ^ es his guards to parade in 
troops are the court of the citadel before his 
exmi/u palace. Firft appears a led horfe 
richly caparifoned, and led by the 
bridle by an European ; next a com- 
pany of cavalry, armed with cuiraf- 
les, and attended by a trumpet ; then 


a company of granadiers, followed by 
a battalion offufiliers, pikemen, and 
mufquetiers, armed with head-pieces, 
and preceded by fix hautbois. They 
march twice round the place in 
good order, and are well acquainted 
with every branch of their exercife. 

Thefe marks of grandeur contri- Me ardu - 
bute in fome meafure to foften the ou, fi ateo f 
fatigues of fo weighty and arduous (tS0VerK ° r ' 
a charge ; for this great officer has 
never any reft or vacation, as among 
us. He is harraffed with letters 
and pacquets, from the moment day 
begins to break, and is continually 
employed in the affairs of the com- 
pany, by reafon of the vaft extent 
of the country which is under his 
jurifdidtion : Befide all which, he 
has a variety of bufinefs to tranfadl 
with the fhips that yearly come from 
Holland. The fun is no fooner ri- 
fen than the two principal merchants, 
the commander of the citadel, the 
major, the architect, the chief en- 
gineer, and feveral others, come to 
give him an account of what paftes, 
and to receive his orders. About e- 
leven o’clock the Sabandhaer waits 
upon him, to give him a particular 
account of the barks, merchandifes, 
and perfons that are arrived, and 
the place to which they are bound ; 
after which he difpatches the necef- 
fary pafs-ports, and muft likewife 
give audience to thofe who have any 
affairs to tranfadl at the palace. 

Thefe attentions engage him till 
dinner-time, when he has not above 
half an hour’s reft, and he even 
employs part of that time in talking 
of bufinefs ; after which he re- 
turns to the duties of his province 
till fupper. So that to form a true 

judg- 
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1706. judgment of things, without being 

l/Y\) influenced by outward appearances, 
one mult needs pronounce him a 
meer flave, who has not a moment 
to himfelf, and dares not pafs one 
night out of the citadel. He is like- 
wile obliged to give the company 
an account of all that pafles on the 
coafl: of Java, and its dependent 
territories. Every member of the 
council is obliged to do the fame by 
a courier, with refpeCt to thofe af- 
fairs which are under his direc- 
tion. 

•fheaffem- The council aflembles conftantly 

UiKgofthe £W ice a week, and fometimes ofcner,

as any extraordinary occaiion may 
require. Foreign minifters who ar- 
rive at Batavia, are not permitted 
to depart from thence before they 
have been conducted to an audience 
of the governor. 

ThefeconftantemploymentSjWhich 
were always pretented to my view, 
caufsd me to recoiled: the manner 
in which I had pafled my time at 
Mofcovi'i where, when I asked my 
friends, how long their feftivals and 
rejoicings were defigned to be con- 
tinued, they immediately replied, 
that their diverlions began with Ja- 
nuary , and ended with December. 
How different is this manner of li- 
ving, from that of perfons of di- 
itindtion in this country ! I was 
therefore fo far from envying their 
grandeur and profperity, that, on 
the contrary, I thought myfelf very 
happy in being able with a mode- 
rate fortune to enjoy a pleafing tran- 
quility of mind, in conjunction 
with a date of liberty, without which 
all other advantages are of no figni- 
fleation. 

Vie J:rett- The mod important charge next 

•r -go-era!. j- 0 t foe governor’s, is that of director- 
general, which is altogether as fa- 
tiguing; lince he is obliged by his 
ftation to buy up, and dilpofe of all 
the merchandife of the company, 
of what nature foever it be, and 
to what place foever they fend them ; 
befide the other employments inci- 
dent to this office. In a word, he 
has the management of every par- 
ticular that relates to commerce; 


and all the merchants and officers of 1706. 
the company render an account to 
him of what pafles, and receive 
from him the keys of the maga- 
zines, the charge of which is con- 
figned to his care. This director 
alfo iflues his orders with refpedt to 
the particular cargo each fhip is to 
take on board.

via , no one was more efteemed com pany’s 
than Mr. de Wilde , general of the troops. 
company’s troops, and the third of- 
ficer in their fervice. He is alfo a 
member of the council of the In- 
dies , , and a perfon of extraordinary 
merit. I fhall not give any parti- 
cular account of the members of 
the council, nor of thofe who poflels 
inferior flations, fince what relates to 
them is fufficiently known in our 
country. For which reafon I fhall 

j 

only add, that I do not believe there 
is any place in the world where they 
write fo much as in the offices belong- 
ing to the company, where a num- 
ber of extraordinary penmen are em- 
ployed. 

As I had no longer any affairs to 
detain me at Batavia, I thought of 
returning home by Perfia, and found 
myfelf the more inclinable to un- 
dertake that journey, bccaufe I was 
informed about that time, that four 
French men of war were cruifing 
on the Indian coafts, and had ta- 
ken the Phoenix on the coafl of Coro- 
mandel, in her return from Bengale , 
and two Englijh fhips in the begin- 
ning of the year ; befide which 
there was forne mifunderftanding mg be - 
between the great Mogul and the tween 
company, in confequence of which 
that monarch would no longer per- company. 
mit them to trade on the coaft of 
Coromandel. As it therefore was im- 
practicable for me to go thither 
without hazard, I refolved to return 
by land as foon as polfible, though I 
was advifed to the contrary, and was 
alfo prefled to take the opportunity of 
embarking in one of the fhips that 
were returning, to which I had no 
manner of inclination. The gover- 
nor-general, perceiving my refolution 
was fixed, informed me, that in 

eight 
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tight or ten days he fhould di (patch 
two {hips for Per fie? , and that I 
might have a pallage in one of them. 
I then de tired a puis-port from the 
direCtor-general, which he granted 
me immediatelv, telling me at the 
lame time, with all imaginable ci- 
vility, that he was forry to lote me 
lo loon, and befoie I had teen one 
of his elfates, which he intended to 
have /hewn me. 

I, however, went to divert mv- 
ldf once more at Strui/wiek, with 
the governor, and gene'al de IPi/de, 
together with other perlons of hi- 
ftinCtion. This place, which be- 
longs to the governor, is beautified 
with the fined: avenues and moil de- 
lightful walks in the world. It is 
likewife full of fruit-trees, and wa- 
tered by the great river, which runs 
on one fide of it. The houle is 
built of wood, and contains a lpa- 
cious hall, with a variety of other 
apartments. We breakfafled here, 
and went afterward to another houfe 
belonging to this lord, where we ar- 
rived before noon, and found 1'ome 
members of the council of the In- 
dies , with other friends, and were 
entertained in a very elegant man- 
ner. The governor told me in the 
evening, that the direCtor-general 
was to go the 1 1 th of Augu/l to the 
ifle * without red, and that I might 
take this opportunity to fee it. The 
director likewife was fo obliging as 
to defire me, two days before his 
departure, to accompany him thi- 
ther, and fent me the following or- 
der the fame day.

I failed not to go at the appointed 1706. 
time to the director’s houfe, where 
1 found above twenty perfons, who 
were to accompany us to the file 
without reft, which is about three 
leagues from Batavia. W e let 

out on this little progrefs with tire 
found ofleveral trumpets, and haut- 
boys, and all the ihips in the road 
hoi lied their flags and ftreamers, 
which afforded a very agreeable pro- 
fpeCt. We arrived there about eight 
o’ clock, and took a view of the ; - 
fland, and the fort, which is well 
provided with cannon, and has a 
good garilon. They make in this 
ifland all things neceflary for refit- 
ing fhips, and there is iuch a con- 
tinual noife of hammers and anvils, 
that it is juflly called the ifland with- 
out ref. It is furrounded with banks 
of fand, which prevent the approach 
of larger vefl'els, and none but l'mall 
barks pafs between that and the ifle 
of Kuiper , which is over-againft it, 
at a fmall diftance. I went ovft to 
it, and took from thence a draught 
of the former. While I was thus 
employed, the director vifited fome of 
the members of the council, and a- 
bout noon they gave me notice by 
a floop, that it was dinner-time. I 
had then juft finifhed my work, 
which the reader will find in plate 

221. The galley in which we came 
appears at the point of the ifland, 
and upon the bank are three cranes 
with feveral fmall veflels. 

Several fifties of extraordinary 
beauty were fhewn me at my return ; 
and as dinner was not then ferved 
up, I haftened to the fhore, in order 
to take a draught of the ifland of 
Kuipcr } which is exhibited in plate 

222, for I was very fen Able that the 
company would not part with me 
after dinner, becaule it was the di- 
rector's lady’s birth-day, for which 
reafon they intended to devote that 
time to pleafure. We were enter- 
tained in a fplendid manner both 
with flefh and fifh, under a tent, 
and there was no want of wine upon 
that occaflon. General de Wilde ^ 

and 
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and five members of the council of 
the Indies were there alfo. About 
the middle of the entertainment 
fome Dutchmen made their appear- 
ance ; two of them were habited 
like women, and they diverted us 
with foveral agreeable fancies. We 
returned in the evening to the fame 
place, where we continued our di- 
verfions, and drank the governor’s 
health, which was accompanied 
with a difcharge of the Ihips cannon, 
and the found of the trumpets, and 
hautbois. About foven we arrived 
at Batavia, and went to congratu- 
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late madam de Riebeek on her birth- 1706. 

As the time of my departure drew 
nigh, I went the next day to take 
my leave of the members of the 
council of the Indies, and to return 
them my acknowledgments for all 
their civilities. General de Wilde , 
prefled me with his ufual complai- 
fance to dine with him, and I (hall 
always retain a grateful remembrance 
of the obliging manner in which he 
treated me : I mull add too, inju- 
ftice to his character, that I never 
(aw a more polite gentleman than 
himfelf. 



CHAP. LXXIV. 

Tombs of the Chinefe. Their funerals. An entertain- 
ment given by the governor- general. His civility to 
the author. 


T W O days before my depar- 
ture, I went with thegovernor’s 
mailer of the horle, to take a view 
of fome Chineje tombs ; and I made 
a draught of them, which the reader 
will find in plate 223. Thefe 
tombs are all built in the fame 
form, only fome are larger, and 
more ornamented than others. 

The reafon they aflign for this 
uniformity in the ftrudture of their 
tombs, is, that all Men are alike 
fhut up in the womb of their mo- 
thers, and therefore there ought to 
be no diftincfion between them af- 
ter, their death. They firft dig a 
grave in proportion to the coflin, 
which is longer, but not deeper 
than curs, and is likewifo very thick, 
and varn idled over. They cover it 
at the lame time with paper, and 
bind cords about it. After which 
they calf money into the grave, more 
or lefs, according to the rank ande- 
fcate of the deceafed perlon, and 
place the coflin upon it. They then 
m.:ke the cement which is to be em- 
ployed in building the tomb, and 
is compofed of the whites of ecgs, 
Vcl. II. 


and other ingredients, which render 
it lb hard, and binding, that it is 
impofliblc either to break or re- 
move it from its place. The top of 
the tomb is railed fome feet above the 
earth, in a round form, and encom- 
pafled with ornaments that refemble 
lfeps. They place likewifo on the 
forepart foveral branches, and fome 
fquare bafos, upon which they fix 
the heads of beads, fuch as lions, 
tygers, &c. painted in green, with 
a fonall intermixture of red, by way 
of ornament. They likewifo raifo, 
on the middle of the fteps which 
lead up to the tomb, a fmall work 
in form of an altar, with a red bor- 
der in the middle of the front, and 
fome Chinefe characters in gold. The 
pavement which is laid before the 
tomb, is of the fame mafonry with 
the reft of the work; it is likewifo 
white, and divided into three com- 
partments feparate from each other, 
with a little elevation on the back- 
part. There is another altar on the 
right, in the front, with a kind of a 
niche in the middle.

Thefe 
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1706. Thefe tombs cod fometimes two, 
three, or four hundred crowns ; but 
penT of there are fome which have no orna- 
tbefe ments bedowed upon them. The 

tombs. rnafonry and form of the work is 

the fame in all, becaufe it is thought 
that the dead, by thefe means, will 
repofe in perfect fafety. 
jfuner.il When I arrived at this place, I 
■proceffton. faw lome people employed in ma- 
king one of thefe tombs for a per- 
fon whom they were going to inter. 
The proceffion advanced loon after, 
and I beheld feveral tents furnilhed 
with every thing neceffary for a 
kitchen, and for preparing a repad. 
I carefully obferved all the cere- 
monials praftifed by the funeral 
train, which relembled a proceffion, 
with refpedt to the number of perfons 
that compofed it, and the ornaments 
which were carried on that occafion; 
fuch as dreamers, parafols, and ca- 
nopies, under one of which was 
carried one of their faints, known 
by the name of Joosje ; and I like- 
wife heard the found of feveral bells. 
When they came to the place where 
the corpfe was to be laid in theearth, 
every thing was dilpatched with 
great expedition, and in very good 
order. Over-againd one of thefe 
tombs was a pavilion, and feveral 
parafols, under one of which I ob- 
ferved a large table covered with all 
forts of provifions brought from the 
city, and among the red a raw hog, 
and a he- goat, which were to be 
offered to the faint I have already 
mentioned. In the mean time thofe 
who attended the funeral threw mo- 
ney into the grave ; and then the 
corps was let down. A pried, who 
dood at one end of the grave, held 
a book in his hand, in which he 
read, and by the dde of him dood 
another, who held a diver plate full 
of feeds, of which he threw now 
and then a handful toward the at- 
tendants, as likewifeupon the coffin, 
and the deceafed woman’s child, 
who dood on the other dde of the 
tomb, covered with a robe of un- 
wrought flax, which flowed over 
his head after the manner of the an- 
tients, wffio covered themfelves in 
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this manner with lack-cloth in 1706. 
times of mourning and afflidlion, and 
cad themfelves upon the earth. 

This child, who was but ten years 
old, did lb feveral times, and then 
rofe up again by the direction of 
the attendants, among whom was 
his father clothed in white. The 
pried then ordered the child to ap- 
proach him, and made him fprinkle 
fome handfuls of feed upon his mo- 
ther’s coffin, which concluded the 
ceremony. Nothing appeared to 
me more extraordinary then the fcat- 
tering of the feed, which was cer- 
tainly emblematical, and lignified 
to the attendants, that the perfons 
who performed the ceremonial widi- 
ed their poderity might be multi- 
plied in the fame manner. 

While fome were employ’d in 
making the cement already men- p a ji % e 
tioned, the red feated themfelves at 
table, to the number of flve hun- 
dred perfons, among whom were 
feveral women clothed in white, 
with a kind of pointed cap of the 
fame colour upon their heads, and 
which hung down to the middle 
of their body. The company con- 
tinued there till the evening, un- 
der the trees. Thefe tombs are but 
a fmall league from Batata, and 
there are feveral which are not fo 
far. The reader will And them re- 
prefented in plate 224. The cir- 
cumdances of this funeral repad 
correfpond with the cudom I have 
elfewhere mentioned, of bringing 
provifions to the tombs of the dead 
in other places. There are even 
fome who come thither to imoke, 
or drink coffee, &c. others to pay 
their devotions, as I have feen prac- 
tifed at Chiras, or Zjie-raes in Per. 
fia. They frequently make thefe 
repads, toon after the interment of 
the body, upon carpets fpread on the 
earth. This ceremonial is pradtifed 
among the oriental Chridians, name, 
ly, in Georgia , Armenia , and a- 
mong the Greeks , who pour out 
their lamentations around the tombs 
of their ancedors, as has been ob- 
ferv’d in the account of I/paban. 

The more forrow they teftify on 

thefe

the fc occafions, the greater is the 
honour which they render to the 
relations of the deceafed. Theyal- 
fo hire mourners of both fexes, who 
perform the ceremony of weeping 
for the dead, in the greateft perfec- 
tion. This cuftom has prevailed in 
all ages ; and the prophet 'Jeremiah 
mentions it in his Lamentations. 

I returned about noon to the cita- 
del, where the governor had cauled 
a Iplendid entertainment to be pre- 
pared for fome Grangers, who were 
lately arrived from Holland , as well 
as for thole, who were returning 
thither, or going to other places. I 
had the honour to be one of the 
gueds, whole number amounted to 
tidy live perfbns, among whom were 
general de IP tide. , leven members of 
the council of the Indies , and mod of 
thole who conditute the council of 
tudice. The fead was ferved up 
in the great council-chamber, with 
inexpredible magnificence. The 
company withdrew about five, and 
the governor then asked me if I had 
compleated the preparations for my 
departure ? To which I replied, that 
I had, and that nothing remained 
but to return him my humble ac- 
knowledgments for all his civilities. 
He was again fo obliging, as to 
defire me to tell him, if there were 
any other particulars wherein he 
could be ferviceable to me ? Upon 
which I endeavoured to exprefs my 
fenle of his goodnefs in the bell 
manner I was able. 
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I went the fame Day to take my 1706. 
leave of his Predecedbr, Mr. Out- 
Jhorn y who treated me with the ut- 
mod civility, and made me a pre- 
fent of feveral curiofities. The 
next day I went to take my leave 
of the director- general de Riebeek, 
and Mr. Kajlelein , to whom I had 
very particular obligations, and who 
did me the honour of a vifit in his 
turn. In fltort, I mud again de- 
clare, in judice to all thefe gentle- 
men, that no perfon could be enter- 
tained in a more obliging manner 
than I was by them ; and I fliould 
think myfelf the mod ungrateful of 
mankind, if I did not condantly 
retain a grateful remembrance of 
their favours. I went alfo to take 
my leave of my old friend Mr. Hoog- 
kamer, vice-prefident of the council 
of judice, whofe memory I diall 
always honour; I then embarked 
my goods on board the fliip, which 
was to convey me to Perfia. 

I dipped that evening, for the lad; 
time, with the general of the In- 
dies, and gave my baggage into the 
hands of Mr. Pauli , a gentleman 
of merit, and deward to that lord ; 
and he had the goodnefs to charge 
himfelf with the care of its con- 
veyance to Holland. I then went 
on board the Prince Eugene , a fhip 
of forty guns, and one hundred and 
thirty men, and it was one hundred 
and forty five feet in length.

The author s departure from Batavia. Obfervations 
on the vjater near the Line. The [out hern 
coaji of Arabia Felix.

tavTa^ 3 " ot ^ er ve ^ e ^ called the Monjler, from 
which we had orders not to fepa- 
rate ourfelves, by reafon of the war 
of which I have already fpoken ; 
and we met the Beverwick, and fe- 
veral other fhips coming from Hol- 
land. A calm obliged us to anchor 
in the evening near the idles of 
Combuis , in eleven fathom water. 
We continued our courfe at break 
of day ; but were obliged to flop 
again in the evening, and an- 
chor in feventeen fathom water. 
The next day we did nothing but 
fhift up and down, the wind being 
againft us to the weft, and a fmall 
bark came up with us in order 
to fell us fruits, and other provifions. 
We caft anchor again, toward 
evening, in twenty three fathom 
water, and continued our courfe at 
day-break, fleering weft-fouth-weft, 
with the wind fouth-fouth-eaft. That 
day the captain of the Monjler came 
on board us, to agree with our cap- 
tain, on the fignals to be ufed in the 
voyage. About evening we caft an- 
chor again near the fecond point of 
Java, and failed again at day-break. 
We were obliged to anchor again 
between the fecond point and the 
New I fie , in twenty four fathom 
water. We found here a fmall 
EngliJJo veflel that fet out from Ba- 
tavia before us, and we fent her to 
fetch water from the corner of the 
terra Jirma of Java, where it is 
'the New very excellent. I made a draught 
°^. t ^ e New IJle , which the reader 
Prince ’b. "'Ill find in plate 225, as alfo of 
the Prince's JJland , oppofite to it, 
and which is exhibited in plate 

The next day we continued our 
courfe, and left the Englijh veflel at 


anchor, which by all circumftances, 
was to take in pepper, inftead of 
water, in that place. As the wind 
was fouth-fouth-eaft, we pafled on 
in the evening, at the diftance of 
two leagues from the weftern point 
of Java , which lay fouth-eaft of us. 
We fleer’d weft-fouth-weft and by 
fouth, and foon loft fight of land, the 
windblowingafrefh gale.That night, 
and the two following days, the 
wind continued fouth-eaft, and we 
had exceeding good weather. The 
third day we fleered weftward, the 
wind being eaft-fouth-eaft. The 
firft of September the captain 
of our fhip went on board the 
Monjler-, and as it appeared in the 
evening, that we were advanced in- 
to the longitude of 104 degrees, 
and 45 minutes, it was refolved 
that we fhould fleer weftward, as 
far as 89 degrees, and forty or fifty 
minutes longitude, and 9 degrees 
fouth latitude, and then proceed 
northward, pafling the line to the 
tenth degree of northern latitude ; 
and from thence, north- north- weft, 
as far as the cape of RaJ'algato, or 
toward the coaft of Arabia. On 
the fourth, the Monjler hoifted her 
flag upon the main-maft, and we 
took down ours toward evening, 
and difcharged a cannon, as had 
been before agreed. The fifteen 
days, in which we were to have 
the lead, being expired, we layby, 
to let her advance before us ; and 
as fhe was a very bad failor, we were 
obliged to do fovery often, without 
being able to take the opportunity 
of the wind, which at that time 
flood fair for us. This circum- 
flance created us much untafinels, 
fince we were apprehuiiive it would 
prove a great impediment to our 
voyage. 


The 
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1706. The 5th we loft fight of the 
Monger's lanthorn, during the night, 
but continued our courfe directly 
weft, with few fails up. The 6th 
in the morning, we perceived her 
fouth-weft of us, at a vaft diftance, 
upon which we fleered that courfe, 
and fhe came up within two leagues 
of us. On the 8 th fhe made a fig- 
nal for changing the courfe, and ad- 
vancing weft-north-weft, and on the 
9th the weather was changeable. On- 
the 10th fhe made another lignal for 
fome of us to come on board her, 
and we advanced northward in the 
evening. The next day we had a 
view of her to the north-weft, at 
the diftance of two leagues from us, 

• and in the fouthern latitude of 6 
degrees 42 minutes, and' 88 degrees 
30 minutes longitude. On the 12 th, 
about noon, having advanced about 
25 degrees northward, we came in- 
to 5 degrees 2 minutes of fouth la- 
titude, fleering north, and north- 
weft, in order to come up with the 
other fhip, which, in the evening, 
was within a league of us to the 
weft. 

rfhe water The j ^th we drew near the line, 

171 /the an d found the water much falter 

line. there than in other parts of the 
fea, not only to the tafte, but even 
to the fight, the waves which beat 
againft the prow of our fhip leaving 
a thick foam of a whitifh com- 
plexion, and full of fait. Some 
people have formerly been deceived 
, with this appearance, in their ap- 
proaches to the line, and imagined 
that it was occafioned by the fhal- 
lownefs of the water ; but they were 
foon convinced of their error by 
founding, without finding any bot- 
tom. The 1 6th we advanced twen- 
ty three leagues north-north- weft, as 
far as fourteen minutes north lati- 
tude, and 88 degrees 21 minutes 
longitude on the other fide the line. 
The diftance from Batavia to this 
place is computed to be 686 leagues, 
and from the line to Gamron 480. 
The wind blew weft by north, and 
weft-north- weft, and weft by fouth 
in the night. On the 18 th we came 
into 2 degrees 3 1 minutes of north- 
Vol.ll. 
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era latitude, and 88 degrees of Ion- ito6. 
gitude. The Mw/.Vr took down 
her flag in the evening, and we 
hoifted ours the next dav, with a 
difehargeof cannon, and found cur- 
felves about noon, in 3 degrees 44 
minutes of northern latitude, and in 
the longitude of 87 degrees 21 mi- 
nutes. The other fhip was three 
leagues from us, and we were obliged 
to lie by and wait for her. The 
following days we faw feveral fmall 
red cray-ftfh playing round our fhip. 

On the 23d we fleered our courfe 
north-north-weft, with little wind, 
which blew from fouth-fouth-eaft. 

The 24th we changed our compaf- 
fes, from the fifteenth to the tenth de- 
gree north-weft, and advanced on 
the 26th to the north by weft, af- 
ter having given the fignal. We 
here faw a flight of land birds, to- 
gether with fome grey fwallows, 
and afterward a white butterfly. We 
took one of the fwallows, but re- 
llored it to its liberty again. 

On the 27th, I obferved an ex- 
traordinary greennefs in the fea, to- 
gether with a fhoal of fmall fifh, and 
a parcel of floating eggs. At the 
fame inflant appeared a large fifh, 
very different from any I had ever 
feen before. His head was fix feet 
or more in length, and he immedi- 
ately difappeared. 

The captain of the Monftcr came 
on board us that day, and we were 
then, by agreement, to fleer north 
by weft, till we fhould come with- 
in fight of the Arabian coafl. They 
founded twice in the evening with- 
out finding any bottom. A little 
after the Mon/ier made a fignal to 
notify that land was feen. As ic 
was very high, we foon perceived 
it likewife, from weft-fouth-weft, 
to north- weft by north, having fail- 
ed feventeen leagues iince noon to 
north by weft. We then fleered 
north-eaft by eaft, till morning, 
when we perceived the weftern 
coafl riling very high, and fteep to- 
ward the weft ; and alfo another 
trad: of land of the fame form, to 
the north- weft ; and to the north a 
round hill like an iiland, about three 

L 1 leagues 
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1706. leagues from us ; the greateft ap- 
pearance of land was toward the 
weft, and weft by north. This was 
the coaft of Arabia Felix, near the 
cape of Curia Muria, according to 
the maps. I drew the plan of it in 
the morning, and perceived to the 
north-weft, a kind of gulf between 
lofty mountains, and in the middle 
of it an ifland, as it appears in plate 
227. The mountains which ap- 
pear on the other fide of it are repre- 
iented in plate 228. Before thefe 
mountains is leen an ifland which 
rifes to a conftderable height, but is 
not taken notice of in the maps, 
any more than the gulf itfelf. One 
can fee there only two or three 
points, without any appearance of 
the ifland : As the weather was a 
little cloudy, we could not have a 
diftindl view of the land. We af- 
terward advanced, between the Red 
Sea and the Perjian Gulf, fleering 
firft fouth-eaft, and then fouth-eaft 
by eaft, the wind being fouth-weft 
by weft, and weft-fouth-weft. A- 
bout ten in the morning w'e faw 
the laft appearance of that land, 
to the north-north- weft, and at 
the diftance of about four or five 
leagues from us. Our bowfprit then 
happened to break, and we were ob- 
liged to repair it as well as we 
could. About noon we came into 

17 degrees 12 minutes of north la- 
titude, fleering diredtly eaft, with- 
out feeing any land. We afterward 
directed our courfeeaft-north-eaft du- 
ring the whole night, the wind being 
weft-fouth-weft. On the 30th the 
wind fhiftedtothe fouthward, and we 
fleered north by eaft at break of day : 
About noon we found ourfelves in 

1 8 degrees 8 minutes of northern 
latitude, and 81 degrees 15 minutes 
longitude, having failed but twenty 
five leagues north-eaft by eaft, in 
twenty four hours ; and as we did 
not difeover any land, we fleered to 
eaft-north-eaft. In the evening the 
Monjler fired a gun, and kindled 
a blaze upon her skuttle, being 
weft ward of us ; fhe like wife fired 
a fecond time, and we faw again 
the fire upon her skuttle. This 
was the fignal to found, upondraw- 


ing near to land ; but we found no 1706. 
bottom at 150 fathom depth. We 
lay by till the fecond watch cf the 
night, with two lanthorns lighted, 
that the other fhip’s crew might 
fee us; but as we heard nothing 
of them, nor faw any light, we 
continued our courie, eaft-north-eafr, 
as before, the wind being fouth- 
weft, and weft-fouth-w r eft, and the 
sky very clear. In the mean while 
we founded leveral times without 
finding any bottom. The firft of 
October w r e entirely loft fight of the 
Monjler, and imagining that fire had 
changed her courfe, we refolved to 
continue our voyage without wait- 
ing for her, and advanced to the 
north-eaft by north, the wind being 
fouth-weft, and came about noon 
into 20 degrees 8 minutes of north 
latitude. 

The 3d in the afternoon we dis- 
covered land, and a range of high 
mountains, to the north-weft, ad- 
vancing continually north-north- 
weft. In the evening we faw the 
weftern coaft, to the weft by fouth, 
about eight leagues from us: We 
likewile found a change in the wa- 
ter in the night, and advanced eaft- 
w r ard upon that account. On the 
4th there was a fog, which pre- 
vented us from having any diftindl 
view of the land ; and about noon 
we perceived a fhip to the weft- 
north-weft, about three leagues from 
us : We immediately fired our can- 
non, and ftruck the skuttle fail 
twice, a fignal which had been agreed 
upon between us and the Monjler, 
and lire did not anfwer, fo that we 
concluded it was not her. 

We were foon after furprized by Tke capeof 
a calm, and at fun-fet we founded, ^ alala S J ~ 
about eight or nine leagues from 
the high cape of Rafalagata. As 
we had fcarce any wind, we came 
near the {hip I mentioned, and 
found it to be the Monjler. A- 
bout noon we came into 23 degrees 
30 minutes northern latitude, un- 
der the tropic, and found at fun- 
fet that land was not above fix- 
leagues from us. During the night 
we fteered weft-north-well, the wind 
being eaft-fouth-eaft. The next 

day 
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1706. day we founded within fight of a 
fmall ifland, or rock, about two 
leagues and a half from us, with- 
out finding any bottom. We found 
that the diftance between the cape 
of Rafalagata , and the bay of Mu- 
sket t a is not fo confiderable as is re- 
prefented in the maps. This little 
ifle, or rock, is diredtly oppofite to 
that bay, and is called by fome the 
V be grey- Grey-Rock ; the reader will find a 
rock. reprefentation of it in plate 229. 

On the 7th, we came into 24 de- 
grees 26 minutes north latitude, and 
at the diftance of feven or eight 
leagues from land, and founded, but 
found no bottom. The next day 
we failed but feven leagues, and 
difcovered the coaft of Arabia , from 
the fouth to the north-weft by weft. 

The next day we found ourfelves 
in 24 degrees 35 minutes, but ftill 
without finding any bottom. On 
the 1 ith, we founded in the latitude 
Cape St. of cape St. yames, to the north-eaft 
James. anc i ^ nort ji } an j about noon came 
into 25 degrees 25 minutes, where, 
founding by the rock on this fide the 
cape, to the eaft-fouth-eaft, we 
found fixty fathom water. We 
then advanced northward, and in 
the evening weftward : We ap- 
proached in the night fome iflands 
Me cape of that are fituated before the cape of 
Montan- Monjandon ; where we found a depth 
'°' 1 of water from fixty to forty fa- 
thom, and fteered to the north, with 
the wind at fouth-fouth-weft. 

Vie corf of The next day I made a draught 
Arabia. 0 f the Arabian coaft, near the cape, 
with the adjacent rocks, in the man- 
ner as the whole is exhibited in plate 
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230. We continued our courfe to 1705. 
north-north-weft, with the fune 
wind, and founded at fome diftance 
from a rock called Leejl, which lay 
north of us, and the iile of Ormus 
north-north-weft, toward which we 
advanced in a diredt courfe, and 
found there from forty to thirty fa- 
thom water. About noon we found- 
ed again, at the point of Ormus t ljU>f 
to the north-eaft and by north, and ^ rn,Jb ‘ 
at the inner point of Ki/hms to the 
fouth- weft, and by weft. I took Tf.etefL.z- 
a draught of Lareke to the eaft- brif anA 
ward, as it is reprelented in plate 
2313 and likewile of the ifland of 
Kifmus, which appears in plate 23 2. 

We found here a depth of water from 
twenty-four to twenty-two fathom, 
and being come, about evening, in- 
to four fathom two feet, we thought 
it advifeable to call: anchor j after 
which I landed, and went to the new 
lodge, where the diredlor, and other 
of the company’s officers then re- 
fided. They were furprifed at my 
return, becaufe, when I fet out 
from thence, in the preceding year, 

I was in a very bad ftate of health. I 
was informed that the fteward of 
Sypejiein was dead, and likewile two 
merchants, one of whom diedat Zjie- 
raesy as he was travelling to Tfpahan ; 
and that Mr. Prefcoty the Englijh mi- 
nifter at the court of Perfia, had 
followed them. I have given a repre- 
fentation of the ifle of Ormus, as it 
appears from the lodge at Gannon, 
when the air is clear and ferene, 
with the caftle on the extreme point 
to the left. 
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CHAP. LXXVI. 


Remarkable things at Gamron. The fitaation of Ef- 
fin. Cotton-trees. Extraordinary plants. The ar- 
rival of the governor of Gamron. The author s de- 
parture from thence. His arrival at Laer, and 
Jaron. 


T HOUGH I had determined 
to go immediately to Ifpahan, 
I was obliged to continue fome days 
at Gamron , to wait for the carriages 
from Zjie-raes or Chinas-, I there- 
fore accompanied the director to his 
country-houfe at Naeibaen , which is 
fituated not above a mile from the 
city, at the foot of a mountain, 
from whence there is a very beauti- 
ful profpedl both to the fea, and to- 
ward the city. Near this place is 
the tree greatly commended by Mr. 
A mistake ‘Tavernier, but which is far from 
Taver- correfponding with his account of it. 
nier. All that can be faid is, that the 
branches bend down to the ground, 


and fome have taken root, and fhoot 
out like young trees ; as to any other 
particulars, the tree is not very lofty, 
nor does it afford a large fhade. I 
have feen feveral of the fame fpe- 
cies in the Indies, .near Malakka , 
and upon the coafl which goes by 
the name of Pafsjaer. There is in 
this place a fmall houfe, which 
ferves for a retreat to the Banians 
in the night. In our return we met 
with fome courtiers of that nation, 
who were diverting themfelves in 
the open field with two of the dan- 
cers of the country, and other buf- 
foons, who performed feveral ridi- 
culous feats, by torch-light, for the 

fun 
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1706. fun was down. We went to them, 
and they entertained us with hot li- 
quors, confections, and other deli- 
cacies. 

On the 23d, I hired two men, 
and as many aftbs, according to the 
cuftom of thofe parts, together with 
a guide, to condudt me to Effin, 
where he himfelf dwelt, and from 
thence to any other places which I 
fhould be inclinable to vifit. This 
place is three leagues from Gamron, 
and feated on a plain, half a league 
from the mountains. It chiefly con- 
lifts of gardens, and little huts, in- 
habited by poor people. There is 
a houfe here belonging to the com- 
pany, which fupplies Gamron with 
the beft water that is to be found there. 

The moft remarkable thing I ob- 
Ar> extra.- ferved here, was a tree, the trunk of 
ordinary w hi c pj was fifty two fpans in circum- 
ference : It was ftrait in the middle, 
and full of branches of a propor- 
tionable bignefs, with linall leaves. 

This tree is called Dragtoe , and it 
bears a kind of a wild apple. The 
reader will find a representation of 
it in plate 233, and one of its 
branches, with the leaves upon it, 
drawn from the natural one, in plate 
234. There were feveral names 
carved on the bark ; and upon the 
trunk is a fmall piece of white ma- 
fonry, for which the Banians have 
a great veneration, becaufe this tree 
is iacred to one of their faints ; the 
garden, in which it grows, former- 
ly belonged to them, but they fold 
it out of a foolifh fuperftition, ha- 
ving taken it into their imagina- 
tion, that all who inhabit it will 
die young. It belonged at that time 
to the Englijh interpreter. They 
believe, however, that thofe who 
are afflicted with a fever, or any o- 
ther difeafe, may obtain a cure, by 
making a pilgrimage thither. 
flints I faw here fome cotton-trees, as 
large as a common apple-tree ; moft 
other trees of that lpecies refemble 
fmall plants more than trees; but 
the leaves are exactly the fame. 

7 “- a ■ I likewife found here a white flow- 

er, or rather the leaves of a plant, or 
tree, known by the name of Ju- 
Vol. II. 
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ca , and which the B erf: arts call G> troo- 
Ue-kiehe . This plant, which comes --''■w-' 
from St/rat , has a ftrong, but very 
agreeable odour ; and the inhabi- 
tants pretend that it attracts ferpents. 

The flower of it is nine inches in 
length, and grows in bunches in- 
clofed in the leaves of the plant, 
which are ten inches long : This 
flower produces leveral others in its 
middle part. I have kept one, 
which was prefented to me, and it 
ftill preferves its fragrancy, notwith- 
ftandmg it is now dry. It is five or 
fix inches in circumference, with 
the leaves that enfold it. 

I returned the next day to Gam- 
ron , through a rocky road, the tracks 
of which are fo narrow and bad, 
that there is no palling but upon 
alfes, which are fmall, but very 
fwift. Thev are fomethins like 
thofe in Egypt in the country adjacent 
to Grand Cairo. 

Alie Chan , duke or governor of <7^^ 
Gamron , arrived there the next day, vai ofde 
and was faluted with a difcharge of 
cannon from the citadel, and like- ron 
wife from the fhips which lay in 
the road. I went to pay him a vi- 
fit, an hour after his arrival, with 
the director, and other of the com- 
pany’s officers ; and he entertained 
us after the Perfian manner, with 
hot liquors, and tobacco. 

Two days after the governor came 
to vifit the director, with a train of 
forty perfons, on horfeback, and 
thirty five couriers, among whom 
were thirty that fupported fmall 
banners. He was likewife entertain- 
ed agreeably to the cuftom of the 
country, but did not flay long. 

As the governor had brought fe- 
veral mules from Zjie-raes , whither 
they were to return, I took this 
opportunity, and hired them to car- 
ry my baggage, having before pro- 
vided myltlf of a horie, and other 
necefftries ; and I fixed my depar- 
ture for the 30th. I then took leave 
of my friends, and of captain He/ - 
ma , in whofe fhip I came, and to 
whom I had many obligations. 

The next day I gave the director 
the letters which I had written to the 

M m governor- 
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1706. governor-general of the Indies , and 
others of my friends at Batavia 
after which I took my leave of him, 
and all the other officers belonging to 
the company. 

We went in the evening to the 
Eng/ijh lodge to affift at the fur.e- 
Gam- ral of Mr. Crown , director of the 
Brit if!) company, and I let forward 
at the fame time, in order to arrive 
that evening at Banda lie, three 

leagues from Gamron , in the road 
to IJpahan ; being accompanied on- 
ly by a muletier, and one footman, 
becaufe I had fent my equipage be- 
fore. I renewed my journey at three 
in the morning, and proceeded as 
far as the Caravanferai of Getjie , af- 
ter having travelled five leagues : We 
paffed the day there under a tree, and 
let out again in the evening, when 
we paffed over a large plain, and 
advanced as far as the old Cara-van- 
ferai of Koreji an, which is fix leagues 
from the former. 

We arrived, about ten in the 
morning, at the Caravanferai of 
Goer-bafer-goen , after a journey of 
four leagues, and the next day, at 
the fame hour, at that of Bilcn , 
which is five leagues from the for- 
mer, and where we found no com- 
pany, which had likewife been our 
fate at that of Goer-bafer-goen ; but 
the peafants brought us pullets, and 
other provifions. This quarter, which 
confifts of ftony plains fituated be- 
tween mountains, is very unfertile : 
We found there, under a tree, our 
fmall caravan which came from 
Gamron before us, and let out again 
on the fourth of November. We 
followed it about three or four hours 
after, and arrived about nine at the 
Caravanferai of Germoet, after we 
had travelled five leagues. I there 
drew part of the village, and a well 
covered with a ftone dome, as may 
be leen in plate 235. 

We continued our journey next 
day with the Caravan , and found 
the water of that quarter to be very 
bad and lalt. But travellers com- 
monly provide thenffelves of a fuffi- 
cient quantity at places where it is 
good : After we had travelled fix 


leagues farther, and paffed over ie- 
veral plains, we arrived about even- 
ing at the Caravanferai of Samfon:- 
gien , where we paffed the night. It 
was very hot during the day, and 
cold in the night. 

The next day we pafied over a 
beautiful plain full of villages and 
gardens, as far as Baer , where we 
refted after we had travelled fix 
leagues. We found here feveral tra- 
vellers, and a caravan from Zjie-raes , 
loaded with wine, for the members 
of our company at Gamron. We 
continued here till the 8 th, and then 
purfued our journey over a plain, at 
the end of which, and oppolite to 
the mountains, we found a refervoir 
of water, with a building, near which 
we had paffed the night, when we tra- 
velled that way before ; the water is 
conveyed hither by a canal walled in, 
and which runs crofs the mountains ; 
the reader will find a reprefentation of 
it in plate 236. From thence we 
paffed over fome high and fteep 
mountains, and then delcended into 
a beautiful plain, where we faw a 
handfome ffone Caravanferai , and 
a few houfes inhabited by husband- 
men. After we had pafied over 
this plain, which is two leagues and 
a half in length, we entered among 
the mountains, and paffed the night 
at the Caravanferai of Dekoe , a con- 
fiderable village, full of trees and gar- 
dens, and fituated upon a plain of 
a roundilh form, and partly culti- 
vated into arable land. 

The next day we proceeded three 
leagues farther to Bieries , a large 
well-built town, which furpaffes fe- 
veral of their cities. We there found 
a handfome Caravanferai of ftone, 
from whence there is a profpeft of 
a ruined cafile, which has been al- 
ready mentioned, and is fituated on 
a neighbouring mountain. 

My courier was taken fo ill there, 
that 1 was upon the point of leaving 
him behind ; but finding himfelf 
better the next day, he followed us 
upon an afs. After we had pafied o- 
ver the monuntain, we came into a 
beautiful plain, where we faw fe- 
ral flocks of fheep, and a ruinous 
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1706. Caravanferai , where there were 
ys/sj fome caravans, with camels, hor- 
fes, and mules. We advanced as 
far as the village of Aes-Zjierafie , 
where we flopped after we had tra- 
velled five leagues. As there was no 
Caravanferai here, we took up our 
lodgings in a very agreeable houfe, 
which has likewife been already 
mentioned. 

The next day we palled over a 
plain, which was fandy in fome 
places, and cultivated in others: In 
the midft of it is a rock, and a large 
ciftern finely fhaded by a fingle tree 
which grows near it. We arrived 
about evening at the Caravanferai 
of Dedomba having travelled four 
leagues. 

Wc purfued our journey on the 
1 2th, over the fame plain, as far as 
the Caravanferai of Moufel , where 
I found father Pedro d' Alcantara, 
with whom I had lodged at Zjie- 
raes ; he was accompanied by three 
other Italian monks, and was going 
to embark at Gamron , in order to 
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take a voyage to Sicopol/s in the M:- 
guls country, in quality of bilh. p, 
and apoftolical vicar. 

The next day we continued our 
journey in the afternoon, but as I was 
obliged to leave my courier behind 
me, I furnifhed him with what was 
proper for his fubfifience, and or- 
dered him to follow me to Ijpaban 
as foon as his health would permit 
him. After we had travelled five 
leagues, we ftopt at the Caravanfe- 
rai of Z atal, where the perlon who 
had the care of it being indilpofed, 
defired me to give him a little wine, 
which I very readily did, and he in 
return made me a prelent of fome 
citrons and oranges. 

We let out again in the afternoon, 
and after we had palfed over the 
mountains, or rocks of faron, which 
are very dangerous, the bad roads 
frequently obliging travellers to alight 
from their hoties, we arrived late at 
the city of faron , having travelled 
five leagues that afternoon. 


CHAP. LXXVII. 


The author s departure from Jaron. An account of 
fome antiquities. His arrival at Zjie-raes. A rob- 
bery committed on fome merchants.

W E fet out from faron on the 
15th, and when we had paf- 
fed through the city, we came into 
a beautiful plain, full of cattle ; we 
palled the night in a pleafant gar- 
den, which was walled in. The 
roads are very good in this quarter, 
and the plain is cut into feveral ca- 
nals, over which we pafled on finall 
bridges of Hone. 

We met on the road leveral 
troops of afles laden with rice for 
Laer. I faw allb a tower of a con- 
fiderable height, but unaccompa- 
nied with any other building ; there 
were likewife feveral tombs entirely 
ruinous, and a few fmall houfes in- 


habited by poor people : The name 
of this place is Demonacr. 

After we had travelled fome 
leagues, we palled over a bridge ot 
feven arches, under which a current 
of water flows when it is high, but 
at that time there was none. To- 
ward evening we forded a river, and 
after we had travelled about fix 
leagues, arrived at the Caravanfe- 
rai of Moogack. 

The next day we met two of the 
company’s couriers, who were car- 
rying letters from Ifpahan to Gam- 
ron. We left the common road 
at this place, in order to go to Pa- 
durvoan , along the river lide; and 

we 
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1706. we kept this road near an hour, be- 
fore we arrived at that village, 
which is very difficult of accefs on 
this fide, and the ways are fo bad 
that lome of our beafts of carriage 
fell down, one of which we were 
obliged to unload. 

This village very much refembles 
a wood, by reafon of the trees, and 
" inclofed gardens all around it. It 
is fituated on the river-fide, upon a 
fmall hill, and furrounded by gar- 
dens walled in, which latter was a 
very uncommon circumftance. 

At the end of this village is a 
paflage over the river, which flows 
by the fide of the mountains, and 
upon their decline to the north. I 
had formerly been here with Mr. 
Kajlelein, but we came in on the 
other fide, where the entrance is 
much eafier. However, I had an 
inclination to vifit it a fecond time, 
having found at Batavia in the me- 
moirs of Mr. Cuncus, ambaflador to 
Ifpahanin 1652, that he had found 
feveral curious pieces of antiquity 
near this village, together with fe- 
veral fubterranean pallages that ex- 
tended as far as Zjie-raes , or Chiras , 
which is twenty five leagues from 
that place ; and a well of an extra- 
ordinary depth. 

I fet out early the next morning, 
with a fervant belonging to the ca- 
ravan, and one of the inhabitants of 
the town, in order to take a view of 
thofe curiofities. I went much far- 
ther than I had done before, and 
A grotto, found a grotto in the rock, with an a- 
perture at the top, into which I made 
the countryman enter. As the bot- 
tom was vifible through two or three 
openings near to each other, I could 
eafily fee him, and perceived that 
he was at the end of the grotto af- 
ter he had gone about thirty paces. 
We met again in the common road 
by the river fide, where I enquired 
of him which was the way that led 
to Zjre-raes , and found that thofe 
perfons from whom I had the de- 
fcription, had only taken their ac- 
count upon truft, without examin- 
ing the truth of the fadt. It was 
the fame with regard to the well 


upon the mountain, which I took 1706. 
the trouble to afcend on the north 
fide. I found that there had for- 
merlv been a fortrefs in that place, 
of which a few ruins are flill to be 
fee n, together with lome remains cf 
the walls, and upon the fummit, a 
fmall fquare building covered with a 
dome, agreeably to the reprefentation 
in plate 237. As for the prodigi- 
ous filTure which is mentioned in 
the fame memoirs, it is nothing but 
an uncommon gap on the eaft fide 
of the mountain, where the height 
is very confiderable, and the decli- 
vity as fieep. The river flows on 
one fide of it. The buildings which Buildings 
have been railed on the fide of this °f a P ea ‘- 

■ , har Jtruc- 

mountain by the Pagans or G nebres^ tur e . 
are of fo ffrange a ftrudlure that one 
knows not what to make of them, 
and I believe nothing like them was 
ever feen. They are built on the 
fteepeft part of the rock, on each 
fide, and there is flill to be feen a 
fmall aperture. I have exhibited a 
reprefentation of them in plates 238 
and 239, as they appear on the eaft 
fide, where a profpedl opens on the 
river between the mountains, on 
the higheft part of which is a ca- 
nal full of reeds. It is pretended 
that thefe people ftretcht iron chains 
from one fide of the mountain to 
the other, that they mightfecurea 
communication one with the other 
in time of war ; it is alfo faid, that 
on the other fide of the mountain 
to the weft, is another aperture like 
that which I have already mention- 
ed. As to other particulars I was 
unable to obtain any certain infor- 
mation from the inhabitants of the 
village, who call this place Goene- 
gabron , or the habitation of the pa- 
gans. They likewile declare, that 
this place was founded by giants, 
who lived 1300 years ago,under the 
government of one Rujlan ; but they 
have no foundation for this pretence, 
as has been already obierved in my 
account of Perjepolis. This place is 
about half a league from the village, 
and the fubterranean paflage, which 
has already been mentioned, a full 
league. 


A little 
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1706. A little on this fide, toward the 
eaft, is a water-fall, which extends 
itlelf weftward among the lands, on 
the fide of the village. There is 
great plenty of fruit in this quarter, 
and foine admirable melons ; the 
weather was fo exceffive cold that we 
were obliged to have a fire. 

We let ont the next day at ano- 
ther part of the village, where we 
found the river much eafier to be 
palled ; and about a league from 
thence, we came into the high road, 
where we found a corps de garde. 
We then entered upon a beautiful 
plain, and arrived late in the even- 
ing at the Caravanjerai of Af-mon- 
gecr. The greatefi: part of the land 
which lies adjacent to it, was culti- 
vated, and the country people were 
employed in making canals for the 
diftribudon of the water. This 
place is about four leagues from the 
other that was laft mentioned. 

We continued our journey the next 
day, over the plain, where we law 
many tents covered with black, 
and alfo met feveral families, the 
women and children of which were 
mounted on camels and afies ; fome 
caravans alfo, with feveral Per pans , 
accompanied by women in litters, 
palled by us. We arrived in the e- 
vening at the Caravanjerai of Payra, 
after a progrefs of five leagues ; and 
continued our journey, the next day, 
notwithftanding the cold was excef- 
five, and the wind very boifterous ; 
but had fcarce tra veil’d 300 paces, 
when we were informed by two 
couriers, that the road was infefied 
by a great number of robbers, who 
were well furnilhed with arms. 
This information made us think ic 
advifable to return from whence we 
came, and wait till evening for fome 
caravans which we had left at the 
Caravanjerai. We fet out together 
at one in the morning, and met 
a carravan at break of day, but heard 
nothing of the robbers, whom we 
had eicaped, and we arrived about 
eight at the Caravanjerai of MoeJ'a- 
farie , where we found lo much 
company, that there was not room 
to lodge above half of them, tho’ 
Vol. II. 
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the Caravanjerai is very large and 1706. 
commodious. We continued there 
till midnight, and then proceeded 
on our journey, the moon finning 
exceeding bright. We met on the 
road fome Perfians , and a troop of 
afies, laden with rice ; and after we 
had pafled over a beautiful valley, we 
arrived at thcCaravanferaiof Babas/ie, 
which isfeven leagues from theformer. 

We found there a caravan, and 
a Perfian\ox&, attended by feven or 
eight domeftics, and going to Gam- 
ron ; we continued our journey at 
feven in the morning, and arrived 
about three at Zjie-raes , after we had 
travelled five leagues. 

I took up my lodging, as ufual, 
in the convent of Carmelites , where 
I found the old father, and the 
Flemmings whom I met the pro- 
ceeding year, in my journey to Gam- 
ron ; and they were extremely glad 
to fee me : my old friends Mr. La- 
toul , and Mr. Batar , a French clock- 
maker, came to congratulate me 
upon my return. The people were 
ftill employed in their vintage. I 
acquainted the conductor of the ca- 
ravan with my inclination to let 
out the next day, but he happened 
not to be quite ready. In the mean 
time a courier brought me a letter 
from the baron de Larix, dated the 
28 th of November, at Mahyn , which 
is three days journey from Zjie-raes. 

As he was defirous to fee me, he 
had lent another by the way of Per- 
Jepolis, having been informed by a 
letter from the dire&or of Gamron, 
that I might pofiibly take that road. 

I wrote him an anfvver immediate- 
ly, and took horfc two hours after, 
with a Carmelite of the Love-Coun- 
tries^ in order to meet the baron, 
whom we found in a garden near 
the mountains, from whence we 
returned together to the city, where 
Mr. De Larix , who had a large train 
of fervants, took up his lodgings 
with the man who prepares the com- 
panies wines. On the fccond of 
December we paid a vilit to Mr. 

Hasjie Aebbce, a famous merchant, 
whom I formerly mentioned. We 
went thither on horfeback, attended 

N n by 
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1706. by a numerous train of fervants, 
mounted on fine horfes, of which 
thofe that belonged to the baron, and 
myfelf, had their bridles and hou- 
fings all embroidered. We were 
entertained in a very polite manner, 
and continued there till noon. That 
Perjian had already vifited Mr. de 
Larix , and had fent him prefents. 
This gentleman did me the honour 
to fup with me in the convent, 
where we pafl'ed the greateft part 
part of the night in a very agree- 
able manner. The next day he con- 
tinued his journey, and I accom- 
panied him fome leagues from Zjie- 
raes, and Mr. Latent as far as Gam- 
ron. We purfued a deer, which the 
hunters who belonged to Mr. de La- 
rix afterward took. 

I changed the defign I had formed 
of going by the way of Perfepolis, 
and refolved when I came five or 
fix leagues from Zjie-raes , to travel 
qhem ofque through a place called Mazyt- Madre- 
c/So,o- Sulemoen, or themofque of Solomons

prehend by what means the know- 
ledge of that prince extended as far 
as Perfia ; for I could never learn 
from the Perjidm themfelves, how 
they came to eredd a temple in ho- 
nour of his mother, fince neither 
the feripture, nor any hiftorian, has 
once intimated that he was ever in 
Perfia , or that he ever travelled out 
of the Holy-Land. It is therefore 
very probable that this ftrufture was 
only dedicated to the mother of one 
of their kings, whofe name was So- 
lomon. I had indeed often heard 
the ruins of this place mentioned 
by Mr. Hoogkamer , and likewife by 
Mr. Bakker, who had been his fe- 
cretary, and had taken a draught of 
part of this building, which is of 
ftone, and higher than all the reft. 

There is ftill to be feen a large 
apartment, which has no tomb in 
it, and there are fome other build- 
ings raifed about it. At the diftance 
of two musket fhots from thence to- 
ward the ^ north, upon the plain, 
there are ado iome ruins, and a large 
portal without any figure, and two 
leagues and a half from thence a 
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wall, built with large ftones round i~cb. 
a mountain, on whofe top there ap- O'-v-'O 
pears to have been fome ftrudture in 
antient times, but it is impofiible to 
form any judgment of it, by the 
little which is now left. Thele ru- 
ins are about a league from the vil- 
lage of Sefahoenia. 

I was informed, at my arrival at jrchher- 
Zjie-raes , that it was not long fince committed 
twenty robbers, in the middle of the 
night, and near the village of May- 
ien, attacked a caravan that was 
coming from 1 man-jade , in which 
were three chriftian merchants, from 
whom they took 13300 ducats, and 
even their rings from their fingers.- 
The merchants defended themfelves 
with great bravery for fome time, 
being provided with fire-arms, and 
each of them having a fervant, who 
was likewife armed : They killed 
one of the robbers, who having no 
fire-arms of their own, attacked 
with their fabres the merchant who 
had fhot their companion, and kil- 
led him on the fpot, after which they 
retired with their booty. 

Meflieurs Latoul and Batar } whom 
I lately mentioned, were of the num- 
ber of this caravan : The former 
was director of the French company, 
though he was an Armenian by birth, 
and for that reafon thofe unhappy 
merchants had placed themfelves un- 
der his protection. But the direc- 
tor and his companion had recourle 
to flight, the moment the robbers 
appeared, and about an hour after 
rejoined the caravan, where they 
found matters in the condition I 
have related. If they had flood firm 
to each other, this calamity might, 
in all probability, have been pre- 
vented, fince they were furnifhed 
with fire-arms, whereas the robbers 
were only armed, fome with fabres, 
and others with clubs. One cf thefe 
merchants was a native of Aleppo , 
the other two of Diarbekir, the ca- 
pital of Me/bpotamia, and they were 
trading to the Indies. 

In reality they had added very 
imprudently, having counted, and 
changed their money, in a publick 
manner, in the Cara-canjerai at //- 
paban. 
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1706. pahatjy where feme of this gang of 
'/Yv/ robbers happened to be prefent, and 
oblerved upon which beall the mo- 
ney was laid. This accident, and 
fome others of the fame nature, ob- 
liged me to keep the high road, and 
not truft my felf to any perfon. The 
youngeft of thele merchants retired 
hither, and the other went to Ij'pa- 
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han, to try if he could obtain any 1706. 
intelliger.ee of his money, and of 
thole who had taken ic. For my 
part, I agreed with one of the ma- 
ilers of the caravan, who furnifhed 
me with two hories to carry me to 
Ijpahan , with a courier, whom the 
baron de Larix had given me.

this reafon I had no inclination to 
accompany the caravan, which com- 
monly travels in the night. When 
I had palTed over fome mountains, 
and a valley, no water was to be 
found j I entered upon the plain of 
Sergoen , leaving on my right hand, 
the village of that name, and the 
bridge of Pol-chame. I was much 
furprifed at not finding a drop of 
water in the plain, which is com- 
monly floated over. I afterward 
forded a river, becaufe'it was the 
fhonell way, and arrived about e- 
vening at the Caravan/erai of Ab- 
gergm, after I had travelled 8 leagues. 
I proceeded on my journey the next 
day, and at the distance of a league 
from thence, palled over a large Hone 
bridge 3 near which are two moun- 
tains, on whole top was formerly a 
fortrefs. I was accompanied that 
day by a caravan, which durll not 
travel in the night, by reafon of 
fome robbers who inlelled that quar- 
ter, We palled over two or three 


marfhes, \ in order to Ihorten the 
way, leaving on our left hand an- 
other mountain, upon which a for- 
trefs had formerly been eredted , and 
I then, for the firft time, had a di- 
llant view of fnow upon the 
mountains.

There is a noble building in the 
middle of this garden, with a large 
hall, very finely painted.

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CHAP. LXXIX. 

Congratulations on the new year , &c. An entertain- 
ment given by an Armenian merchant. The extra- 
ordinary con duel and death of a minifler of 
The Guebres.

O N the firft day of the year 
1707, I went to congratulate 
the director, and to wifh him a 
happy year, in conformity to the 
cuftom of the country. He prelied 
me to dine with him ; that day in 
compa’ny with father Antonio^ bur- 
go-mafler of Jidfa, together with 
mod; of th,e principal Armenian mer- 
chants, and the greatefl part of the 
European monks : Abundance of 
rain fell this day. 

I went likevvile, on the 6th, to 
pay my compliments to the Eng/iJJj 
agent, who provided an entertain- 
ment for the fame company as dined 
the firfl day at the diredtor’s. The 
time we palled there was rendered 
very agreeable by the found of leve- 
ral inflruments, and the difeharge of 
five fmall pieces of cannon. 

On the 7th, the Perfiam folem- 
nized the laft day of their grand 
faff, which had continued a whole 
month. A few days after the di- 
rector honoured me with a vilir, and 
we went the next day to dine at 
Julfa , with Mr. Gregory Sumael. 
As we were pafling over a plain on 
horfeback, the director’s horfe fell 
with him into a ditch full of fnow, 
from whence we drew him out 
with great difficulty. When we 
came to the Armenians houfe, we 
found the patriarch there, to- 
gether with father Antonio Dejliro ; 
the fecond director of the Englijh 
company, fome French ecclefiallics, 
and a great number of Armenian 
merchants, in all above fifty perfons. 
We were entertained at firfl with 
fweetmeats, hot liquors, cordial wa- 
water, and tobacco ; and afterward 
with all forts of provifions. When 


the patriarch had bleffed the table, 
he took a loaf, and broke it, and then 
prefented the pieces to feveral of the 
guefts, which was a ceremony I had 

O * v 

never l'een before. The hall, which 
was very fpacious, was covered with 
a carpet of cotton, around which 
we placed ourfelves, agreeably to the 
cullom of the country ; and the fer- 
vants were very diligent in luoply- 
ing each of the guells with provi- 
fions and wine. We drank to the 
health of all the guefls, and of fe- 
veral perfons who were abfent, and 
the company parted about the dole 
of day. On the 17th, was lolem- 
nized the baptifm of the crofs, the 
particulars of which have been for- 
merly related. 

Much about this time we were 57 e death 
informed that Mr. Fabre, who came °f a , 

* . b renc t 

to the Perfian court, in the quality a nArr.t- 
of a French ambailador, died at E- d:r - 
rivan the 20th of Auguji and that 
he had left no more than four du- 
cats behind him, though he had 
contradled debts to the amount of a- 
bove a hundred thouland livres at 
Conjlantinople , where was likewife 
his wife, who was a Grecian : It 
was all'o faid, that he had brought 
another wife from Paris , and that 
ffie repaired to IJpahan , where fhe 
had the boldnefs to aflume the cha- 
radlcr of the deceafed, and made 
her entry on horfeback, habited like 
a xs Amazon^ and bare-headed ; which 
was a condudt diredtly oppofite to 
the manners and cuftoms of the 
country. The event of this affair 
was impatiently expedted, when in- 
telligence came that Mr. Michel , le- 
cretary to the French embaffy at the 
Port , was to let out for Per/ia. It 

was 
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j-q- was likewife known, by the way of 
Aleppo , that his moil chriftian ma- 
jefty had fent orders to apprehend 
Mr. Fabre , and lend him prifoner to 
France ; but this misfortune was 
prevented by his death. 

We afterward underftood by let- 
ters from Erivan, in the month of 
February ijo 7, that a quarrel a- 
rifing between the fervants of that 
ambaffador’s retinue, and the inha- 
bitants of the city, on fome diffe- 
rence which was faid to be entirely 
owing to the ambaffadrefs, the con- 
tending parties came to blows, and 
feveral Perjians being killed in the 
fray, the inhabitants were fo pro- 
voked, that they immediately flaugh- 
tered a confiderable number of the 
Frenchmen , and dragged the reft of 
them to prifon ; among whom were 
found fome Armenians , who were 
all beheaded. It was afterward re- 
ported, but without any certainty, 
that the court of Perfia had given 
orders for fending back the ambaffa- 
drefs ; but I fhall give a more par- 
ticular account of this affair in the

The prieft like- 
wife declared, that he knew not in 
what manner Adam and his wife 
afterward conducted themfelves, but 
was certain that they had multiplied 
their kind, and peopled the earth : 
That there appeared, a long time 
after this, a prophet, whom they 
call Zaer-fios, and that the Perjlans 
to this very day take him for Abra- 
ham : That this prophet recommend- 
ed to mankind the practice of vir- 
tue, and the deteftation of vice : 
That mankind murmured at him, 
faying, Why do you enjoin us the 
performance of this , and why forbid 
us the other ? To which he anfwered, 
I come by the command of God : They 
then returned, If your aJJ'ertion be 
true , draw yourjelf through the gold 
and fiber we are preparing to melt ; 
if you do that, without receiving any 
injury , we will readily believe you , 
and yield obedience to your inj unci ions. 
This experiment he contented to 
fubmit to, and performed it with 
fafety : from this circumftance they 
gave him the name of Zaer-fios, or 
Zaer-fioejl , which fignifies a perfon 
wafhed with melted gold or filver : 
He then gave them the books of 
their law, that they might be in- 
truded in the performance of his 
precepts, with refpedt to God and 
their neighbour : Thefe laws ob- 
liged them to reverence whatever 
was above them, namely, the fun, 
the fire, the water, and the earth, 
without paying adoration to them : 
The prieft added, that many per- 
fons thought they worshipped the 
four elements, though in reality 
they entertained a veneration for fire, 
only on account of the many ad- 
vantages they derived from it ; for 
water, becaute it afforded them drink, 
and purified them ; for air, becaufe 
it fur ni filed them with light, name- 
ly, the luftre of the fun and moon, 
which they honoured for their be- 
neficial brightnefs, and paid the 
iaine regard to the earth, becaufe they 
proceeded from it. Their venera- 
tion for fire is deduced from the an- 
tient Perfians, in the days of Cyrus , 
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Darius, and Alexander, who efteem- 1707. 
ed fire as facred and eternal, and 
carried it on filver altars before their 
armies. They alfo bore the image 
of the fun in a chryftal veffel, and 
placed it over their tents, that it 
might be feen by all. The prophet 
Ezekiel had this practice in view 
when he faid, Tour images of the 
fun jhall be thrown down. 

They are not permitted to eat qbefood 
crows, lerpents, nor camels; and they are 
even the blood of thofe creatures is fj rb,ddsn 
prohibited them, as is alfo the hog, 
unlefs they have kept them two or 
three months in their own houfes, 
and prevented them from eating any 
impure food. 

As to births, the third day after q % e ; r 
the infant’s nativity, they fend for fltmuwith 
a prieft, who pours holy water in- a^bithof 
to the child’s and the mother’s mouth, infants. 

At the fame time he gives the infant 
the name of one of his predecef- 
fors, after which he invokes the af- 
fiftance of God, who created the 
heaven and the earth, and entreats 
him to grant a long life to the child, 
together with all things neceflaryfor 
its accommodation. They have no 
circumcifion. 

When a virgin becomes marri- qj oeirmat , 
ageable, and has been folicited to riages. 
enter upon the nuptial ftate, fhe 
makes choice of fome perfon of her 
own lex, whom fhe authorizes to 
appear in her name, and with wit- 
nefies, before the judges of the place; 
when this commiffion has been dil- 
charged, the judges enquire of the 
witnefl'es, whether the pretenfions of 
the man are well fupported ? After 
which the intended bridegroom ap- 
pears, and is thrice asked by the 
judge, whether he be inclinable to 
efpoufe that woman ? To which the 
man having replied in the affirma- 
tive, he is ordered to pay forty 
tomans in filver, and five in gold, 
which amount to 1575 livres, in cafe 
the woman fhould require it ; and 
this fum is ulually paid in jewels ; 
but if his circumffttnces fhould not 
permit him to advance it, his wife 
may difpenfe with the payment. 


When 
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When thefe preliminaries are fet- 
tled, the fuitor goes with five or fix 
of his oldeft relations, to the houfe 
of his intended fpoufe, who is ac- 
companied by feveral women. The 
perfon whom fhe had authorized to 
a<ft for her on this occafion, then 
takes her by the hand, and prefents 
her to her husband, upon which all 
the relations take each of them a 
candle, and conduct her to the ha- 
bitation of her fpoufe, and into the 
chamber where the marriage is to 
be confummated ; but perlons of 
quality have no interview with each 
other before the celebration of their 
nuptials. When a woman happens 
to prove barren, the husband may e- 
fpoufe another wife with the con- 
lent of the former. 

When a perfon is at the point 
of death, it is ufual for a pried; to 
attend on that occafion, and he 
then reads what- is datable to the 
condition of the fick perfon, and 
when death has done its work, the 
body is conveyed to a place appoint- 
ed for that purpofe, and called Lef- 
cona. There they leave it lor the Ipace 
of 4 or 5 hours, while they aflemble 
the relations of the deceafed. After 
the body has been dreffed in white 
linnen, and wrapped up in a Iheet, 
it is placed on an iron bier, in or- 
der to be carried to a certain moun- 
tain, that contains an apartment, 
formed into feveral divifions, in one 
of which the corps is depofited 
while fome pallages are read out of 
a certain book. When this ceremo- 
nial is compleated, the body is left 
in that fepulchre for the fpace of a 
year ; at the end of which the bones 
are collected together, and buried in 
the earth. Thefe people are of o- 
pinion, that the moment the foul 
quits the body, it paffes into another 
world, where it continues excluded 
from the fight of God till the day 
of judgment : At which time it 
makes its appearance before him, 
in order to be configned either to 
heaven or to hell, as it lhall appear to 
have been innocent or guilty. 

They never obferve any day of 
reft, but have four days of prayer in 
Vol. II. 
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each month, and afiemble themfelves 1707. 
in their temples, for the celebration 
of their ceremonies. They have 
their ftated prayers three times a 
day, namely, at fun rife, noon, and 
evening ; and they curie Mohammed 
whom they account a falfe prophet. 

Thefe Guebres have been driven 
from their own country by the fa- 
talities of war, and are now re- 
duced to an inconfiderable num- 
ber. They are likewife difperfed in 
leveral cities of Perfia , in which 
places they enjoy more liberty than is 
allowed them at Ijpahan , where they 
who have fettled themfelves at Julfa, 
are now obliged to embrace the Mo- 
hammedan doCtrines. In the reign of 
king Abbas they enjoyed the fame li- 
berty as was granted to the Arme- 
nians and Chnjltan r, and they were 
treated with this indulgment in or- 
der to prevent them from fettling 
on the frontiers of Turkey. They had 
likewife lands given them to culti- 
vate, as well there as in other pla- 
ces. With refpeft to other particu- 
lars, thefe Guebres , or Gaures , are 
all reduced to a low degree of po- 
verty. Their women are clothed 
after the Arabian manner, and al- 
ways go with their faces uncovered, 
in conformity to the antient cuftom 
of that nation : They have a lan- 
guage peculiar to them 'elves, and 
the characters of it entirely differ 
from thole of the Pet-Jinn. 

They compute the years of the c.a- 
world’s duration from Adam , whom :uhtior - °F 
they call by that name, as we do ■,% 11 -o.if 
but they give other denominations 
to his defendants. They lay, that 
when he had attained to the 30th year 
of his age, Oujibyn was born, and 
they coniider him as the chief of a 
family ; the next perfon in their 
genealogy of this race of mankind, 
they call Siem-Jiet, and pretend that 
he was their firft king. They add, K,r ?l°f 
that he lived 700 years, and was bL. ^ 
fucceeded by Soobaet , who lived a 
thoufmd years, and left' his crown 
to Frcydoem , who refigned it to 
PJoom , at the age of 500 years. As 
to this lalf, they neither know in 
what manner he lived nor how he

vJ-vvj After him they place Mamoet-fie- 
her , who reigned 120 years, |and 
then Noujar, who reigned twelve, 
and was depofed by Aef-raejfia , a 
’Tartar, who feized the Perfian 
crown, and reigned fifty years. His 
fucceffors, according to their com- 
putation, were Khekobaet , who 
reigned 120 years ; Kbekodoes , 150 ; 
Loraes and Goflaes, 120 together ; 
Baman ninety-nine, and Homa, the 
daughter of Baman, thirty. This 
princefs was fucceeded by Darop, 
the fon of Darius, who reigned 
fourteen years and three months, 
and had for his fuccellor the fon of 
Baman, who reigned but twelve. 
Sehandaz-roemie, or Alexander the 
Great, enjoyed the kingdom after 
him, and reigned fourteen years, as 
thefe people think ; for they repre- 
fent them all as kings, after the two 
fir ft fathers. The fucceflors which 
they affign to that conqueror, are 
AJht, the fon of AJht-poes ; Nieroef- 
Jein-Coforo, fon of Ardewoen-, and 
Babokoen, who reigned 265 years; 
Ardisjier Babokoen forty one years ; 
Armoos, the fon of Stapoer, five; 
Baroen Senogormoes three years and 
three months ; Pieroes-ger ten years; 
Baroetn, the fon of Baroem-mioen , 
four years and five months ; Narfie, 
the fon of Baroem, nine years ; Or- 
moes, the fon of Narfie , likewife 
nine years ; Sapoer, the fon of Sa- 
poer, five years and four days ; Za- 
ardezjer afzia , ten years ; Zia-poer, 
the fon of Zia-ardezier, eleven years; 
Jefdegerd thirty years ; Baroem-mi- 
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gier fixty fix years; Jesdegerd, the 1707. 
fon of Baroem, eighteen years and 
four months ; Fhiroes, the fon of 
Jesdegerd, fourteen years ; Narjia , 
the fon of Fhieros, feven years ; 

Bellaes, the fon of Fhieros, five 
years ; Cobaet-Sinneferoes forty years; 
NouJ'eer-ivoen, the fon of Cobaet , a 
very juft and equitable prince, forty 
feven ; Onnoes, the fon of Nosjeva, 
twelve ; Cofroes, the fon ot Onnoes, 
thirty eight ; Cobaet, fon of Cofroes, 
feven months ; Aerde-sjier Sinnecc- 
baet, eighteen months ; Ajermien , 
the daughter of Cofroes, fix months ; 
Kofwar-bonee , another daughter of 
Cofroes, one year ; Jesdegerd twenty 
years. 

Thefe were fucceeded by a race of 
Mohammedan princes. This compu- 
tation of years fince Adam, except- 
ing thofe of the princes who have 
been mentioned, and whofe age is 
not known, amounts to 3632 
years, one month, and five days ; 
to which 1135 years, from the com- 
ing of Mohammed to the prefent time, 
being added, the total amounts to 
4767 years, one month, and five 
days. 

This is all the information I could 
obtain, with refpedt to the Guebres, 
and the princes of that race, who have 
governed Per fa, as thefe people pre- 
tend. I will now fubjoin an exadt 
lift of the Perfian kings, who have 
reigned fince the time of Alexander 
the Great, and fhall offer a few con- 
cife remarks, that are neceflary for 
the illuftration of this fubjetft. 


CHAP. 
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A lift of the Perfian kings, who have reigned in fuc- 
cejfion , from the death of Alexander the Great, 
to the prefent time ; extracted from the antient 
Greeks, and modern Peilians. 


F T E R the death of Alexan- 
der the Great , who poflefled 
the empire of Afia for the fpace of 7 
years, great diffentions arofe between 
the captains of that conqueror, with 
refpedl to the fovereign power, to 
which they all formed pretenfions. 
In order, therefore, to prevent the 
effects of fuch a competition, they 
unanimoufly agreed to give the crown 
to Aridaus , the brother of Alexan- 
der, and the fon of Philip by Phi- 
lene : But as this prince was not 
mailer of thole qualifications that 
were requifite for fuftaining fo great 
a weight, the regency of the ftate 
was configned to Perdiccas ; and the 
government of feveral kingdoms and 
provinces, was conferred upon the 
other princes and lords, who adted at 
firfl in the name of the new king, 
but foon afpired to the fovereign 
power : As thefe fadts are known by 
all the world, and have been large- 
ly treated of by feveral hiftorians, 
1 fhall think it fufficient to prefent 
the reader with an exadt lift of all 
the Perjian kings from that time. 

It may be neceflary to obferve, 
that the Greeks did not long con- 
tinue mailers of the Perfian empire. 
Their difunion, and continual wars, 
contributed not a little to the de- 
clenfion of their power. We find, 
however, in antient authors, a l'uc- 
cellion of Macedonian princes, who 
governed this kingdom. Alexander 
conferred the government of it on 
Peuccfes, during his life, and he 
retained it after the death of that 
prince, till he was dethroned by An- 
ti ochus, a natural Ion of Philip, and 
brother of Alexander , after the de- 
feat of Eumenes. 

1 . Antiochus therefore was the firft 
Macedonian , who, after the death of 


Alexander , aflumed the title of king 
of Perfia. He had been inverted 
before with the government of Afia 
Minor , and after the defeat of 
Eumenes, he made himfelf mailer 
of Afia, together with Syria, Baby- 
lon, Perfia, and all the provinces 
that depended upon them. But this 
prince was, vanquilhed in his turn, 
by Seleucus Nicanor, who conquered 
Perfia. 

2. Seleucus Nicanor, or Nicator, 
which name fignifies a conqueror, 
governed this fine kingdom for the 
fpace of thirty years. 

3. Antiochus Safer , or the prefer- 
ver, who fucceeded him, reigned 
twenty one years. 

4. Antiochus Theos fifteen years. 

5. Seleucus Callinicus, eighteen 
years. 

Hiftorians differ, with reference 
to the time when the Parthians re- 
volted. Some place this event in the 
reign of Antiochus Theos, and others 
in that of Callinicus. I fhall not mul- 
tiply remarks on this difference, 
which has but little affinity with our 
prefent fubjedl ; and fhall therefore 
content myfelf with obferving, af- 
ter Scaliger, and fome others, that 
this revolt was carried on under 
the conduct of Arjaces (who, ac- 
cording to Strabo , was a Scythian by 
birth, though others will have him 
to be a pvrate) in the 12 th year of 
the reign of Antiochus Theos, and 
the 3d of the I32d Olympaid ; or, 
according to Hehicus , the 3700th 
year of the world, and 248 years be- 
fore the nativity of fie jus Chrift. 

We, however, are not to infer 
from hence, that Arjaces alcended 
the throne of Perjia , immediately 
after this revolt, fince there are rea- 
lons to believe it was at that time 

when 
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1707. Seleucus Calll ni cm was engaged in a 
war againft his brother Antiochus 
Hierax, or the Rapacious , and a- 
bout the 17th year of his reign. 
But it is generally agreed, that the 
Rarthians made themfelves mailers 
of Perfia^ in conlequence of that re- 
volt, and pofielTed it for the fpace 
of 479, or 476 years. 

I ihall now prefent the reader 
with a lift of the ArJ'acides , or kings 
who aftumed the name of Arfaces , 
in honour to the memory of that 
prince. I have likewife added the 
number of years they reigned.

This Artabanus was the laft of the 
kings of Parthia , who ruled over 
all the ftates ot the Perjia?i monar- 
chy, and maintained long wars with 


the Romans. This prince was aftaf- 1707. 
finated by a Perfian, named Art ax- t/vkj 
erxeSy who feized the crown in the 
5 th year of Alexander Sever us the 
emperpr, according to Agathias, or, 
as others fay, in the 10th : That is, 
according to Scaliger and Helvicus, 

228, or 232 years after the birth of 
fejiis Chrifl j and in the year of the 
world 4176, or 4179. It is pre- 
tended that this Artaxerxes was the 
fon of Pave cits a tanner ; or, that 
this Pavecus, who had no child, and 
was skilled in aftrology, having found 
by his confultation of the ftars, that 
the offspring of Sannus a certain fol- 
dier, who lodged in his houfe, fhould 
become illuftrious and fortunate, he 
perfuaded his wife to receive him 
to her bed, in confequence of which 
fhe became the mother of this Ar- 
taxerxes. It is at leaft certain that 
this prince underftood magick, and 
that all the kings of Perfia who have 
reigned fince his time, are defcended 
from him. The princes in the fol- 
lowing ieries are ranged as I find 
them in Agathias, and other au- 
thors, who have tranfcribed the 
Perfian records.

This prince being defirous to in- 
troduce a law, which fhould autho- 
rize every man to enjoy as many 
women as he pleafed, whether vir- 
gins, or married women, was de- 
pofed, in the eleventh year of his 
reign, and imprifoned in a caftle. 
His brother Zambajes , or Zamafper , 
fucceeded him, and reigned but 
four years, others fay two. Caba- 
des having been preferved by the af- 
fiftance of the queen his wife, who 
for his fake expofed herfelf to the 
fury of his guards, retired among 
the Euthalites, and elpoufed the 
daughter of their king, with whom 
he returned into Perfia, and refum- 
ed the crown, which he had en- 
joyed thirty years before, fo that 
Zembajes and he reigned in all forty 
one years.

fpedtive languages ; but I fhall not 1707. 
multiply remarks upon them, fince 
I am defirous of avoiding oil pro- 
lixity, and efpecially as an account 
of them may be leen in the abridg- 
ment of the Perfian kings, p. 702, 
hie. written by D. T. V. Y. one of 
the gentlemen of the bed-chamber 
to the moft chriftian king. This 
work is entitled, An Account of all 
the fates, empires, kingdoms , and 
principalities, in the r ccorld. 

Perfia had luftered greatly under 
the adminiftration of the laft fix kings, 
and was at laft lubjedted to a fo- 
reign yoke. Mohammedthe impoftor 
was born in the 8o2d year of the 
Alexandrian Mr a, the 22d day of 
the month Nifan, which corre- 
fponds with the 22d of April, in 
the 572d year of the Chrifian Mr a. 

He publilhed his falle prophecies, 
in the year 61 1, in the 40th year of 
his age, and was driven out of Mec- 
ca, in 622 ; upon which he retreat- 
ed to Medina. In time, he won, 
by force of arms, Chaibar , Mecca, 
and the better part of Arabia, and 
died of the falling ficknefs, accom- 
panied with a fever in the year 634, 
and the nth of the Hegira, or his 
efcape from Medina. After his death, 
Abubecr, or Abudaker, the Ion of A- 
mer and Salma, and father of Ai- 
jifeha, Mohammed's third wife, was 
proclaimed Khalfah, or chief of 
the Mohammedans, in fpiritual and 
temporal affairs, and was fucceed- 
ed by Omar , or Homar, the fon 
of Elkateph, who drove out ftf- 
degird in the ye. ; r 640, and made 
himlelf mafter of the city of Mada- 
jina, where Cofroes had held his 
court, and he afterward conquered 
the greateft part of Perfia. This prince 
kept his court at Bagdad, and was 
affaflinatcd in the 4th year of his 
reign, by Abululua, a Perfian of 
mean extraction. The Khulifah 
who fucceeded him was Otkman , or 
Ofman , the fon of A fan and Bi/d, 
who challenged and ilew JeJdegird, 
who had partly reinitiated himlelf in 
his dominions. This event happen- 
ed in the 31ft year of the Hegira, 
end the 651ft of fefus Cl: rift ■, af- 
(Uft ter 
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1707. ter which this prince continued in 
the peaceable poftelfion of all the 
ftates of the Per fun monarchy, 
which the defendants of Artax- 
erxes had enjoy’d for the fpace 
of 46 1 years, or, as others fay, 
457. I ihall now infert a lift of the 
Khalifats , or Mohammedan kings of 
Perjia , and they are here collected 
from the Per fan authors, namely, 
Mirkond , Ahul Pbarajus , See.

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This prince was defeated and put to 
death, together with his fons, by Hu- 
lacu Chan, emperor of Mogul or Tarta- 
ry, in the 654th or 656th year of the 
Hegira , or 1256th or 1258th of the 
Chrijiian /Era, and was the lafl of 
the Kalifahs of Bagdad or Bagdad, 
who reigned in Perfta to the num- 
ber of fifty feven, without including 
Mohammed the falfe prophet. It is 
necefiary to obferve, that the Kha- 
lifats had already loft one part of 
their dominions in the reign of Ah- 
med A l Rhadi, whole fucceflors 
fcarce retained the title of lovereigns ; 
though Tarik Al ribas, Akhbar Be- 
ni Al Abas, and Abdalla Ben HuJJan , 
in his book, intitled Ajjas Fij'adhl 
beni Abas , always gives them the 
fly le of kings of Per/ia. In the 
mean time the ‘ Tartars of Mogul, 
who had made great devaftations in 
Perfta, Armenia, and the L-ffer 
Afta, in the reign of the Khali fab 
Al Nafer, were driven out ot P< rjia , 
under that ot the Khalijah Al Mon- 
Jlanfer Billa , in the 623d year of 
the Hegira, and in the 1226th of 
our Saviour. But Hitlacu Clan 
made himlelf mafter of all this mo- 
narchy in 1258. The following is 
a lift of the Tartarian kings, who 
reigned in Perfta lince the begin- 
ning of their conqudt, according to 
Abu l Pharajus, Marajch*, or Ma- 
rakjchi, Mirkcud, Eau'aid P crock, 
and feme otheis.

This prince was the laid of the 
race of Gingiz Chan, though Ma- 
ruichi, in his hiflory of Mogul, adds 
another, whom he calls Arba Chan, 
the fon of Senghi Chan , and grand- 
fon of Malec Timur, who was the 
fon of Artak Boga, grandfon of 
Tub., and great grandfon of Gin- 
giz-’Jhan, and to whom this au- 
thor afTigns a reign of about five 
months. Thus this race of the 
kings of Perfia was extindl about 
the 736th year of the Hegira , that 


is to fay, 133 5 years after the nati- 1707. 
vity of Je/us Chrijl. For after the 
death of Bahadur , or Arba Chan, 
the governors of the provinces arro- 
gated the fovereignty to themfelves. 

This lafied till the time of Timur, 
furnamed Lenc, or the Lame , and who 
is known by the name of Tamer- 
lan among the Europeans. This 
prince afeended the throne cf Tar- 
tary in the year 771 of the Hegi- 
ra, which coirefponds with the year 
1369 of the Chrijlian /Era, and 
feventeen or eighteen years after- 
ward, he made himlelf mailer of 
Perfia, and was fucceeded by the 
following princes.

Thefe two princes are the left of 
the race oi Tamerlan, who reigned 
in Pet-fa. This race did not poifefs 
all the Perfan monatchyj bat en- 
joyed only a part of it, like thole 
who fucceeded them ; for it appears, 
there were in the fifteenth century 
two other races, delcendants of the 
Turcomans, who have like wile reign’d 
over one part of Petf.a, and for that 
reafon are ranked in the number of 
its kings. The firft race was called 
Kara Kcxunli, or the Black Sheep, 
whence all the following kings are 
deduced.

7. Chalil Beg, whom Texeira calls 
Sultan Kali l, the Ion of Hafan, 
reigned but fix months and a half 

8. Yacub Beg, the fon of Hajan, 
and brother of Chalil, was a learned 
prince, and a fine poet ; he reigned 
twelve years and two months. 

9. Mafih Beg IV. the fon of Ha- 
fan, did not long enjoy the crown, 
becaufe of the diviiions which pre- 
vailed among the nobility, one party 
of whom placed Ali Beg, the fon of 
Chalil upon the throne ; and the 
other, Bai Sankar Mirza, the fon 
of Yacub Beg , and who was but 
twelve years of age, and was kil- 
led in a battle, after a reign of one 
year and eight months.

1707. verned by another race of princes, 
L/'V-'O for the lpace of 200 years Jince, as 
appears by the following lift. 

Scheich Haidar, the ion of Jo- 
naid, who is laid to have defend- 
ed from AU, the ion-in-law of 
Mohammed , was the fir ft of this 
race. His hither Jon aid, or Gioneid 
is ranked among the faints, as is his 
great-great-grandfather Scbeick Safi, 
or Sajjio ddin, the ion of Gabriel, 
and a defendant from Hojjein, the 
fon of AH. This Jonaid had ac- 
quired fo extraordinary a reputation, 
and was followed by inch a number 
of fdtarics to Ar devil, in the pro- 
vince of Adi erbesjan, that the king 
Jcon-xa, of the race of Kara Koy- 
iinli, or the Black Sheep, grew jea- 
lous of him, and oppof d the adhe- 
rents to Jonaid ; who was fo exaf- 
perated by this proceeding, that he 
retired, with his followers, to Diar- 
bekir, in the country adjacent to 
Bagdad and Mo fill, where he obtain- 
ed a favourable reception from the 
king of the country, whofe name 
was Hafan Al Paevil, Azenbek, or 
Vfun ChaJ'an, who gave him either his 
daughter or lifter in marriage ; for 
authors vary in this particular. The 
name of that princefs was Kadija 
Katum ; flie had one fon by this 
marriage, named Scheich Haidar , 
who is confidered as the chief of 
that race. This Jonaid, and his fol- 
lowers, palled afterward into Gur- 
giftan, where he obliged all thole who 
were unable to oppofe him, to join 
with his party, under a pretence of 
zeal and fantftity. They likewife made 
themfelves mailers of Prebifnd, whole 
king they flew, and then placed Hai- 
dar, the fon of Jonaid, on the throne. 
His father or brother-in-law, Hafan 
or Azenbek , made himfelf at the 
fame time, mailer of the greateft 
part of Per fa, after having defeated 
and fain Joon-xa the king, and his 
ion Act ;i AH; and Jonaid, animated 
by the iuccefs he had obtained in 
Gu gijlan, advanced with his fol- 
lower, into the province of Schir- 
uan, fi mated on the Cafpian-Sea, 
where he was deftroyed by the in- 
habitants, who hated him. It is 


ving elpcufcd another daughter of 
Hazan, named Alcmcha, ravaged 
all Gurgijlan , with an army he ree . i- 
ved from his father-in-law, or wl ich 
lie himfelf levied in hafle, and that 
having afterward attacked Per::. - 
zad, king of Sc hi reran, in order to 
revenge the death of his father, ho 
himfelf perifhed in the battle with 
all his fons, except Ijmael and 2 dr 
Ali, whom others call Ali Parch a t 
and who were itnp.ifoned by their 
uncle Tacub Beg, after the death of 
their father. They, however, re- 
covered their liberty in the reign of 
Rujlan Mirza , the fucceffor of that 
prince, on this condition, that they 
ihould continue at their fatuer’s 
tomb, habited like poor people, 
f his condition they complied with 
till the death of Rujlan , of which 
they no fooner were informed, than 
they fled from that retreat, being 
apprehenfive of Ahmed Sultan his iuc- 
celfor. At length Ijmael having found 
means to raile an army of the fol- 
lowers of Ali, in the reign of Alevan 
Mirza, defeated this prince and his 
fon Morad, together with the kings 
of Schi reran, Diarbek , Bagdad, and 
fome others, and made himfelf 
mailer of all Perjia, which his po- 
fterity pofiefs to this day : He afi- 
fumed the name of Sophi, an Ara- 
bic word, which fignifies a perfon 
dreffed in wool, and a zealous 
Muffulman ; perhaps likewife to de- 
note the ftate to which he had been 
reduced. He was but fourteen years 
of age when he afeended the throne, 
and he reigned as many. The kings 
defcended from this prince are, 

1. Shah Ijmael Sophi, who reign- 
ed twenty four years. 

2. Shah PabmajJ, or Xa Palmas, 
who was poifoned by the queen bis 
wife, by whom he had a ion nam- 
ed Haidar. This happened in the 
year of our lord 1576, in the iixty 
eighth year of that prince’s age, and 
after a reign of fitly rour yea is. 

3. Shah Ijmael II. the fon o Pah- 
majp, reigned but one ye..r and f.u 
months, and died in 15yd. 


4. Shah 
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4. Shah Mohammed Chcdabende , the 
fon of Fahmafp, and brother or Ij.rael, 
died in 1585, after he had reigned k- 
ven years, or, as others lav, fix. 

5 . Shah Abas, the fon of Chcdabende , 
a prince of great abilities, died in 
1629, at the age of fixty three years, 
and after a reign of forty live. 

6. Sam Myrza , the fon of Se/i 
Myrza , (who was put to death by 
his father Abas, becaufe he was the 
darling of the people) afeended the 
throne, and alfumed the name of 
Shah Se/i, as the king his grandfa- 
ther had delired. He died in the 
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year 1642, having reigned twelve 1707. 
years. 

7. Shah Abas II. the fon of Se/i, 
died in 1666, after a reign of twen- 
ty ‘our years. 

8. Shah Selim , the fon of Abas II, 
died in 1694, and reigned twenty 
eight years. 

9. Shah Selim II. or Soliman Huf- 
faifi, his fon, fucceeded him on 
the throne, and is the prince who 
now reigns. 

I fhall now return to the conti- 
nuation of my travels, till my return 
to Holland. 
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The author s departure from Ifpahan. His arrival at 
Cachan, Com, and Sauwa. Meets the French am- 
baffador. A defcription of Cas’oin and Sultania. His 
arrival at Zim-gan, and Ardevil. 


A BOUT this time the river of 
Zendoroe, near the bridge of 
Alla We r die Chan, was begun to 
be dug by five or fix hundred men : 
The intention, however, was to em- 
ploy 70000 men in that work, of 
which number the Armenians of 
‘ Julfa were tofurnifh 6000 at their 
own expence. The work was un- 
dertaken in order to facilitate the 
courfe of that river, which frequent- 
ly overflows, and lays all the plain 
under water. The banks were ac- 
cordingly raifed, to prevent that in- 
convenience for the future ; but as 
nothing more than earth and llime 
were employed on this occafion, all 
the labour that had been beftowed, 
was foon rendered ineffectual by the 
violence of the waters, and the coun- 
try was again floated over as uiual, 
as foon as the rain and melted lnow 
had fwelled the river. 

On the 25 th of February we re- 
ceived intelligence from Fauris, that 
Mr. Michel, the French ambaffador, 
whom I have formerly mentioned, 
was arrived thither from Conjlanti- 


nopie, together with the miftrefs of 
Mr. Fabre : This minifter had recei- 
ved orders from the court to feize 
this woman at Erie a a, from whence 
fine was to be conveyed to Aleppo, 
and from thence to be tranfnorted in.o 

1 

France : But as foon as file he., id 
he was coming to that city, flie re- 
tired to Farris, and placed he. fclf 
under the protection of the gover- 
nor, who allowed her thirty M.smo- 
edies , or two ducats, per day, to en- 
able her to purlue her journey It 
was likewife reported, that (he Was 
accompanied by a French-man , and 
hid a train of thirty of the gover- 
nor’s domctlicks. This affair made 
a great noife, and the event was ex- 
pected with impatience. I intend 
to relate it at large in the fequel of 
this work. 

In the mean time, as the dav of < T!:e <?.-?- 
mv depa r Ure drew near, 1 went to 1,: ' s - c ' 
take leave of all my friends in the 
city, and at Julfa, after having firft 
wrote to Batavia and Gamron. I 
went then and waited on our di- 
rector, who engaged me to fup 

with 
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1707. with him. The next day, his de- 
puty accompanied me, with feven 
couriers, as far as the Caravanjerai 
of Koefgo/wa, oppofite the king’s 
garden. We fupped there by the 
light of torches, and after my triends 
were returned to the city, J like- 
wile went to repole mviblf a little, 
being exceedingly d bordered with a 
cold. 1 was joined the next day by 
two Armenians, one of whom, who 
ipoke Date 1 :, intended to accompa- 
ny me in my travels. 

Wc let out the 2d of March , at 
nine in the morning, and found the 
plain all under water : We, how- 
ever, advanced forward by the aid 
of feveral final! bridges, and arrived 
in about three horns, at the Cara- 
‘ van/crai of Rick, after a journey of 
five leagues. The wind blew very 
cold, and the mountains wwe, fir 
the mart: part, cover’d with lnow. 
Our caravan confifled of nine per- 
forms on horfeback, and eight hearts 
of burthen, befide fervants. I had 
three horles, and the others belong- 
ed to two Armenians , who had three 
couriers to accompany the bag- 
gage. We had like wife two Arme- 
nians, who had a confidcrable charge 
of merchandife ; the reft of our com- 
pany confifled of fome Georgians , 
and the conductor of the caravan. 
As we had agreed to travel by day, 
and repofe ourfelves during the night, 
by realon of the cold, and to avoid 
many other inconveniences, we pro- 
ceeded in cur journey at feven in 
the morning, and found two Cara- 
vanjerai s at the end of the plain. 
From thence we entered the moun- 
tains, and arrived about night at 
Sardahan , after having travelled 
eight leagues. We there paid eight 
pence for every beafl of burthen, as 
is cuflomary in that place. The 
next day we came to a garden be- 
longing to the king, and called 
Garftasjabaet , whence there is a 
proipedt of many other gardens 
and villages, and a g:eat plain bor- 
dered with mountains, which we 
left on the right hand. We found 
the water frozen over in mofl pla- 
ces, and arrived about two at the 
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Caravan/erai of Gaef five leagues 1707. 
from that, where we had parted the 
night. We renewed our journey at 
four in the morning over a large and 
beautiful plain, and advanced as far 
as die Caravan/erai of Baefabact , 
which is five leagues from the 
lafl. As yet we h^d not feen many 
pleafure-houfes, but the ways were 
exceedingly fine. The next dry 
we met two Georgian Mohammedans, 
accompany ’d with a retinue of thir- 
teen or fourteen perlons, well pro- 
vided with fire-arms, lances, buck- 
lers, bows, and arrows. They were 
travelling in order to join the king, 
and diverted themfelves with draw- 
ing the bow, and running races on 
horfeback. VVe made a fhort halt to 
obferve them, and like wife to wait 
for our hearts of burthen, and we 
arrived about two at Cachan , after 
a journey of fix leagues. I walked 
into the Bazars, where I purchafed 
feveral pieces of iilk, which are ex- 
quifitely fine, as has been remarked 
before, and especially with relpecl 
to the colours. 

The great fart of the Armeni- 
ans began on the 7 th of this month, 
and continues forty nine d<.ys, du- 
ring which they are not permitted 
to eat either flefh, fifli, butter, eggs, 
or milk, not even on a journey,. As 
this is exprelly the injunction of 
their patriarch, they never violate 
it, but limit their diet to bread, rice, 
oil, herbs and fruits, which are ve- 
ry unfuitable food for a traveller ; 
but they have a full allowance to 
drink wine. 

We continued our journey the 
next day, over the fame plain, where 
we faw feveral country- houfes, and 
met a fecond time the Georgians I 
mentioned before, over atrainft the 
town of Siijin, where we break- 
farted, having the mountains in our 
rear, and we arrived about four at 
the Caravan/erai of Aibi-ffierien, 
after having travelled fix leagues. 

The next day we met feveral cara- 
vans, and advanced to Gajjum-aba, 
five leagues from the place where we 
lodged the preceding night. The

I entered it 
alone, and found it empty, and u’o- 
ferved l'everal apartments that were 
altogether in ruins. We travelled 
on from thence in order to pals our 
night at Aila-Sang , a village full of 
gardens. The next day we proceed- 
ed over a plain bordered with villages 
and gardens, and eroded level a! 
fmall rivers, having mountains co- 
vered with fnow frequently in our 
view to Abbejabath. When we puf- 
fed on from this place we found the 
country full of ice, and a valley a- 
bounding with villages and gardens, 
whole profpect rauft certainly be 
delightful in lummer, though the 
mountains arc always covered with 
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lhow. About eleven we eroded a 1-07. 
river, together with ieveral bridges, 
and proceeded through a laige pa- 
ved way. We afterward met a ca- 
ravan cf camels, and palled an- 
other river, where one of our fervants 
fell into the water, but was imme- 
diately drawn out. We found an- 
other lpacious road paved like the 
former, with two canals o;i the 
right and left hand, but all the way 
was over -ft ow’d as far as Cash’.;, 
where the ground riles higher. We 
arrived there very lire, having tra- 
velled eight leagues.

The 
two fore-feet of this little animal 
are fhorter than the hinder ; they 
likewife end in four large claws, and 
one that is Imaller.

We arrived next day at Zingan, q \ e ai . 
where wc found tne Canveanjerai tisr 1 a>- 
in Inch a naufeous condition, that V 7 val ‘ n 
we were obliged to take up with a 
liable, at the other end of the city, 
and were compelled by the badnefs 
of the weather to continue there all 
the next day. Zingan is a mean 
place, where nothing remarkable is 
to be found. Upon our fetting out 
from hence, we eroded a plain full 
of water, having the mountains at 
fome d ilia nee on our right and left. 

We likewife puffed a kind of tor- 
rent twice, into which one of our 

horles 


Zuigan. 
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horfes fell, and as he was loaded 
with coffee, we were obliged to dry 
it. We arrived, about noon, at 
Muhul. where the bad weather ob- 
liged us to halt, and the cold was 
fo exceffive in the night, that I 
found it very difficult to preferve my 
felf from it: I was covered all over 
with furs, and had likewife two 
good blankets, and a large fire in a 
clofe place. 

The next day about ten, we ar- 
rived at the mountains, and were 
unable to proceed farther than Serg- 
Abeth , which is four leagues from 
the place where we lodged the pre- 
ceding night. We here differed as 
feverely by the cold as we did the 
day before, our courfe being direct- 
ed to the north, and the wind be- 
ing equally violent ; but we were 
lodged more commodioufly at a pri- 
vate houfe. The next day proved 
rainy, and we travelled but four 
leagues, as far as Agkaut , having 
palled over high mountains, and 
thro’ valleys filled with water. I was 
indifpofed with an ague a little be- 
fore night, and immediately went 
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to bed, after having drank a little 
burnt wine fweetened with fugar, 
in which fome particular herbs were 
infufed. In ffiort, we were obliged 
to continue in that place till the 
end of the month, in order to reft 
our horfes. When we fet out from 
this place, we continued to pals 
over fome mountains, and plains that 
were overflowed, and about noon 
began to afcend mount Taurus, 
which the inhabitants call Cafelu- 
J'an. I have already given fome ac- 
count of it, as likewife of the ri- 
ver Kurp , and the bridge over which 
one paffes at that place. When we 
had eroded another, named Kur- 
pu-koebaey , we halted in the moun- 
tains, after a journey of five leagues. 

We advanced on the firft day of 
April, into another mountain, where 
we faw the tombs of the inhabi- 
tants of the adjacent villages, and 
were obliged to flop for fome hours 
at a track of arable lands, becaufe 
our horfes were quite fatigued with 
the journey. We there met feveral 
travellers, and a large caravan, well 
provided with arms. In the mean 

time 
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1707. time I then advanced, with fome 
t^v'Nj others, as far as Paggesjiek ; but 
the reft of the company, and all 
the beafts of burden, continued in 
the mountains. Our caravan paf- 
fed by us the next day, and we 
were informed that they had loft 
fome horfes. We rejoined it about 
noon at Ries, where we continued 
till the next day ; and as we after- 
ward palled by a certain village, we 
had fome difpute with the cuftorn- 
houfe officers, whofe demands we 
were obliged to fatisfy. Notwith- 
ftanding which, we met others of 
them on horfeback, armed with 
lances, who exacted the fame duty 
from us which we had fo lately 
paid. It was to no purpofe for us 
to tell them, that we had abeady 
difcbarged all dues of that nature, 
and we were forced to give them 
fome Mamoedies, in order to get rid 
of them. We then palled on by a 
fmall lake, whofe borders were en- 
amelled with a thoufand flowers, 
and full of fmall blue hyacinths, 
which is a very extraordinary cir- 
cumftance in that quarter, where 
mod of the plants have a wither- 
ed appearance. We arrived about 
fix at the fmall Caravanjerai of Ko- 
ereien, where my ague returned 


upon me, and obliged me to con- 1707, 
tinue there till the next day, du- 
ring which time the Armenians 
fet out for Ardevil. I followed 
them the day after, and got thi- 
ther at three in the afternoon. The 

ibOr J 

Georgian , who came with us from rival at 
IJpahan , died there in the night ; Ardevi1 ' 
and it created no little furprize, 
when he was found to be a Moham- 
medan r, and circumcifed. 

Some days after the mourning for 
Hujjein , which I have frequently 
mentioned, Was renewed. The wea- 
ther proved exceffive cold, and all 
the ground was covered with lnow. 

We were obliged to wait in this ci- 
ty for the arrival of a large cara- 
van, which fet out from lffahan 
before us, this quarter being much 
infefled with robbers, and efpecial- 
ly the country of Mogan : Not- 
withflanding which feveral Arme- 
nians went to Gilan , in order to 
proceed from thence to Ajlracan , 
by the Cajpian Sea. I commiffion- 
ed one of thefe people to buy me 
fome pieces of filk, which are there 
made in great perieCtion. This ci- 
ty is fix days journey from Ardevil, 
where alfo they make fine filk, but 
not comparable to that which is ma- 
nufactured at Gilan.

A Per flan me. chant of our cara- 
van fell from his hoife, and unhap- 
pily broke all his ribs, and the vio- 
lence of the hurt was fo great, that 
it at once deprived him of Ipecch 
and reafon. We uled all poilible 
means to j'aee him, and applv’d 
Mummy to him, (ot which 1 alone 
wc.s provided) but to no purp fie ; tor 
he died m the night, and was carty’d 
to Slrd< vil to be mteir’d. 

We advanced but two leagues on 
the 27th, and were obliged to lodge

man, whole name was bo Pi Pah- 
wits, and with whom 1 became ac- 
quainted at A-ir anan, where he h. d 
a regiment: He was at pre'eut 
conlul ;n this city, and cieated me 
with great civility, tequainting me 
at the fame time, that he was pre- 
paring for his return to Alracau by 
the way of Nicfawaey , and therefore 
dtlii ed we might travel together. 

The Perf.ans at that time con,- rhl-ucts 
mittad great adts of violence againlt committed 
the jefuits, whofe convent theyj^’* Pcr " 
would have dcmohlhed ; but it hap- 
pened by good fortune, at that ve- 
ry mitanr, that one of thefe fathers, 
who was a good phyfician, and well 
known to the people, had likewife 
eloquence enough to perfuade them 
to icturn, without executing tiieir 
intended defign. They, however, 
came a fccond time, but without 
doing any injury. Thefe violent 
pioceedii.gs frequently happen, thro’ 
the indulgence of the governor, who 
is a man entirely abandoned to his 
plealuies, and particularly to wine, 
which he pieteads the king has au- 
thorifed him to drink. 

Such an example as this, which 
the inhabitants ve:y readily conform 
to, occafioned the dilorder 1 have 

mentioned. 
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iyoy. mentioned, and expofes Grangers to 
all forts of impolitions, and to fitch 
a degree, that they cannot pais the 
flreets without having (bones thrown 
down on their heads. This obliged 
me to keep my chamber during my 
continuance in that citv ; but my 
precaution did not entirely fecure 
me from infults, which are there 
pradliled with impunity, the laws 
being altogether disregarded : Where- 
as the preceding governor was an e- 
quitable man, who made himlelf 
feared, and faithfully difcharged all 
the duties of his office. Another in- 
convenience which contributes much 
to thefe licentious proceedings, is, 
that the troops receive no pay, and 
fubfift by rapine alone. The Muf- 
CGvites who live here are expofed to 
the fame injurious treatment, and 
are yet perpetually reprefenting the 
eafy manner in which the Czar - 
might revenge the injuftice they fu- 
ffain, by invading that part of the 
country ; to which the others reply, 
that fuch a revolution would not be 
difpleafing to them, fince they ffiould 
be more happy under the govern- 
ment of the Czar, than under that 
of their natural prince. They even 
make no fcruple to declare, that they 
would attempt nothing in their own 
defence, but pray to Mohammed that 
this may be the event ; and it is cer- 
tain, that it would be no difficulty 
for the Czar to accomplifh it. This, 
however, is a coniiderable govern- 
ment, and yields large revenues, on 
th s fide the Aras , which divides it 
from the other territories of the Per- 
Jian monarchy. Thole likewife which 
produce the iilks of Gilan, together 
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with the cottons andfafFron, are well 1707. 
known. The foil alio produces e\- nJ 
cellent wines, red and white, which 
are ftrong indeed, but exceedingly 
agreeable when tempered with wa- 
ter, elpecialiv the white. It like- 
wife affords very fine fiuiiu, fuch as 
apples, pears, chelhuts, cfc. to which 
I mav add, that excellent hoiks and 
cattle are bred there. In a wotd, 
it is a very fine country, and exceed- <f h} co . t)> 
ing fertile on the fide of Georgia-, but mfnut- 
there are not a fufficitnt number of f ul 
inhabitants to cultivate it in a pro- 
per manner. It abound*, howver, 
in game, rice, and grain, and the 
bread which is made there is excel- 
lent. 

Baggu likewife affords a commo- 
dious haven. The governors of this 
province never fail to enrich them- 
f'elves in a fliort time, and it would 
certainly prove a very commodious 
acquifition to his Czarian maj.-lly, 
fince it lies contiguous to his domi- 
nions, and is very advantageous to 
thofe of his fiibjedts who traffic 
there for anv confiderable time. It 
might likewife be preferved without 
any difficulty, after it had once been 
conquered, by eredting forts there. 

Before my departure from this ci- 
ty, I wrote to my friends at I /pa ban, 
and gave my letters to the jefuit I 
have mentioned before, and from 
whom I received all pofiible civilities; 
nor could I help deploring his hard 
fate, and that of his brethren, who 
are obliged to live in a place where 
they are expofed to the outrages of 
a populace, who are always infolent 
and implacable to the CkrijUam,

or prince, and a man of generefity 
and merit, who had been governor 
of this place above twenty years. 
When he had read the letters I deli- 
vered to him, he treated me witha- 
bundanceof civility, and offered to 
lerve me to the utmofi of his power, 
during my continuance in that city; 
but I returned him my thanks, and 
only requefted him to favour me 
with a lodging in a private houie, 
where I could live more commodi- 
oufly than in a Caravan feral, and he 
immediately obliged me in this par- 
ticular. 

Our firips anived at the city on 
the inh, and the governor or- 
dered my baggage to be fern to me, 
without fo much as fearching it ; but 
I had the misfortune to hear that all 
my friends, together with the gover- 


nor Timafe yvanevsitz Urfofjkie , and 170-. 
colonel de Wignc , had been mafia- 
cred in the rebellion of the Strel/es , 
in 1705, and that no more than 
three or four perfons were laved, 
who fet out three days before for 
Mo/ccn', namely, the governor’s fon 
and his wife, together with the con- 
ful I lately mentioned, and likewife 
captain Wagenaer , and a certain cbi- 
rurgeon; and that all the firangers 
with their wives and children, lolt 
their lives in this fatal rmiTcre ; 
fi nee which his Czarian majefiy lent 
fome regular troops thither, and cau- 
fed mold of the Strel/es to be exe- 
cuted, as well as thole who had join- 
ed with them in this inhuman 
daughter. For my part, I return d 
thanks to God that I quitted Per- 
fia before this fatal accident. The 
governor’s wife, whoeicaped the fu- 
ry of the Barbarians, had the mil- 
fortune to lofe all fhe had in her voy- 
age to Mojcczv, the fliip wherein (he 
was to fail having taken fire: her 
grief at this misfortune cofi her 
her life foon after her arrival at Moj- 
coiv. 

At my return to Ajiracan, I wa sr-Wsioft 
informed that fourteen vends ban K -d‘- 
foundered through the negligence of ” 
captain Meyer, whom I have often 
mentioned, and who like wile pti fill- 
ed in this difafter. But five others ar- 
rived three months after, under the 
condudt of Laurence Van der Pu. gb, a 
man of merit and capacity, who nad 
entered into the fervice of his Cza- 
rian majefiy, and was then employ- 
ed in weighing up the fhips that were 
funk, and refitting them, fo as to be 
ferviceable on the Cajpian Sea. 

Several Hollanders, who had fer- 
ved in thole parts, daily ari ived ac 
this place, and I had the affiidtion to 
hear, that Mr, Meynard, an Engli/h 
gentleman, with whom I had been ac- 
quainted at Zjie-raes, had loft his 
fight, and the ule of fome of his 
limbs, and had fet cut in that condi- 
tion for his own country.

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1707. knowing any thing of the affair, tho’ 
her chamber was over mine. We 
indeed had taken notice, that feveral 
women came there ; bat as fuch vi- 
fitsare very frequent, I thought there 
could be nothing particular at pre- 
fent, and was therefore the more 
furprized, when my friends were 
gone, to hear what had happened. 
When the husband, who was one 
of the commiffioners of the chan- 
cery, came home, I made him a 
prefent of fome piftacho nuts, dates, 
and almonds, to treat his guefts. 
Toward evening they all began to 
fing in a tone that feemed to refem- 
ble their church fervice ; and, as I 
had never heard any thing of that 
nature before, I asked my footman, 
who underftood the language of the 
country, whar could be the mean- 
ing of this behaviour ? To which he 
replied, that they were all intoxi- 
cated with liquor, as was cuftomary 
on thofe occaiions: But I was ex- 
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tremely furprized the next dav, to 1707* 
find the woman who had been 
brought to bed, fitting at the ftreet 
door, with the child in her arms. 

In the evening fire treated the wo- 
men who had afiified her at her la- 
bour, with Aqua 'citce, and drank 
very freely of it herlelf, as is ufual 
in this country. 

As I was walking one day through Jzcnf!> > 
the market, I bought a bird, which ? " /,r 
the Ruffians call Babhe , or the IVa- 
ter-carrier , of which I had frequent- 
ly heard people fpeak, but could 
never procure one till now, though I 
had often inquired for it both in this 
country, and at Ifpaban. 1 offered 
it fi(h, which it would not eat, nor 
any thing elle, and I could not 
make the creature extend its neck, 
which it kept in a deflected poli- 
tion, and feemed to be half afleep. 

The reader will find the reprelenta- 
tion of it in the following plate. 

The bird was young, though four 



times 
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1707. times as large as a goofe, which it 
partly refembled in lliape and plu- 
mage; the bill was fifteen inches 
long, and two in breadth, and end- 
ed in a yellow hook, like that of a 
parrot. The bag in which it car- 
ries its water contains above four 
pints, and the legs of the creature 
are lliort. I cut off the head and 
part of the neck, on which I left 
the bag, as it appears in the plate. 

Fires frequently broke out in this 
city, during my continuance there, 
but efpecially in the fuburbs of the 
Tartars, who were very inductions to 
extinguifh the flames. As I have al- 
ready fufliciently fpoken of thele 
people, I fhall only add a particular 
concerning them, which did not come 
to my knowledge before. 

In the year 1246 they chofe for 
the chief of Tart ary, a certain Kuine , 
to whom they gave the furname of 
Gog Cham, which fignifies king, or 
emperor, and the people call them- 
felves Monies, or Mongales. This 
emperor and his fucceifors ftyled 
themfelves in their writings, The 
power of God , and emperors of the uni- 
ooerfe ; and cauled the following 
words to be engraven around their 
feals, A God in heaven ; a kuine 
cham on earth ; The power of 
God, and the emperor of all man- 
kind. Thefe princes always main- 
tain five Handing armies, to keep 
their fubjebts in awe. The firlt of 
thefe emperors was victorious on the 
frontiers of Perfia, over prince Ba- 



jothnov, who had made himfclf \yo~. 
mailer of all the Cbrijlian and Sa- ^ '• - 1 
racen territories, as far as the Medi- 
terranean, and to an extent of two 
days journey beyond Antioch ; and 
deprived him of fourteen kingdom', 
which comprehended all the traCc 
from thence to Perfia. The pro- 
per name of this prince was Ba- 
joth ; Noy being a w’ord expreliive of 
his dignity. 

The Tartars were never govern- A rcrev'Tt-* 
ed by a greater prince than Bathii , 
whole army confided of fix bun- ry. 
dred thoufand men ; namely, a hun- 
dred and lixty thoufand Tartars, and 
four hundred and forty thoufand 
Chrijhans, exclufive of all the in- 
fidels who ranged themfelves under 
his banners. This army was divided 
into five bodies. 

This country, which lies to the Monga!. 
eall, is called Mongol, and has four 
different nations for its inhabitants ; 
namely, the grand Mongales , or Me- 
als ; the Saniongals, or maritim 
Mongales, who are likewife called 
Tartars, from the river Tartar, which 
flows through their country ; the 
Merkates, and the Metrites. Thele 
four nations greatly relemble each 
other, living almoft in the lame 
manner, and fpeaking the fame lan- 
guage. They, however, are fepa- 
rated from one another, and have 
different chiefs. Mention is alfo 
made of certain Gingis, who inha- 
bit the country of Jeka in Mongal.

A S I was foon to fet out for 
IvIo/l with a Georgian lord, 

who was going in the quality of am- 
baflador to Poland, we defired the 
governor to appoint us a veflel, to 
convey us to Saratof, and likewife 
to furnifh us with paflports and fuch 
orders as would be neceflary for our 
being accommodated with chariots 
and bodes, in order to continue our 
journey from that place. I accord- 
ingly had three granted for my ule, 
and the Georgian lord as many as he 
wanted. W e received our dilpatches 
on the nineteenth of Augnji , and 
found the veflel ready equipped for 
^■Vwfe- The next day we embark- 

tarture ed, after taking leave of the gover- 
fromh- rjQrj an j began our voyage with the 
ftracan. tow i n g_|j nej till the wind, which 
then fluffed to the eafl, permitted 
us to ufe our fails. But as the gale 
was very ftrong, and our fhip rolled 
from one fide to the other, we be- 
gan to be apprehenfive of fome di- 
fafier. Some were for fending for 
another vefl'el, others for throwing 
in more ballad, but none of them 
came to any fixed refolution. For 
my part, when I obferved that our 
greatefl: danger proceeded from the 
ill ftrufture of the lhip, I infilled on 
their making the bell of their way 
toward land, fince I had reafon to 
fear our veflel would founder. The 
number of perfons on board amount- 
ed to above thirty ; the Georgian 
had likewife two horfes, and the lhip 
was one of the fmallefl. It was 
therefore foon filled with water, near 
the powder-mills, which are feven 
or eight JVajies from Aflracan , at a 
place where an ancient city formerly 
flood ; and we had the utmoft dif- 
ficulty to lave our felves and our 
baggage, with the affiftance of fome 
bailors, who threw thcmfelves into the 
Vol. II. 


water. My greatefl; care was for 
my papers, and what I had that was 
moll curious, and I committed all 
the reft, together with my provi- 
fions, to the mercy of the waves. 

The fhip being thrown on one of her /f , 7; ^ 
fides, the horfesnaturally took to the 
water, and fwam to fhore. The 
moment we ourielves arrived there, 
we rendered thanks to God for our 
deliverance; for if the lhip had turn- 
ed on her fide in the middle of the 
river, we all mull inevitably have pe- 
r iflied, the river being very bread, 
and the llream exceeding rapid. The 
Georgian minifter immediately lent 
his interpreter to A/?racan,\n a Hoop, 
to inform the governor of what had 
happened to us, and to defire a new 
fhip, but the wind continuing very 
boilierous, he could not fet out till 
the next day. I lent my footman 
with him to buy me a frefli fupply 
of provifions, and to deliver a letter 
I had written to the commander 
Van der Burgh , wherein I de- 
fired him to procure us another vef- 
fel as foon as polfible, and in cafe he 
fliould not be able to find one 
ready for failing, that he would fend 
me a skiff, to convey me back to A- 
Jlracan , till we could have a more 
favourable opportunity for continu- 
ing our voyage. During the time I 
waited for his anfwer, I drew a 
sketch of the place where we had 
fullered fhipwreck ; the two banks 
of the river are likewife comprehend- 
ed in the profpedl, and the whole is 
exhibited in the following plate. 

The commander Van der Burgh, 
came to me in the evening in his 
own Hoop, and aflured me that the 
governor had tellified an extreme 
concern at the accident that had be- 
fallen us, and would not fail to fend 
us a better fhip as foon as pofhble ;

that he, however, wifhed we would 
endeavour to fet our own a floating, 
in order to its being fent back to A- 
jiracan. This we accomplilhed to- 
ward morning, but it immediately 
funk to the bottom a fecond time, 
in a very deep part of the river, and 
we could fave nothing but the tack- 
ling. We were vifited again the 
next day by the commander, who 
allured us, that the velfel we expec- 
ted had already fet fail, and that it was 
much better and larger than the other 
we had loft. He likewife informed us, 
that the velfel which the governor had 
difpatched the day before our depar- 
ture, and which was laden with 
fruits, and other refrelhments, for his 
Czarian maiefty, had likewile been 
loft in a ftorm ; but that her crew 
been faved, and were now on 
their return to Ajlracan , after ha- 
ving been robbed by the Tartars. 
Our new (hip arrived the next 
day, and we found it much bet- 
ter and more commodious than 


the former. Our people were then 
employed in carrying all things on 
board, that we might fet fail the 
next day. 

The powder-mills, which I men- 
tioned before, are but feldom ufed, 
and we faw no more than feven or 
eight workmen there. 

The Georgian ambalfador happen- Rdierx 
ing to advance a little beyond the 
reft of the company, about eight or 
nine in the evening, faw eight or 
ten perfons, whom he took for rob- 
bers, advancing toward him j but 
they immediately had recourfe to 
flight, when they heard him call 
his people to his alliftance ; and they 
were not to be overtaken. The go- 
vernor of Ajlracan fent us fifteen 
Soldiers in the new Ihip, with or- 
ders for them to tend the tackle, 
and two of them were to be upon 
duty in the night. In this manner 
we continued our voyage, being -ow- 
ed along by ten of our foldicrs. 1'he 
river was half a league broad in that 

place. 
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1-07. place, and little more than a quar- 
ter at the diflance of two leagues 
from thence, and where we heard 
that another fhip had been wrecked 
in the late fform. She was orna- 
mented with flags and ftreamers, and 
belonged to a citizen of Ajlracan. 
Our Veffel was decorated in the fame 
manner, and had two pieces of can- 
non, with feveral fire-arms, and a 
number of bows and arrows ; and 
we like wife found her very com- 
modious. As I have already given 
a fufficient defcription of this river, 
it will be needlefs for me to add any 
other particulars. I lhall only ob- 
ferve that it is frequently neceflary 
for fhips to be towed up the ftream, 
unlefs the wind fhould happen to 
prove very favourable. They are 
likewile obliged to lie at anchor, 
when the wind is either tempeftu- 
ous, or contrary ; the Calmucks like- 
wife appear from time to time on 
the banks. 

We palled on the 2 8 th, by a Corps 
de Garde , fituated on a point of the 
river, to the right, where the Volga 
pours itfelf through a canal, into the 
Cafpian Sea. Another guard is like- 
wife flationed on board a veffel in 
the middle of this river, and efpe- 
cially in the night, in order to vifit 
all Lips that pafs. We faw a con- 
fiderable number of Calmucks , who 
were filhing with lines along the 
bank, and we threw them out fome 
bread, which they fwam for, and then 
carried it to fhore. We like wife 
faw feveral camels with two bunches 
rifling on their backs, and this place 
is full of thofe birds that are called 
Water-Carriers , one of which has 
been already defcribed. As we were 
always obliged to be towed along, the 
men who were employed in that fer- 
vice, went fometimes on one fide of 
the river, and fometimes on the 0- 
ther, to avoid the Tartars who fre- 
quent that quarter. Two days after 
we eroded another gulph which is 
formed by the V olga, and as we hap- 
pened then to go on fhore, we found 
feveral Calmucks, as well men as wo- 
men, who furveyed without ceafing 
my manner of drefs, which appear- 
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ed very extraordinary to them, as 1707. 
they had never feen any thing like it 
before. As they go bare-legg’d, and 
have very fmall feet, they mea- 
fured them with mine, and likewile 
their legs, which are very fhort. 

Their wives are alfo very little, and 
plump, like the men. I was obli- 
ged to uncover my bofom to them, 
in order to fatisfy their curiolity ; 
and having then given them to un- 
derftand that I was defirous to fee 
theirs, they immediately laughed, 
and gave me that fatisfadion without 
any difficulty. All the habit worn by 
thefe people, is a kind of petticoat 
made of fheep-skins, which they 
change according to the feafon, and 
wear no cloathing on any other part 
of their body in fummer. M oft of 
the young men among them go en- 
tirely naked, and have their hair 
plaited like that of the women. Ci- 
thers of them wear a kind of bon- 
net, together with a waiftcoat and a 
pair of drawers, butnofhirt. They 
have all broad and flat faces, fwoln 
cheeks, and long eyes. They asked 
me for fome tobacco, which the 
women as well as the men thrufl: up 
their noftrils, and likewife chew. 

We continued our voyage on the 
eafl: fide of the river, in order to a- 
void the Tartars on the other fide, 
who are great thieves : We frequent- 
ly met feveral veffels, and were from 
time to time obliged to crofs fmall 
gulphs, where we found companies 
of fifhermen, and very good fifh. 

On the 2d of September we anchor- 
ed near the place where the chief, or 
governor of the Calmucks , re Tides. 

This officer had lately caufed a party 
confiding of eighty men, to crols 
the river, in order to purfue a body 
of Tartars , who had newly carried 
off a great number of his horfes, and 
feveral of his fubjeds, but they had 
not the good fortune to come up 
with the Tartars. We were likewile 
informed that this quarter was infeft- 
ed by Cojfacks, who are alfo great 
robbers, and this intelligence made 
us think it neceflary to be upon our 
guard. 


We 
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We approached ‘Tzenogar on the 
7th, and caft anchor on the hither fide 
of this place, the wind being con- 
trary and very tempeftuous, but we 
fent for a fupply of provifions. A 
great ftorm arofe in the night, and 
our cable dragged to fuch a degree, 
that we were driven back to a confi- 
derable diftance by the courfe of the 
river, before we could faften our vef- 
fel to the fhore with ftrong ropes. 
Every one then betook himfelf to 
reft, but I was unable to clofe my 
eyes, having the idea of our late wreck 
very ftrong in my remembrance. 

It had always been my cuftom to 
give a glafs of brandy to each of our 
failors once a-day, but I difpleafed the 
ambaffador by this proceeding, and 
he gave me to underftand by his in- 
terpreter, that they were a fet of 
wretches altogether undeferving of any 
fuch civility. My anfwer was, that 
I had made a fufficient provifion for 
that purpofe, and that we might 
happen to have occafion for their beft 
fervices; to which I added, that I 
was fenfible by frequent experience, 
that nothing gained upon thofe peo- 
ple fo much as civility, and that we 
ought therefore to make a virtue of 
neceffity. When we approached the 
city we difcharged a falvo of our fire- 
arms, and faw a great number of 
fhips there. 

We continued our voyage two days 
after, but the weather proved fo ex- 
ceflive cold, that we were obliged to 
cover ourfelves with furs, which was 
a very extraordinary circumftance in 
that feafon of the year. As the Ruffians 
are very bad failors, our fhip frequent- 
ly ran a-ground, and we loft our an- 
chor by their negletft. No manner 
of order is obferved among them, 
and the meaneft foldier had as much 
to fay as the pilot, which gave me 
great uneafinefs. We were likewife 
obliged to call the failors ten or 
twelve times before they would rife ; 
and I generally found the centinels 
afleep, nor was it without great dif- 
ficulty that we prevailed upon the 
men to work the fhip when the 
weather proved tempeftuous. I ne- 
ver failed therefore to return thanks 


every day to Almighty God, for pre- 
ferving us in the night, and efpecially 
from the Corfairs. 

We arrived, on the 16th, at the 
city of Zaritfa, where the church, 
which is all of white ftone, had 
been newly built, as well as the 
city, which was reduced to afhes 
the preceding year, and all the build- 
ings were not then finifhed. We 
continued here two days in order to 
change our failors. In the evening, 
a veflel arrived here from Saralof, 
but fhe had been robbed in her paf- 
fage, by the Ruffian Cofacks, and 
her crew informed us that the river 
fwarmed with thefe pirates, who 
failed out by hundreds in fmall vef- 
fels. I hereupon deified the Geor- 
gian ambaffador to apply to the 
governor for a guard, which would 
not be refufed provided the requeft: 
was accompanied with a prefent ; for 
nothing is to be obtained in this coun- 
try without money. The minifter, 
however, was deaf to all I could 
fay on this head, though I offered to 
pay my part of the expence. At 
laft the owners of two other veffels, 
which were to fail for Saratof, as 
well as ourfelves, came to acquaint 
us, that they would accompany us 
in the voyage for our mutual fecuri- 
ty, having obtained the governor’s 
permifilon for fo doing. There was 
likewife a third fhip, which fet out 
before us, and her we found after- 
ward a-ground : due care was how- 
ever taken to fet her a-fioat again ; 
and after her merchandize had been 
dried, fhe joined us, as the reft had 
done. 

We paffed, on the 19th, by two 
fluices, in a part where the river was 
very narrow, and where we were told 
the greateft danger was to be appre- 
hended with refped: to pirates. This 
obliged us to be upon our guard in the 
night, for the foldiers who had towed 
us along in the day-time, wanted reft. 
Toward morning we met a veflel 
which had been plundered by four 
pirates, and faw three others, 
which alarmed us at fir ft, but when 
they were near enough to be diftin- 
guifhed, we found they belonged to 

Sa- 
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1707. Saratof and Cafan, and were carrying 

-''V''-' foldiers to AJiracan. We afterward 
eroded a fmall gulph, which affords 
a retreat to pirates, and we therefore 
thought it neceffary to be upon our 
guard at night; after which we con- 
tinued our voyage, being towed a- 
long as before, and faon ran aground : 
But we were fet a-float again by a 
gale which fprung up in the eaft ; 
and it likewife wafted us to the other 
lide of the river, where we cafl an- 
chor, and continued till eight in the 
morning, when we fpread our fails 
to a favourable wind, and were ac- 
companied only by one veffel, the o- 
thtrs having fet fail before us. 

Toward noon we found another 
gulph to the weft of the river, and 
law feveral merchandizes on fhore, 
which the phates, who had taken 
them out of the fliip already men- 
tioned, had not been able to carry 
off. We afterward law two barks 
which were worked with oars ; thefe 
we at fir ft took for pirates, but they 
were only fifhermen. . 

Toward evening another veffel, 
which came from Saratof, failed by 
us : fhe fet out before us from Ajir cl- 
ean, and was now returning thither. 
We afterward met Peter Matfeivitz 
Apraxim , governor of AJiracan , and 
he was accompanied by thirty fail, 
feven of which were large fhips. 
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His own was covered with red cloth, 1707. 
and ornamented with ftreamers, to- 
gether with two white flags on the 
ftern, and top-maft head. There 
were likewile feveral others, lome 
blue, others red and white, like ours, 
and fome with two eagles, which 
are the arms of his Czarian maje- 
fty. We kept near the land w’hile 
this little fleet palled by us, making 
a very beautiful effed;, and there 
were likewife feveral women on 
board. The ambaffador fent fome 
water-melons to the governor, who 
returned his thanks for that prefent 
by fome perfons of his retinue who 
came on board our fhip, in a iloop, 
built after the Dutch manner. 

This fleet is exhibited in plate 242, 
without fails, becaufe the wind v»as 
contrary when the fliips palled by us. 

We in this place had a view of a 
mountain which ends in a flat fum- 
mit, and is called the mountain of 
robbers ; becaufe they formerly made 
it their retreat. The wind having fa- 
voured us at laft for fome time, we 
arrived, on the 28th, at Saratof \ 
where we landed with great pleafure, 
being extremely fatigued with our 
voyage, and we took up our lodg- 
ings in the quarters which were a f- 
figned us by the governors of the 
place. 



CHAP. LXXXV. 


The civility of the governor of Saratof. The manner 
in which the Calmucks live. The author Jets out from 
Saratof, and arrives at Petroskie, Pinfa, Infera, Tro- 
itskie, Dimik, Kasjemo, Wolodimer, and Mofcow. 


I W E N T, the day after my ar- 
rival, to pay my duty to the go- 
vernor, and prefented him with fome 
water-nulons that I had brought 
from Aflracan ; I likewife delivered 
to him the letters I had for him, and 
delired him at the fame time, to order 
Vo. II. 


me thofe things that would be ne- 
ceflary for me in my journey by land 
to Mojcoiv. This requeft he granted, 
in the moft obliging manner ima- 
ginable, and accompanied this in- 
stance of his goodnefs with a num- 
ber of other civilities. The next day 
Y y he 
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1707. fent mean invitation to vifu him, by 
his interpreter, and I then intreated 
his permifiion to pafs over to the o- 
ther fide of the river ot the Cal- 
mucks, to which he immediately 
confented, and ordered me a veflel 
for that purpofe. I found the bank 
covered with thefe people, as well 
men as women, while that on the 
city fide was bordered in the fame 
manner by Ruffians , who were fur- 
nifhed with all forts of provifions, 
fuch as rice, bread, &c. They had 
likewife large quantities of cloth, 
little chefts and boxes, and a variety 
of other things, with which they 
trafick with the Calmucks , for horfes, 
cattle, beer, and other productions 
of their country. I made a draught 
of this view, which the reader will 
find in plate 243, where the Cal- 
mucks are represented on the bank, 
and the city on the other fide of the 
river. I advanced half a league into 
the country, in order to fee their 
tents, which I found in a wretched 
condition, and faw nothing remark, 
able among them ; their mod; con- 
fiderable people had indeed quitted 
this part of the country three days 
before. They were encamped in 
troops, like the Tartars , in the parts 
adjacent to Aflracan , but in a much 
poorer condition. When I returned 
to the city, I received an invitation 
from the governor to take part of a 
collation with him at his houle ; 
where I found the Georgian mini- 
fter, and we were regaled in a very 
elegant manner. We continued lon- 
ger in this city than we at firft in- 
tended, the governor having fent out 
rr.oft of his people to purfue as well 
the robbers who infefted that quar- 
ter, as feveral perfons who had e- 
fcaped out of prifon; we were there- 
fore obi.ged to wait till the 6th of 
October. We, however, caufed the 
cha rots we wanted, to be prepared, 
and covered like our calafhes, to fe- 
cure us from cold and fnow, as well as 
rain and winds, for they are all open 
at the top. Thefe coverings mud be 
made fo as to be eafily removed and 
placed on other chariots, becaufe 
they are all changed with the horfes.

We caufed four to be covered in this 1707. 
manner, out of twenty three that 
were ordered for our ule, and of 
which the Georgian minider had 
nineteen. We then began our jour- 
ney, after we had taken leave of the 
governor, and returned him our 
thanks for all his civilities. 

We found the ways perfectly good 
in this part of the country, but the 
weather was exceedingly cold and 
windy, and we arrived about noon 
at a * Cabac, built of wood, where * ff * c "/ 4 
they made us a good fire, which 
we greatly needed. We, however, /«/</. 
did not continue long in this place ; 
and after we had pafled over a moun- 
tain and fome hills, we came to 
another Cabac , having then tra- 
velled thirty 'werjles , and through 
fuch deep ways, that three of our 
chariots were overturned. We re- 
newed our journey before day, and 
found the earth covered with fnow, 
and were likewife obliged to dine in 
the open country. We indeed found 
plenty of wood, of which we made 
a good fire, and arrived about five 
at Petroskie, where the governor ^ m~ 
ordered quarters to be afligned us. ffff 
This city has a confiderable extent, Petroskie. 
and is furrounded with a wall of 
wood, of which all the houfes are 
likewife built, agreeably to the man- 
ner of the country, and there are fe- 
veral churches of the fame kind of 
flrufture. The city gates are at fome 
diftance from it; the ftreets are like- 
wife fpacious, and covered with a 
very hard clay. We here changed 
our chariots and hones, and fet out 
the next day at three in the afternoon. 

A little river flows by the city, and 
we eroded it by means of a laige 
wooden bridge, which is a league in 
diftance from the city ; we likewife 
pafled the night in the open air, af- 
ter a journey of ten wer/lcs. We 
flickered ourfelves as well as we 
could with our chariots, kindled a 
good fire, and continued our jour- 
ney at two in the morning, in 
very frofty weather, crofs a great 
marfh ; but had afterwards fine 
roads as far as Konde, which is a 
large town, and we arrived there *- 

bout 
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1707. boti' noon, but ftaid no longer than 
t j hours, after which we paffed 
through fome villages, and particu- 
larly that of Apaneka , at the fide of 
which flows the river of Kaminka , at 
the diftance of feven or eight uerjies 
from Pinfa. We found good ftoves 
in this village, where it is cuftoma- 
ry to enter into the houfes without 
fpeaking a word. We arrived on 
Pinfa. the tenth, at Pinfa, which is a large 
city, and where we crofted the little 
river of that name, over a wooden 
bridge. The river of Kaminka dif- 
charges itfelf into this, after which 
their united dreams flow crofs the 
Its fittta- country to the fouth-weft. This ci- 
tiw. ty is fituated on the fouth-weft fide 
of the river, under a mountain, as 
is likewise the caftle, which is very 
large, and furrounded with a wood- 
en wall. The ftreets are broad, and 
there are feveral churches built of 
wood. This city is likewife ren- 
dered very agreeable by the large 
growths of trees which furround it ; 
there is alfo a large fuburb on the 
other fide of the river, and the di- 
ftance of it from Petrofkie is com- 
puted at fixty werjies . Our cha- 
riots were to be changed at this 
place ; and as they are fent for from 
the villages that lie round the city, 
paffengers are frequently obliged to 
wait for them a confiderable time. 
Several S^'cdjh officers were prifon- 
ers at this time in the city ; from 
whence we let out the next day, and 
paffed through feveral villages, and 
trails of arable land, and arrived on 
At Infcra. the 30th at Infer a, where our car- 
riages were to be changed again. 
We here found provifions very cheap, 
as they had been in every other place, 
fnice we paid but a penny for a large 
pullet, and no more for twenty 
eggs, of which even forty or fifty 
may be purchaled at fome particu- 
lar feafous, for the fame price. I 
there bought a good Parky for three 
pence, and paid no more for a pig; 
1 likewife gave but twenty pence 
for a large hog. A lheep may be 
had for ten pence, a lamb for five, 
a goofe for two, and bread in pro- 
portion. 
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The city itfelf makes but a very 1707. 
ordinary appearance, and the caftle 
has only one wooden wall, flanked 
with feveral towers. As the gover- at) 
nor was not in the city at that time, 
we could not be fupplied with hor- 
fes till the 15th. The Georgian 
minifter was in fome meafure the 
occafion of this delay, becaufe he 
would not pay what was demanded 
of him, under a pretext that it ought 
to be there defrayed ; but he at laft 
confented to pay half the fum re- 
quired. 

We then continued our journney 
as far as Jemskoi , which is a very 
large town, and has a church built 
of wood. It lies at the diftance of 
eight ’H'erfles from In/era , where 
we paffed over a wooden bridge. On 
the feventeenth by break of day, we 
paffed the Mok/a, which difeharges 
itfelf into the Occa ; and then con- 
tinued our journey through a wood, 
and feveral villages, after which we 
croffed the river a fecond time, and 
arrived about noon at Troyetjkie , 
from whence we went to pafs the 
night at Belt-Jcja-tsjas, having tra- 
velled thirty •u'er/ies. The next day 
we proceeded as far as Miegalojkie , 
and on the eighteenth continued 
our journey through feveral woods, 
that w'ere watered by the Mok/a , 
which is there very broad, and has 
a paffage over it on a wooden bridge, 
at the end of which is a Corps de 
Garde. We arrived about nine at 
Demnik , which is a poor village, 
entirely open, and without any ca- 
ftle. The ambaffador had a new 
difpute on the 20th with the inha- 
bitants of the place, who refufed to 
furnifh him with horfes, without 
money, and this caufed us to lofe a- 
bundance of time, which highly 
provoked me, I not daring to pro- 
ceed in my journey without him : 

But they at lall; came to an agree- 
ment, and we continued our journey 
along the river ; after which we en- 
tered the woods through which 
it flows, and met feveral Ruffian 
travellers. From hence we had 
very bad ways as far as the vil- 
lage of Vtdcnapina , where we paffed 
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1707. the night. At break of day we ftruck 
into the woods a fecond time, and 
eroded the river again, over a wood- 
en bridge ; after which we came in- 
to very bad roads among the trees, 
and feveral axle-trees of our cha- 
riots were frequently broken, fo 
that it required time to mend them 
with the branches of trees. The 
night then approaching, we were o- 
bliged to halt near a fmall chapel, 
where feveral ecclefiaftics had their 
refidence. We there made a good 
fire, and kept a ftrict guard till the 
dawn of day, when we continued 
our journey by the fide of the river, 
which we afterward eroded, by 
means of a little bridge of boats, 
on which no more than two cha- 
riots could proceed at one time, 
and the river was two hundred pa- 
ces in breadth. We found on the 
other fide a little plain, before a 
wood, and travelled as far as Koe- 
lekove, a village fituated on a rifing 
ground, from whence we defeended 
into a hollow way, filled with wa- 
ter, which was then frozen. On

the 23d, and by break of day, we 1707. 
again crofled the fame river on a 
bridge of wood, and afterward found 
the ways extremely bad, and filled 
with little bridges, under which the 
waters flow. We then proceeded 
through the town of Alofj'a , and 
palTed the night at Zapata, where 
two of our domeftics, who had in- 
toxicated themfelves with brandy, 
continued with their chariots, and 
were treated very ill by the RuJ- 
fianSy who had taken away their 
cloaths and bonnets. When they after- 
ward rejoined us in that condition, 
we had a long confultation whethrr 
we fhould return, but the negative 
prevailed, and we proceeded on our 
journey. We afterward crofled the 
Occa , on little bridges of boats, like 
thofe I have already mentioned. I 
there drew the courfe of the river to 
the fouth, where it forms a very 
fpacious gulph, which extends from 
eaft to weft, as far as I could judge 
by my eye, having loft the needle of 
my compafs. The reprefentation of 
it is exhibited in the following plate. 



Our time was taken up in paf- 
fing this river, till two in the af- 
ternoon, after which we travelled a- 
long the fide of it to Monjo , a vil- 


lage fituated on an eminence, and 
at the diftance of fifteen werjies 
from the place where we had crof- 
fed the river. The next day we 

pro- 
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1707. proceeded to Kafiemo , where we 
, changed our horfes, in order to go 
Kafiemo ^ t0 Zerbalova, which lay about fif- 
teen rjerjles from it, and where the 
ways proved fo bad, that moft of 
our chariots were overturned, which 
loft us abundance of time. The 
Georgian minifter continued his 
journey with iome pcrfons of his 
train, but I had no inclination to 
follow him, during the darknefs of 
the night : I therefore waited for 
the riling of the fun, and arrived a- 
bout nine, at A ~ova dereejna , on the 
other lide of the wood, and twenty 
five miles from Zerbalova ; and from 
hence I proceeded as far as ‘Jik.efozvay, 
where I paffed the night. The two 
next days we made but little progrefs, 
the ways proving very bad, and my

Mtauthr T WENT on the 29th, with our 
vifitsprin.-e *- refident, to the country houfe of

jnc the The next day I paid a vifit to Mr.

He even did 
me the honour to come to my lodg- 
ings, to fee the curolities I had 
brought from Perfia and the In- 
dies. 

An ex ecu- On the firft of December thirty 

t,on ' perfbns w r ere beheaded, for being con- 

cerned in the maffacre at Aflracan. 
This execution, which was perform- 
ed about noon, lafled but little more 
than half an hour, and was accom- 
plifhed without any diforder, the 
malefactors laying their heads very 
quietly on the block, without being 
bound with cords. 

Three days after prince Menfikof 
gave a fplendid entertainment at the 
houle of the deceafed general le Fort . 
The company prefent on this occa- 
fion were the princefs, his majefly’s 
filter ; the Czarina, and the princef- 
fes her daughters ; together with the 
Czar of Georgia, who was depofed by 
his brother, and had taken refuge at 
the court of Mofcovy, where he is en- 
tertained with hisfon the prince, who 
entered into the iervice ot his Czari- 
an majefty } and was taken prifoner 
• b y the Swedes, at the fiege of Narva. 
Several lords and ladies of the court 
wer e likewil'e prefent at this feaft, as 
w>ere hkewile the Englijh envoy and 
conful, together with nioft ot the 


merchants of that nation, and a 
great number of Germans and Hol- 
landers. The men and women pla- 
ced themfelves feparately in two dif- 
ferentapartments, and feveral healths 
were drank to a difeharge of cannon 
and fome bombs. This entertain- 
ment was fucceeded by a ball, and 
feveral curious fire-wmrks were play- 
ed off in the evening. 

On the 6th the Czar arrived at Vkearri- 
Mofcow about noon, under a dif- valo f the 
charge of all the cannon on the ram- Mofcow. 
parts, and was received with uni- 
verfal joy, after an abfence of two 
years. Two days after I went to 
pay my duty to that prince at his pa- 
lace of Reprefenjhe, where I found 
him going out in a fledge. He re- 
ceived me very gracioufly, and aflu- 
red me he was greatly pleafed to fee 
me again in his dominions. He was 
then going to vifit the princefs, his 
flfler, and I had the honour to fol- 
low him. This princefs prefented 
with her own hand, to every one of 
his majefty’s retinue, a little Vermil- 
lion glafs of brandy, and then placed 
herfelf by the Czar , who made a 
flgn to me to approach him, and 
commanded me to give him a fuc- 
cinCl relation of my travels, particu- 
larly of the court of Perjia, and the 
ladies of the feraglio. He likewne 
exprefled the fame curioflty with re- 
fpeCl to the court of Bantam, and 
explained to the princefs, and the la- 
dies of her train, all the particulars 
I had the honour to relate to him in 
Dutch. After which i er highnefs 
prefented another glafs of brandy to 
all the company around ; and I en- 
treated the Czar to grant me a pafl- 
port, that I might quit his domi- 
nions without any moleflation, to 
which he immediately con lent' d. 

He teturned to his palace about four, 

and 
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1707. and I to my Slabode , with a heart 
t full of gratitude for the goodnefs I 
had experienced from that prince. 

On the 23d a PoliPo biihop was 
exchanged for the Knees Fendero- 
icitz, who had been taken prifoner 
cftbe‘ atJj at Narva. Intelligence was likewife 
Great Mo- brought of the death of the Great 
gul. Mogul , who had lived above a hun- 

dred years. 

New It will not be improper for me, 

buddings. b e f or e my departure from Mo/cow, 
to mention fome buildings that were 
ereCted there, fince my journey to 
Per (la. The mod; confiderable of 
thele is a large flruCture of ftone, 
which was begun feven years ago, 
and was intended for the officers of 
the mint; but within the lad; year 
and a half it has been converted into 
a difpenfatory for medicines. „ It is a 
very fine and lofty building, with a 
beautiful tower in the front. Its 
flotation is to the eaft of the caftle, 
and on the fpot where formerly was 
a market for fowls. The patfage 
to it lies through a large bafe court, 
at the end of which is a great flair- 
cafe, that conducts to the firfl apart- 
ment, which is vaulted, and very 
lofty, and contains fifteen feet in 
depth, and twenty in breadth. Peo- 
ple were employed in painting it 
in diftemper at that time. The fide 
walls are embelliffied with fine crofs 
work, and the others are to be deco- 
rated with China fyrup-pots, and o- 
ther vales, on the top of which the 
arms of his Czarian majefly are en- 
amelled. There are two doors to 
this apartment, one of which affords 
a paffage into the magazine of me- 
dicinal herbs ; the other opens into 
the chancery, or office of accounts 
belonging to the houfe. There are 
alfo very beautiful halls finely vault- 
ed, particularly two, which entirely 
correfpond in flructure, one of which 
ferves for a laboratory, and the other 
for a library, wherein extraordinary 
plants and animals are likewife pre- 
ferved. Befide thefe apartments, there 
are feveral others, particularly that of 
the prefident or doCtor ; and another 
which belongs to the apothecary and 
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his dorneflics. The doCtor has alfo 1707. 
the direction of the chancery, and 
has under him a vice-chancellor, 
and feveral commiffioners, and he 
has even power to punifh with death 
thofe who are under his direction, 
whenever they merit fuch a treat- 
ment. All the phyficians, chirur- 
geons, and druggifls, receive their 
friaries in this office of chancery. 

Eight apothecaries are emploved in 
this difpenfitory, and thev have un- 
der them five boys, and above forty 
workmen ; and from hence his m > 
jeftv’s troops and navies are l'upnlkd 
with all the drugs and medicines 
they want. 

The director of this houfe is doctor 
Arejkine , a Scotchman, andfiiliphy- 
lician to his Czaiian majefly, who 
allows him a yearly penfion of 1500 
ducats. He has been four yens in 
the fervice of this prince, who has 
a great efleem for him, on account 
of his capacity and perfonr! merit, 
and he has gained the affedlion of 
all the court by his polite and ob- 
liging conduCt. His majefly made 
him a prefentof two thoufimd crowns 
when he engaged in this great and 
arduous work. He feemed to be 
perfuaded, when I left that 

every thing would be compleated in 
the fpace of a year ; and he was ihen 
employed in collecting from all quar- 
ters, and difpofing with the uimoft 
elegancy on paper, all the principal 
herbs and flowers, which are uieful 
in medicine, and of which he had 
already filled a book. He Lketwie 
fhewed me a large piece uf petri- 
fied brown bread, and allured me 
that he intended to fend into Sil\ ria 
for a collection of fimples, i: nver$, 
and plants. This difpenfatory has 
two gardens. 

I likewife found, at my return 
from Perjia , that an hofpital had 
been built at Mo/ccw for tick perl'ons. 

This flruCture is built of wood, on 
the bank of the river yonjd, and in 
the German Slabode. The hofpital is 
divided into two parts, in each of 
which are feven beds on one fide, 
and ten on the other ; each bed be- 
ing 
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1707. ing intended for two perfons, and 
thex“e are nine in the middle range, 
for Angle perfons. There are three 
doves in each of thefe divifions, and 
the chamber appropriated to anato- 
my is between them. The fecond 
dory contains feveral little apart- 
ments, where the phyfician, apo- 
thecary, and chirurgeon of the hof- 
pital lodge. The dilpenlatory con- 
fids of three chambers ; two for 
the medicines, and a third for the 
herbs of which they are ccmpofed. 

On the fide of this hofpital is a 
manufactory of cloth, under the di- 
rection of a draper, who was lent 
for from Holland ; and on the o- 
ther fide of the river Mcfcua , is a 
glafs-houfe, where looking-glades 
are made, among which I faw fome 
that were above three ells in length. 
Workmen were likewife employ’d 
in repairing the cadle, together with 
the red wall of the city, and efpe- 
cially to the eaft and north ; nor 
mud I omit, that the three Jefuits 
who refide in this city, two of whom 
are Germans , and the other an En- 
glijhman , have built a little church 
in the Slabode, and painted the in- 
fide of it in didemper. 

1708. The fird day of the year 1708, 
was celebrated with rejoicings, and 
a fine fire-work, in the great fquare, 
where his Czarian majedy gave an 
entertainment in the ledge that has 
been formerly mentioned. Some 
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days after, this monarch gave another 1708. 
in the houfe of Monlieur le Fort, ^ 
which at prefent belongs to the prince 
of j Menjihof, who has greatly enlar- 
ged and embellilhed it. His maje- 
dy, when the repad was over, paid 
his ufual vifits to the foreign mer- 
chants, and began with our refident, 
in the manner that has been former- 
ly deferibed. He continued w>th 
that minider for the fpace of two 
hours, after which he made feveral 
other vifits, being on the point of 
letting out tor the army. Monlieur 
Grundt , the Danijh minider, ar- 
rived at that time ; and mod of the 
merchants of Archangel, at the lat- 
ter end of the month, as is ufual. 

On the fixth of February , fe- R e h-Uex- 
venty more of the principal rebels ^uud. 
of Ajlracan were beheaded ; five 
were broken on the wheel, and for- 
ty-five were afterward hanged. 

When I had obtained my fe- 
cond paffport, I took leave of our 
refident, and all my friends, in or- 
der to fet out on the tenth, ha- 
ving already fecured all thecaniages 
I had occafion for, as far as Ko- 
ningsberg. I then waited on the 
envoy of Great Britain, in whofe 
apartment I found all the mer- 
chants of that nation. We palled 
the evening in a very agreeable man- 
ner, after which I went to prepare 
for my fetting out that night in a 
fledge. 
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CHAP. LXXXVII. ^ 

The authors departure from Mofcow., and arrival 
at Waefma, Dorgoboes, Smolensko, and Borifof. 
Villages burnt by the Mufcovites. The author s re- 
turn to Mofcow. 


Vie au- X T TE fet out at one in the morn- 
thorfett \\ ing, and arrived about eight 
Mofcow. at tVeJ'omke , which is thirty five 
werjies from Mofcow. We were fe- 
ven in company ; namely, four En- 
glifhmen , two Germans , and myfelf, 
and each of us had a fledge to our- 
ielves, and two for our fervants, be- 
fide poft-horfes, in cafe any acci- 
dent Ihould hapen to us on the way, 
as is very cuftomary. We had like- 
wile taken care to fend others to Smo- 
lenjko , eight days before we began 
our journey, that they might reft 
there till our arrival. After we had 
travelled forty nine werjies , to Mo- 
de novo, we pafled through leveral 
villages, and over a plain, where we 
met a great number of fledges, at 
midnight, and arrived about noon at 
OJlrosjok , a village fituated in a wood, 
at the diftance of forty werjies from 
the laft place ; and there are thirty 
Ms arrival feven from thence to Waejma , where 
at Waef- we arrived on the thirteenth. It is 
na ' a large city, and has a caftle built 
of wood, and feveral ftone towers. 
We let out from thence about noon, 
At Dor- and came to Dorgoboes , on thefour- 
goboes. teenth, having travelled fixty nine 
werjies. This is a poor village, a- 
round which hemp grows in great 
perfection. We there pafled the 
Nieper, as we did a fecond time at 
P bova, which is forty four werjies 
from thence, and we arrived at S?nc- 
At Smo- lenjko , on the 15th, after a journey 
lensko. G f thirty fix werjies. We were there 
obliged to flievv our pafs-ports to 
the governor, who received us in a 
very obliging manner, and not only 
difpatched others to the frontiers, but 
appointed us a guard for our iecuri- 
ty. In return for thefe favours, we 
prelented him with a lmall cask ot 
. wine. This citv, which is very large, 
Vol. II. 


is a bilhop’s fee ; it has likewife feve- 
ral churches built of ftone, and many 
others of wood. 

We fet out about five with poft- 
horfes we had fen t thither, and found 
the ways full of water. In a fhort 
time after we came to an enclolure, 
with a gate, where a guard was fta- 
tioned ; and from thence we pro- 
ceeded as far as Kranojelo , where 
we pafled the night, after having tra- 
velled forty four werjies. We con- 
tinued our journey at feven in the 
morning, the weather being very 
frofty, and met the baggage of the 
prince of Menfikof, and fome coaches, 
in one of which wa~ the princefs, 
his confort, who was going to Smo- 
lenfko. About noon we arrived at 
the frontiers of Poland , and two 
hours after at Dobroojna, after ajour- me au- 
nty of twenty three werjies. We 
continued there till nine in the even - f, ‘on tiers of 
ing, and came about three in the Po,an ^- 
morning to the city of Copies , which nt Copies 
is within fix leagues of Germany, 
each league containing five werjies, 
as I formerly obferved ; for the way 
from Smolenjko isccmputed by leagues. 

We fhevved our pallports in the 
morning to general Alter t , a Scotch- 
man, who received us in the mcft 
engaging manner imaginable, and 
gave us to underfland, that it would 
be difficult for us to proceed by Ko- 
ningjberg, on account of the Swedijb 
troops, who were on their march 
from thence ; upon which we re- 
folved to take the road of Hilda. As 
all the houles were filled with foidi- 
ers, we took up our lodging with 
dodfor Anjkinc , who was then in 
the city, and we pafled a very agree- 
able evening with him and general 
Allen. The RuJJians had thrown up 
lines round the city, and the Anger, 

A a a w ; a a c Iyi 
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170B. which flows by the fide of it, in or- 
der to oppofe the Swedes who were 
expected in that quarter. 

We continued our journey on the 
18th, through woods that were full 
of fir-trees, with which that part of 
the country abounds, and arrived, 
about ten, at Kroepka , where a body 
of five hundred men were ported. 
At Bori- From thence we proceeded to Bori- 
U>1 J'oj \ which is a poor village, the 

houfes of which are fcattered up and 
down without the leaft regularity. 
It however has a wooden caftle, 
which is furrounded with a wail of 
earth. Monfieur Keiferling , the Pruf- 
fian minifbr, was thereat that time. 
We fhewed him our paftjaorts, and let 
out from thence at two in the after- 
noon, but loft our way for fome 
time in the woods, which are very 
thick : However, we arrived, in the 


Ihocked to fucli a degree, at what 1708, 
they law, that they intreated us with 
tears in their eyes, to permit them 
to return. Our compafiion for them 
obliged us to confentto their requeft, 
and we determined to continue our 
journey without them, furrounded 
as we were with flames. We, how- 
ever, bought two of their horfies, to 
carry us to Wilda , which was fix- 
teen leagues from thence; but the 
moment our guides were gone, we 
found ourfi-lvts in a perplexity that 
feemed to be inextiicable, when we 
began to confidcr, that if we pro- 
ceeded forwa:d, we ihould be in 
danger of falling into the hands of 
the Walachians , who were in the 
lervice of Sweden-, and that if we 
fhould endeavour to return from 
whence we came, we fhould in- 
evitablv meet the marauders of the 


evening, at Pfulejewa, and continued 
cur journey 1/om thence at one in the 
morning, with a guide, who con- 
ducted us to Belarces , where there is 
a large houfe, which belongs to a 
PoHfi lord. We afterward palled 
through another village feated in a 
plain, where we faw a regiment of 
foldiers, and arrived at KraJhaJ'el, 
after travelling twelve leagues. 

We continued our journey on the 
2 1 ft, and came about three in the 
afternoon to the village of Mollodef- 
na, from whence prince Alexander 


fame nation, who were intermixed 
with the Mujcccites , and area people 
who treat friends and enemies alike, 
and never fpare even their neareft re- 
lations. They are a fet of favages, 
who receive no pay, and fubfift by 
nothing but rapine and depredations. 

There were likewife in this part of ri perplex- 
the country a great number of 7 dr- 
tars , and L almucks, who are altoge- 
ther as bad as the others. We there- 
fore continued where we then were, 
till noon, not knowing what courle 
to take, lince the flames encircled 


The us from all quarters ; but we at laffc 

RuJJians had lately made great de- refolved to commit ourfelves to the 

vaftations there, and in other places, providence of God, and continue 

by fire, to prevent the Swedes from our journey without guides. We had 

finding any fubfiftence in thofe parts, no fooner quitted the village, than 

tfke calf- Thele ravages prefented a horrid we met a party of horle, compoled 

whout fpe&acle to our view : All the woods of Coffacks and Walachians , in the 

ptajUs. ‘ around were filled with the poor Mufcovite fervice, with an officer at 

peafants, who fled thither to fecure their head. They immediately rtop- 

themfelves from the rage of the exaf- ped us, upon which we fhewed them 


p rated foldiers, and to conceal the 
little they had been able to fave. 
We faw feveral of thofe unhappy 
people, who were viewing this dil- 
mal lcene with eyes drowned in 
tears, and hearts racked with an- 
guifh. Others were trembling in ex- 
portation of the enemy, from whom 
they apprehended nothing lefs than 
deftruCtion. Our conductors were 


our paflports, which they entirely 
difregarded, faying we were traitors, 
who intended to go over to the ene- 
my. We were in this condition, 
when a young German , who was a- 
mong them, advanced forward, and 
reprefented to them with great free- 
dom, that they aCted a wrong part, 
and treated us in a very injurious 
manner; upon which one of them 


gave 
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1 70S. him a fevere ftroke with a whip, 
and the other returned it with uf'ury. 
He then deiired us to fear nothing, 
iince a general was advancing to us 
with great expedition, at the head 
of a great body of horl'e. His com- 
panions, who were fenfible this in- 
telligence was true, retired as fall as 
polhble, and left us to ourlelves. 
We were not lurprifed at this pro- 
ceeding, being very fenfible that thefe 
people, who appear very relolute 
when they have an opportunity to 
rob, are meer daflards where they 
meet with the leaf! refiftance, and 
betake themfelves to their heels the 
moment they lee one of their 
companions drop. The body of 
horle, which the young German 
mentioned, came up to us in lefs 
than a quarter of an hour, and was 
commanded by two lieutenant-ge- 
nerals, one of whom was an En- 
glijhman , and the other a German. 
The Englijh officer, who knew us, 
had the goodnefs to treat us with the 
greateft civility, after which we ac- 
quainted him with our late adven- 
ture, and deiired him to inform us, 
whether he thought it poffible for 
us to continue our journey in fafety ? 
He allured us, that it was altogether 
impradticable, becaufe the Rnjjian 
Cojj'acks were Hill employed in burn- 
ing all the remaining villages, and in 
breaking down the bridges, and that 
it would likewile be impoffible for 
us to efcape thofe who were in the 
fervice of Sweden, and plundered 
where-ever they came, not Co much 
as fparing the lives of thole who had 
the misfortune to fall into their hands: 
for which realbns he advifed us to 
return with him, and we found it 
necelfary to take that refolution. 
This gentleman likewile difpatched 
a trooper after our guides, who re- 
joined us with their horfes •, fo that 
as we had two horfes to each fledge, 
we fo on overtook the party who had 
treated us with Ibch ill language j 
and the Englijh officer gave the com- 
mander of it feveral lalhes with his 
whip, in order to inftrudt him in his 
duty. 
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We were likewile informed, that 1708- 
the Swedijh Cojj'acks were within 
four or five leagues of us, and we 
arrived foon after at the houle of a 
Poljh lord, which was let on fire at 
nine in the evening. Three leagues 
from thence we found another, which 
refembled a fortrels, and there was 
likewile a body of troops, command- 
ed by colonel Geheim , who advifed 
us to pals on without halting, be- 
caufe the Swedes were expedf d there. 

We then proceeded through feveral 
pi ;ces, where troops were ftationed, 
and arrived about three at the palace 
of Le/cova, where prince Alexander 
of Menjikoj then was. We were in 
hopes of waiting on him immediate- 
ly, and with that view had fepa- 
rated ourlelves, with a guard of four 
troopers, from the great body of horfe. 

This prince received us in a very gra- 
cious manner, and we intreated him 
to inform us, whether there was no 
other road, through which we might 
continue our journey in fafety ; or 
whether lie would be fo good as to 
difpatch a trumpet to the Swedijh 
army, in order to procure us a fafe 
paflage? His anlwer was, that, with 
refpedt to the firfi: particular, it would 
be impoffible to proceed on our jour- 
ney, the Swedijh troops having fpread 
themfelves over all the country ; and 
that it would be of no eifiedt to fend 
a trumpet to their army, becaufe they 
would not admit any fuch perfon 
to an audience, having already maf- 
facred two or three, and feveral 
drummers ; for which reafbns the 
prince advifed us to return to MoJ- 
cow, and recommended it to me in 
particular, fince he knew that I had 
feveral curiofities which I had brought 
from Perjia and the Indies. I return- 
ed him my humble acknowledg- 
ments for his goodnefs, after which 
I gave him a fuccindfc account of my 
journey, and he then diredled us 
to follow him, for the fpace of 
three days, that we might not be ex- 
pofed to the fury of the Poli/h pea- 
fan ts, who were fhrowded in the 
woods through which we were to 
pals, and fpared none that came in 

their 
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1708. their way. Such was the civility of 
the prince, which I can never luf- 
fkiently praife. He likewile in- 
foimed us, that the advance guard 
of the Swedijh troops arrived within 
three hours after our departure, at 
the laft caftle by which we had pal'- 
fed, and that they had mafiacred a- 
bove a hundred Ruffians , whom 
they found there. As loon as we 
had quitted that where we now 
were, it was fet on hie, and as it 
was full of Hay, the flames reach- 
ed us in a moment, and obliged us 
to double our pace. We purlued 
our journey the whole night, but 
halted at particular intervals to wait 
for the baggage. This circum- 
ftance, in conjunction with the thick- 
nefs of the woods, made us lofe much 
time, and expofed us to the danger 
of being furpriled by the enemy. 
However, we arrived about noon, 
at Nilnikof after we had travelled 
four leagues through rain and lnow. 

We endeavoured to alleviate the 
fatigue of our journey with good 
cheer, without perceiving that we 
were almoft unprovided with bread, 
which it would be impoffible for us 
to procure in that road. Our only 
remedy was to addrels ourfelves to 
the prince, and I was deputed to that 
office, fince I had the honour to be 
known to him. He was at table 
when I acquitted myfelf of my com- 
miffion, which caufedall the compa- 
ny to fmile ; but he had the goodnefs 
to defire me to be feated by him, 
which gave me a fenfible pleafure, 
but was very mortifying to my com- 
panions, who waited my return 
with impatience. When we role 
from table, he ordered me to be fup- 
plied with all the accommodations 
we wanted ; and this he did with 
fuch an air of goodnefs, as is not 
to be expreffed. 

We renewed our journey toward 
evening, and palled through feveral 
woods that were filled with pealants. 
About three we halted in a village 
which was not far from the city o f 57- 
ebina, where the prince had invited us 
to dine with him that day; but his 
dinner was over before our arrival. 
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We, however, were well entertained 170S. 
by his officers. o- 

W e took our leave of him on the 
24th, and he had ftiil the goodnefs 
to fend a detachment of three hun- 
dred horle before us, to fecure our 
pa If age ; he likewile ordeted us a 
guard of fix dragoons, command- 
ed by a Poll (Jo officer, and they wvte 
to accompany us as far as SmJ- iJko. 

We arrived about fix, at the l.t.ie 
city of Borijjb-va, having travelled 
four leagues, and about ten in the 
morning we came to Kroepka , wnich 
is eight leagues from tbenex W.. 
then palTed through leveral viik; ... 
in one of which there was nut a 
mortal to be found, and came about 
noon to Tollothin , after a journey of 
feven leagues. We fet out again 01 
the 27th, and arrived in the evening 
at the city of Copies. Colonel Al- 
ter , together with the Ptuf/ia» mi- 
nilter, and dodtor Arejkine, who b d 
refided them for iome time, vve*e 
juft let out from thence, in order to 
join the Czar at Solen/o, which was 
eight leagues from that pi ice ; and 
wo arrived at Tfob'C'iha , on the iaft 
day of the month, and after a jour- 
ney of feven leagues. Here the Po- 
hjlo gentleman and his dm goons, who 
had conducted us out of our way, 
quitted us in the night without 
lpeaking a word, which reduced us 
to a great perplexity. We, howe- 
ver, proceeded on our journey with- 
out a guard, and happily arrived a- 
bout feven at Bagova, which is the 
laft village in this part of the Poiijh 
territories. We took up our lodgings 
among the yews, and came the next 
day to SmolenJko y where we went to 
pay our refpedts to the governor, and 
to acquaint him with the particu- 
lars of our journey. After which 
we defired him to allow usfrefh hor- 
fes, but he allured us he had not any ; 
notwithftanding which, we found 
eight that came the evening before 
from MoJ'cwu , with a let of travel- 
lers who proceeded farther. This 
was a very feafonable circumftance, 
and we harneffed four of the horfes 
to our fledges, adding three of our 
own, but thefe were fo fatigued, that 

tliev 
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1708. they could hardly move forward, and 
we had left le vend by the way. In this 
manner we continued our journey, and 
arrived about eight in the morning 
at Glowa , after travelling thhty three 
^ ^ werfles. From thence we proueed- 
thors arri- e d to Dorgobufh , JVeejgsia , and Mof- 
vxl at chaiojkie , and at laft arrived at M'f- 

Mofcow. cvia ^ where I returned to my old 
quarters in the Slabode , and furpriled 
all who were there, with my return. 

On the 10th of March, the Dutch 
merchants, who let out after us, re- 
turned thither in the fame manner, 
and fhortly after all the reft of the 
travellers, whom I formerly men- 
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tioned, did the fame. They had 1708. 
flopped for fome time at the camp of \ 
his Czarian majefty, in hopes of an 
opportunity for proceeding on their 
journey. Mon lieu r Keijerling , the 
PruJJian nfnifter, came hither like- 
wile, and as the commotions of war 
prevented the receipt of letters from 
Holland , from whence five or fix 
polls were then due, our merchants 
came to a relolution to fend an ex- 
prefs at all adventures; and I de- 
termined to return by water, by the 
way of Archangel , with Monfieur 
Kin-fin s , brother to the gen tl- man 
with whom I came to JMcJcow. 
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CHAP. LXXXVIII.

J SET out from Mofcow in a 


ctu- 

, thert de- » - 

p.-vture X fledge, on the twenty third of 
f>ombi of- March, withle’eral other travellets, 
and proceeded that day as far as 
Bratofflna , a town thirty werfles from 
Mofcow. The next day about nine, 
we arrived at Pro)tJkie, which has 
been a'readv delcribed, as well as the 
fine monaftery of that name. We 
afterward prfied over mountains co- 
vered widi trees, which undoubted- 
ly create an admirable effetft in fu tu- 
rner. We there met a party of fix 
or feven thoufand foldiers newly rai- 
fed, and without arms ; their offi- 
Nit am- cers were in fledges. On the 25th, 
Preflaw. we anived at Pre/law, where we 
made no flay, but proceeded to 
Wajka • The next day we p;.iled by 
Jt Ro- Rcflof, on the north- weft of the lake 
ftof: which bears that name, and is lur- 

rounded with villages. The inha- 
bitants of this quarter cultivate o- 
nions and garlic ; and the city has 
■ a metropolitan who refides there. 
Half a league from thence is the 
' monaftery of Penter Zarewitz , 

which is encircled with houfes, 
Vol. II. 


From thence we proceeded to Niko- 
la, which is forty five werjles in di- 
ftance irom it, and whete in the 
fummer lejfon the river Octfle-reha 
may be palled on a float of timber. 

We arrived on the 26di at y ere- At Jerc- 
flaw, and lodged in the lhburb of^"’ - 
1 Ttoejeme , from whence I cm fed my 
l'elf to be conveyed in a Hedge to the 
river Wolcgda , in order to draw a 
view of the city, as well as the 
time would allow, we being to con- 
tinue there but three hours. This 
profpedl is exhibited in plate 244. 

It begins with the letter A to the 
fotrh, whe e flows the Kofis , which 
difehatges its waters into the Wolog- 
da. There were fi\e velfels, with 
tluee m..fts each, in the river at thac 
time, and they came from Cafan 
with the utmoft difficulty, being 
towed up the Volga by main fence, 
in order to arrive at Pcterfhurg. Se- 
veral other velfels were likewi'e fro- 
zen in the river. At a lit.le diflance 
from the city is a vilfge with a 
church built of ftone, ard the fub- 
urbs are on each fide. The city is 
B b b lea ted 
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1 70S. leated on an eminence, and partly 
encloled with a ftone wall, which 
has not been finilhed, because the 
earth was not fufficiently ccmpabt ; 
for which reafon it is in a very bad 
condition. This city is very large, 
and aimed: lquare, and the great 
number of done churches which are 
there, give it a fine appearance with- 
out. There are likewife feveral 
houfes built of ftone, but meft of 
them are of wood, as are alio four 
bridges which flant from the houles 

O 

to the river. The northern quarter 
is diftinguifhed by the letter B, be- 
yond which is a profpedt of leveral 
houfes, and a church of ftone. The 
city makes a greater appearance on 
this fide than it does on the other, 
and indeed it may be juftly reputed 
one of the fined: cities in all llnjjia. 
A great number of merchants live 
there, and a condderable trade is 
carried on in leather, tallow, brufhes, 
and linnen cloth : but nothing is fo 
much admired here as the beauty 
of the women, who in that particu- 
lar furpafs all the reft of their fex in 
this country. 

We fet out from hence at two in 
the afternoon, proceeding always to 
the noith, through woods ; after 
which we purfued our journey 
through feveral villages, and pal- 
fed the night at IV ak fere, after 
travelling forcy werjies. We arrived 
on the 27th at Oegajkie-jam , which 
is thirty werjles from the place where 
we lodged. From thence we had 
Jt Wo- bad ways as far as Wologda, where 
logda. j was re fol ve d continue till the 
rivers were navigable, that I might 
proceed to Archangel by water, and 
carefully examine the courfe of the 
rivers between thefe two cities, fince 
travellers have laid but little of them. 
Befide the beauty of the rivers, this 
part of the country affords a variety 
of delightful profpedts. About this 
time leven thoufand families ariived 
at this city irom Dor fat, the capital 
of Livonia, with an intention to fet- 
tle there, and they had quarters af- 
ligned to them among ihe PS/ fans. 
This people made their appearance 
the next day on the river, in order 


to be regiftered, andintelliger.ee came 1708. 
in a fnort time after, that the city 
of Dorpat had been deftroyed af- 
ter their departure. The moftcon- 
ftderable perions among them re- 
paired to P eterjburg, by the order of 
his Czar i an majefty, and were to be 
followed by fome tcreign merchants. 

Soon after this event feventeen hun- 
dred of the inhabitants of Narva 
arrived there, and were likewile to 
continue in that city till new or- 
ders ; leveral other perions likewife 
came thither, and their number in 
the whole amounted to two thouland 
leven hundred. 

The weather began to thaw to- 
ward the clofe of April , and the 
wind blew a very ftrong gale, on 
the firft day of May, which cleared 
the river of all the Ice. On the 1 ^th 
in the evening there was a great 
tempeft, accompanied with thunder 
and lightening, which beat down 
feveral roofs, doors, and chimneys, 
and damaged moft of the houies in 
the city. 

The Englifh merchants who had 
accompanied me in Poland , arrived 
at this city on the 30th, and fet 
out the fame night lor Archangel. 

They had fuffered greatly in the 
ftorm, which overthrew feveral of 
their carriages. 

I drew, from my chamber window, <f he courfe 
the courfe of the river IV ologd a to °f ' the Wo * 
the weft, and it is rtprefented in logdd ' 
plate 245, as is a branch of cedar in 
plate 246. It is a very common tree 
in this country. I drew the leaves 
and fruit from nature. I have leen 
one of a prodigious lize, that was 
produced from a feed brought from 
Siberia , a country abounding in 
trees of this lpecies, and where fome 
are as large as thofe on mount Li- 
banus. There are likewife very con- 
liderable growths of them in the 
country adjacent to Mo/cow. 

With reipedt to the river IV ologda , 
which was formerly called Nafjcn , 
its fource is one hundred veerftes 
above the city of that name, in a 
large marfli, between the lake of Ko~ 
eben , and the White Lake, and it dil- 
charges itfelf into the Sr chan a, after 

ft./, ing 
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1708. having received into its channel, the 
waters of feveral fmall rivers, above 
Wologda. And yet thofe of this ri- 
ver are exhauded to fuch a degree 
in the fummer, that people fome- 
tiraes pafs it without wetting their 
feet, and only by leaping from one 
part of the fand to another. It is 
about fifty paces broad in this place, 
where feveral other dreams are like- 
wile to be leen. The didance of 
the White Lake from hence does not 
exceed ninety werjles, and it abounds 
with excellent fifh, fuch as Soedakes, 
Sterleftes. perch, and fmelts, whofe 
exceeding whitenefs has given this 
lake its name. On the contrary, 
there is another lake, at the diflance 
of fifty werjles from the city to the 
northwed, and which extends as far 
as Kargapol, and then dilcharges it- 
felf into the Donega , which falls into 
the White Sea : This lake produces 
fifh of all kinds, but they are entire- 
ly black. The White Lake flows into 
the Volga, through the Soxna, at the 
didance of fome leagues from Pere- 
Jlaw Refanjke. 

Before I quit the fubjetd of this ci- 
ty, it may be proper to obferve, that 
thofe who intend to fet out from 
hence by water to Archangel , mud 
have little veflels made purpofely on 
that Occafion, and capable of con- 
taining five or fix paffengers ; but 
thofe who have occafion for them, 
mud fend directions for their being 
built, before they fet out from Mop 
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cow, that they may be readv, when 1708. 
the paflengers arrive at this pLce. 

They are as commodious as pofiible, 
and are furnifhed with wooden beds, 
tables, fears, and all o her necefla- 
ries. They are called Kajoeks , and 
feldom cod more than twenty five 
rubels, which are equal f o one hun- 
dred and twenty five florins ; and 
they have twelve or fourteen row- 
ers, each of whom may be hired for 
fix or feven fl rrins. There are 
other veflels fmafler than tiled, and 
they are called Karha/fes ; but they 
contain no more than one or two 
paflengers, and fix rowers. Thefe 
little barks cod five rubels and a 
half; each of the rowers will re- 
quire four florins, and eleven or 
twelve mud be paid to the pilot ; 
fo that the whole expence will a- 
mount to no more then thirteen 
rubels. No more than two row- 
ers work at a time, and they relieve 
themfelves every ten, fifteen, or 
twenty werjles, as they can agree 
among themfelves. The didances 
at which they relieve each other, 
and which are called Peremines , 
are marked out, either by a church, 
a village, a river, a tree, or a crofs. 
Archangel is computed to be a thou- 
fand werftes from Wologda by wa- 
ter, and fix hundred and thirty by 
land ; and this inequality is occa- 
fioned by the various windings of 
the river.

The <ui- T SET out from Wologda on the 
thor'i de- ^ 17th of June, after I had pro- 
Wo- vided myfelf with a bark, and all 
logda. other things that were necelfary. We 
proceeded at firft to the fouth, and 
then to the eaft, through a channel 
bordered with little woods on each 
fide, and after we had advanced 
twenty iverftes, we came to the ri- 
ver Soegna, or Suchana, into which 
the Wologda, which is not fo large 
a river, difeharges its ftreams. On 
the 1 8 th we fet up a fail made of 
mats, and fleered to the eaft, and af- 
terward to the fouth, palling by a 
timber-yard, where the fhips that 
tranfport mercantile goods from Wo- 
logda to Archangel, are built, and 
the bank was covered with fir-trees. 
On the 19th we kept on to the 
eaft, and I landed on a fpot of 
ground that was filled with a growth 
of wild lira wherries, and rasberries, 
flowers, and rofe-trees. This fitua- 
tion is in the northern latitude of 
59 degrees, and 50 minutes; where 
the bank of the river rifes to a con- 
fiderable height, and is fhaded over 
with fir, birch, and alder-trees ; and 
we there faw tracts of arable land, 
together with fome meadows ; and 
oblerved that the river flowed to 
the north, and then to the eaft. 
We faw feveral filhermen in this 
place, and afterward palled by the 
ifland of ftedo, in which is a fmall 
///< mri- church, and we arrived in the even- 

Todma. at cit y °f Todma, at the con- 
flux of the rivers Suchana and Todma. 
I drew the profpe£t of this city to the 
fouth- weft, as it appears in plate 
247. It is lituated on an eminence 
near the liver, and in the northern 


latitude of 60 degrees and 14 mi- 
nutes. It is fmall, and muft be 
ranked among thofe of the meaner 
clafs ; and all the buildings are of 
wood. The diftance from hence 
to Ouftiough, is computed at two 
hundred and fifty ‘werftes. Near this 
city is a large mill, built in the 
Dutch manner, except only that it 
has but two fails, which were part- 
ly broken. At the diftance of eight 
u'erftes above the city, we faw fe- 
veral large ftones in the river, and 
they rofe above the furface of the 
water, but moft of them are vi- 
flble only in the month of Tuly, 
when the ftream is low j but it 
was then two good fathoms in 
depth to our right. Several green 
tradls of land appeared in the mid- 
dle of the river, but the fouthern 
fide is always navigable, and the 
channel is a hundred and fifty pa- 
ces broad in feveral places. On the 
twentieth we came about noon to 
Stare Tod?na, which fignifi.es Old 
Todma ; and this is the fpot where 
it was begun to be rebuilt thirty years 
ago, but the work was not continu- 
ed, and it was built in the place 
where it now Hands. I could ea- 
fily read here at midnight, without 
a candle ; whereas when I left Wo- 
logda, there was no travelling later 
than ten at night. We pafl'ed on 
the 2 1 ft by Apccko, which is a large 
town, fituated on each fide of the 
river, and there is a fine church in 
it, with a fteeple and domes covered 
with tin. The foil of the country 
around it is fertile, and produces 
corn : It likewife prefents the eye 
with very delightful views. People 

were 
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1708. were here employed in conveying 
t/VM wood to the bank, where feveral 
lime-kilns are erected. This part of 
the country is lull of villages; the 
land likewile is very low, and a- 
bounds with corn. The river pro- 
duces plenty of fill 1, and is a good 
iverjle in breadth. About eight in 
the evening we palled by the mo- 
naflery of Dereefne , which is built 
of wood, and inclofed with a wall 
of the fame fiubftance. From hence 
A Oeft- we could lee the city of Oeft-joega , 
) oe g a - or Ou/Uough, which makes a very 
conlicierable appearance in that quar- 
ter, and we arrived thither in the 
fpace of an hour. This city is five 
hundred 1 verjies from Archangel, and 
has ten or twelves churches, all 
built of white flone, except the 
don:es,two of which are cover’d with 
tin, as are likewile the little fieeples. 
All the other churches, together 
with the houfes, are built of wood, 
and the archiepilcopal palace, where 
the archbilhop relides, is a large 
flrudlure : The greatefi: part of the 
city is leated on the left fide of the 
river, and^ there is a ftone church, 
and two of wood, in that part of it 
which is on the other fide. That 
on the left extends along the river in 
the form of a half moon : It is a 
good league in length, and a quarter 
of a league in breadth, in fume pla- 
ces, and the breadth of the river is 
equal to a iverjie. After one has 
palled by the city, the river turns to 
the fouth-eall, and the land lies 
low. The monallery ol Troyts is 
not above half a league louth-eaft 
from this flexure ol the llream. The 
river Joeg, or Jugb , flows fouth- 
ward into the Niejna-joegna , or Su- 
ch ana ; and their united ftreams are 
then called the Dwina, which fig- 
nifies junction. The city there- 
fore is leated at the extremity of the 
Suchana, the outlet of the Joeg, and 
the mouth of the Divina ; and in 
the northern latitude of 6 1 degrees, 
and 15 minutes. The joeg flows 
from the city of Glienooy , which is 
forty iverjles from this place. 

The merchants in this city are 
very numerous, and great quantities 
Vol. II. 
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of grain are tranfoorred from hence 1708. 
to all parts. I drew at midnight, 
and on the fide of the mom fterv of 
1 T/oyts , a p’oipccl of the city, wl ich 
is exhibited m plate 248. The let- 
ter A Ihews the fi ft opening of the 
Divina ; B the outlet of the Jreg ; C 
the couite <f the Sue! ana ; D, the 
monallery i f Troyts ; E, the ci y, be- 
fore which is an 11 nd, and the con- 
tinent is feen to the right and left. 

The Divina is a league in b eadth, 
at the city, and to the diftance of a 
league beyond it, after which it con- 
tracts itlelr into the breadth of a hun- 
dred paces, but gradually enlaiges its 
channel half a league lower. 

On the 22d we continued our 
voyage to the north-ealf, and palled 
by a village called Czar Conflantine , 
and likewile by feveral o hers, and 
alfo fome iflands, and the monallery 
of St. Nicholas. The land is low, 
and extremely agreable. When we 
had advanced thirty iverftes fiom the 
city, we went to fee the fidt-works Salt- 
of the Gocjl, or officer of the culloms, r ^ : > r ’ iS - 
whofe name was Wafieii Greet in. 

They are not far from the river, and 
confill of four pits, in each of which 
are placed leveial trunks of trees hol- 
lowed through their whole length, 
and flrongly compacted together 
with cords. They rife twelve feet 
above the furface of the earth, and 
are likewile funk to the depth of 
twenty leven fathoms below it. The 
water afeends through them to the 
furface, from whence it is conveyed 
by pipes, to places appointed for 
its reception, and each pit is encloicd 
with a wooden building. I cauled 
one of them to be opened, in order 
to tafte the water, which was ex- 
tremely fait; and thele four pits af- 
ford as much water as would fill twen- 
ty lalt-pans, though there were but 
fix in this place, and only one was 
ufed at that time. Thele lalt-pans 
are likewife in feparate lodges, in the 
middle of which is a large flove, 
and a great fire is kindled in it, 
when the lalt is worked. The pans 
are lquare, and made of iron ; they 
have likewife a circun.ferrer.ee of 
fixty feet, and are a foot and a half 
C c c in 
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170S. in depth. The water is conftandy 
boiling, for the fpace of fixty hours, 
in order to extract the fait, and when 
the water evaporates too faff in boil- 
ing, the pans are from time to time 
replenifhed with more. Each of 
them produce four poet of fait, which 
are equal to 1333 pounds. The falt- 
pan is raifed over the ftove, by means 
of large poles, and iron hooks, fa- 
ttened to the beams of the lodge. 
The ufual price for a poet of fait is 
two pence, but they lometimespay 
three at Archangel. The Czcir has 
for fome time entirely appropriated 
all the fait works to himfelf. 

As we continued our voyage, we 
patted by feveral villages, as like wife 
a large bank of find, and an illand 
two 1 ver/les in length, and full of 
trees. From thence we advanced to 
the north, and came to the river 
Wietfigda , which is faid to have its 
fource in Siberia , and it difcharges 
itfelf into the Dwina , at a place 
where they are equal in breadth, the 
diftance from fhore to fhore, both 
of the one and the other being a 
good half league. Thefe united ri- 
vers form, at the dittance of half 
a league from their conflux, a kind 
of bafon, in the land to the fouth, 
and it there receives the name of O- 
f'er, or the hake. It extends from 
the north to the weft, and to the 
northweft. There is likewife a lit- 
tle ifland in this part of the river, 
which is there two fathoms and a 
half in depth. The ftream is rapid, 
and the banks are bordered with vil- 
lages. 

* We proceeded, on the 23d, as 
far as the town of Peremogora , which 
has two ftnall churches, and is feat- 
ed on an eminence along the river. 
The little river Levele flows by it, 
and extends itfelf ten taer/les up the 
country. The eye has here an un- 
bounded view of the Dicina, which 
deflects into a number of windings in 
this place, and forms feveral gulphs 
like half-moons, and a iverjie in 
breadth. This prolpedt is reprefent- 
ed in plate 249, and feveral banks of 
fand are to be leen in that part of its 
channel. As we proceeded to the 
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north- weft, we every moment faw 170B. 
villages, fituated in a beautiful ccun- 
try full of trees. The river is here 
very broad ; it likewife forms iome 
iflands, and is two fathoms and a 
half in depth. On the 24th we 
faw a fine church, with a dome co- 
vered with tin, in a little village, a- 
bout half the way from Oujijough to 
Archangel , and in the northern la- 
titude of 63 degrees, and 10 mi- 
nutes. We here faw a fhip which 
had run a-ground, and feveral iflands 
full of trees. We likewife had a 
view to the left of the little river 
Pende , which is very deep, and flows 
above forty % verfles up the country. 

On the 27th we found the fhore 
very high and ftony, and approach- 
ed the mountains of Alabafter, Mvun- 
which are to the left of thofe who ‘jhlafier. 
advance northward, and we landed, 
in order to fee them. The inhabi- 
tants of the count! y call them Pif- 
foertje, which fignifies ovens, and the 
cavities from whence they derive that 
name, are fo many fubterranean 
grots formed by nature in a furpri- 
ling manner. The principal entrance 
into them is by columns fhaped ouc 
of the rock in the form of pilafters, 
and there are feveral windings which 
lead into little grots. I advanced 
with a candle above a hundred pa- 
ces, in one of the largeft of them, 
and the natives pretend that it ex- 
tends above thirty werjles in length, 
though fome among them are of a 
different opinion. I was very defir- 
ous of proceeding farther, but the 
ground was too muddy. The open- 
ings into thefe fubterranean paflages 
refemble gates ; and I drew a part 
of them, together with a dittant 
view of the river, in the man- 
ner they are exhibited in plates 2 50 
and 251, where I have repieienttd 
two vaulted openings, that one 
would imagine were fup pored by pi- 
lafters, between which a veflel is fren 
on the river, and the bank on the o- 
ther fide. Them are other paflages 
to the right and left, and feveral 
fmall grottos, of no confiderable 
length. The ftones which compile 
them are as white as Alabafter, but 

not 
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1708. but not To hard, and they are em- 
ployed in very agreeable works. I 
preserved a piece of one, as well as 
of the rock above it. This place is 
about 150 iccrfles from Archangel-, 
and the mountains, which compre- 
hend a league in extent, may be 
feen for the fpace of two hours, a- 
long the river, but there are no grot- 
tos beyond this pLce. The upper 
part of them is lhaded with a growth 
of trees, and a large tradt of arable 
land lies all around them. 

After we palled by thefe moun- 
tains, a great ftorm drove us to land -, 
but we afterward advanced to the 
north- weft, and the river through 
cur whole courfe was a wer/le in 
breadth. We proceeded on the 26 th to 
the north-eaft, with a contrary wind, 
and were towed along ve y flovvly. 
Toward the evening we palled by 
Steefim , which is a brg- town full 
of houfes ; i; has hkevs ije a chinch 
with a ficepie, and ail the adjacent 
land is admirable. We came loon 
‘fj-.mcun- after to the mountain of Orlees , 
Orlecs which rofe to our left and leveral 
hundred perfons were employed in 
hewing out Hones, and preparing 
them for the caftle of New Dwinko , 
which is near Archangel -, and to 
which they were to be conveyed in 
five veflels which were made for 
that purpofe. At a fmall difiance 
from this mountain is a little vil- 
lage, and feme houfes on the other 
fide of the river, where lime is made. 
When we had advanced fo far, we 
proceeded to the north, but the 
mountain which is very lofty, and 
juts out into a point, turns the courle 
of the river to the eaft, and from 
thei'ce to the north-wefi. The 
channel is not above fifty paces 
broad in this part. 

The mountain I have now men- 
tioned is npref nted in plate 252. 
Thefiones which are ranged on the 
fide of it refemble a building ; its 
top is covered with trees, and around 
it lies a tradf of arable land. The 
river enlarges its channel, as one 
advances forward, and leveral other 
mountains of ftoneare thereto be feen. 
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We came, about eight, to a Cabak *, 1708. 
which had been lately robbed by a 
fliip’s crew, whole veil'd lay by i r , J. . 
and they had been very inh umaii ro ‘Ur rre it- 
the people of the houfe, one A e ’rj sare 

whom, who was a man, we fivw 

breathing his laft. The bad wea- 
ther obliged us to anchor there all 
night. 

We continued our voyage on the 
27th, to the north-eaft, and palled 
by a great bank of land, and a tim- 
ber-yard which .belonged to 10 
Rt/Jjian merchants, who build a great 
number of veflels there, and have a 
fine country houfe, ornamented with 
five little towets beautifully painted. 

We there law a large number of 
villages on our right and left, and 
feme ilhndstbar are inhabited. The 
nearer we came to Archangel, the 
longer the werjles proved. 

We faw the city of Kolmogora , 
about eleven, at the diftance of a 
league and a half from us, and be- 
yond the illands. Some time after 
we had a view of the monafiery of 
Niwoy-P relcetkcy, which is built of 
fione, and on one fide of it there are 
houfes on a mountain. The Led 
riles high, and the river of Kolmo- 
gora, which flows behind the iflaud, 
dilcharges its lheams into the Divi- 
na. On the 28 th we law lb me fmall 
rivers, and fevcial vilLges, at the di- 
fiance of ten wet ftes fiom Arch an-' 
gel , and had afterward a pro'peft of 
the monaftcrv of St .Michael, whofe 
church is built of fione. Fr nn thence 
we continued our courle till we ar- 
rived at the cicv. 

It is fituated in the northern lati - qi e 
tude of 64 degrees, and 22 minutes; tiors ™- 
and there were at that time twenty 
two veflels in the road ; namely gei, 
thirteen Dutch , three Eng’ijk, five 
Danilh, and one from Hambonrg ; 
but the next day two other Enghjh 
fhips arrived there. 

On the 9th of July, the fefiival 
which bears the name of his Czar/an 
majefty, was celebrated, and prince 
Gallltzin , who was then governor 
of the city, entertained all the foreign 
merchants, with a number or other 

perlons.

1708. perfons, at the caftle of Neiv Dwinko. 
Several vellels arrived here in a few 
days. 

I was informed at Archangel , 
that the Bleiv-Sea-Horje, a Dutch 
fhip, which had fee out from thence 
on the 8th of October, 170 7, with 
a convoy, having fprung a leak, the 
mailer was obliged to go in his 
lloop on board the Carnpen man 
of war, which was commanded by 
captain Van Buren , in order to de- 
lire afiillance, and that while he 
was making this application, a 
ftrong gale happening to rife, the 
mailer could not return to his own 
Ihip. His men therefore defpairing 
to fee him any more, had taken a 
refolution to iail in quell of lome 
port along the coall ; and af- 
ter they had wandered in this con- 
dition, till the 3d of November, they 
approached the ifles of Sivetenoes , 
where they call anchor the next 
Jr. unhap- (j a y } having toiled beyond expref- 
ureck. hon, to keep the Ihip above wa- 
ter, by working continually at the 
pump, but they at lalt dragged 
the velfel to land, where they paf- 
ftd the winter feafonj and their 
provilions having failed them at 
the end of live weeks, during which 
time they had not leen any living 
creature, they had fubfifted for 
three months on nothing but mil- 
let and tallow : While they were 
reduced to this extremity, they 
faw fome Laplanders arrive in 
fledges, but could not unfold their 
condition to them, lince they 
were unacquainted with their lan- 
guage ; and not finding any wood, 
they were obliged to ule the planks 
of their fhips for fewel, and drank 
nothing in all that time, but fnow 
water ; they, however, had fa- 
ved what thev could of their car- 

J 

go, which chiefly con filled of lea- 
ther ; but after they had conti- 
nued in this condition till the 
twelfth of May , ten of them re- 
folved to rifque a voyage to Arch- 
angel in a skiff- but having ad- 
vanced as far as the river of Pen- 
nooy, they were Hopped eight days 


by the ice, and did not arrive at Arch- 1708. 
angel till the third of June, having O'v’v; 
loll three of their comp, nions in* 
their voyage: It was added, that 
thefe unhappy perfons, had, how- 
ever, been fo fortunate as to receive 
from time to time, frelh fifh fiom 
the Laplanders , and made their mil- 
let ferve for bread, till at lait lt-ven 
Dutch fhips having airwid on the 
bank of the illes of Sivetenoes , ihe r" : nt 
of the velfel which had been v\ . c- 
ked, lent part of the cargo he had 
faved, and (even bailors to Ar \ ban- 
gel, while he himfelf remained in 
the ifland, with two of the (hip’s 
crew, to wait for new oiders, till 
at laft the men he had fent awa,', 
having returned with tw*.n y Rt •/- 
fiam , the reft of the cargo was 
dried, and all of them then came 
to Archangel. I had all thefe par- 
ticularsfrom the pilot himfelf, whom 
I invited to my lodgings, in order to 
be informed of the truth. 

In this city was a Ruffian, fix- ^Ruffian 
ty-fix years of age, and he palled f aint - 
for a faint among his countrymen. 

He had been married, but quitted 
his wife, in order to run naic d 
up and down the country, be- 
tween this city and Wologda , and 
he frequently came to the market, 
and even entered the churches. He 
feemed very ignorant, and even 
deftitute of tolerable fenfe ; not- 
withftanding which, I am perfuad- 
ed that his whole intention was to 
procure himfelf a livelihood by 
adding the faint, and indeed he did 
not fucceed amifs. He fometimes 
wore a fir, all cindlure of net-work 
round his loins, but frequently went 
without any covering at all, and 
in this manner wandered about the 
country in winter, as well as fum- 
mer. One of my friends brought 
him to my lodging, and I painted him 
juft as he then appeared. He promifed 
to come to me a fecond time, but 
was not punctual to his word, and 
all my endeavours to procure an- 
other vifit from him were ineffe- 
ctual ; at which I was not a little 
furprifed, fince I had been very li- 
beral 
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1708. beral to him. His hair and beard 
were matted into long t wilts, tor 
he never made u(e of a comb. Tiie 
reader will land him rep.elented in 
plate 253. 

^Ruffua I had leveral little animais, cal- 
anirn.il j c .| % crn .J 0 .Jkit\ brought to me, 

and I bought then., w.rh an in- 
tention to briiig them to FFJland, 
but could preserve none bat the 
oldelt among them. Thcfe crea- 
tures reiembje Squirrels ; but they 
are lmaller, and have a grey skill 
marked with brown fpots. They 
are extremely fond of rasbeiries, 
and will likevvife eat bread, and 
crack nuts in a very agreeable man- 
ner, having long pointed teeth. 

On the 25th a Dutch (hip ar- 
rived, with a French PulTpott, and 
I was reiolved to finifh my voyage 
on board that veflel. 

I went on the 13 th of Auguft , 
to congratulate the governor on the 
good news he had then received of 
the defeat of iorae rebels, who in- 
tended to iu'prife the fortrels of A - 
joph } but the governor of that city 
having routed and dilperfed them, 
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they feized Bohn-ten, their own chief, 1708. 
who flew himfclf upon which they fyvV 
lurrenJered at difeetion, and brougnt 
his head to the governor. 

Some da\s after, I made my ap- 
plication to prince Gallitzhi , for 
leave to (hip my baggage without 
having it learched, and he was plea- 
fed to grant my requefl in a very 
obliging manner j giving meat the 
fame time a writing under his own 
hand, to prevent my being expofed 
to that inconvenience at New D win- 
ko. 

This prince is a gentleman of 
politenefs and merit, and much e- 
fteemed by llrangers. He was for- 
merly ambailtdor at the hnperial 
court, and readily came into all 
the mm nets of it. He likewife 
underlLnds Latin and High-Dutcb 
extremely well. 

Before I Jet out from this place, 
news came of the victory obtained 
by the allies over the French at 
Oudc'uViii and it was confiimed by 
fome tranlporc Blips, which occa- 
fioned an univerfal joy. 


CHAP. XC. 


The author's departure from Archangel. The cajlle 
of New-Dvvinko.

O N the twenty third of Auguft , 
I went on board the veflel in 
which I was to fail to Holland ’, and 
we came in a fhort time to the caffle 
of Ntw Dwinko, where we call an- 
chor, while our paiTports were ex- 
amined, and till we had obtained a 
licence to proceed on our voyage. 
About three the flag was hoilfed on 
the caffle, which is the ufual fignal 
for veflels to depart. There is a 
wooden bridge over the river, and 
Vol. II. 


likewife a draw-bridge, under which 
two (Hips may pals at a time. I 
drew the caffle as it appears in the 
following plate. 

We were detained here by con- 
trary winds, till the twenty flxrh, 
and then caff anchor on the iide of 
three Ruftian men of war, of twelve 
and eighteen guns. On the 27th 
three others came up wuh us ; and 
the next day we faw a Beet of about 
150 merchant-men, with a convoy of 
D d d nine 
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nine men of war, five of which were 
Englifh , three Dutch , and one Ham- 
burgher. The fleet conflfted of fix- 
ty-eight Englijh (hips, fifty Dutch, 
eighteen Hamburgers, three Danifh, 
and one Muscovite, which laft came 
from the IJle oj Bears, laden with 
whale blubber. She had met with 
good fuccefs in her voyage, and both 
the matter and pilot were Dutch- 
men, This fleet employed the whole 
day in pafiing by us in a line, which 
formed a very agreeable view, and 
fuch perhaps as had never been feen 
before in this part of the world. 
What appeared moft furprifing to us 
was, that this fleet entered the river 
without taking one pilot to aflift 
them. 

Among this fleet was a Danifh 
fhip of twenty guns, and a flag on 
her main maft ; and it had on board 
Monfieur IJ'meyhof who had for- 
merly been at the court of Den- 
mark, in the quality of ambafiador 
from Mujcovy. This minifter im- 
mediately landed with all his train j 
and Madam de Dolgerocke, whole 
husband had lately tucceeded Mon- 
fieur Ijmeyhoj at the Danijh court, 
embarked in the. lame v*.flcl, in or- 
dei to proceed to Copenb eigen, where 


her fpouie then was. This fhip 
then lay at anchor in the outlet 
of the river, that fhe might not be 
obliged to ftrike her colours, which 
could not have been avoided if fhe 
had advanced farther. There were 
fome fhips indeed which attempted 
to pafs without performing this cere- 
monial ; but the Czar’s fhips fired 
upon them twenty cannon loaded 
with ball, which obliged them to 
comply, and they were likewife 
compelled to pay above fifty florins 
for each fhot ; after which they all 
anchored before New D-winko. 

We advanced on the 30th into the q he 
White Sea, with a fouth-wefl wind, White 
and continued our courfe to the Sea ' 
north-weft. About noon we doub- 
led the grey cape, but fuch a thi^k 
fog arofe, that we loft fight of the 
fhips that accompanied us: But as 
it happened to grow clear toward 
the evening, we law the Lapoman 
fhore, whicn we coafted all nig.t, 
and the next day, which was tt e 
firft of September . The wc^tht r u . s 
then extremely fine, but we ct elf 
not fee any tiees, houfes, or I um n 
creatuies, on that ct aft. Ou < cp h 
of water was thin from twu,t\ a, o 
to twenty fix fathom, and we apain 

uw 
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1708, few nine of our fhips behind us. 
We proceeded in our courle the 
next day, to the north-well, the wind 
being very ftiong, and the waves 
forming a great fwell ; and we once 
more loft fight of land, and like- 
wife of the Ihips which accompa- 
nied us. We advanced, about noon, 
to the northern latitude of 60 de- 
grees, and 50 minutes, near the i- 
fland of Kilduin , which lay to the 
north-weft of us, and is about feven- 
ty leagues from Archangel. On the 
fourth we had another view of the 
land, which had difappeared. It 
belongs to the crown of Denmark , 
and is inhabited by the Fin-markers , 
efhe meur . - who keep on the mountains of po- 
taim of ots-Jhert , which were covered with 
°°f* H fnow. They are rcprelented in plate 

255, in a diftant view of five leagues, 
and they have a gulph, behind 
which three or four divilions of 
thole monnrainsare feen. This gulph 
was to t e luuth-weft of us, and we 
continued our courfe to the north- 
weft. In the morning we likewife 

*thegulpb faw the gulph of Tanebay , which 
^"Taae- advances far up the country, at a 
point formed bv the mountains, and 
in the manner it appears in plate 

256. In a fhort time after we per- 
ceived other land beyond it, in the 
latitude of 70 degrees and 8 mi- 
nutes. The wind proving cont ary 
all that day, we flood for the Offing , 
and veered about ; and the next day 
had another view of the gulph to 
fouth-weft and by louth. I believe 
it is at leaft two leagues in breadth. 
About evening we came into the la- 
titude of 70 degrees and 30 minutes; 
and as the wind proved more fa- 
vourable on the 7th, we had a view 
of the northern cape. I drew it as 
it appeared to the fbuth-weft and by 
foutn of our fhip. Thelaigeftand 
mold projecting rock of this cape, is 
called the Mother ; and the lefler, 
which rile to the right and left of 
it, have the name of the Daughters. 
The cape land is feen behind thefe 
rocks, together with an opening be- 
tween them ; and the whole is tepre- 
iented in plate 257. 


About fix in the evening we few 170S.

us, and to the right a finail rock ;'f 
called Schips-holm , with the land be- /w.JSu- 
yond it, as the profpeCt appear^ in roc l 
plate 258. We then advanced to 
the louth- weft, the wind being foutn- 
eaft, and came about ieven in .he 
morninq within four leagues of the 
ifland of Suro:\\ which lay to our 
left, in the form repi cl c nted in plate

Amidft: a rtnge of mountains is a j /, r? „ 
large gulph or bay, ov-r which vcf- WW 
ft Is may tail, and find an outlet to 
the left, between the mountains, 
which are feparated from one an- 
other. The gulph is diltii guifixd 
by the letter A, and another is re- 
prefented at B. The weftern point 
of thefe mountains is marked out by 
C, and fhip r - may likewife pafs be- 
tween the iflands. All the inhabi- 
tants of this coaft are fifhers, and go 
to Bergen, and D rent hem , in order 
to fell their fifh. This country like- 
wife belongs to the crown of Den- 
mark. 

We advanced next to the rocks cr 
i Hands which are called the No? th rnkm-xn 
and South Foele, or the unknown ,j/ ‘ °'\ 

rocks, and which are not inferted j ir f d 
in our maps. They are uv.fned bv rode, 
the fea on all fidcs, and linne of 
them are entirely covered with fnow. 

On the 9th we few a veil'd wait- 
ing at lome diftar.ee, to fpcak with 
us, but as we had a fpeaking trum- 
pet, we lpoke firlf, without advan- 
cing any nearer. She had hoilLd Iter 
colours, and we faw fhe was an En- 
glijh frigate from London, and fhe 
was going with orders to the Engiijh 
fhips which were then at Archangel. 

We came, on the nth, into the 
northern latitude of 68 degrees and 
8 min. and advanced louth welt and by 
weft, with a good northerly wind, be- 
ing then not far from Loeffoert, which Loe ffoerc 
is about 250 leagues from Archangel, 
and at the lame dftlance from Amfter- 
dam. The wind having changed in 
the night, we flood to the Offing, and 
came by day-light into the latitude 
of 69 degrees 9 minutes; and the 


next 
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next day into 67 degrees 8 minutes. 
On the 14th, at half an hour after 
feven in the morning, there was a 
great eclipfe of the fun, which was 
almoft entirely darkened for the fpace 
of half an hour, and at laft was co- 
vered by a cloud. We were then in 
the latitude of 66 degrees 44 minutes, 
and had a favourable wind. The next 
day we found ourfelves in 65 degrees 
55 minutes, with a gentle breeze from 
the north, and we then fleered to 
fouth-fouth-wefl. During the night 
an extraordinary phenomenon ap- 
peared in the air, and (hot out long 
beams of light to fuch a degree that 
all the element feemed to be in flames, 
and one might ealily read without a 
candle ; but this appearance did not 
continue above the (pace of two or 
three minutes. 

The next day we had a contrary 
wind to fouth-fruth-weft ; and it 
continued with fo much violence all 
the following day, which was the 
17th, that we were obliged to fallen 
our rudder, and commit the fhip to 
the mercy of God, having only our 
main-fail and mizzen up, during all 
that and the next day; but the wind 
blackened in the night, and veered a- 
bout to the north ; upon which we 
directed our courfe to the fouth, and 
came on the 19th in the latitude of 
65 degrees, having been driven back 
four or five leagues to the north ; but 
after this we had a contrary wind. 
On the 2 1 ft we found ourfelves in 64 
degrees 14 minutes, and the wind 
blowing a very flrong gale in the e- 
vening, we had a violent florm in 
the night : And as the darknefs was 
very great, the extraordinary agita- 
tion of the waves made the fea leem 
all on fire. This weather flill con- 
tinuing on the 22d, we were once 
more obliged to fallen the rudder, 
and were driven back almoll ten 
leagues. On the 26th, we came in- 
to 62 degrees 30 minutes, with rainy 
weather, and the night was as dark 
as poffible. On the 28th we came 
into 62 degrees 10 minutes, and the 
next day into 61 degrees 40 minutes. 

That night there was an eclipfe of 
the moon, which began at half an 


hour after eight. Thegreatell part of 1708. 
its disk was darkened an hour a ter, 
and the eclipfe ended about eleven. 

On the laft day of the month, the wind 
lhifted to the weft, and we fleered 
fouth-fouth-wefl, after having had a 
contrary wind for fifteen days. 

On the fir 11 of October we came 7 *<?»«■- 
into the latitude of 61 d grees 24 
minutes, and faw the Hit land to land, 
fouth-fouth-ealf, and at the dillance 
of feven or eight leagues from our 
fhip, which was then (leering fouth- 
eaft and by fouth. The next day 
we continued our courfe to the fouth, 
with a welterly wind, having always 
in view the fame land to the fouth- 
well, in the latitude of 6 1 degrees 

9 minutes, and we were then about 
fix leagues from the cape. On 
the 3d we came into 60 degrees 

10 minutes, and the next day into 
59 degrees 16 minutes, having the 
wind to the north, and di/ editing our 
courle fouth and weft ; and we then 
faw four fail of Ihips at fome di- 
ftance from us. We that d.,y caught J’ittkfjh 
four cods, in one cf which we 
found a fmall filh, whofe length did ‘ffckTA 
not exceed two inches : It had two 

fins on one of its tides, and a third 
on its back, with very fharp prickles. 

It was likewile thick (potted 
with yellow and white, that glitter- 
ed like gold and filver. I prelerved 
it, becaule I had never feen any fifh 
like it. We found ourfelves at mid- 
night in the latitude of 58 degrees 
1 o minutes, (leering fouth- louth- weft; 
and about noon the next day in 56 
degrees and 30 minutes. Our depth 
of water during the night was from 
leventeen to fourteen fathom. 

On the 7th in the morning we 
came to the hether lide of the dogger- 
bank, in thirty fathom water, and 
favoured with fine weather, and a 
fair wind. We then palled another 
fond called the Well, from whence 
we fow, about four o’clock, ten or 
twelve foil, which approached 11s a- 
bout eight. They confided of three 
men of war, accompanied by a 
victualling pink, and fome galliots, 
from one of which we learnt that 
they were going to meet the India 

fleet 
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1708. fleet, which was then arrived, and 
that they had met a French privateer 
the day before. As we advanced in 
company, we law a hundred fail at a 
diftance, and likewife the privateer, 
who had hovered about in the night 
without daring to come up with us. 

We began to fee land about ele- 
ven, after which we palled by the 
buoys, and the remains of a Ihip 
which had been wrecked the pre- 
ceding year, near Helder ; and the 
next day we entered the Fexel, from 
whence we proceeded to AmJierdam 
in nine hours, to the great fatisfa- 
dtion of us all. 

I was informed, at my arrival 
there, that the curiofities I had fent 
from Batavia, came fave thither the 
preceding year, and that the burgo- 
mafter Wit Jen, to whom I have more 
obligations than I am able to exprefs, 
had ordered them to be kept in the 
India-HcuJ'e. I likewife found let- 
ters here from the governor of the In- 
dies, and my other friends ; and was 
informed that the figure I had fent 
from Perjepolis was faiely arrived. I 
went from hence to the Hague, the 
place of my nativity, and arrived 
there the 24th. I was received with 
great joy by my relations and friends. 
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who imagined I had been dead, as 1708. 
they had heard from all quarters. Lx-v-nj 

Nothing remains for me now, but Tkecon- 
to return thanks to Almighty God, c M tori - 
for preferving me by his good pro- 
vidence through the whole courle of 
my travels ; in the firft of which I 
employed nineteen years, and feven 
and a quarter in the fecond : And 
for having averted from me the dan- 
gers to which travellers are expoled 
in foreign countries, fo very diftant, 
and fo little frequented. I ought to 
teftify my gratitude in a peculiar 
manner on this occafion ; fince I have 
experienced all poflible civilities, in 
my various journeys, and have like- 
wile preferved all the curiofities I 
had collected with fo much care, 
and with no little labour and expence ; 
together with all the plans and de- 
figns I have drawn, notwithftanding 
the oppolitions that were thrown in 
my way. I wilh the public may re- 
ceive this relation of my travels, 
with as much fatisfadfion as I expe- 
rienced in preparing it for the prefs j 
fince I hope it will be found to con- 
tain fome particulars worthy of at- 
tention ; and I may add too, that I 
have fpared no expence, in order to 
render it agreeable and inflru&ive.

On the Plates of the Antient 

Palace ofPERSEPOLIS. 


Publifhed by Sir John Ch 


O M E Perfons of diftinCtion 
and great learning, having in- 
timated to me, that it would 
be proper to offer fome light to the 
public, with refpeCt to the difference 
between the plates which exhibit 
the flately ruins of the antient pa- 
lace of Perjepolis , in the travels of 
Sir John Chardin , and thofe which 
I have publifhed on the fame fub- 
jetft j I thought it incumbent on 
me to fatisfy the curiofity that has 
been created on this occafion, and 
likewife to juftify my own proceed- 
ing. In order to accomplifh this 
defign, I have examined with the 
utmoft exaCtnefs whatever has been 
written and publifhed for a certain 
time on this fubjeCt; as well with 
relation to thofe antiquities in gene- 
ral, as to each branch of them in 
particular ; that I might make my- 
felf fully acquainted with all that has 
been advanced, either with inconfi- 
deration or folidity, and without 
reflecting in the leaf! on the repu- 
tation of thofe illuftrious travellers 
whofe plates and fentiments differ 
from mine ; or pretending to dero- 
gate from their merit and learning 
in any other particular. 

It is not eafy to form an accurate 
judgment of the architecture of thefe 
ruins in general ; fince all the upper 
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part of the edifice is entirely de- 
ftroyed, and what remains of that 
below, are only feparate members, 
which have no communication or 
connection with each other. A bet- 
ter conception may indeed be form- 
ed, with reference to the nature of 
the capitals, and their ornaments, 
by thofe fragments of the columns 
which are (till vifible, and I have 
drawn them in four different points 
of fight, in o r der to form a com- 
pleat capital. As to the pedeflals, they 
are of three forts ; but the difference 
between them confiffs chiefly in their 
foliage, fince they are all round, and 
fhaped in the fame manner, as is e- 
vident by the plates I have here fub- 
joined; in one of which an entire 
cornice is reprefented in the fame 
manner as feveral others are ffill to 
be feen, on fome of the portals and 
windows of thefe celebrated ruins. 

I was not inclinable to enlarge on 
thefe particulars in the account of 
my travels, becaufe I always hoped 
to find fomeperfon better skilled in the 
antient architecture than myfelf, and 
intended to take that opportunity of 
inftruCting myfelf, fo as to be able 
to treat of this fubjeCt agreeably to 
the rules of art ; but as yet I have not 
had the good fortune to fucceed in 
my defign. However, as I find it 

has 
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has been attempted by others, who 
have acquitted themfelves of that 
province in a very imperfedl man- 
ner, by reprefenting things other- 
wile than they really are, either 
through their unacquaintednefs with 
fuch antiquities as thefe, and their 
unskilfulnels in deligning, or elfe for 
want of employing a fufficient time 
on a fubjeft of this nature, or con- 
tenting themlelves with making in- 
accurate sketches, which they after- 
ward were unable to corrcdt ; or 
lafily, becauie they employed fome 
mercenary draughtimen, as was the 
cafe of Sir ‘John Chardin , who could 
not draw himfelf, as he acknow- 
ledges in his writings, and has like- 
wile allured me in converfation. 
I therefore thought it incumbent on 
me to point out the mifiakes they 
have committed, and likewife to 
juftify what I have advanced in my 
preface, with relation to thofe de- 
figners, who not being wrought upon 
by that folicitude for reputation, 
which is necellary for the difcove- 
ry of truth, have committed egre- 
gious errors j and likewife with re- 
fpedt to thofe who pretend they have 
drawn every thing with their own 
hand. 

In the year 1712, a delcription 
of the Holy Land was printed at Am- 
jlerdam , with the name of John Bal- 
thaj'ar MetJcher prefixed to it : But 
this author had fo little regard for 
truth, that he has inferted the plates 
of fome cities of Hungary into his 
defcription of Judea and Palejhne. 
The plates I mean, are thofe of 
Tokkai for Tiberias, and Peter IV a- 
radin for Nazareth, with feveral o- 
thers that I could mention ; and he 
has even prefumed to dedicate a 
w'ork of this nature to no lets a ma- 
iler of polite literature than the elec- 
tor Palatine. 

I fhall now return to my fubjedl, 
and begin with Sir John Chardin, 
who reprefents the fit'll profpedt ot 
Per fe polls in plate 52, almoH like 
a platform, which may be taken in 
at one glance, and is nothing but 
mere imagination, fince the. lower 
part of thofe ruins are vifible only 


in the manner I have drawn them. 
The Hair-cafe of the facade ought 
not to have been elevated higher 
than the lide-walls, unlefs it be to 
the right, where there is an afeent 
to the columns; and the wall of the 
facade ought to have but half the 
height he has affigned ir, in propor- 
tion to its extent. To this I may 
add, that moll of the columns are 
out of their place, and he has exhi- 
bited five of them with only half 
their lhafts, tho’ in reality there is 
but one that appears in this manner. 
He has likewife mifreprefented one 
half of the pedeflals, as well as the 
animals which are carved upon the 
columns ; and as the whole feems 
to appear in a level, the two royal 
tombs in the rock mull confequent- 
ly be lower than mine, though they 
are certainly much higher than he 
has reprefented them. The moun- 
tain likewife Hopes abundantly too 
much in that plate, and thofe Hone 
coffins which are exhibited on the 
left, ought to have been difpofed at 
the end of the facade. Thefe I 
have reprefented, together with the 
whole edifice, even to the fmallell 
Hone, in plate 117, and exadlly in 
that point of fight in which they ap- 
pear on the fpot. 

The fifty third plate in Sir John 
Chardins work, is defedlive in the 
fore-view, where moll of the con- 
fiderable edifices, together with three 
buildings, and four other flrudlures 
oppofite to thofe, fhould have been 
exhibited. All that appears on the 
two fides is likewife contrary to truth, 
and the Hones are drawn without 
any imitation of real antiquity. I 
mull add to, that inllead of the four 
pilafters which are reprefented near 
thofe edifices, there ought to have 
been but three; and they are not e- 
ven dilpofed in their proper fituation. 
One is alio wanting at a little difiance, 
and thofe beyond it have no relem- 
blance to the originals. The fame 
may be laid of the lall edifice in the 
back-view ; and the inaccuracy is 
Hill greater with refpedt to the firuc- 
ture between that edifice and the co- 
lumns, not the leafi remains of any 
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wall being now to be feen. The 
number of columns likewife in this 
plate is lefs by one than it is in the 
preceding ; but he did not for- 
get the five laft coloumns, tho’ the 
firft of them to the right is undoubt- 
ly the higheftof all; but it is there 
exhibited with all the faults I have 
pointed out in plate 1 19. 

The wall of the facade of the e- 
difice, which is reprefented between 
the two flights of flairs, in the fif- 
ty-fifth plate of Sir John Chardin’s 
travels, has more ftones by one half 
in its height, than it ought to have, 
and they all appear equal, direCtly 
contrary to the original, and even to 
his own defcription of that ftruCture. 
Thofe of the palliers or perrons, 
which he has reprefented like thofe 
of the wall, and to the number of 1 6, 
ought to have been very different 
from all the others, this perron being 
paved with large ftones, in the man- 
ner I have exprefled them in plates 
120 and 124, where this flair-cafe, 
with its broken fteps, and unconnect- 
ed fragments, are exhibited in their 
proper appearance, without any ad- 
dition or diminution. 

Sir John Char din s fifty-fixth plate 
reprefents two columns in their full 
dimenfions, and they appear with 
their capitals, as if they had been 
newly eredted, tho’ without fup- 
porting any architrave ; whereas 
mine are delineated in a very ruin- 
ous condition, as may be feen in 
plate 12 1, and a large fragment of 
fhapelefs ftone refts on the talleft 
of them, entirely agreeable to the o- 
riginal. Thofe figures likewife of 
animals which that gentleman has 
exhibited in the front of the pil - 
fters that rife on the fide of thefe 
columns, have no refemblance to the 
originals, with refpeCt either to the 
bodies and feet, or thofe ornaments 
of the head which he has afligned 
them ; the faces being all impaired 
to fuch a degree, that they are hard- 
ly to be diftinguifhed ; as he him- 
felf acknowledges in the fifty-fourth 
page of Vol.lX. The pilaft ers are 
likewife reprefented in their com- 
pleat dimenfions, tho’ they all ought 


to appear in the manner I have ex- 
prefled them in the 12 2d plate of my 
travels. 

The fame figures are feen in the 
57th plate, with the head and feet 
projecting from the front of each pi- 
lafter, and the reft of the body ex- 
tending from the fide, which is an 
abfolute impoffibility, and the efteCt 
of mere invention; as are likewife 
the ornamented heads of men, which 
are there added. For my own par- 
ticular, I have been careful to repre- 
fent them agreeably to the manner 
in which I found them, and with 
the wing which is ftill entire, and 
furprifingly beautiful ; I have like- 
wife added all the ornaments, toge- 
ther with all that is broken and de- 
faced in thofe animals, and without 
omitting the three compartments of 
characters, as they appear in my 
123d plate. It is certain that human 
heads feem to have been fixed on 
thefe winged animals, but I thought 
it fufficient to reprefent them in the 
manner they then appeared. 

With refpeCt to the figures in Sir 
John Chardins 58th plate, I fhall 
obferve in general, that they are too 
diftant from each other, and that 
the firft of them which appears in 
the firft range, ought to have had 
neither a collar nor chaplet, with 
which he has ornamented the breaft 
and fhoulders, nor indeed any thing 
of that nature : The left arm like- 
wife of the fecond figure ought not 
to hang down parallel with the body. 
The fifth figure is reprefented with 
a leg in each hand, and the fixth is 
furnifhed with two buckets, which 
are meer invention, and not conform- 
able in the leaft to the original, 
where the five figures which follow 
the firft have an entire limilitude 
with each other, and their arms are 
reprefented as fupporting feme parti- 
cular habit.

The five figures 
which fucceed this ought to have 
been reprefented with bucklers, and 
very fhort mantles ; together with 
drawers defcending to the feet. The 
fourth and fifth figures {hould have 
been expreffed with rings in their 
hands, and the fixth ought to have 
grafped a trident. After this laft, a 
horfe {hould have followed, led by 
the bridle by a feventh figure, habit- 
ed like the reft. The feet likewife 
of this horfe {hould have refted on 
the earth, and its mouth ought to 
have been behind the buckler of the 
fixth figure. 

In the firft divifion of the laft 
range, Sir John Chardin has repre- 
lented a figure which holds the fe- 
cond by the hand; the third and 
fourth have little buckets in their 
hands ; the fifth carries fome other 
thing, and there are two others on 
the fide of a horfe harnefs’d to a cha- 
riot. This divifion is to be found 
exactly under the firft compartment 
of the firft range, and at the foot 
of the ftaircafe, where fix figures ap- 
pear habited alike, in long plaited 
robes, and each of them grafps a 
lance with both hands. All of them 
likewife, except the laft, have qui- 
vers hanging on their backs. There 
are fome other figures before thefe, 
but they are broken and defaced to 
fuch a degree, that their number is 
not to be diftinguilhed : We will 
therefore proceed to the five com- 
partments that follow, and the reader 
may compare that which I have juft 
mentioned (and where the horfe ap- 
pears harnefs’d to a chariot) with 
the fecond divifion of my twelfth 
range. 

In the fecond divifion, as exhibit- 
ed by Sir John Chardin , are fix fi- 
gures, and a horfe with one of his 
feet aloft in the air, which is very 
different from my reprefentation of 


that compartment ; the firft figure 
in which ought to have had long 
and wide lleeves. The hand like- 
wife of that which leads the horfe 
{hould have refted on the body, and 
all the feet of the horfe ought to 
have been reprefented on the earth. 
I may add too, that the drapery of 
thefe figures has no fimilitude to the 
original fculpture. The three laft 
figures likewife ought to have had 
their hands raifed higher, and their 
heads defaced. 

Sir John’s third divifion reprefents 
nine figures, eight of which are in 
fhagged habits, which are very ex- 
traordinary, and no way agreeable 
to thofe that are to be feen at Perje- 
polis. The middle figure has fome- 
thing of a peculiar form in its hand, 
inftead of the two buckets with 
which I have reprefented it. 

His fourth divifion contains no 
more than fix figures, all habited 
in the fame manner ; whereas the 
firft ought to have been different 
from the others, and fhould be re- 
p re fen ted with large lleeves, and a 
particular kind of bonnet. The o- 
thers ought to have plaited drawers, 
falling down to the middle of the 
leg: The bunches likewife which 
rife on the back of the camel that 
follows, are out of their proper place, 
and too diftant from each other: 
To which I may add, that the muz- 
zle of this animal ought to reft on 
the head of the laft figure. 

This gentleman has feven figures 
in his fifth compartment; but the 
firft of them ought to have been re- 
prefented with large lleeves, and the 
fecond and third with other habits. 
The fcales borne by the third are 
too flat, and they ought to have hung 
by no more than two thick cords ; 
inftead of which he has allowed 
them three {lender firings. The 
fourth, which bears a vafe in each 
hand, ought likewife to have been 
reprefented with rings. The fixth 
{hould grafp its lance with both 
hands, and the mule ought not to 
have been led by the bridle. The 
cinctures likewife of thefe figures 
{hould have been raifed higher. 
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The lion and the bull, which are 
to be feen in the fame plate, have no 
correfpondence with the original fi- 
gures. The bull is there reprefent- 
ed with its mouth, open, and turned 
toward the lion. Three of its feet 
likewife reft on the earth, the other 
is reared aloft, and the tail leems to 
lafh the hinder legs of the lion. It 
has like wife two horns on the head ; 
whereas there ought to have been 
no more than one, and that in the 
middle of the forehead. The mouth 
of this animal fhould have reited 
on its own body : It ought likewife 
to have been reprefented with a 
large ear, a bridled head, the 
two hinder legs fixed ftrongly on 
the earth, the right behind the left; 
the left of the forelegs bent in the 
air, as preparatory to a leap ; and it 
fhould alfo have been exhibited as 
employing its horn in its defence. 
The fourth leg ought r.ot to appear, 
the tail likewife fhould have been 
difpofed between the hinder legs, 
and the ornaments on its body ought 
not to have been forgotten. The 
right leg of the lion fhould be pla- 
ced before the left ; the tail likewife 
ought to delcend to the ground, 
with the tip of it turned up ; all 
which particulars are very different 
from Sir John Chardin's reprefenta- 
tion of thofe figures ; and he has 
fucceeded as little, with refpedt to 
the talons, and the fore leg of the 
lion. This animal likewife ought 
to be exhibited, as fixing his fangs 
on the hinder part of the bull, and 
not in the middle ; the head too, 
ought to have been reprefented in a 
different manner, and he has omitted 
all the ornaments. The height of 
the rock which appears behind thele 
animals ought to be lefs by one half, 
and as wide again, with a work of 
foliage on the upper part. Be fide 
all thefe defeats, he has not reprefent- 
ed the broken figures which are ftill 
vifible on the rock of the ftair-cafe, 
in the manner they ate ex;preffed in 
my plate. 

I am apt to imagine, that the fi- 
gures which appear on the ftair- 
cafe, at the end of that gentleman’s 


58 th plate, are intended to repre- 
lent thofe I mentioned in my ob- 
fervations on the fix figures compre- 
hended in his firft compartment of 
the laft range ; but as I am not able 
to conceive how he came to be fur- 
nifhed with the twenty nine figures 
which are there reprelented, I fhall 
not beftow any obfervations upon 
them, but proceed to thofe of his 
59th plate. He has there exhibited 
forty two figures, among which 
28 are reprefented with lances, and 
entire in all parts but the head, 
whereas it is very certain that the 
originals are greatly impaired, and 
there is not one entire figure (even 
among the twenty eight that have 
lances) whole drapery is diftinguifh- 
able as high as the neck, nor have 
they any little bonnets, like thofe 
with which he has reprefented them. 
But there is not one whole cindture 
is not vifible on the back part of 
the body, as is evident by thofe very 
figures which I have exhibited, with 
all their defeds in plate 127. The 
fourth figure of thofe that follow 
the lance bearers, has neither hands 
nor buckler. The drapery of the 
fixth ought to flow down to the 
feet, and the eleventh fhould reft 
its right hand on the buckler of the 
figure that follows. The fourteenth, 
and laft, of thofe which Sir John 
Chardin has exhibited, is habited in 
a different manner from all thofe that 
are to be found at PerJ epolis, where- 
as its drefs ought to correfpond with 
that of the twelfth figure. I have 
likewife reprefented fifty figures in 
that range, though at the fame time 
I have omitted ten, becaufe they were 
too much disfigured. 

Sir John Chardin has reprefented 
on one of the columns of his 60th 
plate, the heads and upper-part of 
the bodies of two kneeling hor- 
fes ; which is a meer work of ima- 
gination. There is indeed a 
fhapelefs mafs of ftone, which feems 
to reprefent in part, the four feet 
and body of a camel, but very ob- 
fcurely, as I have drawn it on the 
fame column in plate J52.

I have likewile 
represented in plate 162, the fine 
head, together with the ornament 
in form of a column, which appear 
on the fide of this monument ; and 
the lupporters of the upper part of 
the edifice, are exhibited in plate 
164. As the fecund tomb, to the 
fouth, is exadly like this, except 
its being more ruinous, I thought 
it unneceflary to reprefent it. 

Sir John Chardins 69 th pi ate pre- 
feuts to view the characters impref- 
fed u a window, and which are 
to be teen in my 134th plate; but 
the fird line only of thofe charac- 
ters correfponds in part with mine ; 
and indeed they miy polfibly have 
been taken from fome other win- 
dow. I am like wife as incapable of 
refuting thofe that appear in the 
middle of that plate, becaufe I am 
fenfible that fuch characters have 
been carved in later times, as well 
as thofe which I have reprtfented in 
plates 135, 136. 

We will now proceed to the 
dimenfions of the edifice in gene- 
ral, and the particular members of 
it that are mod worthily to be con- 
fidered. Sir ‘John Chardin declares, in 
the 50th page of his ninth volume, 
that this augud drudure prefents to 
view an admirable facade of 1200 
feet in length, and 1690 in depth, 
and that the circumference compre- 
hends 1660 paces, to each of which 
he allows two feet and a half, or 
thirty inches. He then adds, that 
the wall riles to the height of twen- 
ty four feet, but that the altitude is 
not equal in every part. He like- 
wife affirms, that fome of the dones 
are fifty two feet in length, as well

around the dair-cafe as the wall, 
and that thofe of the commoned fize, 
are from thirty to fifty feet in length, 
and from five to fix in height. He 
alfigns to this dair-cafe an altitude of 
twenty two feet and fome inches, 
and to each d&p a breadth of twen- 
ty two feet, and a height of fome- 
thing more than two inches ; toge- 
ther with a depth of fifteen. He 
then adds, that this dair-cafe con- 
fids of 103 deps, the lower flight 
of which contains forty fix deps, 
and the upper fifty feven. 

I have affigned to the facade 
which I have deferibed in page 10. 
an extent of 600 paces from north 
to fouth, and a height of forty four 
feet, each containing eleven inches; 
but it is lower in fome places. The 
fouthern front contains 390 paces, 
and the wall on that fide riles to 
the height of eighteen feet and fe- 
ven inches ; but is lefs by fome feet 
in leveral places. The northern 
length contains 410 feet, with a 
height of twenty one, but this is 
not equal in all parts. Belide thefe 
410 paces, there are thirty more 
toward the Hope of the mountain, 
and from thence another part of 
the wall is continued to the moun- 
tain itfelf. If we add to this the 
extent to the ead, along the 
mountain, which comprehends as 
many paces as the facade, name- 
ly, 600, this edifice will have a 
circumference of 2030 paces, equal 
105050 feet. And I found, on the 
upper part of the edifice, that the di- 
dance from the middle of the facade to 
the mountain, wasexaitly 400 paces. 

On the parapet, which extends a- 
long the three fides of this druiture, 
is a pavement compofed of two 
dones eight feet in extent : But fome 
of them are from eight to nine, and 
ten feet in length. Others are fix in 
breadth, and fome lefs. The prin- 
cipal dair-cafe is not placed in the 
middle of the facade, but toward 
the northern end, which is 165 pa- 
ces from thence, and the fouthern 
extremity is at the didance of 435 
paces from this dair-cafe. The trail 
of ground, between the two flights

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of the flair-cafe, is but forty two 
feet in extent, and contains a depth 
of twenty five feet and (even inches 
to the wall, the ftair-cale pofiefiing 
all the reft. The inequality in the 
length of thefe fteps does not ex- 
ceed five inches, which are inlerted 
into the exterior ftones, which extend 
to the fide facade, and are of an e- 
qual length. Thefe fteps are but 
four inches high, and fourteen in 
depth. The northern flight con- 
tains fifty five fteps ; but that which 
winds oft' to the fouth has fifty three, 
which are more ruinous than the 
reft. We may reafonablv fuppofe 
that a length ol time lias buried fe- 
veral of thole fteps, with part of the 
wall, under the earth. 

When the firft flight of the ftair- 
cafe has been alcended, one fees a 
perron, fifty one feet and four 
inches in breadth, and paved with 
very large ftones ; there are likewife 
two other flights, each containing 
forty eight fteps ; fo that there are 
103 fteps to the north, and 10 1 to 
the fouth. Here is like wife a fecond 
perron, which contains twenty five 
feet in breadth, and is alfo covered 
with large ftones, fome of which 
are from thirteen to fourteen feet 
in length, and from feven to eight 
in breadth. Some are likewife fquare, 
others long and narrow, and fome 
very fmall. This pavement extends 
thirty two feet along the facade, and 
the ftones which compofe it are join- 
ed together with exquifite art. The 
reft of the ground in this part of 
the ftrudlure is very compadt, and 
the facade riles to the height of thir- 
ty fix feet between the flights. 

Sir 'John Chardin declares, in the 
73d page of the 9th volume, that 
the columns which are neareft to 
each other, are feparated by a di- 
ftance of 25 feet ; and that a lpace 
of fifty feet lies between thole which 
are moft remote from one another ; 
each foot confifting of twelve inches. 
He likewife counts twelve ranges 
of ten columns, and adds, that Fi- 
gueroa imagined there were but iix 
ranges, with no more than eight 
columns in each range ; from whence 
he concludes that there muft be a 


miftake in the figures, lince he him- 
fclf counted three ranks, with ten 
columns in each. 

Theie columns begin at the di- 
ftance of twenty two feet and two 
inches from the flair-cafe where the 
figures appear, and they con lift of 
two ranges, each containing fix co- 
lumns ; of which there is but one 
remaining. Eight pedellals, how- 
ever, are yet to be feen, together 
with the cavities of earth in which 
three others were inlerted. They 
were difpoled along the wall of the 
ftair-cafe, and at the fame diftance 
from one another, as the firft is from 
that flair-cafe. There are likewife 
fix other ranges of fix colums each, 
at the diftance of feventy two feet 
and eight inches from the former, 
and their fpace of intercolumniation 
is equal to twenty two feet and two 
inches. There are but feven of them 
Handing, but all the bafes, tho’ rui- 
nous, are ftill in their places. One 
eft thefe feven columns is in the firft, 
and another in the fecond range ; 
the third has two ; and there is one 
in each of the others. Eaftward 
from hence, and at the diftance of 
feventy one feet, were two mher 
ranks of fix columns each, toward 
the mountains; but four are all 
that are Handing at prefent ; there 
are likewife five ruinous bales, 
and the cavities of the reft are ftill 
vifible. It feemed evident to me, 
that thefe, which I frequently mea- 
fured, were oppofite to the twelve 
which were dilpofed along the fa- 
cade, as I have deferibed them in 
page 13. I was likewife careful to 
examine every place where it was 
vifible that columns had formerly 
flood, and I found that their num- 
ber amounted in the whole to 205. 

I was altogether as induftrious, with 
regard ’to the figures, whofe height 
I alfo meafured. The largeft of 
thefe appears only in part above the 
earth. The head is two feet and 
feven inches in height, and the hand, 
which ho'.ds the lance, is ten inches 
in breadth. There are other figures 
ten feet high, and fome but feven 
feet five inches. Others correfpond 
with nature in their dimemions.

Some are higher by two feet, and o- 
the rs are not fo tall as a human bo- 
dy. The figures on the fide of the 
ffair-cafe are but two feet and nine 
inches high ; and thofe on the flair- 
cafe itfelf have much the fame di- 
menfiong. That which I brought 
away with me is but one foot nine 
inches and a half in height. There 
are fome which are but two feet 
high, and others no more than 
one foot and a half. The number of 
thofe figures, including human and 
animal forms, amounts to 1300, as 
I have already obferved page 29. 

All thefe columns are fluted in 
the fame manner ; the {hafts of fome 
con fifl of three pieces, and others have 
four, exclufive of the capital, which 
is compofed of five different pieces, 
and of an unknown -order, which 
differs in every particular from the 
other five. The greateft difiimili- 
tyde between the columns is, that 


fome have capitals, and others are 
without them. Their height is al- 
moff equal, their elevation varying 
only from feventy to feventy two 
feet, including the capital, which 
conftitutes about a third part ; and 
they are feventeen feet and feven 
inches in circumference. Thofe 
however, muff be excepted which are 
on the fide of the portals, and are 
but fifty four feet in height, with a 
circumference of fourteen feet and 
two inches. All the pedeftals are 
round, and comprehend twenty four 
feet and five inches in their circum- 
ference; but the lower moulding ex- 
ceeds it by a foot and five inches. 
They are four feet and three inches in 
height, and have three forts of orna- 
ments. 

The four ruinous capitals, which 
have already been mentioned, are 
reprefented, with their ornaments, in 
the following plate ; and they are 
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marked with the letters A, B, C, D. 
The laft is that of the column which 
is moll entire, and is on the fide of 
the two portals. On three of 
thefe capitals are large lhapelefs 
Hones, which originally reprefented 
animals, but no certain judgment 
can be formed of them at prefent. 
The letter E reprefents a compleat 
capital, compofed of the other four. 
The three pedeltals which appear at 
the letter F, are drawn with the 
greatell exadtnels from the originals. 
G reprefents the cornice of one of 
the portals. 

I likewile found a fragment of a 
column that was not fluted, and it 
differed from all the others. It was 
twenty feet in circumference, and 
twelve feet four inches high ; and 
we may conclude from hence, that 
there formerly were other columns 
like this. 

It remains that I fpeak of the 
tombs of Naxi Rujian , which Sir 
yohn Chardin has reprefented in his 
74th plate : And I mull obferve, in 
the firll place, that the difpofition of 
the whole is very defective, and can- 
not be all feen at the fame time in 
that manner, efpecially the two 
equellrian figures, with the ring, 
and that which projects from the 
middle of the rock. He has like- 
wife placed them to the eall, inftead 
of the well, and at the diftance of 
330 paces from the tombs; but 
they are not to be feen fo far off. 

I may add too, that the figures, a- 
.mong which is that which projects 
from the rock, ought to be much 
lower than thofe which hold the 
ring ; and inllead of eight of thofe 
figures there Ihould have been but 
feven. Three of them are on the 
right, and two on the left of the 
figure which rifes from the rock ; 
but thofe five, which are behind the 
wall, as I obferved in page 33, 
r ought to be vifible no farther than 
the bread:. The feventh of thefe 
figures, which has the hands eroded 
upon the body, is on this fide of 
the wall, to the right. 

The fquare edifice, which Sir 
John Chardin places beyond the laft 


tomb, ought to front the firll, and 
Ihould likewife have been exhibited 
with all the numerous and different 
apertures, with which I have re- 
prefented it in plate 166. I have 
expreffed the true ftrudture of one ot 
thefe monuments, in plate 167. As to 
thofe four reprelentations which Sir 
John Chardin has placed below the 
tombs, they are meer invention ; and 
a judgment may be formed of them, 
by comparing them with mine, in 
plates 168, 169, and with my re- 
prefentation of the two equellrian 
figures with the ring in plate 170. 

In the year 1712 another book of 
travels was publilhed in Latin by 
Monfieur Engelbert Kempfer , and 
this work contains fome plates of 
Naxi Rujian, and Perjepolis , which 
I have carefully examined, in order 
to difcover their defeats, with the 
fame liberty as I have taken, and 
the fame exadnels I have obferved, 
with refpedl to thofe of Sir John 
Chardin. The author of thefe 
travels declares, indeed, in his 
preface, that befide the various dif- 
ficulties he had to furmount, pre- 
vious to the publication of his book, 
nothing created him greater uneafi- 
nefs than the ignorance of the en- 
gravers, who fucceeded very ill in co- 
pying in little, thofe original defigns, 
which he drew on the fpot with 
all poflible exadnefs ; and he adds, 
that if thofe plates were not abfo- 
lutely neceffary for the illuftration of 
feveral things, he would not have 
inferted them in his work; to which 
he declares they are a difgrace. 

The firll of thofe plates, in page 
107, reprefents the royal tombs, buc 
is extremely confufed, and differs 
from the original in many particu- 
lars. 

The fecond, in page 109, repre- 
fents two equellrian figures, holding 
a ring, and under the horles feet are 
the heads of two giants ; which 
the author pretends were two con- 
quered princes, and that their bo- 
dies are covered with earth. I, 
for my part, did not difcover any 
thing of this nature ; nor can I com- 
prehend, why the bodies Ihould be 
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covered with earth, when the horfes 
which appear in the fame place are 
altogether entire. Monfieur Kemp- 
fer has likewife given thefe figures a 
drapery, and head-drefs, which have 
no conformity with the originals ; 
and the horfes, whofe feet are not 
feen, are very different from mine 
in plate 170. To this I may add, 
that only one of his figures holds the 
ring ; for the others do but touch 
it. 

His third plate, page 3 1 1, exhi- 
bits eleven figures to view, whereas 
there ought to have been but feven, 
namely, three on the right, and two 
on the left of that figure which pro- 
jects from the rock : the five which 
are behind the wall ought to appear 
no farther than the bread; and the 7th 
figure fhould have been without the 
wall, to the right ; and it ought not 
to have had two faces, like a ‘Janus. 
The author imagines, that this 7th 
figure has been added in later times, 
by way of derifion, becaufe, fays he, 
the nofe is of a monflrous length, 
and there is no true proportion in 
any part of the figure. For my part, 
I could never obferve anv fuch dif- 
ference between that and the other 
figures. 

His fourth plate, page 313, repre- 
fents one of the tombs of Naxi Rujian. 
ornamented on the two fides with 
figures from the top to the bottom ; 
but which certainly ought not to 
be there, as is evident by my 167th 
plate. The tombs of Perjepolis are 
decorated in this manner, but they 
are not hewn out lb high in the 
rock, as appears by my reprefenta- 
tion of the whole in plate 158. The 
rock likewife ought to be plain, and 
not wrought into ornaments like a 
work of tapedry. 

The fifth, fixth, and feventh plates 
are wanting in Mr. Kempfer s book ; 
but his 8th, page 3 18, reprefents two 
figures with lances, altogether un- 
defaced, together with little orna- 
ments in form of a crofs, on their 
bonnets. For my part, I found 
them in a very ruinous condition, 
and I have accordingly defcribed 
them in this manner. I, however , 
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thought I could didinguHh them to 
be figures fighting on horfeback. 

I believe that what this author has 
reprelented in his 319th page, may 
be intended for that which is exhi- 
bited in my 1 68th plate: But his 
draught is too defective to deferve a 
particular enumeration of its errors. 
His tenth plate is alio unintelligible; 
and the eleventh, in which three fi- 
gures are reprefented, is not worth 
refuting. The reader may confulc 
my 169th plate, where the crowned 
heads, which he has reprefented on 
the earth, are not to be found ; but 
the real form of thole figures, toge- 
ther with their habits, and what they 
wear on their heads, are exhibited 
with great exactnefs. 

Mr. Kempfer reprefents in his 14th 
plate, page 323, the fquare edifice, 
which is to be feen, with all its aper- 
tures, in my 1 66th plate. But in- 
dead of refuting all the defeats he 
has introduced, I fhall only fay in 
general, that he has exhibited feve- 
ral Things which are not to be found 
upon the fpot, and has omitted o- 
thers which are really there. 

Having thus taken a furvey of the 
tombs of Naxi Rujian , with this au- 
thor, we will now accompany him to 
Per/epclis. He reprefents in page 3 24, 
the firll point of view of this pa- 
lace, which is exhibited in my 1 17th 
plate, where all the columns are right- 
ly placed, and thofe that are mofl 
diflant are not fo high as the near- 
ed. The broken column appears 
didinctly there, as well as the docks 
neds, which are to be feen on fome 
of the columns : The true height 
and form of the portals are expref- 
fed, as are likewife thofe which are 
near the two columns. The two 
monuments which he has reprefent- 
ed are at too great a didance from 
one another, and raifed too high in 
the rock. Their elevation fhould 
not exceed that of the columns, and 
the rock itfelf ought not to be fo 
high as he has fliewn it. The earth 
which leparates the two flights of the 
ftair-cafe, and the delcent from the 
wall, are vifible in my plate. 
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The lecond point of fight is like- 
wife reprefented in the 334th page 
of Mr. Kempfers work, but the firft 
part of the edifices ought to have 
been larger : The portals are too near 
one another; and the ruins to the 
left have no refemblance to thofe on 
the fpot. The higheft edifice has 
too many large portals like one an- 
other, and he has omitted the rai- 
fed ftone of one of the pilafters, to- 
gether with leveral other ruins. The 
greateft part of the wall to the right 
is deftroyed, and the trad; of ground 
which leads to that edifice ought to 
appear. His ftair-cafe agrees as lit- 
tle with the original, and it ought to 
appear as I have reprefented it in 
plate 150 ; but the whole plan of our 
author is too fmall, and likewife too 
deep in perfpe&ive. The curtain 
which appears between the facade 
and the columns, is too fquare, and 
he has introduced too many entire 
portals. The columns are at too 
great a diftance from one ano- 
ther, and likewife too regular, 
and the number of pedeftals is too 
great. The ftone ciftern is much 
larger than it ought to appear, 
and it fhould not be on the fide of 
the wall next the columns, but 
nearer to the portals, the two co- 
lumns of which are reprefented high- 
er than their real elevation : For the 
firft portal ought to be thirty nine 
feet in height, and the columns are 
but fifty four. The ftorks neft, 
which he has placed on one of the 
columns, is abundantly too large. 
The plain ought not to appear in 
the middle, contracting itfelf to the 
weft, nor fhould the mountains be 
fo far to the eaft ; but they ought to 
appear as they are exhibited in my 
119th plate, where I have omitted 
nothing, even to the fmalleft tree. 

His plate of charaders, page 
333, has no correfpondence with 
mine in plate 126, and yettheyare 
intended for the fame, but they are 
all confuted, and he has inferted 
fome which ought not to have been 
there. He has reprefented twenty 
four perfed lines, whereas feveral 
charaders are wanting in mine, and 


the three firft lines are entirely de- 
faced. But I have reprefented all 
that are vifible in the other lines, e- 
ven to the minuteft point. 

He obferves, in page 336, that 
there are fifteen paces from the ftair- 
cafe to the firft portals, and thirty 
from thefe to the others. If we al- 
low two feet and a half to each pace, 
the firft portals will be thirty feven 
feet and a half from the ftair-cafe, 
whereas the fpace between them 
comprehends forty two feet. The 
columns are at the diftance of twen- 
ty fix feet from the firft portal, and 
fifty-fix from the fecond, both which 
numbers amount to eighty two feet ; 
but he has computed no more than 
feventy five. He adds, that each pi- 
lafter is compofed of two ftones, 
jointed together with fo much art as 
to be fcarce vifible : And yet the firft 
portal confifts of eight ftones, and the 
other of feven, as I have obferved in 
page 1 1 . where the whole is de- 
scribed with all pofiible exadnefs, 
and as it appears in my 121ft, 12 2d, 
and 123d plates, together with the 
animals and columns. He fays, with 
refped to the animals, that as the 
heads are entirely defaced, it is 
impofiible to judge what fpecies 
they were intended to reprefent ; 
and adds , that the laft , which 
are winged, may poftibly have 
been griffons; and that there real- 
ly is one, whofe head refembles 
that of a bearded man, though it be 
much impaired, which indeed is 
true. He takes the ornaments of 
thefe animals for rofes or coral. I 
have exhibited two of them in plate 
156. 

He afligns to the columns a cir- 
cumference of two fathoms, and 
twice the height of the portals ; but 
this reprefentation has been already 
confidered. He likewife places three 
or four ftorks nefts on one of thofe 
columns only, whereas they are to 
be found upon feveral. He has al- 
fo exhibited figures on the ftair-cafe, 
in page 341, and begins with the 
upper part, where he has placed, at 
the head of other figures, a man on 
horfeback, followed by a chariot 
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drawn by two men, who are fuc- 
ceeded by a winged lion encounter- 
ing a bull, to which he has added a 
table of twenty four lines. He then 
reprefents in his ftair-cale, feveral fi- 
gures habited in different manners, 
and carrying various forts of things. 
Thefe he has alternately intermixed 
with mules, oxen, fheep, camels, 
and cyprefs-trees planted in fine 
vales, above the two contending a- 
nimals. With refpedt to the other 
fide, which is to the eaft, he con- 
tents himfelf with faying, that it is 
full of figures armed with lances. 
The author indeed acknowledges, in 
page 340, that he has Iketched out 
this proceflion fomething {lightly, 
and without entering into a ftridt ex- 
amination of the particulars, and 
then adds, that his engraver has 
committed many errors in this part 
of the work, as well with refpedt to 
the figures, as the order in which 
they are difpofed, and that thefe de- 
fedts were occafioned by his mifap- 
prehenfion of the author’s defign, 
and the remarks he has made. Up- 
on which he promifes to give the 
pubhck a fet of more corredt plates, 
in fome future impreffion of his 
work ; and it is certain that he may 
eafily fucceed in that particular, like 
feveral other perfons, after having 
feen my plates. In a word, this 
whole reprefentation is very far from 
correfponding with the celebrated ru- 
ins of Perjepolis , and a judgment 
may be formed of it, by what I have 
exhibited in plate 126. It feems 
very improbable, therefore, that all 
thefe faults Ihould be chargeable on 
the meer negligence, or unskilful- 
nefs of the engravers, who ought 
naturally to conform to the orders, 
and trace out the sketches they re- 
ceive. But indeed his verbal de- 
fcription is altogether as imperfedt as 
the plates ; and he himfelf fays, that 
the firft figure which appears on the 
upper, part of the ftair-cafe, is a man 
on horfeback. Whereas it is very 
certain, that no equeftrian figure is 
to be feen either there, or in any 
other part of the ruins of Chelminar , 
nor is there the leaf! appearance that 


any thing of that nature was ever 
there. The fame may be fa id of the 
chariot drawn by two men, as al- 
fo of thofe extraordinary animals 
which he has reprefented as encoun- 
tering one another, and aifo of 
the cyprefs planted in the fine vafes 
he has afiigned them. I may therefore 
affirm, that thefe human and animal 
figures, together with all the reft, 
are fo remote from truth, that I 
fhall not charge my felf with the un- 
neceffary trouble of pointing out their 
defedts. 

He reprefents, in page 344, a 
portal, which is the work of meer 
imagination, fince inftead of placing 
the figures within the entrance, he 
has difpofed fome on each fide with- 
out, and others within, ddcending 
from a rock with ftrange animals in 
their hands; and above the entrance, 
he has placed a fmall figure, which 
indeed is to be feen on the top of 
the pilafters, but not within the por- 
tal. Our author adds, that figures 
are to be feen there habited in long 
robes ; the firft of which he imagines 
is a bifhop at the head of his clergy; 
and he likewife affirms, that in each 
of the portals, a giant is to be feen, 
together with a griffon, or a lion, 
into whole belly the giant plunges a 
dagger ; and he places on the top, an 
hieroglyphic figure, equally com- 
pounded of a man and an eagle, 
with a variety of ornaments like thofe 
at Naxi Rujlart . 

His 347th page reprefents a win- 
dow, with fmall ornaments on the 
outfide, and charadters all around it, 
defcending to a confiderable depth. 
Thefe charadters are indeed placed 
there inftead of foliage, but they are 
not continued fo far down as he has 
reprefented. The reader may fee in 
what manner they are exhibited in 
my 128th plate. 

Our author likewife declares in 
page 340, that he found feventeen 
of the leventy columns, the traces 
of which are ftill vifible, and he be- 
lieves they were diftributed into four 
divilions, feparated from each o- 
ther by a thick wall of black marble, 
the ruins of which ftill rife to the

is dill very vifible ; but as to the col- 
lar, the caique, and likewife the 
flower, which he fays this prince 
holds in his hand, and which the 
queen receives with her left, I can 
affirm, that nothing of this nature 
is there to be found. - I am likewife 
very uncertain whether this latter fi- 
gure be that of a woman ; for it is 
exceedingly defaced ; and yet our au- 
thor affirms, that it reprefents a very 
amiable woman, with jewels on her 
forehead, and round her neck. The 
middle figure leemed to have fome- 
thing in its Hand, much refembling 
a bowl. In a word, I found that 
thefe figures, together with what 
they have on their heads, and in all 
other particulars relating to them, 
are not very different from thofe 
tables which appear below the 
tombs of Naxi Ruftan , and that the 
former may probably have been the 
fame with thofe that are there repre- 
fented as holding aring, in plate 169. 

It may naturally beconcluded from 
all I have faid, that I have proceeded 
very differently from other travellers, 
in the examination of what I faw,and 
that the only view I propofed in my 
travels, was to unfold thofe antiqui- 
ties, which have not been placed in 
their true light by any perfon before 
me ; and that my defign was to of- 
fer to the public a more perfedt 


work, in this refpedt, than any which 
have been publiffied by others. I 
undertook it altogether with this de- 
fign, and was delirous to fatisfy my 
natural curiofity for things of this na- 
ture; without any thoughts of ma- 
king my fortune in foreign coun- 
tries, or engaging myfelf in the fier- 
vice of any one. I can likewife af- 
firm, that I drew with my own 
hand, and have painted in diftem- 
per, on paper, and from the origi- 
nal objedts themfelves, thofe repre- 
fentations of them, which are to be 
found in my travels, and that I have 
completed the whole in fo orderly 
and exadt a manner, that I could 
have made ufe of them in the rela- 
tion of my travels, without giving 
myfelf the trouble to have them en- 
graved. 

I brought away an entire figure 
from the rocks of Perfepolis , into 
my own country, together with fe- 
veral other curious pieces; a large 
colledtion of charadters, and other 
ornaments, which fufficiently prove 
what pains I took, during the three 
months I continued a tPerfepolis: all 
which time I devoted my ftridteff 
attention to thofe illuffrious ruins. I 
may therefore take the liberty to re- 
prefent myfelf as the firft perfon who 
has placed them in the full light, and 
rendered juftice to them, after an in- 
terval of 2000 years; and without 
deviating from the rules of art, ei- 
ther in the relation I have given of 
them, or with refpedt to the plates 
which were engraved, under my in- 
fpedtion, with all poffible juftice and 
accuracy. I therefore flatter myfelf 
that I have merited the approbation 
of all thofe who are lovers of art and 
undifguifed truth. I have likewife 
taken the pains to paint feveral ex- 
traordinary pieces of drapery, both 
of men and women, which the cu- 
rious may fee at my houfe, together 
with a variety of Indian fifh, fruits, 
and birds.

It muft there- 
fore be allowed, Sir, that tho’ tome fi- 
gures in his plates may be faid to re- 
lemble yours in a few particulars, 
and it be likewile evident that they 
were drawn on the ipot, it is yet 
very apparent, that they were work- 
ed off in hafte, and fome things were 
touched fo very flightly, that it be- 
came neceffary to finifh them after- 
ward by mere guefs. This you have 
very judicioufly obferved in your re- 
marks, wherein you have refuted 
all the errors he has committed, 
and have proceeded with all the ex- 
atftnefs of a man who has feen 
things with his own eves, and ex- 
amined them in the ftridteft man- 
ner. I am therefore perfuaded that 
every judicious reader will declare 
in your favour without the leafl hefi- 
tation ; and it muft be naturally al- 
lowed, that the reprefentation of 
thole ruins, made by fo curious 
a connoifteur as yourfelf, are pre- 
ferable to thofe of a hired painter, 
who continued no more than five 
days upon the fpot, and took but a 
tranfient view of things ; whereas 
you was conftant in your applica- 
tion there, and proceeded with all 
imaginable exadtnefs for the full fpace 
of three months.

But as you are defirous, Sir, of 
knowing my fentiments of thofe 
hiftorical remarks which thofe gentle- 
men have interfperfed in the relation 
of their travels, with reference to 
the figures that are to be feen at 
Chelminar , I {hall do myfelf the ho- 
nour to acquaint you, that Mr. Kemp- 
jer feems to me, to have been extreme- 
ly concife in thole particulars, and Sir 
John Chardin altogether as fuperfi- 
cial ; whilft you have omitted no- 
thing that has been written by the 
ancients with relation to Per/epolis y 
and the antient Per fans. This

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famous remains of the grandeur of 
the ancient monarchy of Perfia are 
fituated, is watered by a variety of 
rivers and lefler ftreams, which fre- 
quently overflow their banks, and 
temper the glow of the fun-beams in 
the fummer feafon. We may like- 
wile take it for granted, that there 
were feveral fprings and fubterranean 
cavities, together with a great number 
of wells in the palace itfelf, and which 
have been flnce filled up with the 
fallen fragments of thofe foperb ru- 
ins, and deftroyed by thofe barba- 
rians, who laid that fine country 
under water ; which is a fate that 
Memphis and Jerujalem have like- 
wife fuftained. But what is ftill 
more to our purpofe, Sir John Char- 
din frankly acknowledges, in the 
173d page of the fame volume, that 
the inhabitants call Chelminar The 
Temple of the Winds, becaufe a breeze 
of air perpetually blows in that place. 
Why, therefore, may we not fup- 
pofe a palace to have been built 
there, as well as a temple ? To this 
we will add the teftimony of Atke- 
neeus , a who declares, that Cyrus , and 
the kings of Perfia who i'ucceeded 
him, refided at Ecbatane, the capi- 
tal of Media , during the excefiive 
heats of the fummer ; and pafied the 
autumn at PerJ'epolis ; the winter at 
Su/a, and the fpring at Babylon. 
Add to this, that the manner in 
which Diodorus Siculus defcribes the 
palace of Perfepolis, gives us fuffi- 
cient reafon to believe that Chelmi- 
nar is that very palace : For though 
that author mentions a triple wall, 
which encompaffed that palace, and 
though thefe three inclofures are no 
longer to be feen there, that will not 
be thought a circumftance of any 
confequence, fince the Greek authors 
from whom he tranfcribed that de- 
fcription, fome ages after the de- 
ftrudtion of that palace, may have 
taken fome particular angles, or fec- 
tions, of that edifice, or fome cor- 
ners or fides of the rock on which it

is fituated, for walls ; or thofe walls, 
if any fuch there were, may have 
been entirely deftroy’d in a courfe 
of fo many ages. But what feems 
moil material to me is, that Dio- 
dorus adds in the lame place. That 
to the eaft, and behind the palace, 
there was a mountain which was 
called the Royal Mount, where the 
tombs of the Perlian kings were built. 
As thofe circumftances, therefore, 
together with feveral others which 
I may have occafion to mention, as 
I proceed, are ftill to be found at 
Chelminar, the learned Don Figue- 
roa, who was a perfedt mafter of an- 
tiquity, concludes very juftly, in 
my opinion, that this place oughc 
to be confidered as the genuine ruins 
of the ancient palace of Pefepolis, 
which was deftroyed by Alexander 
the Great. See his embafiy, pages 
160, 161, 162, c '§c. andpage.4.1. 
of your own travels into Perfia . We 
will now proceed to Sir John Char- 
dins, fecond argument. 

He fays, that the ornaments on 
the flair-cafe of thefe ftately ruins, 
reprefent a proceffion, and probably 
one of thofe which were made at fo- 
lemn facrifices, and particularly thofe 
to the fun. But the teftiinonies 
which he cites from Herodotus and 
Strabo , to juftify his conjecture, are 
altogether inconclufive. Herodotus 
indeed declares b that the ancient 
Perfians made oblations to the fun ; 
but he does not feem to fay, that 
thofe offerings * confifted either of 
horfes, or of any other animals; for 
he only declares, that the Majfageta 
offered up to him, as the moft adtive 
of all gods, the fwifteft of their qua- 
drupeds, namely horfes. Strabo fays 
the fame c when he mentions the 
Majfagetce ; but, with refpedt to the 
Perfians , he fays nothing more, than 
that they honoured the d fun. There 
is more reafon, in my opinion, to 
affirm, that the Perfians offered horfes 
to the god Mars, from the authori- 
ty of Strabo , ' who declares, that they 
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honoured the god of war above all 
other deities, and that the people ot 
Caramania, a province fubject to the 
Perjians , offered mules to him, be- 
caufe they ufed thofe animals in 
their wars, in dead of horfes. How- 
ever, as Xenophon affirms, * that Cy- 
rus offered horfes to the fun ; and 
b Paujanias , that the Perjians facri- 
ficed horfes and other beads to that 
luminary, we will not conted their 
authority ; but we, however, are 
not to conclude from thence, that 
the figures on the dair-cafe of CheU 
minar reprefent the procedion of a 
facrifice, nor that the drudture itfelf 
was a temple of Perjepolis, becaufe 
it was cudomary for the Perfians y on 
the birth-day of their kings, which 
was anciently called Pybla, to daugh- 
ter a great number of goats, mules, 
oxen, deer, and fheep, and the fub- 
je£ts afterward ferved them up at 
the royal table, as Athenczus informs 
us c from ancient Perfian authors, 
whofe works have long ceafed to be 
extant. It is much more probable, 
therefore, that thefe figures repre- 
fent one of thofe fedivals, rather than 
a facrifice : And what is dill more 
to our purpofe, Herodotus , who li- 
ved in the time of Xerxes the Great , 
when the monarchy of the ancient 
Perjians was in its utmod glory, de- 
clares, that they had no images of 
gods, nor temples, nor altars, and 
that they even derided thofe nations 
who had them ; and were contented 
with offering their facrifices on lof- 
ty places free from all impurity d ; 
which likewife is confirmed by Stra- 
bo'. I think this is fufiicient to 
prove, that the ruins of Chelinmat 
are not thofe of a temple, fince the 
ancient Perjians had not any, and 
confequently thefe mud be the re- 
mains of a palace, to which the fi- 
gures and ornaments correfpond 
much better. For though Sir John 
Chardin endeavours in a very inge- 


nious manner to fupporthis opinion, 
by comparing the reprefentations on 
the dair-cafe with fome particular 
cudoms which prevail among the 
modern Perfians and Indians , yet I 
cannot fee that he can derive much 
advantage from that proceeding, 
fince perfons of judgment are fen- 
fible, that modern cudoms differ 
there, as Well as in other countries, 
from thofe of the ancients, and e- 
fpecially with regard to an antiqui- 
ty that has fubfided above two thou- 
land years. For which reafon I am 
well perfuaded, that if one of thofe 
Batavians who lived a thoufand 
years ago, was to appear upon earth 
again, he would be altogether unac- 
quainted with the manners, lan- 
guage, and habits of his modern 
countrymen. The prefent cudoms 
and manners of the Guebres , and 
thofe of the pagans of India , which 
Sir John Chardin fo frequently al- 
ledges in his judification, are no 
more in his favour than the other 
particulars he has mentioned ; for 
the modern Guebres differ from the 
antient Magi , as much at lead as 
the modern Jews deviate from their 
orthodox ancedors, and as much 
as the generality of modern Chri- 
dians vary from the primitive 
church, both in their manners and 
doctrines. The Guebres of this age 
are a fet of poor ignorant creatures, 
who in confequence of a length of 
time, and the great changes which 
have happened in Perfia , have lod 
the true knowledge of their ance- 
dors manner of wordfip, of which 
they retain nothing but the letter, in* 
the fame manner as the Samari- 
tans have prelerved that of the pen- 
tateuch. It may even be prefumed, 
that the Greeks , who adored falfe 
deities, introduced many novelties 
in their time, into the Perjian reli- 
gion, and which were very incon- 
gruous with the ancient manners of

the people. The Parthians indeed, 
and another race of Perfian kings, 
reigned in that country for fome 
ages after the Greeks ; but it is very 
probable, that the Saracens, who 
afterward made themfelves mailers 
of it under the firft Khalifahs ; and 
then the 'tartars , under Tamerlane, 
and after them, the Turks, did not 
fail to introduce feveral great chan- 
ges there, either by tyranny, or a 
feries of artful conduift ; and we 
may naturally conclude, that thefe 
alterations contributed not a little to 
oblcure and perplex the affairs of the 
ancient Perfians. The Indians like- 
wile have been no lefs obnoxious to 
changes and revolutions of this na- 
ture, but as they have no relation to 
our prefent fubjedt, I fhall not en- 
large upon them. 

I freely acknowledge, for my parr, 
that I think the relations which 
the ancient Greek hiftorians have 
given us of the manners and cu- 
ftoms of the firft Perjians , in peace 
and war, and in every other parti- 
cular, except what relates to their 
religious worfhip, deferve much 
more credit than all the fabulous 
hiftories of the modern Perfians. It 
is certain, that the Guebres of our 
time are very commendable for en- 
tirely rejecting all falfe gods and i- 
dols, and for acknowledging one 
God alone; in which particulars 
they render juftice to their anceftors ; 
and likewife declare, that they 
pay an external honour only to the 
planets, zsDv.Hyde has obferved in his 
hiftory of the religion of the ancient 
Perfians ; and he declares, that he col- 
lected that account from their own 
writings. To which I may add, 
that you yourfelf received the lame 
account from their own lips, as you 
obferve in the 79th chapter of your 
travels. I think therefore we need 
nothing more to refute, or at leaft 
to weaken Sir yohn Chardin's fecond 
argument ; lince, if the ancient 
P erf ans were not idolaters, it is cer- 
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tain that the figures of the ftair-cale 
cannot be fuppofed to be carrying in 
proceffion to this pretended temple, 
thole things which real pagans ufed 
in their facrifices. And indeed they 
prove the very contrary , by the man- 
ner in which you have reprefented 
them, agreeably to hiftory and rea- 
fon. I fhall not take any notice of 
the errors he has committed, with 
refpeCt to thole figures, lince you 
have fufficiently pointed them out, 
and no one can be a better judge 
of them than yourfelf. The hifto- 
rians likewife declare in your favour, 
fince they all deny that the ancient 
Perfians ever facrificed human crea- 
tures, as the Mafagetce did, accor- 
ding to Herodotus a and b Strabo : 

And thefe authors would certainly 
have faid the fame of the Perfians , 
if they had aCted like the Mafa- 
getce. 

As to the figures which Sir fohn 
Chardin reprefents as bearing hu- 
man limbs, I think you have fuf- 
ficiently proved, that it is all mere 
imagination ; and it is impoflible it 
Ihould be otherwife, if the whole 
be rightly confidered. It is ftill lels 
conceivable, that the fecond figures 
which are led by the firft in each 
band, Ihould be intended for victims, 
fince fomeof them have a machine on 
their left fide, which he calls the cafe Tom ?- 
of a bow, in his 69th page ; but there 
is much more reafon to believe it to 
be a Gerra, or buckler made of 
cords and leather, which the Per- 
fians carried on the left fide, as they 
did a poinard on the right hip, as 
Herodotus obferves c in his account 
of the arms of the ancient Perfians.

But however the fa£t may be, I 
think you have reprefented it much 
in this manner on the hair-cafe ; 
and as to thofe animals which are 
exhibited in Sir John Chardin's 65th 
plate, there may poffibly have been 
fuch, notwithilanding they are un- 
known to us. You likewife repre- 
fent, in your 130th plate, a hero 
encountring a lion with one horn ; 
and it is certain that nature fome- 
times produces fuch monftrous births. 

I muft indeed confefs, that the com- 
bat between the lion and the mule 
with one horn, does not feem more 
extraordinary to me, than thofe be- 
tween the mules and bears, which 
you mention in the 39th chapter of 
your travels. 

I can eafily agree with Sir John 
Chardin , who fays, page 70, that 
he believes the infcription in charac- 
ters, which appears at the end of the 
long baffo-relievo of the flair-cafe, 
contains an explication of the fculp- 
ture there j and yet I am fully per- 
fuaded by the reafons I have alledged, 
that thele famous ruins are thole of 
a palace, and cannot poffibly be the 
remains of a temple. 

It is alfo probable that the trad! 
of ground where moft of the co- 
lumns hand, was originally a court 
before the palace, like that which 
was before the king’s houfe at Safa, 
mentioned in the book of E/lhcr, c. v. 
and through which a flow of freffi 


air was admitted into the apart- 
ments. One may even prefume, that 
thefe columns did not fupport any 
architrave, as Sir John Chardin has 
obferved page 76 j but we may ven- Tom. 5 
ture to fuppofe that a covering of ta- 
peltry or linnen was drawn over 
them, to intercept the perpendicu- 
lar projection of the fun-beams. The 
great number of apartments, whofe 
fymetry is no longer diltinguiffiable, 
were undoubtedly appropriated to the 
prince, and the officers of his court. 

Sir John Chardin expreffes him- 
felf as politively, with relation to the 
drapery of the figures, as he did with 
refpebt to the imaginary temple, and 
the l'acrifices he iuppofed were offer- 
ed there ; becaufe he difeovers fome 
fimilitude between thefe habits and 
thofe that were worn by the ancient 
worfhippers of fire, or of the Gue- 
bres , who are ftill to be found in the 
Indies. He adds, page 59, that the Tom. 5.

garment, which is wrapped three or 
four times round the reins, and the 
end of which is inferted into the 
cindlure; after which he informs us, 
that the habits which are cut and 
lewed, were introduced by the Mo- 
hammedans. He likewife declares, 
page 6 1 , that the variety which is to Tom.

4 - dc 
of thofe figures, proceeds only from in 4 ‘ 
the diverfity of countries and climes 
in the vaft empire of Perfia. He re- 
prefents fome of them, in his 58th 
plate, in ffiagged habits, while o- 
thers are naked ; and he gives tiaras 
to fome, and to others handkerchiefs 
wound about the head, inflead of 
bonnets, in his 60th page ; all which Tom - 5- 
is the work of his own fancy, and gj 
contrary to the teflimonials of an- 
cient authors. For my part, I am 
perfuaded, there is no more iimili- 
tude between the habits of the pa- 
gan Indians of thefe days, and thofe 
of the ancient Perjians , than there 
is between our manner of drefs and 
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that of our anceflors ; and indeed I 
do not find any figures in your plates 
that are either naked, or covered with 
fuis. Nor has Herodotus mentioned 
any thing of this nature in his account 
of the arms and habit of the troops 
of Xerxes the Great. And we find 
that the drapery of thofe figures 
which are flill remaining at Chelmi- 
nar, correiponds with the habits of 
thole different nations. I likewife 
think it very extraordinary, that the 
ancient Perfums lhould have learned 
the ufe of cut and fewed garments 
from the Mohammedans , fince Athe- 
nceus declares, that thofe ancient Per- 
fans were the fit if of all nations who 
addicted themfelves to luxury and 
pleaiure a . If they wore plaited robes 
oi cloth with large lleeves, and fold- 
ed them twice or thrice over their 
reins, as they are reprefented by Sir 
‘John Chardin , there is but little pro- 
bability that the famous Paujani- 
as of Sparta would have cloth- 
ed himielf .n that manner : And yet 
Thucydides and Cornelius Ncpos de- 
clare, that he wore a royal habit in 
the mode of the Modes , that is to fay, 
a long plaited robe. It is likewife 
certain, that if this habit had been 
made of cloth neither cut nor fewed, 
and that it was wrapped over the 
reins, the ancient Greeks would un- 
doubtedly have ridiculed him ; our 
modern Dutchmen would have ta- 
ken him for a Bohemian fortune-teller, 
and the people of Courland would 
have faid poiitively that he was a pea- 
fant of Semi gall or Livonia. 

But I think it time to draw to a 
clofe, Sir, and fhall therefore do my 
felf the honour to affine you, without 
flopping any longer at trifles, that 
your plates in the 53 ^ an< ^ 54^ 


chapters, agree perfectly with the 
defcriptions in ancient authors ; and 
I am perfuaded that every reader of 
tafle and judgment will prefer the ac- 
count of your travels, in that parti- 
cular, to that of Sir John Chardin . 
Your remarks likewife on the tombs 
of Naxi Ritjlan , are very accurate 
and judicious. Permit me. Sir, to 
add to what you have oblerved, that 
Abul-Pharagius declares there was a 
hero named Rujian , in the time of 
Jefdegerd , before whofe reign Chel- 
minar was undoubtedly built, as the 
modern Perfian hiflorians allow. But 
all the flories related of this Rujian 
are not to be credited ; and I even 
believe that the tomb which is faid 
to be his, is really that of Darius , 
who is mentioned by Ctefias. The 
reft of Sir John Chardins remarks 
are not material enough to require an 
anfwer. 

As to the explications which are 
offered by Mr. Kempfer , they feem 
to correfpond very w r ell with yours, 
if we except his plates and remarks: 
For which reufon you will permit me 
to pafs over inconfiderable circum- 
flances, which can be agreeable to 
none but credulous minds. 

Thus, Sir, have I endeavoured to 
comply with your defires ; and if 
there be any other particular wherein 
you judge me capable of ferving you, 
I hope you will do me the juflice to 
belitve, that I will undertake it with 
pleaiure, as being
